GENERAL   ORDERS  BY  THE  GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL  OF  INDIA  IN  COUNCIL.

THE  Bight  Honourable  the  Grovemor-General 
of  India  in  Council  has  much  satisfaction  in  pub- 
lishing the  fi^lowing  report  of  a  successful  attack, 
made  bj  the  troops  under  Colonel  Bowcroft»  on  a 
body  of  marauding  rebels  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  bis  camp,  on  the  26th  of  December  last. 

To  Colonel  Rowcroft,  to  Captain  Sothebj,  R.N., 
commanding  the  Naval  Brigade,  and  to  the  officers 
and  men  under  his  command  ;  to  the  detachment  of 
Royal  Mail nes  onder  Lieut^iant  Fym,  and  that  o i  the 
Bengal  Police  Battabon  under  liieutenantBurlton; 
as  well  as  to  the  officer^  civil  and  military,  honour- 
ably mentioned  by  Colonel  Rowcroft,  the  Governor- 
General  in  Council  desires  to  offer  his  thanks  for 
tbeir  services  on  this  occasion. 

The  Governor- General  in  Council  has  mucb 
satisfaction  in  acknowledging  the  good  services 
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rendered  upon  this  occasion  by  the  Nepanlese 
troops,  acting  under  Colonel  Rowcroft's  command* 
To  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  that  force  generally, 
but  especially  to  Migor  Captain  Sree  Bbuggut 
Khanka,  commanding  the  Ramdull  Regiment,  to 
Captain  Dercedass  Opudiah,  of  the  same  corps* 
and  to  Captain  Eoolpurshad  Singh  Bnshnial,  com- 
manding the  Gorucknath  Raiment,  his  Lordship 
in  Council  desires  to  tender  the  thanks  of  Govern- 
ment, for  the  great  zeal  and  gallantry  which  they 
have  displayed.

Camp,  Mujhowlee,  on  the  River  Chota  Ounddh^ 
25  miles  West  of  Sewan, 

Sir,  2Sth  December,  1857. 

I  HAVE  the  honocfr  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Right  Hononrable  the  Governor-Gene- 
ral, that  the  Field  Force,  under  my  command 
received  a  reinforcement  of  the  Grorucknath  Regi- 
tbent  of  Goorkhas— 500  strong— K>n  the  morning 
of  the  25th  December,  sent  on  to  join  me  by 
forced  mardies  from  Segowlee,  by  his  Excellency 
Maharajah  Jung  Bahadoor  and  Mr.  Samuelis,  the 
Commissioner.  It  was  represented  to  me  strongly 
that  they  were  too  fatigued,  foot*sore,  and  hungry 
to  march  again  that  day,  and  that  they  had  been 
without  sleep  for  two  nights.  I  therefore,  post- 
poned for  the  day,  though  reluctantly,  my  arrange^ 
ments  to  move  and  attack  the  rebels  at  Sohunpore 
— 7  miles  distant,  and  about  midway  between  my 
eiitrenched  camp  at  M3rrwa  and  Mujhowlee. 
About  half-past  seven  on  the  morning  of  the  26th 
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Deeember,  I  marched  from  camp  with  the  fortt 
noted  in  the  margin^*  levying  two  companies  — 
100  men— of  Goorkhas,  and  60  matchlock-men 
of  the  Hntwa  Rajah^s,  for  the  proiection  of  the 
camp ;  and  of  these,  half  a  company  and  twentj 
BHtchioek-men  to  watch  and  secure  the  narrow 
Caaseway  Bridge  over  the  river  Jurhaee,  less  than 
balf  a  mile  in  front  of  my  camp.  It  was  reported 
to  me  that  the  rebels  were  posted  in  the  village  of 
Sofannpore,  and  in  two  or  three  large  topes  (woods) 
close  to  it,  on  either  side  of  the  Mujhowlee  road, 
with  a  tank  with  high  banks  close  in  front  of  the 
riJUige  on  the  north,  in  which  most  of  the  sepoys, 
and  three  of  their  four  gans  were  posted.  On 
arriving  within  little  more  than  half  a  mile  of  the 
position  of  the  rebels,  I  forilied  line»  and  took 
ground  to  the  right,  to  turn  their  left  flank,  and  act 
more  easily  on  the  tank.  Daring  this  movement, 
the  enemy  pushed  forward  numerous  skirmishers 
into  the  topes  and  cultivation,  and  opened  fire  of 
gnns  and  musketry  on  our  line.  Our  skirmishers, 
cona  sting  of  the  Marines,  part  of  the  Naval 
Brigade  and  Seikhs,  soon  returned  their  fire,  doing 
mncfa  execution  among  the  enemy,  especially  the 
marines  with  the  Mini4  rifles.  We  also  opened 
fire  with  onr  gnns,  and  a  few  shells  well  thrown, 
in  two  or  three  directions,  checked  the  rebels  for 
a  time.  I  advanced  the  line  a  short  distance, 
when  the  main  body  of  the  enemy  rapidly  moved 
to  their  right,  to  join  a  force  previously  in  position, 
I  strongly  suspect,  on  our  left,  their  aim  apparently 
being  to  surround  us  with  their  numbers.  I 
changed  our  front  immediately  to  oar  left.    During

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this  time,  a  Till^e  on  our  left  was  steadily  and 
gallantly  held  by  Lieutenant  Burlton,  40th  Begi- 
ment  Native  Infantry,  with  the  50  Seikhs;  and  I 
BeQt  two  companies  of  the  RamduU  Regiment  of 
Goorkhas  to  reinforce  him  in  holding  that  post,  and, 
if  possible,  to  capture  a  gun  firing  on  our  lefiu 
Lieutenant  Bnrlton  reports  that  Soobadar  Himku- 
mal  Bushnia,  9th  Company  Rarodull  Goorkhas, 
behaved  very  gallantly,  constantly  encouraging 
his  men  ;  and,  in  riding  at  one  of  the  rebels  who 
was  attacking  Lieutenant  Burlton,  inflicting  for- 
tunately only  a  cut  through  his  turban  and  helmet, 
the  soobadar  was  very  severely  wounded  by  a 
tulwar  cut  round  the  left  hip,  a  Seikh  then  rushing 
up,  cutting  down,  and  killing  the  rebel.  After 
changing  ground  to'  the  left,  I  advanced  the  line 
towards  the  enemy,  now  and  then  allowing  our 
guns  to  throw  a  shell  or  two.  The  enemy  made  a 
show  of  advancing  a  short  distance,  with  about  50 
sowars  in  their  front.  After  advancing  the  line  a 
short  distance,  two  or  three  shells  were  beautifully 
pitched  into  the  midst  of  this  large  body  of  foot 
and  horsemen,  at  900  or  1,000  yards  distance, 
scattering  them  in  all  directions.  I  am  sorry  there 
was  no  opportunity  to  allow  of  the  Goorkhas  join- 
ing in  a  charge.  The  main  body  then  moved 
rapidly  to  their  left,  as  if  to  gain  their  old  position 
in  the  topes  and  village.  Our  line  was  changed 
to  the  right.  During  the  former  advance  and 
this  movement,  the  rebel  skirmishers  were  firing 
from  lieavy  cover  on  us,  from  our  right  and  right 
rear.  I  otxlered  the  marines  to  skirmish  and  cover 
our  right,  and  two  companies  of  the  Gorucknath 
Regiment,  who  were  placed  in  reserve,  to  cover 
our  right  rear.  The  line  and  skirmishers  ad- 
vanced, firing  a  few  rounds  from  our  guns  into 
the  topes,  and  in  the  direction  of  the  tank.  The 
rebels  seem   to   have  had.  only  a  rear-guard,  at 
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tiiis  time,  left  at  Sohanpore.  The  skimisherg 
Tttpidlj  adranced  into  the  topes,  which  we  found 
^■ite  dear  of  the  enem  j.  Three  tents  of  Baboo 
Goer  SiDgh's  nephew,  Horkisfaen  Singh,  were  here 
fomd  all  pitched,  and  a  qnantit j  of  grain,  &c.  I 
wdered  the  tents  to  be  bnmt  at  once.  We  then 
noYed  to  the  right  to  get  on  the  Mujhowlee-road, 
and  oontinned  onr  advance  without  delaj  to  Mn* 
jhowlee,  some  six  miles  distant.  Within  about 
two  mUes  of  Mojhowlee  we  saw  the  rear  of  the 
rebda  entering  the  place,  and  on  nearing  it  I 
oidered  the  marines,  and  part  of  the  Naval 
Brigade,  and  four  companies  of  the  Gonicknath 
Begiment,  to  push  on  rapidly  after  the  Seikhs  com* 
posing  the  advance  guard,  in  the  hopes  of  capture 
iag  their  guns,  crossing  the  deep  ford  of  the 
Gnnduk.  I  am  happy  to  say  one  large  iron  six- 
poonder  gun  and  limber  complete,  full  of  ammuni- 
tion, was  taken  in  the  river.  The  Sikhs  and  some 
men  of  the  Goraeknath  Begiment,  with  Captain 
Koolpurshad  Singh  Bnshnial,  were  among  the  first 
down  at  the  river  in  capturing  the  gun.  The 
cultivation  was  so  heavy,  and  we  advanced  on  so 
^nitkly,  it  was  difiicult  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
the  rebels  killed.  Two  other  tumbrils— one  full 
ef  ammunition,  the  other  of  powder  ~ and  two  or 
three  carts  were  also  taken.  The  rebels,  by  all 
reports  and  appearances,  were  1 100  or  1200  sepoys, 
and  between  4000  and  5000  other  armed  men«

The  Naib  Naeim,  Mushuruff  Khan,  was  present 
in  the  action  with  his  force,  and  also  Alii  Kur- 
reem,  Monlvee  of  Patna,  who  was  first  reported  to 
have  been  killed  in  the  action,  but  now  said  to 
have  got  away  the  eiFening  before.  The  Grovernor- 
Genend  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  this  one  day's 
work  has  completely  denred  the  district  of  this 
horde  of  marauding  rebels,  rdieving  the  many 
viUagea  of  their  plundering  and  oppression.     The 
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Kajah  of  Mujhowlee^  and  the  ^eople^  gladly  wel-- 
eomed  us,  as  did  other  people  on  the  road.  I  had 
promised  the  Rajah  I  would  soon  reliere  him. 
The  Bajah  states  the  rebels  made  sure  of  sur* 
rounding  and  destrojing  us  as  we  -  were  so  few, 
and  of  being  able  to  get  into  Chupra  and  to 
plunder  the  district.  The  Riyah  also  states  that, 
with  the  sepojs,  matdilock-men,  sword  and 
spear^men,  the  rebels  were  more  than  6^000  or 
7,000  strong.  I  do  no|  think  that  the  rebels  had 
heard  of  the  arrival  of  the  second  Groorkba  Begi* 
mentf  on  the  26th  December.  I  learn  from  tiie 
Mujhowlee  Rajoh,  and  other  reports,  that  th<»re 
must  have  been  some  120  of  the  r^heh  killed,  by 
the  number  of  bodies  since  seen  in  their  positions 
in  the  field.  Besides  many  wounded,  a  few  rebels 
were  killed  at  the  ford,  and  six  in  one  boat.  I  am 
happy  to  say  we  have  had  few  casualties.  The 
gun  and  musket  firing  of  the  rebels  was  too  high, 
their  round  shot  and  matchlock  balls  mostly  pass- 
ing over  our  head^,  the  round  shot  killing  a  Doolee 
beiirer,  and  a  villager,  in  our  rea*".  A  Goorkha 
private  of  the  Gorueknath  Regiment  was  wounded 
by  a  musket  ball,  and  also  one  of  the  magistrate's 
sowars.  It  is  a  marvel  none  in  the  line  were 
hit,  for  numbers  of  the  round  shot,  hCy  pas^d 
over  or  by  us,  tearing  up  the  ground,  and  rieo" 
chetting,  but  without  hitting  any  one.  The  action 
commenced  about  10  a.m.,  and  by  half-past  I  p.ic 
we  had  dispersed  and  driven  the  rebels  through 
the  topes  and  village  of  Sohumpore,  and  follow^ 
them  up  and  driven  them  oot  of  Mujhowlee,  and 
over  the  river  Gunduk,  by  four  i^Ji.  The  troops 
had  a  hard  day's  work,  and  went  through 
their  fatigue  most  cheerfully.  I  was  myself 
in  the  saddle  for  ten  hours,  or  would  have 
written  to  you  earlier  ;  but  I  wrote  and  reported 
ur  advance,  and  suoeessfnl  attack,  and  complete 
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operation,  to  Brigadiei^Greaeral  MacGregor,  with 
Mabanjah  Jung  Bahadoor,  the  same  evening  ex- 
press to  Bettiah.  We  hivoaacked  for  the  night 
near  the  riTer,  haying  marched  without  tents  or 
liaggage,  except  two  or  three  tentj  for  the  men  of 
the  Naval  Brigade,  and  a  few  hackeries  for  the 
ammunition,  and  to  carry  the  Goorkhas  and  Sikhs 
ID  ease  of  accidents  during  the  action. 

I  marched  again  jesterdaj  morning,  27th  De- 
eemher,  with  a  detachment  of  the  Naval  Brigade, 
two  gona,  and  eight  companies  of  Goorkhas — 400 
men — and  the  Seikhs,  crossed  the  river,  and  moved 
tiiroogh  Selimpore,  and  aboat  two  miles  beyond, 
to  the  house  of  one  Narain  Dial  Canongoe,  formerly 
an  Assistant  Cc^lector,  who  had  been  forward  in 
maranding  and  giving  aid  to  the  rebels.  His  hoose 
was  hlown  up,  bamt,  and  destroyed.  We  also 
moved  to  another  village,  to  the  house  of  one 
Songram  Lall,  the  nephew  and  toomandar  of  the 
above,  and  destroyed  his  house  ;  but  neither  of 
the  villages  were  injured.  We  returned  to  camp 
ai  half-past  four  f.m. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  the  troops  behaved,  as 
British  marines  and  seamen  ever  do,  most  excel- 
lently and  gallantly  ;  Captain  Sotheby  ever  ready 
and  present  with  the  guns,  and  to  afford  me  every 
assistance  in  the  field.  Captain  Sotheby  has  paid 
great  attention  to  the  drill  and  triuning  of  the 
Naval  Brigade  for  land  service,  and  in  quickly 
training  the  horses  and  ponies  for  the  guns,  horses 
for  the  large  12-ponnder  howitzer,  and  ponies  for 
the  three  others,  and  the  seamen  to  ride  and  act  as 
ganners ;  and  under  Lieutenant  Tumour,  R.N.,  in 
charge  of  the  artillery,  they  have  had  constant 
drill  and  training,  and  are  now  ready  and  steady 
for  field  service,  and  were  in  the  action  of  the  26th 
December. 

Lieutenant  Grant,  B.N.,  in  charge  of  the  Naval 
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slEirmishers,  Lieutenant  Turnour,  R.N.,  in  charge 
of  the  artillery,  Lieutenant  Radcliffe,  R.N.,  in 
charge  of  the  Naval  column,  and  all  the  officers  of 
the  Naval  Brigade,  and  those  attached  to  the 
Goorkha  regiments,  zealously  exerted  themselves^ 
and  afforded  me  every  assistance* 

Lieutenant  Pym,  commanding  the  Royal  Ma- 
rines, especially,  did  good  service  with  the  Minie 
Rifles,  and  the  orders  I  sent  him  were  at  once  under- 
stood, and  promptly  acted  on,  while  skirmishing. 

Captains  Weston,  36th  Regiment  Native  In- 
fantry,  and  Brooks,  1st  Regiment  Light  Cavalry, 
respectively  in  military  charge  of  the  RamduU  and 
Gorucknath  Goorkha  Regiments,  afforded  me 
every  aid  in  the  management  of  those  regiments  ; 
and  Lieutenant  Burlton,  40th  Regiment  Native 
Lifantry,  in  charge  of  the  Sikhs  ;  and  were  ever 
ready  for  any  duty  and  service  ordered. 

Captain  Morgan,  22nd  Regiment  Native  In- 
fantry, Field  Force  Staff,  the  Honourable  Mr. 
Montague,  R.N.,  my  acting  aide-de-camp,  and  Mr. 
Lynch,  Deputy  Magistrate  of  S'fwan,  as  also  Mr. 
Nicholson,  who  acted  as  my  aide-de-camp,  afforded 
me  every  assistance  in  the  field,  and  during  the 
entire  day. 

Mr.  Nicholson's  son,  Mr.  Kenneth  Nicholson, 
to  whom  I  gave  the  charge  of  the  rear  guard 
company,  baggage  and  camp  followers,  rendered 
me  very  useful  service. 

Major  Captain  Sree  Bhuggut  Khanka,  com- 
manding RamduU  Regiment,  Captain  Dercedass 
Opudiah,  Raradull  Regiment,  Captain  Koolpurshad 
Sing  Bushnial,  commanding  Gorucknath  Regi- 
ment, and  all  the  ofiicers  of  the  two  Goorkha  Re- 
giments, were  anxious  and  ready  to  render  good 
service,  and  the  men  of  both  regiments  were 
steady  and  willing  in  the  field,  and  kept  well  to 
the  front,  with  the  European  force. 
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I  respectfoU/  b^  to  recommend  Captain 
Sotliebj,  Rojai  Navy,  of  Her  Majesty's  steam 
6ngne  Pear],  and  all  the  civil,  military,  and  naval 
officers,  to  the  favourable  notice  of  the  Right 
HoDoarable  the  Grovemor-General. 

I  ha?e  reports  that  tie  rebels  left  their  gnn, 
which  played  on  our  left,  behind  them  in  some  well 
or  JQDgle  at  Sohunpore,  and  also  the  two  gans, 
tbey  are  said  to  have  crossed  over  the  river,  some- 
whore  hidden  beyond  Selimpore.  The  rebels  will 
fed  the  want  of  their  gans  and  ordnance  stores 
It  Gorackporey  as  they  are  said  to  be  in  want  cf 
mmuiition. 

On  the  evening  of  the  26th,  I  despatched  a 
>nc80enger  to  Myrwa,  to  move  on  the  camp  and 
iMggsge,  which  was  carefully  brought  on  to  this 
P^Me  at  4  P.M.  yesterday,  under  Lieutenant 
Hamilton,  8th  Regiment  Native  Infantry,  doing 
^0^  with  the  Naval  Brigade. 

I  have  ordered  a  bridge  of  boats  to  be  got 
1^7  to  cross  the  river  to-morrow,  to  facilitate 
the  movement  over  of  the  numerous  hackeries,  the 
^\j  carriage  we  have,  to  be  ready  to  move  and 
>ct  according  to  reports  brought  in,  and  probable 
orders  from  Brigadier-General  MacGregor  to  co- 
operate with  the  l^aharajah'a  Nepaulese  army. 

A  few  sepoys  and  rebels  were  brought  in 
prisoners,  during  yesterday.  They  will  be  duly 
*ad  speedOy  disposed  of.  Proclamations  have 
)^MQ  sent  out  to  the  villagers  to  capture  all  rebels, 
uid  offering  rewards.

Sir,  Campy  Mgaporty  January  11,  1858. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  that^  from 
2  to  7  P.M^  on  the  8th  iostant,  reports  came  into 
Roorkiey'  from  all  parts  of  the  district,  that  a  large 
force  (headed  by  the  Nawab  of  Nujjeehabad)  of  the 
enemy  had  croaaed  the  nver  Ganges,  fallen  npon 
the  towns  of  Kunkul,  Jawalapore,  and  Hurdvar; 
desfcroyed  the  Goyemm«it  property  at  Myapore ; 
seised  npon  the  horses  of  the  cavalry  picquet ; 
taken  priscmer  and  canied  off  Mr.  Dubrass,  the 
telegraph  signaller ;  proclaimed  these  districts  as 
having  been  conquered  by  the  aforesaid  Nawab  ; 
and  the  last  petition  from  the  Thanadar  of  Jawar 
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lapoie  to  the  Teasildar  of  Koorkie  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  advance  guard  of  the  enemy  had  got 
as  &r  as  Bhudnrabad,  and  that  thej  were  about 
to  march  on  Hoorkie.  I  was  therefore  directed 
by  Captain  Reed,  commanding  at  Eoorkie,  to  re- 
quest Lieutenant  Boisragon,  commanding  at 
Munglour,  to  proceed  immediately  with  a  portion 
of  his  detachment*  towards  Myapore;  this  order 
he  received  at  about  half-past  8  p.m.,  on  tha 
8th  instant,  and  at  9  A.M.  the  next  morning 
his  detachment  had  reached  Myapore,  a  distance 
of  24  miles,  across,  to  say  the  least,  a  very 
indifferent  roadway  for  guns.  This  proves  what 
can  be  done  by  good  and  willing  soldiers,  and  I 
am  certain  that  the  above  circumstance  will  afford 
you  satisfaction. 

Immediately  on  my  arrival  here,  at  8  a.h.,  on 
the  9th  instant,  I  proceeded  (accompanied  by 
Captain  H.  Drummond,  Engineers :  Lieutenant 
Thomason,  Engineers ;  and  Mr.  Melville,  of  the 
Civil  Service,  with  three  or  four  sowars)  in  quest 
of  the  position  of  the  enemy.  After  patrolling 
down  the  bank  for  two  or  three  miles^  we  suddenly 
came  upon  their  encampment,  pitched  within  a 
few  feet  of  the  water,  opposite  to  the  ford  of 
TJnjinie  (a  distance  of  about  three  miles  in  direct 
line  from  Kunkul),  but,  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
coimtry,  we  cotdd  not  see  more  than  a  few  yards 
fix>m  the  bank.  I  perceived,  however,  that  they 
were  in  considerable  force  (I  should  say  about  500 
men),  and  from  the.  fact  of  their  having  fired  a 
three  or  six-pounder  at  us,  we  ascertained  of  their 
being  in  possession  of  guns ;  having  gained  aU  the 
necessary  information,  we  leisurely  retired  under 
a  very  slight  discharge  of  musketry.  The  only 
damage  done  at  this  place  (but  nowhere  else)  ia 

'  *  50  Ghoorkas,  50  Sikhs,  and  two  6-poimder  guns,  under 
Lieuteaant  St.  George,  of  Artillery. 
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ibe  dertmction  of  the  €k>Teniin6nt  bungalow 
(boih  bj  Sir  P.  Cauiiey),  and  the  chowkie  of  the 
caTftlty  picqnet  by  fire,  and  the  canying  off  of  the 
albreeaia  signaller^  Moolla  Mehistn  of  the  canal 
woikS)  five  sowars  with  their  horsesy  and  a  dozen 
bdldan ;  the  tel^raph  wire  was  also  cut,  and  a 
portion  of  it  carried  away,  but  this  was  imme- 
diately rectified  by  establishing  an  office  at 
Jowalapore. 

Yesterday,  about  2  p.k.,  information  was  brought 
me  by  Shewpersad,  native  agent,  belonging  to  the 
canal  department  (whom  I  beg  to  recommend  very 
&Tmirably  to  you,  as  he  was  the  only  man  who 
brought  any  intimation),  that  the  enemy  were 
crossing  in  a  very  large  force  with  gani,  and  that 
a  g  eat  number  of  them  had  established  themselres 
on  the  south  of  Kunkul,  which  they  were  about 
to  enter.  I  immediately  made  the  following 
preparation  : — A  guard*  was  left  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  camp,  tmder  Mr.  Phillips  of 
the  canal  department,  whom  I  instructed  also 
to  watch  the  ford  and  down  oppofdte  the 
Myapore  Bridge,  and  give  me  immediate  informa- 
tion if  the  enemy  endeavoured  to  turn  my  left ; 
and,  with  the  rest  of  the  detachment,  I  marched 
straight  through  the  main  street  of  Kunkul,  and 
arrived  at  its  south  side  just  in  time  to  prevent 
their  effecting  an  entrance  into  it.  The  following 
was  the  disposition  of  the  detachment — ^the  Nu»- 
soree  battalion  and  Sikhs,  under  Lieutenant  F. 
Boisragon  (with  the  latter  men  Mr.  Melville  of 
the  Civil  Service  kindly  voltmteered  his  services) ; 
the  guns  under  Lieutenant  St.  George,  of  the  Ar- 
tillery.  lieutenant  Thomason,  Engineers,  at  my 
requisition,  very  kindly  took  charge  of  the  cavalry. 
Captain  H.  Drummond,  Ikigineers,  was  watching

Cmdry. 
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the  movements  of  ike  enemy  from  the  dam,  which 
(at  my  request)  he  opened  at  a  moat  opportune 
moment,  eff'Mstually  cutting  off  their  retreat,  but 
which  at  the  same  time  prevented  our  following 
them  up.  Before  the  firing  commenced,  Captain 
Drummond  joined,  and  continued  with  me  during 
the  whole  of  the  afifoir,  and  I  am  much  indebted 
to  him  for  his  excellent  advice. 

Before  the  affair  commenced,  I  was  compelled 
to  detach  cavalry  and  infantiy  in  several  quarters, 
to  prevent  the  enemy  from  getting  to  my  right, 
left,  or  rear ;  besides,  I  had  to  advance  very  cau- 
tiously, as,  from  very  good  information,  I  learnt 
that  tbe  towns  of  Hurdwar,  Kunkul,  and  JawaL- 
apore^  were  in  collusion  with  the  rebels ;  I  there- 
fore commenced  the  fight  with  the  numbers  as 
per  margin.*  I  forward  a  plan  of  the  ground  (drawn 
out  by  Captain  Drummond)  which  will  give  you 
an  idea  of  what  was  done. 

It  was  evidently  the  object  of  the  enemy  to 
reach  Jawalapore.  I  therefore  threw  myself  be- 
tween it  and  Kunkul ;  the  guns  were  posted  be* 
tween  that  town  and  a  large  native  building. 
Lieutenant  T.  Boisragon  charged  with  his  Ghooiv 
kas  ;  took  them  in  flank,  and  drove  them  into  the 
river,  whilst  the  Seiks  charged  in  front  into  their 
position  amidst  the  tombstones,  which  was  carried 
in  a  few  seconds,  whilst  the  guns  (on  our  left 
flank)  poured  grape  into  the  enemy  as  they  re- 
treated across  the  river ;  several  of  the  officers 
killed  men  with  their  own  weapons,  and  the 
nephew,  I  believe,  of  the  Kawab  was  shot  dead  by 
Lieutenant  T.  Boisr^on,  and  I  am  given  to  un- 
derstand that  the  Nawab  himself  was  wounded 
by  some  one  of  our  party.  The  affiur  lasted  about 
half   an  hour;  the  cavalry  led  by  Lieutenant 

"  8  Enfopems,  30  Ghoorkas,  30  Seikhiy  3  goos,  and  16 
men  of  the  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry. 
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ThomasoB  and  Mr.  Melville  eat  up  the  enemj,  who 
took  down  our  ri^t  bank.  I  should  eaj  the 
caemy  wete  1000  strong,  (they  alflo  had  2  guns), 
of  whichy  killed,  wounded,  and  drowned,  thej 
must  bare  loet  certainly  100.  We  obtained  a 
quantity  of  swords,  muaketa,  and  other  natiye 
weapons,  also  some  ammunition.  Our  guns  were 
capitally  served  under  the  amperintendeace  of 
Luenottenaait  St  George,  of  ArtiUety.  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  we  had  not  a  single  man  woimded. 

Where  eveiy  officer  and  man  (European  and 
Natiye)  fierfonned  his  duty  well  and  cheerfully, 
it  would  be  invidious,  nay,  impossible,  to  parti- 
cularize. I  am  indebted  to  one  and  all,  and  I 
trust  you  will  be  pleased  and  express  your  appro- 
bation of  their  conduct. 

I  forgot  to  state  b^ore  that,  at  Roorkie,  Lieu- 
tenant T.  Boisragon's  party  was  increased  by  10 
Ihiropeans  from  the  Thomaaon  College,  and  there 
was  a  further  increaae  of  20  men  of  the  1st  Pun- 
jab Cayahy  at  KunkuL 

We  have  also  taken  15  horses.

2.  Captain  Stevens  reports  the  spirited  conduct 
of  Lieutenants  Ross  and  Buist,  commanding  sepsi* 
rate  detachments,  as  well  as  of  the  valuable  assist^ 
ance  iie  received  from  Dr.  Shircore,  his  medical 
officer,  and  superintending  the  intelligence  depart- 
ment. 

3.  Captain,  Stevens  likewise  highly  commends 
the  behaviour  of  all  the  native  commissioned,  non- 
commissioned officers  and  Sepoys  who  composed 
the  force  under  his  command. 

4.  I  b^  leave  to  recommend  the  excellent  con* 
duct  of  all  ranks  to  the  favourable  notice  of  Govern^ 
ment  and  the  Commander-in-Chie£

Sib, 

I  DO  myself  th6  honour  to  report,  for  the  in- 
formation of  Major-General  Sir  J.  B.  Hearsey, 
K.C.B.,  Commanding  the  Residency  Division,  that 
the  34th  mutineers  were  attacked  and  dispersed  by 
the  force  under  my  command,  yesterday^  the  12th 
instant,  with  a  loss  of  17  killed,  3  shot  dead  by 
drum-head  court-martial,  and  several  wounded ; 
the  loss  on  my  side  being  2  killed  and  1  wounded. 
I  would  beg  to  state,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
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action,  the  battalion  under  my  command  was  sla- 
nted into  three  detachments,  respectlvelj,  under 
command  of  myself  Lieutenant  Ross,  and  Lieu- 
tsnant  Buist.     I  was  encamped  at  Luckipore,  on 
the  north  bank  of  the  liver  Barah;  Lieutenant 
Ross  had  just  returned  after  a  long  and  tedious 
night  march  from  detached  duty  at  Tenee,  whei 
I  immediately  ordered  him  to  the  south  bank. 
Lievtenant  Buist  had  previously  lefi;  with  50  men 
(proceeding  along  the  north  bank)  to  strengthen 
the  detachxaent  at  Cachar ;  and,  after  proceeding 
a  hitie  distance,  his  rear  guard  was  fired  on  from 
9crom  the  river ;  intimation  had  thus  reached  me 
^  the  position  of  the  mutineers,  who  were  posted 
in  several  villages  on  the  south  side  of  the  river, 
nmnbering  100  men,  and  who  had  been  joined  by 
several  Munipoorie  Ponies  with  their  followers, 
intending  to  cross  over  to  Luckipore,  plunder  that 
place,  be  joined  by  several  others  and  march  on 
to  Munipore.     Such  was  their  intention,  but  I  am 
glad  to  say  their  object  was  most  signally  defeated. 
Lieutenant   Ross's  detaohmont,   immediately   on 
CTMsiag,  marched  up  to  where  they  were  in  posi- 
tion, myself  crossing  with  my  men  almost  opposite 
them.     Lieutenant    Ross    commenced    attacking 
them  in  a  most  spirited  manner;  shortly  the  whole 
force  was  engaged,  and  they  were  driven,  after  a 
spirited  action  of  one  hour  and  a  half^  from  their 
position,  and  dispersing,  took  refuge  in  the  junglea 
I  immediately  ordered  a  pursuit  in  several  direo* 
tions,  but  such  was  the  nature  of  the  ground,  ^c. 
We  did  not  come  across  any  of  them.     This  affiiir 
seems  to  have  had  a  most  signal  effect ;  it  has 
heen  the  means  of  completely  cowing  the  Muni*- 
poories,  who  have,  I  am  told,  left  the  mutineers  to 
their  fate.    Whether  the  latter  will  again  concen- 
trate, remains  to  be  seen. 

2.  1  would  beg  especially  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  Major-Q^eial  the  conduct  of  Lieutenants

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Ross  and  Buist ;  of  the  former  officer  especiallj, 
who  was  first  engaged  with  the  matineers. 

3.  It  also  affords  me  infinite  pleasure  in  stating 
the  conduct  of  all  ranks  was  all  I  could  wish  ;  but 
one  spirit  pervades  the  whole  body. 

4.  1  am  also  much  indebted  to  Assistant-Sur- 
geon Shircore^  attached  to  my  force  as  Medical 
Officer  and  Superintendent  Intelligence  Department, 
This  officer  was  foremost  in  the  action  and  greaily 
assisted  me.

Sir,  LatoOf  December  19,  1857. 

OWING  to  the  lamented  decease  of  Major  the 
Honourable  B.  Byng,  late  Commandant  of  this 
regiment,  the  duty  has  devolved  upon  me  of  re- 
porting to  you,  for  the  information  of  Grovem- 
ment,  the  particulars  of  a  very  sharp  and  spirited 
action  that  took  place  here  at  7  a.m»  yesterday 
morning,  between  the  detachment  under  my  com- 
mand and  the  three  mutineer  companies  of  the34tli 
Native  Infantry,  ending  in  the  total  defeat  and 
rout  of  the  rebels. 

Before  entering  into  details,  I  would  take  the 
liberty  of  giving  a  slight  sketch  of  the  movements 
of  our  detachment,  from  the  time  it  quitted 
Sylhet  on  the  morning  of  the  15th  instant,  up  to 
7  A.M.  of  the  18th  instant. 

SatisfjEictory  information  having  been  received 
that  the  mutineers  wefe  proceeding  in  the  direc-* 
tion  of  Pertabgurh,  the  head-quarters  of  this 
regiment,  marched  out  for  that  place  on  the  morning 
of  the  15ih.  instant,  numbering  213,  of  all  ranks 
and  grades,  under  command  of  the  late  Major  the 
Honourable  R.  Byng,  and  accompanied  by  G.  N. 
I>odd,  Esquire,  the  Executive  Engineer,  who  vo- 
lunteered his  valuable  services  in  the  Intelligence 
Department. 

The  distance  of  about  eighty  miles  from 
Sylhet  to  Pertabgurh  was  decompiled  by  furced 
marches  within  thirty-six  hours. 

Very  early  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  instant^ 
Mr.  G.  N.  Dodd  rode  a-head  in  the  direction  of 
Hinzazeo,   to  ascertain  the  exact  route  of   th^ 
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idieb.  Aboat  3  p.k.  he  retumed,  stating  that 
he  liad  receiyed  authentic  infonnation  that  the 
miitmeen  had  changed  their  direction,  were  skirt- 
ing the  western  side  of  the  hills,  and  ex])ecied  to 
lea^  Latoo  either  that  night  or  the  following 
morning. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  intelligence,  orders  were 
iaaned  for  the  detachment  to  be  ready  at  5^  p.il 
to  make  a  forced  march  back  npon  Latoo. 

The  distance  was  about  28  miles  through  a 
most  m^ed  tract  of  country,  consisting  of  hills. 
dense  jungle,  and  swamps. 

The  men,  already  tired  from  their  previous 
forced  marches,  hailed  the  order  with  delight. 

The  march  was  a  long,  tedious,  and  most  fatiga- 
ing  one,  more  particularly  as  it  was  made  during 
the  night.  Owing  to  the  darkness  and  the  dense- 
n»s  of  the  jungle,  the  main  body  of  the  column 
unfortunately  missed  its  road  about  2|  A.M.,  and 
did  not  succeed  in  rejoining  the  leading  [jortion 
until  44  A.M.  Mr.  G.  N.  Dodd  had  during  the 
night  again  ridden  a  head  to  ascertain  the  exact 
moyements  of  the  rebels. 

The  morning  of  the  18th  had  but  just  dawned 
when  our  advancing  column  met  Mr.  Dodd  about 
hi^  a  mile  from  the  village  of  Latoo.  He  re- 
ported that  the  enemy  had  bivouacked  the  night 
Defiore  at  a  village  about  five  miles  distant,  but 
were  now  en  route  to  I^too,  and  might  be  ex- 
pected there  in  anbther  hour.  AVe  immediately 
pushed  on,  and  had  hardly  time  to  enter  and  form 
up  in  line  in  the  Latoo  Bazaar,  when  a  Muni- 
poovee  who  had  remained  behind  to  watch  the 
rebels  by  Mr.  Dodd's  order,  reported  that  they- 
were  close  at  hand. 

Our  men  at  once  loaded  and  prepared  for  action. 

Owing  to  the  Sepoys  who  had  been  left  behind 
as  rear-guard,  we  did  not  at  this  time  muster  more 
than  155  men,  of  whom  one-half  were  Hindostanees, 
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the  remainder  being  a  mixed  ckun  of  Goofkba% 
Mimipoorees,  and  Assamese. 

The  enemy  were  now  observed  advancing  about 
250  yards  off,  in  ffood  marching  order  and  in 
column  of  sections,  headed  by  their  native  offioer 
on  a  pony. 

Major  the  Hononrable  B.  Byng  directed  me  to 
adrance  with  one  company,  consisting  of  twenty 
file  of  men  a  second  compi^^y  was  directed  to 
support  my  movements,  while  the  Major  brought 
up  the  two  reserve  companies,  with  the  colours. 

I  immediately  took  up  a  position  with  my 
company  about  fifty  yards  outside  the  village, 
behind  a  belt  of  jungle  close  to  the  road,  and  out 
of  view  of  the  rebeK 

When  the  enemy  had  advanced  to  within  80 
vards,  I  drew  my  men  to  the  front,  and  was  received 
by  a  volley  of  musketry,  which  luckily  did  no 
harm.  I  immediately  replied  to  the  fire,  and 
charged  the  rebels  at  once  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet,  most  ably  supported  by  the  2nd  Com- 
pany, headed  by  Mr.  G.  N.  Dodd. 

The  promptnesB  of  the  charge  staggered  the 
rebels ;  they  broke  and  fied  in  disorder  into  some 
dense  jungle  on  our  left ;  upon  this  I  changed  my 
front,  and  drove  them  right  through  the  jungle, 
from  hillock  to  hillock,  again  most  ably  suppoi^ed 
by  the  2nd  Company,  headed  by  Mr.  Dodd ;  after 
advancing  about  60  yards,  as  the  jungle  was  getting 
more  dense  at  each  step,  I  halted,  placing  my  men 
under  cover,  as  I  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to 
proceed'  further,  the  enemy  having  succeeded  in 
taking  up  a  very  strong  position  on  a  hill  about 
80  yards  to  my  front. 

The  above  did  not  occupy  above  five  minutes, 
nor  had  the  rear  column,  under  our  respected  and 
lamented  Commandant,  been  idle,  but  had  kept  up 
a  Teiy  sharp  and  galling  flanking  fire  on  the  rebels 
when  they  first  became  disordered. 
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I  Ittd  but  juat  taken  up  my  advanoed  position 
in  tke  jnn^e,  when  the  Majcnr  came  up  with  the 
ookmn  and  the  reeerve.  He  stood  in  a  most  oon- 
saaiaQB  spot,  right  in  the  line  of  fire  of  the  enemy, 
CTfierJTig  our  gallant  little  band,  when  a  shot 
Bkrock  him  in  the  groin,  and  he  died  within  the 
Bert  fire  minutes. 

Ihe  enemy  ninst  have  seen  him  &11  from  their 
€fevated  and  commanding  position,  for  they  at 
onee  set  up  a  shout  of  trimnph,  and  tlieir  fire 
hccame  mncb  more  brisk  and  galling. 

Tbej  alao  now  did  their  best  to  indnoe  oar  men 
to  swerve  from  their  allegiance,  calling  on  them 
hj  the  ties  of  caste,  brotherhood,  and  religion,  to 
come  over  and  join  them  as  it  was  a  common 
ense, — that  the  Goyenmient  were  going  to  force 
the  Hindoos  to  eat  beef  and  the  Mussulman  pork, 
and  destroy  their  caste. 

The  abore  was  repeated  oyer  and  over  again, 
hot  ineff»;tua11y ;  not  a  man  stirred,  but  replied 
^  a  steady  continuous  fire. 

The  conduct  of  all  grades,  and  especially  the 
BQndoostanees,  at  this  trying  period  cannot  be 
ereryalued.  They  Tied  with  each  other  in  doing 
tbeir  utmost  to  show  that  there  were  still  some 
0Ood  and  loyal  servants  left,  who  w'>uld  never 
Wely  and  treacherously  desert  and  abandon  the 
oolomrs  they  had  sworn  to  protect. 

After  a  continuous  firing  had  been  kept  up  for 
a  good  hour  and  a  half,  we  succeeded,  I  -am  proud 
to  be  able  to  add,  in  dislodging  the  rebels  from 
their  commanding  position. 

They  retired  in  great  oonfbsion  on  the  loss  of 
tiidr  senior  native  ofiicer,  who  was  shot  through 
the  head,  and  carrying  off  as  many  of  their 
wounded  as  they  could  wiUi  them,  made  off  to- 
wards the  south,  right  through  the  dense  jungle 
as  &8t  as  they  could.  Owing  to  the  worn-out  and 
fiitigued  state  of  my  men,  I  was  quite  unable  to 
follow  up  and  parsue  them.  ' 
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We  counted  26  of  their  bodies  left  dead  on  the 
field.  I  succeeded  in  capturing  about  2,300 
rupees  in  cash,  18  stands  of  arms  and  accoutre- 
ments, besides  a  large  quantity  of  brass  cooking 
pots,  dec,  <kc. 

During  the  afternoon  a  rebel  havildar,  by  namo 
Bam  Deen,  was  found  concealed  in  the  neighbour- 
ing jungle  and  brought  in.  I  immediately  tried, 
him  by  Drum- Head  Court  Martial,  and  shot  hiia 
on  the  spot.  The  Hindostai^ees  of  my  detachment 
crowded  round  me,  and  on  my  asking  them  IF 
that  was  the  death  a  mutineer  deserved,  evexy 
man,  with  his  hand  upon  his  heart,  exclaimed 
''  Yes !  and  may  the  same  just  fate  await  us  if  yre 
ever  betray  our  trust  and  forsake  our  colours.** 

In  the  above  lengthy  and,  I  fear,  imperfect 
manner,  I  have  hurriedly  endeavoured  to  describe 
all  particulars  as  they  occurred,  and  such  as  they 
are,  I  trust  they  will  be  graciously  received.  In 
conclusion,  I  cannot  but  express  my  earnest  heartr* 
felt  gratification  at  the  entire  tone  and  bearing  of 
one  and  all  the  men  during  the  above  action. 

Under  most  trying  and  difficult  circumstances, 
they  nobly  vied  with  each  other  in  doing  their 
duty,  and  the  result  will  be  marked  by  the  effect 
this  decisive  blow  will  have  on  the  remaining 
body  of  rebels,  who  I  hear  are  sadly  discomfited, 
and  having  thrown  away  or  lost  all  their  baggage, 
are  seeking  safety  in  flight  alone. 

I  would  beg  to  t^ke  this  opportunity  of  bring- 
ing the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  G.  N.  Dodd  to 
special  and  prominent  notice. 

It  was  entirely  owing  to  the  untiring  energy, 
seal  and  unsurpassed  activity  shown  by  this  gen- 
tleman that  the  Government  are  indebted  for  our 
good  fortune  in  meeting  the  rebels  as  we  did. 

His  services  were  equally  marked  throughout 
the  action  ;  his  personal  bravery  and  daring  were 
the  theme  and  admiration  of  all  the  men. 

Assistant-Surgeon  T,  Dillon  afforded  all  the  aid 
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a&d  atteation  in  his  power  to  the  sick  and 
wounded,  and  was  constantlj  exposed  to  the 
hottest  parts  of  the  fire. 

I  h^  farther  to  bring  to  notice  the  gallant 
conduct  of  Jemadar  Gung  Ram  Bist. 

Thisnatiyeofficer  wasconspicuous  throughout  the 
%ht  in  directing  the  fire  of  our  men  to  the  points 
^fsie  it  woald  prove  most  effectual,  pointing  out 

rItioDs  to  our  men  sa  they  fired  off  hia  shoulder, 
himself  having  the  gratification  subsequently 
of  shooting  the  senior  subadar  of  the  rebels 
through  the  head,  which  tended  in  no  little  mea- 
me  to  hasten  the  result  of  the  action  ;  lastly,  I 
voold  touch  upon  the  sincere  unalloyed  sympathy 
depicted  on  the  countenances  of  all  the  men,  when 
our  respected  and  much  loved  Commandant  re- 
odved  his  death  wound.  They  felt  as  they  them- 
idves  told  me,  that  in  losing  him  they  had  not 
only  lost  a  good,  kind,  though  strict  Commanding 
Officer,  but  also  their  friend  and  protector,  one 
vho  ever  had  a  ready  willing  ear  to  listen  to  all 
iheir  wants  and  desires. 

In  truth  1  feel  I  cannot  do  sufficient  justice  to 
these  men  for  their  noble  conduct  throughout, 
^UMler  peculiarly  trying  and  haraaaing  circum* 
stances. 

The  Hindoofitanee  sepoys  crowded  round  me 
this  morning,  saying  th^  hoped  that  any  suspi- 
ckm,  however  slight,  we  may  have  entertained  in 
oor  minds  regarding  the  conduct  they  themselves 
voold  pursue  in  consequence  of  the  dark  foul 
deeds  committed  by  their  brethren  in  the  north- 
vest,  would  be  now  fully  and  effectually  erased, 
sfter  the  indubitable  proof  they  had  given  of  their 
own  kyalty  and  fealty  to  the  state.

IN  oontinuatiou  of  my  letter,  No.  139,  of  the 
5th  instant^  1  have  the  honour  to  report  for  the 
informatioii  of  the  Bight  Honourable  the  €k>- 
▼ernoMJeneral  in  Council,  that,  after  pushing 
iorward  the  2nd  Brigade  to  Belwa  Bazar,  in 
support  of  the  leading  one,  aa  the  enemy  was 
showing  a  boldness  and  insolence  likely  to  prove 
troublesome.  Captain  Plowden,  whom  I  had  en- 
trusted with  dis(^ietionary  power,  and  whose  advice 
the  Maharajah  had  directed  his  officers  to  follow, 
teeoWed  to  move  out  and  attack  tlic  enemy  at 
Shahgunge. 

2.  I  have  the  honot^  to  enclose  Captain  Plow- 
detfa  account  of  the  very  creditable  affair  which 
eiMued,  and  which  his  Lordship  in  Council  will 
olwerve  was  successful,  but  not  decisive,  as  far  as 
the  destruction  of  the  enemy's  force  or  the  capture 
of  his  guns  was  concerned,  owing  to  our  waot  of 
Ottvalry  and  the  inability  of  the  Goorkhas  to 
oyertake  the  flying  enemy.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
however,  that  the  lesson  giyen  the  enemy,  despite 
^  superiority  of  numbers,  may  break  up  the 
motley  force  which  threatened  the  Goruckpora 
district  on  the  advance  of  the  Maharajah  into 
Oude. 

3.  I  would  call  the  particular  attention  of  his 
l4>rdship  in  Council  to  that  part  of  Captain 
Pbwden's  dei^tch  in  which  he  makes  honourable 
^uention  of  the  Goorkha  Brigadiers  Bun  Sing  and 
Jodabeer  Adhikaree,  who  displayed  great  coolness 
and  courage,  and  a  generous  oonfldenoe  in  Captain 
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Plowden's  advice.  Also  the  zealous  ability  of  tHe 
Nepalese  Artillery  officers,  especially  of  Colonel 
Insdheer  Singh,  Major  Jugbeer  Kunwur,  and  Cap- 
tains Indra  Beer  Lama  and  Maun  Bahadoor. 
The  effective  way  in  which  these  officers  handle<l 
their  guns  decided  the  day  before  the  Infantry 
could  close. 

4.  It  is  also  my  pleasing  duty  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  his  Lordship  in  Council  the  services  o£ 
Captain  Plowden,  whose  plan  of  action  was  well 
conceived  and  ably  carried  out.  He  appears  tp 
have  done  all  he  could  with  the  means  at  his 
disposal.  Captains  Mac  Neill  and  Holland,  of  the 
Artillery,  and  Lieutenants  Foi'te  and  Cory,  of  the 
Infantry,  and  Messrs.  Brereton  and  Forbes  of  the 
Civil  Service,  rendered  good  service,  and  merit 
my  thanks.

Captain  Ptowden  to  Captain  MacAndrew^  Secre^' 
tary  to  the  Military  Commander, 

Camp  Belwa  Ghat^ 
Sib,  February  6,  1858. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  infoimar 
tion  of  Brigadier-General  MacGregor,  C.B,,  parti- 
culars of  an  attack  made  upon  the  ^lerny  yesterday 
by  a  Division  of  the  Goorkha  Force  imder  my 
charge,  and  which,  I  am  happy  to  say,  resulted 
in  the  dispersion  of  his  force,  which  amounted 
to  not  less  than  10,000  men,  with  8  or  10  guns. 

The  enemy  having  hkd  the  boldness  to  ^ike  up 
a  position  within  three  miles  of  our  camp,  and 
seize  our  camp  followers,  I  deemed  it  necessary 
to  attack  him. 
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Hsring  made  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
tbe  protection  of  our  camp,  during  our  absenco^ 
I  marched,  yesterday  morning,  with  the  force 
named  in  the  margin,*  towards  the  enemy's  posi* 
tion,  at  Shalignnge.  On  arriying  within  a  mile 
of  the  latter  place,  I  observed  the  enemy  in  great 
force  occupying  a  space  of  two  miles  in  length. 
I  here  gave  directions  for  the  force  to  deploy; 
five  regiments  in  line,  and  one  in  either  flank  in 
wserve,  in  open  column  of  companies,  to  provide 
^gftinst  an  attack  from  the  right  or  lefb.  Four 
gnus  were  placed  in  the  centre,  and  three  on  each 
flftok ;  in  this  order  we  advanced  for  nearly  half 
a  mile,  covered  by  skirmishers,  the  enemy  simul- 
taneously advanced  to  meet  us,  at  the  same  time 
filing  off  in  masses  to  our  right  and  left,  believing 
that  he  might  possibly  attack  our  flanks  and  rear. 
I  halted  the  line,  when  he  approached  within  500 
7^^  Captain  Macneill  opened  his  battery  on 
^  right,  with  most  accurate  precision,  the  shells 
bursting  immediately  over  the  rebels,  causing 
them  at  once  to  make  a  rapid  retreat,  and  seek 
shelter  in  villages  on  their  right  and  left;  they 
▼ere  soon  driven  out  of  these  by  the  well  directed 
fire  of  the  batteries  under  the  superintendence  of 
Oaptains  Macneill  and  HoUand— a  shell  from  the 
former  having  set  one  of  the  villages  on  fire. 
After  this  the  force  continued  its  advance  as  far 
*»  the  village  of  Shahgunge,  driving  the  rebels 
Wore  it,  who  retreated  with  such  i^pidity  that 
they  were  in  a  short  time  out  of  gun  range. 

Baring  the  whole  of  our  advance,  we  were 
threatened  on  both  flanks  by  large  bodies  of 
sowars  and  infimtry..  Our  left  was  within  a  short 
<Iutance  of-  the  river,  and  opposite  to  the  town  of 
Adjoodeah,  from  which    place  preparations  were 

^  *  3  Hghc  field  howitzers,  2  light  field  guns.  Artillery 
7  regimeiitB  In&ntry ;  total  aggregate  of  Force,  3,20a 
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making  for  reinforcing  the  rebels  with  guns  axid 
cayairj.     Knowing  this  to  be  the  case,   I  'wnas 
obliged    to    be  cautious  in  advancing,  and    'the 
enemy  was  enabled   to    make  off  with  his  gunsy 
which,  however,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  mo- 
tion, were  never  brought  nearer  to  us  than  lOOO 
yards.     In  his  retreat,  the  enemy  abandoned  Uie 
limber  of  alight  field  piece  with  ammunition,  and 
which  was  brought  into  camp.    I  was  much  struck 
with  the  steady  advance  of  our  line  over  a  most 
Qn&vourable  coimtry,  having  to  pass  a  succession 
of  villages,  sun*ounded  by  fields  in  an  advanced 
state  of  cultivation,   which   much   im|)eded    the 
rapidity  of   our  progress.     Our    casualties  were 
trifling — 1  killed  and  1  wounded,  wliile  that  of 
the  enemy  was  not  less  than  50 ;  some  of  the 
killed  and  wounded  they  carried  off.    Amongst 
the  latter  was  Banie  Sing,  one   of  their  chiefs. 
In  conclusion    I  have  to«  record  the  services  of 
Brigadier    Run    Siog    and  Jodebeer  Adhikaiee, 
who  both  displayed  great  coolness  and  courage  and 
generous  confidence  in  my  advice.     Captains  Mao- 
neill  and  Holland  have  brought  to  my  notice  the 
deserving     conduct  of    Colonel    Insdheer  Sing, 
Major  Jugbeer  Kunwur  and  Captains  Indra  Boer 
Lama  und  Maun  Bahadoor  of  the  artillery.     I 
also  beg  to  recognize  the  meritorious  services  of 
the  several  colonels^    commanding  the  different 
infantry  regiments,  while  the  conduct  of  the  offi- 
cers, non-commissioned  officers,  and   men  of   all 
branches  deserve  their  high  reputation  for  courage, 
and  merit  the  gracious  approbation  of  his  High- 
ness the  Maharajah.     My  best  thanks  are  due  to 
the  European  officers  attached  to  this  force,  for 
the  support  I  received  from  one  and  all  in  the 
field.    I  beg  to  mention  for  favourable   notice, 
Captain  Macneill,  who  had  charge  of  the  artillery, 
Oaptain  Holland  in  charge  of  Brigadier  Jodebeer 
Adhikaree's  Brigade,  and  who  also  superintended 
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the  battery  on  the  left.  The  precision  with  which 
the  guns  were  fired  elicited  the  admiration  of  all. 
My  special  thanks  are  due  to  Lieutenant  Forte, 
'who,  besides  attending  to  the  duties  of  Run  Sing's 
Bi^iade,  displayed  great  activity  during  the  day,  and 
tiflbrded  me  much  asmstanoe  in  conveying  messages. 

Lieutanant  Cory  also  did  good  service  with  the 
bt^ade  to  which  he  was  attached. 

Surgeons  McClelland  and  Chalmers  and  Assis- 
tant-ftigeon  Gee  accompanied  the  force. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  offering  my  best 
ibanks  to  Meflars.  Brereton  and  Forbes  of  the 
CiTil  Service,  who  accompanied  me  in  the  field  and 
rendered  valuable  assistance.  The  former  with 
lu8  sowara  reconnoiti*ed  in  every  direction  where 
<isngerwas  apprehended,  and  brought  me  infor- 
mation of  the  approach  of  the  enemy  on  our 
^ttks.  Mr.  Forbes  was  active  in  conveying  mes- 
8>ge&  Mr.  Brereton's  sowars  have  done  excellent 
Bervioe,  having  been  employed  night  and  day  in 
patrolling  and  watching  the  ghats,  and  have  been 
constantly  under  fire.

1.  I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit,  for  your  con- 
sideration, the  following  details  of  the  part  taken  in 
the  affiur  of  yesterday,  by  the  Nepalese  Batteries 
Attached  to  this  division  of  the  Goorkha  Force.

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2.  In  conformity  with  your  plan  of  attack,  sub- 
mitted on  the  night  of  the  4th  instant  for  the  ap- 
proval of  Brigadier  Run  Singh,  and  so  succeBsfully 
carried  out  on  the  following  morning,  I  beg  to 
state  that,  2  guns  having  be^  left  behind  for  the 
protection  of  the  camp,  the  remaining  10  accom- 
panied your  force,  of  which  a  battery  of  3  guns 
were  posted  in  advance  of  each  wing  of  the  in- 
fantry line,  while  a  battery  of  4  guns  covered  the 
advance  of  the  centre. 

3.  By  this  disposition,  both  our  flanks  were  se- 
cured from  the  attempt  of  a  numerous  cavalry  to 
gain  our  rear,  while  a  vezy  heavy  converging  fire 
was  available  to  break  the  enemy's  centre. 

4.  Our  guns  first  opened  fire -at  a  distance  of 
about  4  or  500  yards,  but  the  rapid  retreat  of  the 
rebels  only  permitted  them  in  a  second  advance  to 
come  into  action,  when  about  800  or  900  yards 
distant  from  their  opponents. 

o.  I  observed  with  great  satis&ction  the  pre- 
cision and  efiect  of  the  fire  of  the  Nepalese  Ar- 
tillery, as  also  the  zealous  ability  of  their  of&cero^ 
especially  of  Colonel  Insdheer  Sing,  Major  Jug- 
beer  Kunwur,  and  Captain  Indra  Beer  Lama  and 
Maun  Bahadoor.

fifteen  it  is  forbidden  to  efface,  cover,  or  conceal,  in 
any  manner  whatsoever,  the  letters  and  numbers 
placed  on  the  boats  and  their  sails. 

And  whereas  by  Section  six  of  the  said  Act, 
with  the  view  not  to  interfere  further  than  is  neces- 
sary for  giving  full  effect  to  the  said  Convention 
and  articles  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed  in 
the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  her  present  Majesty, 
intituled  *'  An  Act  to  regulate  the  Irish  Fisheries,**

It  if 

inpo8Bible  for  nne  to  state  Uie  nnmerioal  state  af 

the  enemy,  as  they  were  mostly  oonoealed  in  top^ 

of  tieesy  jungle,  and  villages,  but  their  number  waa 

very  great ;  i  should  say  3000  men,  as  they  com- 

plstoly  suTOQnded  our  camp.    An  individual  of 

rnaky  whose  name  has  not  yet  transpired^  was 

killed  in  attempting  to  make  his  escape,  and  nu- 

neious  documexUs  and  letters  were  found  in  his 

palanquin. 

3.  I  cannot  praise  too  highly  the  conduct  of  tl^d 
Nepanlese  force.  The  enemy  was  no  doubt  a 
sentemptible  one,  but  the  style  in  which  the 
Gooikas  went  ar-head  promises  much  for  the  future, 
should  their  services  ever  be  required  to  compete 
Vith  a  foe  worthy  of  opposing  them.

The  Offeer  Chmmanding  Sumbulpore  Field  Ibrce^ 
to  (he  Station  Staf  Officer,  Cuttack. 

KvXUAvjgaJh,  FovenJber  5,  1857. 
I  HAVE  the  honour  to  state,  for  the  informa- 
tion  of  the  officer  commanding  Cuttack,  that  from 
reports  brought  in  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Com- 
nusdoner^s  spies  and  my  own,  I  felt  confident  that 
&A  Toibels  were  collecting    in    the   direction  of 
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Kheenda  and  Kolaberah,  and  that  a  large  body  ef 
them,  under  Kama  Gbasteea,  of  Kolaberah^  nad 
taken  possession  of  the  Thnr-Ghatty  pass.  I 
therefore  determined  to  order  out  a  detachmonty  for 
the  purpose  of  dispersing  them. 

2.  Lieutenant  Hadow,  of  the  Artillery,  haririn^ 
joined  me  with  two  mountain-train  howitzenB  jnes-^ 
terday,  and  the  Senior  Assistant  Commissioner 
having  placed  under  my  command  a  jemadar  ancl  dO 
men  of  the  Ramghur  Battalion,  and  80  Sebniiclia^ 
a  detachment  strength  as  per  margin,*  marohed 
from  Sumbulpore  under  my  command  this  mom.* 
ing. 

d.  We  proceeded  in  the  direction  of  Tbur  Qhatty, 
The  jungle  either  side  of  the  road,  particularly  ae 
we  approached  the  pass,  was  so  dense  that  it  T^as 
with  difficulty  our  flanking  parties  could  foroe 
their  way  through  it ;  at  the  same  time  I  eon- 
sidered  it  necessary  to  proceed  with  every  pre- 
eaation. 

4.  On  arriving  at  Sausan  we  learnt  that  no 
news  of  our  coming  had  preceded  us.  Conae- 
quently  we  advanced  with  the  utmost  dispatch 
towards  Thur  Ghatty,  our  object  being  to  reach 
that  place  before  the  rebels  should  gain  informa- 
tion of  our  approach.  In  this  we  were  entirely 
successful. 

5.  About  half  a  mile  from  the  pass  the  road 
wound  round  under  a  hill  io  our  right ;  advancinf^ 
along  this  road  for  about  100  yards,  we  came  to  a 
large  swamp,  with  hish  thickly-wooded  hills  to 
our  left  and  left  rear,  Uie  pass  itself  being  directly 
in  our  front. 

6.  As  soon  as  we  arrived  under  the  hill  first

pwition,  at  the  head  of  the  two  eompanies  of  the 
4SMk  Begiment  of  Madnw  Native  Inmntry. 

7.  At  the  same  time,  Lieatenaot  Hadow,  who 
had  ridden  on  a  short  distance  in  advance,  came 
wp  to  me,  and  reported  that  he  oonld  see  ahont  a 
dosen  men  under  the  trees  at  the  foot  of  the  hill 
to  the  left.  As  we  continned  advancinff,  he  laid 
his  ^one  and  gave  them  two  rounds' of  uiell, — ^we 
haltm^  in  the  meantime.  We  again  advanced, 
aad  urew  out  ^rmishers,  when  just  at  this 
BKMBeBt  the  men  of  the  Rttnghur  Battalion,  get- 
ting ezeited,  commenced  firing  from  our  right  and 
rigiit  rear  without  order,  and  the  firing  bcNDomiag 
goucial  1  was  forced  to  recall  the  skirmishers,  and 
aeeiiiff  people  making  off  up  the  hill  alluded  to,  to 
ow  left,  aod  about  700  yards  off,  1  directed 
Lieutenant  Hadow  to  give  them  four  rounds^ 
whieh  he  did. 

ft.  In  the  mean  time  the  firing  having  ceased,  I 
direoCed  Lieutenant  Hart  to  take  a  sub-division 
aod  seoQT  the  hill  to  the  right.  Ensign  Nepean 
to  take  the  same  number  of  men  and  act  in  a  like 
Banner  to  the  left^  whikt  I  advanced  along  the 
swamp  in  the  direction  of  the  pass,  with  the  main 
hody,  to  support  either  party,  should  it  appear 


9.  About  a  quarter  of  an  hour  clasped,  and 
htaring  no  more  firing,  I  took  a  party  of  the  40th, 
sad  prooeeded  to  scour  the  hill  in  my  fronts 
aeoompanied  by  Lieutenant  Hadow. 

lOi  All  three  parties  returned  in  the  course  of 
lialf  ao  hoar,  without  having  met  with  any  of  the 
soemy.  Lieutenant  Hart  and  Ensign  Nepean 
ttioa  open  several  of  the  encampments,  in  many 
o/  vliicli  tbe  rice  was  still  boiling;  and  the  latter

diflooTered  wbat  wb/b  eridently  «  dep6t  of  mk'ppiSnag 
eonsisting  of  rice  ttnd  other  grain,  to  the  attiouat^ 
he  states,  of  1 8  elephimt  loa£.  This  he  destroy^sd^ 
as  far  as  he  was  able. 

11.  We  halted  in  the  0#amp  for  about  tlirti^ 
hoars,  and  then  advanced  ap  the  pass  to  Kattev* 
hy^h,  as  I  did  not  consider  Thar  Ghatty,  aJtboag^ 
for  the  present  qnite  cleared  of  the  rebole,  a 
spot  to  encamp  in. 

12.  We  heard  nothing  more  of  the  rebels, 
anired  here  abont  sanset. 

13'  Onr  loss  in  the  engagement  was  1  sepoy  a# 
the    40th    Regiment   Madraa   Native   Imntry, 
wonnded  mortaliy,  and  another  man  of  the  sam^ 
corps  slightly,  names  and  companies  mentioned  in 
the  mimin.* 

14.  The  strength  and  loss  of  the  enemy  it  i^ 
impossible  to  asoertasn,  owing  to  the  density  of  the 
jangle  in  which  they  wene  concealed.  All  report^ 
however,  go  to  prove  ^t  they  were  in  great 
force,  and  we  have  reason  to  lielieve  that  fhMn 
5  to  12  of  the  rebels  were  killed,  amaongst  whom 
was  a  near  relation  of  the  Ghnroteea  of  Kola- 
berah.

IN  continnation  of  my  letter  No.  1,  fi^m  Kat^ 
terbayah^  dated  the  5th  of  November,  1657, 1  have 
the  honour  to  report  that  the  field  force  nnder  mv 
command  marched  on  die  6th  instant  to  Ssmi* 
stngah.

I   tkendlote   detached  a 

iparty  el  akinniahen  fron  the  eompaoiee  of  the 

4Mi  nader  Ensign  Nefiean,  to  examine  it.     The 

^ate  was  fimtened  firam  the  inside,  and  an  eatnmee 

vae  gained  bj  one  of  the  men  oliaibing  orer  the 

•mtiXL  sad  opening  it  from  the  rear*     Thece  vas  no 

eoe  in  the  honse  or  groninds  roond  it,  bnt  the 

walis  were  pecfdrated  for  firing  through,  in  al' 

diieetioaa.     I  thwefoce  directed  lieatenaat  Hw- 

dow  to  file  the  building,  and  we  maMhed  on  to 

-ear  halting  gvoand. 

d.  Private  Narrainsawmj,  whom  I  leported  as 
aottallj  wounded  on  the  Mh  instant,  expired 
to-daj. 

4.  On  the  8th,  we  marched  to  Solar,  taking  the 
town  of  Knnda  in  onr  route,  and  finding  that, 
althongfa  the  hoose  of  Stmedersain  and  Codunt 
Sain  was  deserted,  pieparatioas  had  been  made  for 
delBndii^  it,  I  followed  the  sawo  eoarse  with 
regard  to  burning  it^  as  mentioned  in  paragraph  2. 

5.  Near  Salnr  is  a  ghaut,  which  was,  on  the  5th 
instant  in  the  possession  of  the  rebels,  and  deserted 
by  them  on  hearing  the  firing  of  our  ffuns  at  Thur- 
fraattjr;  we  passed  by  sere^  of  their  deserted 
encampments. 

6.  We  returned  to  Snmbulpoore  this  darr,  and  I 
%are  ererj  reason  to  belieTC  that  the  rebels  are 
totaDT  dispersed.  The  yillagers,  some  of  whom 
had  Men  omellj  tortured  by  the  rebels,  crowded 
lomid  as  we  peyssed,  and  loudly  expressed  their 
giatitode  and  joy. 

7.  It  13  mj  pleasinff  duty  to  renort  that  all 
mht^  composing  the  field  force  under  my  corn- 
sand  pezfoimed  their  duties,  both  at  Thor-Gatty, 
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on  the  5th  instant,  and  doring  oar  sabeeqoent 
hanuning  marches,  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

8.  At  Thurgatty  parties  composed  of  the  men 
of  the  40th  iUgiment,  'Madras  Natire  Infantiy, 
sent  to  sconr  the  hills,  dashed  into  the  jangle  witli 
the  greatest  alacrity  and  spirit;  and  the  loss  of 
their  comrade,  who  fell  at  an  early  period  of  ^tlie 
day,  aroused  within  them  a  creditable  desire  to 
avenge  his  death. 

9.  In  conclnsion,  I  hes  to  bring  especially  to  the 
notice  of  the  commanding  officer  the  conduct  of 
Privates  O.  C,  No.  1959,ShaikCawder  Grenadier 
Company,  46th  Regiment  Madras  Native  Infiuitiy, 
whom  I  employed  as  spies,  first  in  the  direction  ci 
Khandah,  and  sabsequently  in  that  of  Thnr- 
Ghatty,  and  upon  whose  information  I  was  mainly 
led^  in  selecting  the  latter  place  as  the  point  cf 
attack.

I  HAVE  the  honoor  to  report^  for  the  infonna- 
tioii  of  the  ofBcer  oomiDandiDg  the  colomn^  that, 
ftodini^  it  impossible  to  posh  on  the  dawk  further 
than  Kylwanah,  where  we  arrived  on  the  evening  of 
the  4tli,  it  being  reported  that  the  rebels  were  in 
foTce  on  the  road  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Iskai, 
and  that  the  52nd  mutineers  were  also  in  our 
immediate  vicinity,  T  deemed  it  prudent  to  retire 
on  the  evening  of  the  5th  to  Moowarrah. 

On  the  morning  of  the  6th,  the  detachment  had 
JQSt  resumed  it«  march,  and  had  onlj  advanced 
about  400  yards,  when  we  were  surprised  by  a 
heaTT  fire  upon  ns  from  two  gnns,  ginjals,  and 
matchlocks.  As  soon  as  the  guns  could  be  got 
into  position  we  returned  the  fire  with  both  our 
pieces^  but  unfortunately  the  axletree  of  one  of 
our  guns  broke  down  at  the  second  round.  Some 
delay  ensued  of  course  in  effecting  the  repairs 
which  were  accomplished,  in  the  most  admirable 
and  cool  manner,  by  Lieutenant  Lane  and  his  artil- 
lezymen  under  fire. 

Seeing  the  enemy  making  attempts  to  surround 
OS,  I  ordered  the  squadron  of  cavalry  to  attack  the 
eneniy  by  a  flank  movement  from  my  left,  and 
the  m£Euitry  to  accomplish  a  similar  movement 
along  the  road  to  the  right.  This  was  done  to  my 
most  perfect  satisfaction.  The  cavalry  previously 
on  the  right  rear  of  the  guns,  passed  in  rear  of 
them,  crotted  the  road,  and  after  getting  through 
1858.  5  L 
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two  most  difficalt  ravines^  at  a  given  signal  £rom 
Lieutenant  Lane  of  two  guns,  in  rapid  soeoeasicHi 
charged  and  captured  one  of  the  enemVe  gunm 
which  were  turned  on  them,  as  soon  as  they   per* 
ceived  the  flank  movement,  moving  onwards  tiieif 
sabred  about  thirty  of  the  rebels,  three  of  whifla 
iell  under  Lieutenant  Clerk's  sword.     The  SSrd 
Native  InfiEuitry  entering  the  village,  bayonetted 
several,  and  came  on  the  second  gun,  which  Iiad 
been  disabled  and  withdrawn  before  the  oavalrjr 
charge. 

In  this  engagement  we  lost  one  gun  lascar  kiDedj 
1  naique,  and  2  privates,  4th  Light  Oavalxjr 
severely  wounded;  and  one  private  33rd  Native 
In^Eintry,  and  one  grass  cutter  4th  Light  Gavaiirw 
also  severely  wounded.  Lieutenant  Clerk  reoeivea 
a  slight  graze  from  a  sword. 

The  enemy  are  reported  to  have  numbered  from 
1,500  to  2,000  men,  with  a  fair  proportion  of 
matchlock  men;  (sixty)  60  of  them  were  counted 
dead  upon  the  field,  and  it  is  impossible  to  calcu- 
late the  number  of  the  wounded. 

I  cannot  extol  too  highly  the  cool  and  gallant 
manner  in  which  Lieutenant  Lane,  and  the  artillery 
under  him,  worked  their  one  gun  and  repaired  the 
other  under  a  heavy  fire  of  both  grape  and  round 
s^ot,  the  squadron  of  the  4th,  with  Lieutenant 
Clerk,  also  did  their  work  most  gallantly^  and 
Lieutenant  jNew,  with  the  infantry,  entered  the 
village  in  the  most  spirited  manner,  and  along  with 
some  of  the  gunners  cleared  the  village  inost.  ef- 
fectually. My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Lieutenant 
Dick,  52nd  Bengal  Native  Infantry,^  attached  to 
the  infantry,  and  to  Assistant-Surgeon  Adam, 
for  his  great  attention  to  the  wounded  men. 

I  beg  to  enclose  a  return  of  casualties.    The 
guns  captured  are  brass  guns  of  small  calibre.

I  HAVB  4he  honour  to  8tat%  for  the  iaforma- 
^u  of  the  offieer  eomnuuiduig  Nagpore  moveable 
edamn,   that  Captain  Tottenham,   having    been 
ordered  to  ti^e  the  5th  Troop  4th  Madras  Light 
Oavaby  on  special  eerrice  to  U^honsilpore,  marched 
on  the  morning  of  the  7th  instant     On  getting 
new8  at  Pownaghnr  (the  first  stage)  that  Ghoosil- 
pore  was  being  looted,  we  galloped  on,  but  arrived 
too  late,  as  the  lootees  had  all  left  and  gone  away 
to  the  right  of  the  road,  in  which  direction  we  fol- 
lowed, and  after  some  time  caught  sight  of  nearly 
1,000  people  rnnning  towards  a    Tillage  called 
Bam-karra  (they  were  about  one  mile  or  so  from 
the  Tillage,  we  were  more  than  three)  ve  went 
after  them,  but  owing  to  the  bad  nature  of  the 
ground  iheT  reached  the  village  before  we  got  up 
to  them.     We  followed  them  into  the  village  but 
nobody  was  to  be  seen,  at  last  a  man  pointed  out 
the  rajah's  honse  as  one  likely  to  conceal  men,  we

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burst  open  the    door  and   searched    the    hoo 
thorohghly,  but  oould  find  nobody,  at  last  Capta 
Tottenham  (who  was  on  foot)  walked  up  to  anotli< 
door  of  the  bouse  to  break  it  open,  when  four 
five  shots  were  fired  throufi;h  the  door  and   fro 
the  balcony  above  at  Captain  Tottenham,  who 
to  his  horse,  mounted,  and  called  to  me  to  taJ£« 
the  troop  out  of  the  villaffe,  which  I  did  afterw&rda. 
We  had  tb  go  back  to  feOch  Captain  Tottenham^ 
who  had  fainted  (on  account  of  a  wound  which   J 
then  for  the  first  time  learnt  he  had  received)   in 
the  middle  of  the  village.     I  then  posted  the  troop 
in  small  parties  to  watch  the  village  all  roaii<( 
which  they  did  till  sunset,  when  I  withdrew  them 
as  there  were  too  few  men  with  me  to  surronnd  bo 
large  a  village,  so  as  to  prevent  any  body  getting 
away  in  the  dark.    I  am  unable  to  say  whether 
there  were  many  people  concealed  in  the  villaffa 
Ram-karra,  or  whether  they  ran  through  it  to  the 
jungles  on  the  other  side.    We  killed  seven  or 
eiffht  men,  and  took  eighteen  prisoners,  one  of 
whom  died  of  wounds,  the  rest  were  hung.

IN  continuation  of  my  letter  of  the  6th  instant^ 
I  have  the  honour  to  state  that,  hearing,  on  the 
8th  instant,  of  the  mutineers  of  the  1 1  thlrregular 
Cavalry  being  within  twenty-seven  miles  of 
Kishengunfl»,  and  feeling  confident  they  would 
avoid  us,  1  prepared  for  a  start  either  north  or 
south  to  intercept  them,  whidiever  road  they  might 
select.  In  the  aiternpox^,  iufgrpuk^ion  beipg  brought 
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to  me  thai  tliey  had  proeeeded  moth  towardB  the 
IMaagepofre  and  Pomeali  road,  I  started  at  sanaet 
^vitli  the  aoldien  and  sailors  on  elephants,  and  the 
mmm  on  carta  drawn  by  foor  ballooks  each,  and 
■Med  «p  for  the  purpose  at  K^ishengange,   and 
a^ieeiDi^  with  Captain  Biirbank  and  Lieatenant 
Ghspnisn  that  it  woald  be  advisable  to  proceed 
&st  to  Pameah,   we  marched  straight  tof  that 
stetioD,  which  the  soldiers  reached  soon  after  son- 
rise,  bat  the  sailors,  detained  by  the  guns,  not  till 
Ike  afitemoon.     I  foond  the  residents  in  consider* 
aUe  aUum,  the  treasure  and  magasines  remoTod  to 
^  jail,  wheie  some  of  the  residents  slept,  dec    No 
MXTTOct  news  of  the  moTcments  of  the  mutineers 
eoold  be  had  that  day,  with  the  exception  of  its 
Wag  ascertained  they  had  extorted  money  and 
sipplies  at  Raneegnnge ;   the  residence  of  a  once 
wealthy  funily,  six  miles  on  the  other  side  of  the 
.    Mahonoddee,  but  it  was  reported  they  had  crossed 
diat  river.    Next  morning  (l(Hh)  they  were  seen 
eeoUy  marching  towards  the  baxaar,  and  only  a 
dioEt  distance  from  it»  eridently,  it  would  seem, 
unaware  of  our  return  from  Kishengunge.     We 
immediately  went  out  leaying  20  men  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  jail,  unfortunately  we  were  just  ten 
■mutes  too  soon,  or  we  should  have  caught  them 
iu  a  spot  where  escape  to  most  would  Iu^tc  been 
i^poflsible,  as  it  was,  shots  were  exchanged  by  the 
adraoced  guards   with  a  ffttal  result  to  a  poor 
lillager  only,  and  the  mutineers  rapidly  retreated 
ts  the  eastward  by  the  road  they  came,  and,  afler 
imaining  near  tlie  town  till  we  had  made  a  wide 
e^loration  on  horseback,  to  see  that  the  scoundrels 
bad  not  hidden  in  the  extensive  jungles  in  that 
dtisetion,  the  soldiers  and  sailors  returned  to  their 
hnaeks.     At  night  scouts  sent  out  by  us  returned, 
hmng  ascertained  where  the  mutineers  had  pitched

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Chapman,  and  I,  immediately  determine  to  try  » 
night  sorprifle  as  the  only  means  of  getting*  nealii 
them.    We  accordingly  started  at  8  A.m.  on  e]tf» 
phants,  our  party  oonsisting  of  fifty  sailora 
Captain  Borhank  (the  remainder  and  the 
being  left  to  protect  the  station)  forty^-eight  of 
Maiesty  s  5th  Fosiliers,  under  LientenanI  OhapvniUi, 
and  nine  volunteers,  under  the  goidandi  of  B§.rm 
Burford,  to  whose  thorough   knowledge  of    tfaa 
country  the  soecess  of  the  expedition  must    he 
ascribed,  we  prooeeded  actoss  country  to  a  spot 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  south  of  the  road  wlu^ciB 
the  mutineers  were  encamped  ;  here  we  baited  fbd- 
some  time,  in  the  hope  that  Captain  Burbank,  wiio, 
remaining  in  the  reUr  to  push  on  stragglers,  had 
lost  his  road,  would  come  up,  but  the  dawn  b«gm* 
ning  to  break,  we  could  afford  to  wait  no  longer, 
and,  the  men  having  dismounted,  the  order  to 
advance  was  given,  t]be  elephants  being  left  ib  a 
bamboo  Jungle  to  await  our  return. 

2.  When  within  half  a  mile  of  their  camp»  we 
sighted  the  irregulars^  apparently  upwards  of  a 
hundred  in  number,  mounted  and  ready  to  be  off* 
The  5th  wete  ordered  to  advance  at  tlie  double  to 
take  possession  of  a  bund  between  the  enemy  and 
us,  whidi  they  immediately  did>  the  sailor  follow^ 
ing  close  up.  On  topping  the  bund,  the  5th  framed 
in  line  and  formed  a  volly*     The  irregblars  hesir 
tated  a  moment,  and  then  influenoed,  I  suppose,  hj, 
the  absence  of  our  guns  adoid  our  apparently  smsll 
force,  ^me  down  at  the  chai*ge,  gallantly  headed  by 
a  native  officer  Who  alone  touched  our  bajrdnsta. 
The  5th,  who  received  the  brunt  of  the  ofaargei- 
were  just  in  time  to  form  sqiUure^  ?mi  their  volleyi 
fired  at  close  quarters^  tanked  i»he  enemy,.who  passed 
by  OUT  leftk    They  then  eoattered  over  the  maidau 
in  small  bodies  at  the  distance  of  d,  4,  and  500 
yards,  and  now  the  Enfields  cime  into  playi  matt 
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nma  feU,  and  we  had  il  ovr  own  %r«7  tiU  ft 

danae  fog  epread  over  110.     Twice,  uader  coyer  of 

iha»  §og  and  aoine  ireee  whidi  Uned  the  bnnd,  they 

toed  to  eome  on  ub  nnaware%  and  twice  thej  were 

mnt  bank.     For  nearly  an   hoar  they  horered 

nmnd  ns,  oocaBionally  creeping  on  and  firing,  bat 

always  ineffectually.     The  fog  which  hampered  as 

piored  the  saTing  of  Captain   Barbank  and  hit 

thiee  eompanione,  men  of  the  5th,  who,  under  its 

wver,  came  nninjured  into  onr  sqnares.     About 

an  honr  after  sunrise,  the  fog  cleared  off,  and,  after 

two  or  three  more  telling  shots,  the  enemy  moved 

off  to  the  north,  carrying  with  them  their  wounded^ 

nd  I  snspeot  some  of  the  killed  whom  the  fog  had 

uabled  them  to  remove  unmolested.

Captain  the  Honourable  E.  G>  Ourzon^  Comimand^ 
xng  a  detoGhmenA  of  Europeans  and  QoorkhoM,  io 
the  Station  Sfaf  Officer. 

Sir,  Jelpigoree,  December  12, 1857. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  officer  commanding,  that  in  obedience 
to  order  of  yesterday's  date,  I  left  my  camp  at  i 
past  8  o'docK  last  night  with  50  Europeans,  40  of 
the  Sebundy  Sappers,  for  the  purpose  of  looking 
up,  and  if  possible  attacking  the  Dacca  miiti^ 
neers. 

2.  The  information  that  I  have  received  led  me 
to  believe  that  their  position  was  15  miles  off,  on 
the  bank  of  a  nullah,  deep  but  not  more  than  200 
yards  in  breadth.  My  intention  therefore  was  to 
surprise  them  if  possible  by  daylight,  to  keep  up  a 
heavy  fire  from  my  side,  and  if  successful,  and  the 
result  warranted  it,  to  cross  over  the  European 
part  of  the  force  (under  cover  of  the  OhoorKas) 
and  disperse  them. 

8.  I  arrived  opposite  the  position  of  the  muti- 
neers a  little  before  break  of  day,  after  a  march  of 
nearly  25  miles,  and  on  reconnoiterioff  the  place,  dis- 
covered the  nullah  to  be  f  of  a  mile  broad,  with 
two  separate  streams,  the  opposite  bank  being  at 
least  20  feet  higher  than  the  oed  of  the  river,  and 
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perpendieolar ;  tbeir  pontioD  a  rerj  strong  one 
wiUi  only  one   flank  open  and  heavy  jangle  close 

Xto  their  rear.     I  also  diseovered  a  sand  bank 
«t  £50    yards  firom  the  opposite  .bank  which 
weald  afford  shelter;  and  as,  nnder  the  oironm- 
stanoe,  to  attack  them  on  the  flank  was  imposeible^ 
I  determined  to  make  a  rash  for  this,  and  see  if  I 
eaold  do  ihem  any  damage  with  mj  fii^d.     This  we 
aeeompliahed^  but  finding,  after  alK>nt  20  minntes 
firing,  that  ▼ery  little  conld  be  done,  and  that  close 
quarters  was  ont  of  the  question,  I  retired  across 
tne  bed  of  the  Nullah  to  mj  own  side,  and  after 
halting  some  time,  in  the  hope  of  their  following, 
we  marched  back  to  this  plaoe,  and  arrived  at 
8  P.M.,  having  accomplished  a  march  of  little  short 
ef  50  miles,  in  24  honrs. 

4.  I  hare  the  honour  to  enclose  a  return  of 
wonnded,  and  a  rough  sketch  of  the  mutineers' 
position*  Colonel  ^herer  will  perceive  how 
strongly  they  are  posted,  and  with  what  great  na- 
taral  advantage  in  their  fayour.  The  jungle  ap- 
pears veiy  heavy  on  their  right  and  rear.

I  HAVE  tlie  Honour  to  report  that  jeaterdajr 
morning  the  detachment  of  Her  Majesty's  5ta 
Fusiliers,  under  mj  command,  together  with  50 
of  the  brigade  of  seamen  under  Captain  Burham, 
attacked  and  defeated  the  mutineers  of  the  11th 
Irregular  Cavalry,  about  200  strong,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Yule,  the  Commissioner  of 
Bhaugulpore. 

On  the  evening  of  the  8th  inst.  we  left  KUsen- ' 
gunge,  having  received  intelligence  that  the  muti- 
neers were  at  Nowabgunge,  and  marched  into  Par- 
neah  on  elephants  the  same  night,  without  a  halt. 

On  the  morning  of  the  10th  their  advanced 
^uard  was  surprised,  and  shots  exchanged  imme- 
diately outside  the  Pumeah  bazaar,  and  we  shortly 
after  came  upon  their  main  body,  who  retirea 
upon  our  advancing. 

The  same  evening  we  received  intelligence  of 
their  being  encamped  at  a  short  distance  from 
Pumeah,    and    marched  down    accordingly    at 

2   A.M. 

We  came  upon  them  at  daybreak,  juet  as  they 
were  leaving  their  camp. 

They  immediately  charged  us  most  gallantly, 

\  riding  right  up  to  the  bayonets,  but  having  lost 

seven  men,  they  refused  to  renew  their  attack,  and 

remained  hovering  round  us  in  detached  parties  for 

about  an  hour. 

A  dense  mist  prevented  the  rifles  doinff  as  mnch 
execution  as  they  otherwise  would  have  done. 

The  enemy,  however,  had  7  killed  left  on  the 
field,  and  about  20  or  30  more  were  wounded

BEING  the  senior  offioer  of  the  survivors  of  the 
Cawnpore  garrison,  and  knowing  of  no  other  chan- 
nel foT  bringing  to  the  notice  of  Government  the 
ssrvicee  of  the  officers  and  men  who  survived  the 
masBUcre,  I  have  the  honour  to  address  yon  direct 
on  the  subject^  that  his  Excellency  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  may  have  brought  to  his  notice,  the  names 
of  the  officers  and  men  now  surviving,  who  formed 
part  of  the  garrison  under  General  Sir  Hugh 
Wheeler. 

The  tale  of  the  Cawnpore  siege  is  too  well 
known  to  render  it  necessaiy  for  me  to  dilate  on 
the  hardships  suffered,  or  the  gallantry  displayed* 
ind  a  detailed  report  on  the  subject  has  reached 
Ooremment  through  other  sources;  but  I  trust  I 
may  be  excused  for  bringing  prominently  to  the 
Aotioe  of  bie  Excellency,  the  gallantry  of  Lien- 
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tenant  Delafosse,  of  the  58rd  Native  Infisuitfy,  v^Iio 
held  command  of  one  of  the  batteries  in  oar  iiM— 
trenohments,  and  of  Privates  Snllivan  and  Murpli  jr, 
the  latter  of  the  84th  Regiment,  and  the  formeir 
an  artilleryman,  who  sustained  the  whole  hardshi] 
of  the  siege,  and  were,  with  myself,  the  sole 
rivors  of  the  massacre. 

Private  Sullivan,  a  most  intelligent  person, 
selected  afterwards  for  special  duty  in  the  ordnan< 
department.     I  regret  to  say  he  subsequently  fell  m 
victim  to  cholera,  and  died  at  Cawnpore. 

Lieutenant  Delafosse,  and  the  two  privates 
above  mentioned,  owed  their  lives  to  being  detailed 
on  the  hazardous  duty  of  driving  from  the  banks 
of  the  river  a  party  of  rebels  at  least  ten  times . 
their  number  in  strength,  and  they  were  thus  out 
off  from  the  refugee  party,  and  fortunately  at  last 
reached  the  protection  of  a  friendly  Rajah. 

Knowing  of  no  other  way  of  placing  the  services 
of  these  men  on  record,  I  have  thus  presumed  to 
intrude  on  your  valuable  time  by  addressing  you 
in  their  behalf.

I  HATE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Government,  that,  in  obedience  to  Captain 
Osborne,  the  Political  Agent's  orders,  I  left 
Bewah,  with  the  levies  under  lay  command,  on 
the  14th  of  December,  to  open  the  Jabbulpore 
road,  and  to  attack  the  enemy's  forts  on  the  way. 

In  conjunction  with  Uis  Highness  the  Moha- 
riyah  of  Rewah's  troops,  together  with  the 
Nagode  Rajah,  I  have  much  pleasure  in  informing 
the  Grovemment  that  we  took  the  forts  of  Kun- 
chunpore,  Goorah,  Myhere,  Jokai,  E!hunwara» 
and  Bijawarghur. 

We  captured  two  standards, 

Forty-two  pieces  of  ordnance  and  a  quantity  of 
Grovemment  muskets,  with  large  stores  of  grain 
and  ammunition,  and  very  many  prisoners,  amongst 
whom  are  many  sirdars  of  note. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  sincere 
thanks  to  Lieutenant  Matthian,  my  second  in 
command,  who  has  rendered  me  much  valuable 
assistance  throughout  the  campaign,  and  especially 
for  the  gallant  manner  in  which  he,  in  sever^ 
instances,  kept  down  the  enemy's  fire  by  a  well 
directed  fire  of  rifies  and  musketry. 

My  best  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Kirke,  my 
Interpreter,  for  his  assistance  afforded  me.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  iofonna- 
don  of  the  Goveminent,  that  I  purpose  marching 
the  Bewah  troops  back  to  their  own  territorj;  the 
objects  for  which  they  were  required  have  been 
attained. 

The  force  connsts  of  Rewah  and  Nagode  troops, 
without  anj  discipline,  and  badly  equipped,  and 
the  Bewah  levies  under  Colonel  Hinde  also  badly 
armed.  The  troops  went  into  camp  on  the  14th 
of  November,  but  owing  to  want  of  system  and 
the  delays  consequent  on  any  move  in  a  native 
state,  hardly  any  thing  was  done  till  the  14th  of 
December,  since  which  time  six  forts,  40  guns, 
two  iDortars,  and  two  standards  have  been  cap« 
tilled.  The  Deccan  road  has  been  opened,  dauk 
and  police  diowkees  have  been  re-established ; 
order  restored  in  the  Mybere  territory  ;  the  Bi- 
janaglu^hur  territory  annexed,  tebseedaw  and 
police  appointed  in  it;  and  101  prisoners ' taken 
have  been  sentenced  to  death,  and  forwarded  to 
the  nearest  military  out-post  to  be  executed. 

I  cannot  speak   too    highly  of  the    services 
rendered  by  Colonel  Hinde  and  his  officers.     The 
discipline,  coolness  under  fire,  cheerfulness  and 
zeal  of  the  men,  and  their  admirable  artillery 
practice,  reflect  the  greatest  credit  on  Colond 
Hinde  and  his  officers.    They  led  the  way  on 
every  occasion,  and  their  battery  was  always  the 
most  advanced.     lieut^iant  Mathias,  wiUi  his 
Eofield  rifle  and  his  skirmishers,  was  of  great  ser- 
vice^ fi^oentlj  preventing  the  enemy  working 
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Among  the  Rajah's  sirdars  Dinband  PandjTy 
chief  command  Bewah  troops ;   Lullail  Sing, 
S^wgobind    Fandy,  in  chief   command 
troops ;   Davy  Sing,  Bissesshur  Sing  have 
tinguished  themselves. 

Dinbund  Fandj  I  have  found  active  and  zealous, 
always  leading  his  men,  and  he  has  done  bis  work 
wen,  though  he  had  many  difficulties  to  overoome, 
which  have  been  thrown  in  his  way  by  the  unruly 
Sirdars. 

LuUail  Sing  and  Sewgobind  Pandy  have  given 
me  satisfaction,  and  have  invariably  been  wiUin^ 
and  zealous. 

Davy  Sing.  This  sirdar  was  instrumental  in 
saving  the  life  of  one  of  the  officers  or  myself,  as 
a  prisoner  behind  us,  who  had  contrived  to  conceal 
a  sword,  mnde  a  cut  which  was  fortunately  warded 
off  by  this  sirdar,  whose  sword  however  unfortu- 
nately broke,  and  he  was  severely  wounded  on  the 
head. 

Bissesshur  Sing.  This  sirdar  has  been  with  me 
since  the  outbreak  in  October,  remaining  con- 
stantly by  me.    I  have  found  him  of  great  service. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  Colonel  Hinde ; 
being  in  a  bad  state  of  health,  and  his  every  zeal 
and  activity  have  been  of  the  greatest  assistance 
to  me.

MY  report  of  the  diet  nftimo  will  have  informed 
joo,  for  the  information  of  bia  Excellency  the 
Comnuder-in-Chief^  that  the  rebels  had  deter« 
viaed  to  defend  the  Fort  of  Raibgbnr,  in  order  to 
pierent  my  force  from  relieving  Sanger,  and  pat- 
^ng  down  rebellion  in  the  Sanger  and  Rundleound 
disfadots. 

Ab  I  approached  Rathgbnr,  I  received  infonna- 
tion  of  the  assemblage  of  rebels  at  Oodepore,  in 
Scindia's  country,  and  in  my  front :  in  order  to 
ionre  the  safety  of  the  siege  train,  which  was  a 
4/0  march  in  the  rear,  and  not  to  lose  time,  I 
wDigbt  it  np  by  a  night  march  to  my  force,  and 
adopted  precautions  against  surprise. 

lu  ^ing  through  a  pass  over  a  range  of  hills, 
five  BulcB  from  Rathghur,  the  officer  commanding 
tbe  leading  iankers,  embarrassed   by  the  thic^ 
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jangle,  took  bj  misteke  the  rigiit  ioBtewi  of  the  left 
load,  as  ordered,  and  oroesing,  in  consequence,  Uie 
river  Beeaa  by  the  upner,  the  wrong  fora,  got  into 
&  skirmish  with  the  reoels  posted  in  the  sabnrbsof 
Bttth^hur.     I  had  just  arrired  with  the  advance 

gnard  at  the  encamping  ground  ;  to  extricate  the 
ankers  from  a  position  so  un&yoarable  to  cavalry 
I  advanced  and  covered,  with  infantry,  gofns,  and 
supports,  their  return  to  their  proper  position.  In 
rectifying  this  mistake  I  had  gained  a  good  4etA  of 
ground  to  the  right  front,  and  a  company  of  the 
24th  Native  Infantry  had  taken,  with  spirit,  one 
or  two  houses  and  gardens.  On  reconnoitring.  I 
found  that  they  were  the  commencement  of  the 
suburbs,  and  that  to  keep  all  this  would  compro- 
mise my  ri^ht,  and  plan  of  attacking  the  fort  from 
the  left  Ikbuk ;  I  therefore  ordered  the  troops  back 
to  their  camp. 

The  next  day,  I  made  with  Major  Boileau,  com* 
manding  engineer,  and  a  smakll  party  of  the 
dd  Europeans  and  8d  Light  Cavalry,  under  Captain 
Forbes,  a  complete  reconnaissance  of  eighteen 
miles  of  the  whole  country  round  the  rock  of 
Rathghur. 

I  ascertained  that  the  rock,  ene  and  a  half  miles 
in  length,  covered  land  surrounded  with  thick 
jungle,  slopes  from  the  west,  where  it  is  preci* 
pitous,  to  the  eastp  where  it  is  accessible.  The 
north  front  of  the  fort  was  the  only  one  which 
was  habited  ;  the  other  fronts  were  merely  forti- 
fications. The  river  Beena  was  under  the  west 
face. 

The  reconnaissance  confirmed  in  aH  essentials 
the  information  on  which  I  had  formed  my  plan  of 
attack ;  I  carried  it  out  by  investing,  the  same  even- 
ing, the  rock  of  Rathghur,  aa  clearly  as  the  great 
extent,  hills,  thick  jungle,  and  a  difficult  river 
would  allow  me ;  but  it  was  impossible^  unless 
with  a  very,  much  larger  force  than  my  own^  to 
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imrest  oompletelj  Bach  gromd^  1>ecaiise  a  great 
part  of  it  is  dense  juogle^  which,  hiding  all  view  of 
the  enemy's  molions,  enable  him  by  a  feint  to  odd* 
eentrate  the  Tedettes  and  pickets  on  one  point  and 
then  pass  through  the  Taonam. 

Sir  Robert  Hamilton  had  had  the  goodness  to 
pfaiee  at  mj  disposal  600  or  700  troops  of  all  arms 
of  the  Aegiment  of  BhopaJ,  and  I  had  reqaested 
their  commander  to  inTOst  the  soath-west  of  the 
ksty  as  being  nearest  to  their  coantrT,  and  to  take 
the  Tillage  of  Paltnn,  which  they  did  with  alacrity 
after  firing  a  few  shots. 

The  next  day,  as  soon  as  the  officers  command- 
ing the  Artillery  and  Engineers  had  reported  that 
they  were  ready  for  the  siege,  I  attacked  the  fort 
from  the  left,  at  the  sonth-west  end  of  the  rock, 
mder  cover  of  feint  from  tbe  right,  against  the 
town,  from  wMch  all  possible  advantage  was  to 
he  derived. 
Both  succeeded. 

Leaving  a  troop  of  the  dd  Light  Cavalry  at  the 
foot  of  the  slope  to  cover  our  rear,  accompanied  by 
Ckptun  Forbes,  commanding  the  dd  Light  Cavalry,  ' 
who  is  always  as  zealous  as  he  is  useful,  I  mounted 
with  tbe  troops  in  the  maigin/  under  the  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant*Colonel  Liddell,  the  slope,  two 
companies  of  the  dd  Europeans  skirmishing  and 
Qovering  the  breadth  of  the  rock ;  two  companies 
supporting,  and  the  rest  in  reserve  ;  we  made  our 
way  through  thick  jungle,  and  reached,  without 
being  discovered,  the  edge  of  the  open  ground 
m  front  of  the  east  curtain  of  the  fort,  which

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Major  Boileau  bad  selected  for  the  breaching  Imk* 
teries. 

I  directed  a  road  to  be  cut  immediately  by  the 
Sappers  and  Miners  from,  the  foot  of  the  elope  to 
this  battery ;  oar  left  to  open  a  oommonieatiaii 
down  the  south  of  the  rock,  with  the  troop  of  the 
dd  Cavalry  investing  the  south  of  the  rook  ;  our 
right  to  open  a  communication  down  the  north  side 
of  the  rock  with  the  tamp,  and  rifle  pits  to  be 
made  at  night  in  front  of  our  attack,  enfilading,  as 
much  as  possible,  the  enemy's  line  of  defences. 

The  enemy,  having  perceived  our  position,  com* 
seienced  rather  a  sharp  fire  on  it  from  their  jingale 
and  small  guns  in  the  curtain  and  bastions,  ^hieh 
I  kept  down  with  the  fire  of  the  6-poQnder  of  the 
Hydrabad  Gontingentand  the  5^ mortars,  the  former 
firing  at  the  loopholes  and  embrasures,  the  latter 
with  half  charges,  dropping  their 'shells  on  the  ban^ 
quette.     I  beg  to  mention  for  his  devotion  on  this 
occasion  Quartermaster  Thompson,  commanding  a 
half  battery  of  the  Artillery  of  the  Hydrabad  Con- 
tingent, who  has  completed  thirty-two  years  of  me- 
ritorious service.    Twice  hit,  he  continued  to  fight 
his  ffuns  successfully  to  the  close  of  the  day.     I 
thaiULod  his  battery  on  the  ground. 

The  two  18-ponnders,  with  elephant  draughty 
were  brought  up  the  hill  at  4  p.m.,  the  dd  Euro* 
peans  dragging  them  up  the  steep  where  the 
elephants  could  not  go. 

The  feint  against  the  town  drove  the  enemy  out 
of  it  into  the  fort,  and  enabled  Brigadier  Stewart, 
With  the  foroe  in  the  ma^n,*  to  take  posseseion

26  men  Bombay  Artillery,  all  the  artiiUery  wider  lieutenants 
Colonel  Twinball ;  two  troopa  of  Her  Majeaty*s  14tb  Dni« 
goons,  onder  Major  Lendamore  (  24th  Regiment  K.L      > 
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of  the  "  E^dgah,"  a  Mnflsahnan  p\6ce  of  prayer, 
opposite  to  iUe  north  face,  oommanding  the  town 
and  viUiin  range  of  the  main  gate  of  the  fort,  on 
this  height,  and  another  to  the  left :  he  skilfully 
plaeed  Captain  Lightfoot*0  9-ponnder  hattery,  one 
8-ineh  howitser,  and  two  8-inch  mortars.  These 
batteries,  forming  the  rig^t  or  town  attack,  kept 
ip  night  and.  day  an  effeetire  fire  on  the  line  of 
defences  and  bnildings  of  the  fort. 

On  the  27tb  instant,  I  changed  the  8-inch 
howitier  from  the  right  to  the  left  attack,  in  order 
to  enfilade  witii  its  fire  the  defences  and  palaces  of 
tiie  B<yrth  &oe. 

I  was  ooDstantly  between  the  two  attacks,  which 
were  2^  miles  apart. 

From  the  town  attack  I  directed  a  detachment 
of  the  3d  Europeans,  supported  by  another  of  the 
24th  Native  Infetntry^  with  two  companies  of  the 
24th  Native  Infantry  in  reserve,  and  tinder  cover 
of  houses  and  trees,  and  of  a  heavy  fire  from 
the  Eedgah  Battery,  to  take  a  low  massive  tower, 
oioee  to  the  main  gate,  Captain  Lightfeot  being  of 
opinion  that  a  howitzer  might  be  placed  in  it, 
which  wonld  batter  the  gate  and  strengthen  and 
shorten  the  cordon  of  investment.  I  had  a  conple 
of  8-inoh  shells  thrown  into  the  tower  to  drive  out 
the  enemy,  should  they  be  there,  when  the  storm- 
ing party,  gallantly  led  by  Captain  Lightfoot,  who 
volunteereii  so  accompany  it,  for  which  I  beg  to 
recommend  him  to  his  Exe^lency,  entered  the 
tower  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the  walls,  by  the 
postern  opposite  the  walls  from'  which  it  was  only. 
fifty  yards  distant.  Captain  Ligfatfoot  recom- 
mends Private  Davies,  of  the  dd  liuropeans,  for 
his  gallantry  and  intelligence  on  this  occasion 

Captain  Lightfoot  and  Lieutenant  Bonnas,  of 
the  Engineers,  having,  after  a  thorough  examinor 
tioo  of  the  tf>wer,  reported  that  the  massive  coo* 
structioA  and  nature  of  its  defences  prevented  their 
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being  used  for  the  offensive,  I  withdrew  the  tnx^ 
from  it  before  daylight 

On  the  28th  instant,  at  eight,  the  sand-hog  bat* 
teries  of  the  left  attack  having  been  oompieted,  the 
two  IS-poniiders  and  the  8-inch  howitier  havin|^ 
been  brought  up  to  them,  commenced  their  fire 
against  the  outer  wall  *of  the  east  curtain  of  ihe 
fort  with  such  good  effect  that  it  was  evident  that 
a  practicable  breach  would  be  soon  made. 

I  had  just  returned  to  the  camp  from  the  hf^ 
terj,  when  the  rebels,  coming  in  force  out  of  the 
thick  jungle,  crossed  the  river  Beena,  and  attacked 
the  videttes  of  the  right  rear  of  the  camp,  another 
large  body  of  them  appeared  at  the  same  time  on 
the  opposite  bank,  the  two  bodies  amounting  to 
1500  or  2000  men,  many  of  them  sepoys  and 
valaitees. 

I  moved  rapidly  with  the  outlying  picket  qi 
Her  Majesty's  1 4th  Light  Dragoons;  who  in  less 
than  a  minute  were  in  their  mddles  against  the 
rebels,  ordering  two  guns  and  the  rest  of  the 
pickets  to  follow  in  support.  The  enemy,  who 
were  skirmishing  with  a  picket  of  the  3d  Light 
Cavalry,  on  seeing  our  approach,  fired  a  dischaige 
of  muskets  and  rockets  at  us,  and  ran  into  a  goige 
of  the  Beena,  and  up  its  rocky  banks ;  I  directed 
Gaptain  Hare,  following  in  my  rear,  to  move  by  a 
short  line  and  cut  off  their  retreat. 

Brigadier  Stuart,  whom  I  had  called  up,  ad« 
vancing  from  the  Eedgha,  with  a  few  rounds  of 
artillery,  sent  the  rebels  on  the  other  side  of  the 
river  into  the  jungle,  and  the  whole  retreated 
rapidly  to  a  precipitous  ridge  above  the  village  of 
Chunderapore,  four  miles  to  the  north-west  of 
Rathghur,  from  whence  they  had  started  in  the 
morning. 

Gaptain  Hare  came  up  with  the  rear  i»f  the 
rebels  before  they  reached  the  ridge,  and  cut  up 
several  of  them. 
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Gftptain  Hare  and  Lientenant  Westmaoott^  at* 
taebed  to  the  Hyderabad  CaTaliy,  did  good  service 
OD  thi«  ooeasioii ;  and  Lientenant  Moore,  of  the 
3d  Bombay  Light  Cafalry,  who,  on  aoeonnt  of  the 
finr  artiHerj,  has  serred  again  with  effect^  de* 
aenres-ako  to  be  mentioned. 

After  nif^htfdl,  the  rebels  made  a  feeble  and 
mmeeeBsful  attad^  on  the  left  of  the  camp  from  the 
Sangor  road.  The  rebels  who  had  come  from  their 
fottified  camp  Noreonlee,  and  from  the  fort  of 
Kooreje,  failed  completely  in  their  attempt  to  sur- 
prise die  camp  and  relieve  Rathghnr.  Daring  the 
vbole  time  of  their  attack,  the  breaching  batteries 
eootinQed  their  fire.  Colonel  TumbnlT  reported 
that  the  breach  wonld  be  practicable  for  an  assault 
tfae  next  day  at  snnset. 

Acooants  now  came  in  to 'me  that  the  rebels 
&om  the  Chnnderapoor  ridge  had,  early  in  the 
nominfr}  attacked  in  the  difficult  pass  mentione<l 
b  the  first  part  of  this  report,  a  convoy  of  sup* 
lijiss  cominff  for  my  force  £rom  the  west,  and  had 
silled  8cia£a'8  Yakeel  who  was  m  charge  of  it. 

The  safety  of  my  sn^plies  rendered  it  necessary 
tbat  the  enemy  shonld  be  driven  from  Chnndera- 
poor. During  the  night,  I  was  employed  in  making 
vnmgements  for  attacking  them,  which  was  not 
«wy,  aa  my  force  was  already  engaged  in  an  opera- 
tion, ht  whicfa^  in  former  times,  a  force  of  fonr 
tines  their  strength  was  considered  necessary. 
However  1  waa  on  the  point  of  marching  against 
Chiniderapoor,  when  two  spies  I  had  sent  ont 
bmg  the  night,  came  in  and  reported  that  the 
nemy  had  left  that  place  for  Barodia. 

On  visiting  the  Eedgah,  Brigadier  Stuart  re- 
ported to  me  that  about  4  o'clock  a.m.,  the  enemy 
nA  attempted  to  make  a  sortie  from  the  main 
Stte,  which  he  had  driven  back  with  Captain 
Liglitfoot*s  d-ponndera.  k  Bhopal  officer  came  up, 
*Ad  reported  thai  he  had  cut  up  twenty-five  out 
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of  fifty  of  the  garrison,   who  had  attempted  to 
force   their  way  by  his  patrol.     Colonel  Liddell 
reported  also  at  the  same  time,  that  judging  from 
the  stillness  in  the  fort  that  its  trarrison    were 
escapini?.  he  had  entered  it  by  the  uncompleted 
breach  with  part  of  the  3rd  Kuropeans^  who  after 
receiving  some  shots  from  the  few  rebels  still  there, 
had  killed  them  and  taken  possession  of  the  forL 
The  main  body  fled  by  an  anoient  sally-port  and  a 
hole  dug  under  the  parapet  to  the  sonth  west,  from 
which,  when  I  eaiered  the  fort,  the  ropes  were 
hanging  by  which  they  had  let  themselves  down. 
The  report-s  of  all  the  officers  on  duty  state  that 
these  rebels,  crossing  a  ford  over  the  Been  a,  to  the 
south-weat,  und  r  the  Bhopal  camp,  passed  through 
the  Bhopal   lines  into  the  jungle.     The  Bht^l 
troops  fired  a  few  shots  at  the  fugitives ;  two  or 
three  of  their  dtad  bagq^ge-animals  in  this  fbid 
showed  the  track  they  had  taken.     The  Bhopal 
troops  have  been,  and  are  still  so  useful  to  roe,  that 
I   merely   mention    this    circumstance,   which   is 
nothing  out  of  the  way,  amongst  oriental  troops, 
out  of  justice  to  my  own  force. 

The  garrison,  state<l  to  be  400  or  500  in  number, 
had,  although  many  of  them  were  warlike  valaitees 
and  p.ittians,  despite  of  their  determination  that 
they  would  hold  Ratghur  or  die,  not  been  able  to 
stand  the  shelling,  or  meet  the  approaching  assault. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  investment  of  the  rock 
prevented  the  escape,  and  caused  the  capture  of 
most  of  the  chief  rebels,  and  of  many  of  the  rest. 
Mahumed  Fazil  Khan,  a  relation  of  the  Regent  of 
Bhopal,  and  the  Military  Chief  of  the' rebels  in 
these  districts,  and  all  his  staff,  such  as  they  were, 
attempted    to  cross   the   Beena,   but  seeing  the 
vedettes  of  Her  Majesty's  14th  Light  Dragoons 
on  the  other  banl-^  turned  back,  and  hid  themselves 
in  a  cave  under  the  rock  where  they  were  captured. 
The  vedettes  and, packets  round  the  rock,  those  ^ 
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HbofMd  incladed,  -eat  down,  and  took  msny  of  the 
itft|^£i70  garrison  darinii^  the  day.  I  made  orer 
eigbty  prisonera  to  Sir  Robert  liamiltoii,  of  whom 
l^vrentj-foar  were  executed,  and  forty-eight  more 
to  the  oiFil  authorities. 

Of  the  cBTalry  sent  in  parduit  of  the  fagitires, 
tlM  Hyderabad  Irregulars  came  up  with,  and  killed 
ibity  of  them,  this  being  excIusiTe  of  the  twenty- 
five  killed  by  the  fihopal  troops.  Lieutenant 
IVestinaoott,  on  this  occasion,  again  distinguished 
liiinself. 

At  sunseiy  Mahomed  Fasti  Khan,  and  the  Na- 
-wab  Kamdar  Khan,  a  pensioner  of  the  British 
Goremment,  and  a  son  of  the  Great  Pindaree 
Oue4  taken  by  Sir  John  Malcolm,  were  hung  over, 
the  gate  of  the  fort,  in  preaenoo  of  detachments  of 
my  force.  The  next  day  seventeen  more,  most  of 
them  rebels  of  note,  and  all  part  of  tlie  garrison  of 
Bathgnr,  were  executed.  Two  of  them,  brothers 
of  the  Pindaree  Chief,  had  taken  part  in  the  mnr- 
der  of  the  British  Assistant  at  Bereiseeah.  Kishen 
Bam,  a  secretary  of  Mohamed  Fazil  Kban,  is 
staled  to  have  been  instrumental  in  atrocities  com- 
mitted on  forty  Christians ;  Wallidad  Khan,  who 
admitted  on  his  trial  **  that  he  had  done  all  he 
could,  aud^three  timee  urged  Fazil  Mahomed  to  go 
down,  sword  in  hand,  and  attack  the  camp  f  & 
Talaitre  leader,  &c. 

The  Shahzadab^of  Mnndisore  was  not  in  the  fort, 
as  was  proved  by  an  unopened  letter  from  the 
Rajah  of  Banipore  to  his  address,  found  in  the  fort 
by  an  Officer  of  the  Srd  Europeans  ;  he  had  left  it 
the  day  of  our  arrival.  In  this  letter,  which  is* 
cvrions,  the  Rajah  gives  him  the  title  of  King,  and 
deplores  that  many  native  Chiefs  do  not  venerate 
his  kingly  authority  as  they  ought  to  do,  but  have 
the  bad  taste  to  prefer  the  rule  of  the  Kafir  and 
infidels. 

The  fori  was  provided  with  a  fine  tank,  out 
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out  of  the  rock,  fifty  feet  deep ;  and  in  it 
found  great  stores  of  salt  and  fftain,  snffieient  for  a 
year's  consumption^  a  few  oanids.  cattle,  and  several 
norses,  two  oi  them  belonging  to  Mabomed  Fasif 
Khan,  one  with  a  silver  bridle,  and  another  to  the 
Shahzadah  of  Mnndisore ;  a  mould  for  easting 
cannon  and  shot,  and  an  immense  mass  of  native 
correspondence,  and  English  aoconnts,  which  I 
made  over  to  Sir  Robert  Hamilton.  One  object 
was  also  found  which  excited  indignation,  the  effigy 
of  the  head  of  a  decapitated  European  female,  which 
it  appears  these  supporters  of  a  change  of  mle  in 
India,  carried  before  their  troops,  as  fitting  em* 
blems  of  their  deeds.  Notwithstanding  this,  and 
all  that  has  passed,  &r  worse  than  this,  the  3rd 
Europeans,  when  they  entered  the  fort,  treated  the 
women  and  nnmeroas  children  of  the  rebels,  who 
were  left  there,  with  the  humanity  which  was  to  be 
expected  from  their  discipline  and  th^ir  faith.  I 
had  enjoined  the  troops,  for  the  honour  of  their 
country  and  the  army,  not  to  harm  a  woman,  or 
child. 

I  beg  to  bring  to  his  Excellency's  fiekvourable  con 
sideration  the  zealous  and  able  support  which  I  have 
received  before  Rathghur  from  brigadier  Stuart, 
Lieutenant-Colonel  TumbuU,  commanding  the 
Artillery,  and  Major  Boileau,  commanding  the 
Engineers,  and  which  contributed  so  materially  to 
the  success  of  the  operations  against  it,  as  well  as 
the  discipline,  courage,  and  thorough  good  will  of 
the  troops  engaged  in  them. 

Anxious  not  to  lose  a  day  in  relieving  Saogor,  I 
made  continued  marches  without  a  halt.  The 
troops,  on  account  of  the  difficulties  of  supply, 
were  at  times  twenty-four  hours  without  rations, 
and  four  days  on  duty  before  Rathghur  without  a 
relief,  defending  their  camp  against  a  numerous 
enemy,  in  a  dangerous  country  on  their  flanks  and 
rear,  attacking  with  all  their  energy,  and  taking, 
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m  time  iajn,  a  £ort»  strong  by  natvie  and  art,  in 
their  inmi,  which  Scindiay  with  a  force  of  at  lemst 
four  times  their  strength,  besieged  for  five  months. 
I  shftlLhBTe  the  honour  to  raSke  ftkTomable  men- 
tifMn,  of  the  services  of  my  staff  in  a  fntnre  report. 

I  beg  leave  to  enclose  a  retom  of  the  Onde 
AitiUeiy  found  in  the  fort,  and  of  the  easnalties  in 
wasy  force  before  Rathghnr. 

The  troops  took  three  large  standards,  two  of 
wviiieh  bore  the  red  extended  hand,  the  device  of 
Mahomedan  rebellion. 

I  beg  to  offer  my  excuses  for  the  length  of  this 
TopoH,  whi^  is  caused  bj  the  varied  nature  of  the 
operations.  I  cannot  oondnde  it  without  return- 
ing my  sineere  thanks  to  his  Szcelleoey  and  to 
I«wd  Elphinstone  for  having  made  m^  force  as 
eomplete  as  circumstances  would  possibly  allow, 
and  for  the  yery  great  kindness  with  which  yon 
bave  attended  toaU  my  requests  on  this  subject 
Endoeed  is  the  extract  of  a  memorandum  from 
Robert  Hamilton  to  me.

i  HAVE  the  honor  to  report  that  the  enem^ 
horn  Calpee  attacked  oar  position  at  5  o'clock  this 
oMraiDg,  From  the  natnre  of  the  ground,  which 
IB  oiooh  broken,  and  from  the  cover  aiSbrded  by  the 
crops,  which  are  high,  it  is  impossible  to  compute 
their  nambcra ;  but,  from  the  extent  of  ground 
wbich  they  oconpied,  they  must  have  been  in 
considerable  force. 

I  a<lvanced  with  5  companies  of  the  88th  Regir- 
neot,  2  guns  of  Royal  Artillery  (D*pounders) 
Bsder  Captain  Talbot,  and  50  sowars  under  Lieu- 
tensnt  Tbompsoo.  We  defeated  the  nnemy,  and 
had  a  ninuing  fight  of  four  hours.  They  disputed 
^Teiy  inch  of  the  ground,  making  a  stand  at 
Chowra,  a  Tillage  three  miles  from  thia  place.  We 
panued  them  as  long  as  possible,  and  they  re* 
treated  across  the  river,  keeping  up  the  fire  of 
their  skirmlBbers  to  the  very  last 

I  am  liappy  to  say  my  casualties  are  but  few. 
Ueateuant  Thompson,  commanding  the  sowars, 
vas  severely  wounded  in  the  leg,  and  his  horse  was 
t^'ioQ  wounded  ;  8  sowars  are  wounded  (alightly) ; 
1  private,  88th  Regiment^  dangerously  wounded ; 
1  private,  88th  Regiment,  slightly  wounded. 

AboQt   80  dead  bodies   of   the    enemy    were 
oounted  by  my  officers --all  sepoys, 
^hece  all  behaved  well  it  is  difficult  to  particu- 
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lariae ;  but  I  think  it  due  to  Major  the  HononU# 
J.  J.  Bourke^  to  bear  teatimoDy  to  the  gallant,  and 
able  manner  in  which  he  led  on  the  8KinniaheT%| 
and  drove  the  enemy  out  of  the  village  of  Cho^

I  HAVE  the  honor,  by  desire  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  to  forward,  m  original,  a  letter  from 
Major^neral  N.  Penny^  C.6.,  commanding  the 
Delhi  Field  Force,  No.  1729,  of  the  22nd  ultimo, 
(which,  owibg  to  the  direct  da<rk  communications 
being  dosed,  was  sent  by  a  eircuitons  route,  and

bineers— Captain  Wardlaw,  Lieutenants  Hudson 
and  Vyse — in  the  brilliant  and  successful  charge 
made  by  the  detachment  of  this  regiment  under 
Captain  Wardlaw's  command,  and  a  party  of  the 
9th  Lancers  under  Captain  Head,  who  was  dan- 
gerously wounded.

Sir,  Ceimf  Kheugunge,  Becemher  15,  1857. 

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information 
of  Major-Oeneral  Penny,  C.B.,  commanding  Delhi 
Field  Force,  that  I  reached  Gungeree,  with  the 
column  under  my  command,  on  the  1 5th  instant, 
where  I  found  Lieutenant-Colonel  Farquhar  with* 
his  detachment  as  per  margin. f 

Immediately  after  encamping,  I  sent  a  party  of

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ko»e^  ander  Captain  Hodson,  to  reoonnoitre  the 
road  in  the  direction  of  Khasgnnge^  as  iar  as 
Biliam, »  TilJage  within  four  miles  of  that  town. 
Shortij  after  the  partj  set  oat,  Captain  Lights 
my  orderly  officer,  returned  with  information  that 
the  party  had  discovered  the  enemy's  horse 
advaneiDg  at  some  distance  towards  onr  flanks, 
and  presently  Captain  Hodson  himself  hronght 
iotoiligenoe  that  the  enemy  was  approaching  in 
f4wee. 

I  had  kept  the  Dras^oon  Horses  saddled,  so  the 
tieop  speedily  mounted  and  moved  out  in  support 
of  the  reconnoitring  party  that  was  showing  front 
te  the  enemy.  In  the  meantime,  the  line  turned 
oat  The  Troop  Horse  Artillery,  under  Captain 
Biabopy  eame  to  the  front,  speedily-  followed  by 
2  gans  under  Lieutenant  Griffin. 

As  the  enemy's  infantry  and  artillery  were  now 
plainly  visible,  I  directed  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Kioleside  to  move  forward  with  the  artillery  and 
eange  the  enemy,  in  order  to  check  their  advance, 
and  give  time  for  the  infantnr  to  disengage  itself 
Cram  the  mass  of  ravines  in  front  and  form  up. 

The  artillery  engaged  in  the  most  gallant  style ; 
but,  as  the  ememy's  horse  continued  to  advance, 
ttking  ground  to  the  left,  apparently  with  the  in- 
tsntion  of  cutting  off  the  Troop  Horse  Artillery,  I 
called  up  the  Dragoons  in  support,  and  directed 
Captain  Wardlaw,  commanding,  to  charge  the 
enemy  if  a  favourable  opportunity  offered. 

In  the  meantime  the  whole  force  moved  out  and 
were  formed  up  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Farquhar, 
of  the  Belooch  Battalion ;  and  Captain  Hodson, 
lerving  the  enemy's  horse,  advancing  still  against 
oiir  lefty  anticipated  the  order  I  sent  him,  and 
moved  up  with  nis  whole  regiment.  The  enemv's 
fire  now  began  to  slacken,  and  Captain  Wardlaw, 
seeing  his  opportunity,  charged  with  the  Cara- 
1858.  5  Q 
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bineen  and  Lancers,  and  captured  2  gnne ;  whilst, 
Captain  Hodsoa  advancing  immediately  against 
the  enemj's  right,  they  were  driven  in  utter  eoo- 
fusion  from  the  field,  hotly  pursued  by  oar  cavalry 
and  artillery. 

The  enemy  were  completely  and  utterly  roated ; 
they  abandoned  their  last  gun  and  2  ammunition 
waggons,  and  numbers  of  their  infantry  threw 
away  their  arms,  and  hid  themselves  in  the  fields, 
or  continued  their  headlong  flight  over  thecoantry. 
Numbers  were  shot  in  the  fields,  and  manr,  ren- 
dered desperate  by  their  situation,  defended  thmn* 
selves  fiercely  and  were  killed. 

The  enemy  had  evidently  not  expected  to  meet 
any  force,  except  the  small  detachment  under 
Colonel  Farquhar ;  they  were  therefore  astoanded 
by  the  fire  of  so  many  K^ns,  and  by  the  appear- 
ance,  on  their  right,  of  the  large  body  of  horse 
'  under  Captain  Hodson,  so  that,  when  charged  by 
Captain  Wardlaw,  they  were  instantly  routed,  and 
I  vfas  unable  consequently  to  bring  the  infantry 
into  action ;  but  their  presence  near  at  hand 
enabled  me  with  confidence  to  order  the  cavalry 
and  artillery  to  continue  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy 
for  several  miles,  and  with  great  efiect. 

From  my  own  observation,  and  the  report  of 
others,  I  estimate  the  loss  of  the  "enemy  as  over 
200  killed,  and,  as  we  subsequently  learnt,  num< 
bers  crept  away  wounded,  and  died. 

My  own  loss  was  in  the  Cavalry  solely,  and 
amounted  to  48.  Of  these  22  are  slightly  wounded  ; 
but  I  deeply  regret  to  report  the  death  of  that  good 
and  gallant  soldier,  Captain  Wardlaw;  his 'brave 
brothers  in  arms,  Captain  Hudson  and  Lieutenant 
Vyse,  of  the  6th  Carabineers  ;  and  also  the  severe 
wound  of  Captain  Head,  who  commanded  the  de^ 
tachment  of  9th  Lancers. 

The  charge  executed  by  the  Cambineen  and 
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Lancers,  led  by  Captain  Wardlaw,  was  so  tralj 
daaiiiiig  and  brilliant^  that  I  conld  not  do  otbei^ 
viae  than  make  most  prominent  mention  of  it,  and 
I  am  eore  the  Major-ueneral  will  regret,  as  deeply 
as  myseify  that  be  and  bis  gallant  comrades 
were  not  ^ared  to  serre  their  country  on  future 
oeeasions.  ^ 

The  General  will  see  by  the  list  of  casualties 
that  Captain  Hudson's  newly  raised  body  of  horse 
was  not  at  all  backward.  It  rendered  excellent 
senriee ;  less  it  oonld  not  do  nnder  its  distinguished 
commander,  whom  I  beg  particularly  to  mention 
to  the  Major-Oeneral  as  having,  on  every  possible 
oqpasion,  rendered  me  the  most  effective  service, 
whether  in  gaining  information,  reconnoitring  the 
coontry,  or  leading  his  regiment 

The  troop  of  Horse  Artillery,  nnder  Captain 
Bishop,  and  the  2  guns,  under  Lieutenant  Griffin, 
the  whole  commanded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Kin- 
leside,  mainly  contributed  to  the  defeat  of  the 
enemy  anj^  the  Major-General  will  duly  appreci- 
ate their  coolness  and  skill.  I  received  the  most 
efficient  aid  from  my  Brigade-Major,  Captain 
French,  and  from  my  orderly  officer,  Captain  Light, 
of  the  Artillery,  who  conveyed  my  order  to  the 
Diagoons  to  charge,  and  went  in  with  them,  and  I 
nay  say  I  never  saw  greater  xeal  and  alacrity 
displayed  than  by  the  officers  who  accompanied 
ne  to  the  field  either  as  Field  Engineers  or  as 
▼olnnteers.  I  could  almost  regret  the  enemy  did 
not  make  a  greater  show  of  resistance.

I  HAVE  tbe  booor  to,  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  tbe  Major-General  oommanding  Delhi  Field 
Force^  that  I  marched  with  the  force,  as  per  mar- 
gin,* from  Snhawar,  at  daylight  yesterday. 

HaTing  reason  to  believe  the  enemy  migbt  be  at 
Pnttiallee,  I  strengthened  my  advanced  guard  with. 
CaTalry  and  2  Horse  Artillery  gnus,  whilst  Cap- 
tain Hodson  went  forward  with  a  large  party  of 
his  regiiment,  throwing  oat  reconnoitring  parties 
on  ea<£  flank,  so  as  to  give. timely  notice  and  pre- 
rent  all  chance  of  a  snrpiise. 

Soon  after  the  colnmn  had  cleared  the  village  of 
Sexai  Nawabgnnge,  about  four  miles  west  of  this 
plaee,  I  received  intimation  from  Captain  Hodson 
that  the  enemy's  videttes  were  close  in  his  front, 
had  fired  on  his  party,  and  retired  slowly  as  he 
advanced*  I  immediately  sent  on  the  two  Horse 
Artillery  gnns  attached  to  the  advance  guard 
under  Lieutenant  Deroin  to  join  Captain  Hodson, 
at  the  same  time  forming  the  infantry  up  in 
quarter  distance  columns,  at  deploying  distance 
to  the  right  of  the  road,  with  guns  on  each  flank, 
and  the  whole  of  my  cavalry  on  my  extreme  right 

Having  sent  orders  to  Captain  Hodson  not  to 
engage  the  enemy  farther,  I  took  the  opportunity 
of  serring  out  the  bread  and  grog  to  the  men,  thus

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allowing  time  for  the  heavy  guns,  under  Lieate- 
nant  Gillespie,  to  arrive.  By  this  time  the  enemr 
had  opened  fire  from  three  guus  at  Captain  Hod- 
son's  party,  unreplied  to  hy  us,  until  I  had  got  mj 
infantry  near  enough  to  act  effectively,  should  tM 
enemy  stand.  I  now  directed  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Kinleside  to  bring  his  artillery  into  action,  which 
was  at  once  and  most  effectually  done. 

Four  Horse  Artillery  guns,  under  Lientenants 
Deroin  and  Griffin,  dashed  to  our  immediate  froDt, 
whilst  four  more,  under  Lieutenant  Bishop,  talring 
a  detour  to  the  right  and  wheeling  into  line,  took 
the  enemy  in  flank.     The  enemy,,  meantime,  had 
shown  his  strength,  and  opened  eleven  guns,  some 
of  heavy  calibre,  upon  us.     By  this  time  the   in- 
fantry and  heavy  guns  topped  the  rise  which  had 
previously  hidden  them,  and  the  sun,  being  to  the 
imck  of  the  foe,  shone  directly  on  ns,  exposing  a 
front  so  formidable  as  to  deprive  him  of  all  further 
courage  to  resist.     His  fire  slackened,  and  at  last 
ceased  altogether,  and  the  Horse  Artillery,  limber- 
ing up,  charged,  with  some  of  Hodson's  Horse, 
right  into  the  enemy's  camp,  capturing  several 
guns  in  position,  all  the  camp,  magazine,  &c.,  and 
cutti])g  down  numbers  of  the  gunners. 

My  object  in  keeping  so  large  a  body  of  my 
cavalry  on  my  right  was  now  nttained.  aa,  instead 
of  going  through  the  tnwn,  and  being  checked  by 
the  nun^bers  of  enclosures,  gardens,  &c.,  which 
extend  for  more  than  a  mile  to  its  east,  they  went 
round,  and  thus  came  into  the  open  plain  beyond, 
on  more  even  terms  with  the  enemy.  Colonel 
Kinleside  got  quickly  through  the  town,  and,  join- 
ing the  cavalry  beyond,  carried  on  the  pursuit  with 
them.  This  was  kept  up  for  seven  miles.  The 
enemy  were  cut  down  on  all  sides,  whilst  many 
were  drowned  in  endeavouring  to  cross  the  jheels 
of  the  Boor  Gungha  to  our  left,  or  shot  in  the 
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\  y^^*  Several  gana,  tambnlMy  &c.,  were  taken 
!    in  tide  pnrsiiit. 

Meantime,  directing  Captain  Stafford  with  his 
regiment  to  take  charge  of  the  enemy's  camp  and 
tfae  captured  guns,  I  requested  Major  Eld  to  fikir« 
nnh  through  the  gardens  with  the  infantry.  This 
was  most  efficiently  performed,  and  numbers  of  the 
enemy  killed. 

In  thia  engagement  12  guns  and  many  tumbrils 
woe  eaptnred,  a  list  of  which  I  hare  the  honor 
to  eadose,  and  I  estimate  the  loss  of  the  enemy  to 
be  orer  700  killed.  I  might  with  safety  estimate 
their  loss  maeh  higher. 

My  own  loss,  as  the  Major-Oeneral  will  per- 
eore  from  the  accompanying  return,  was  most 
tiifling. 

In  this,  as  in  the  late  affair  at  Gnngeree,  the 
vtillery  and  cavalry  were  principally  engaged,  and 
in  fSMt  the  action  was  fonght  by  them.  1  cannot 
^eak  too  highly  in  their  praise,  and  I  beg  to  men- 
tioD  to  the  Major-General,  Colonel  Kinleside,  who 
eommanded  the  whole  of  the  artillery/  and  Lieu* 
teoants  Bishop,  Deroin,  and  Griffin,  who  served 
wider  him. 

To  Lieutenant  RnsseU,  who  commanded  the 
^^^AgoonSy  and  his  brave  comrades,  my  thanks  are 
*pocially  due  for  their  gallantry  in  action,  and  the 
^nr  of  their  puivnit. 

A^fter  the  action  at  Onngeree,  I  specially  men- 
tiooed  Captain  Hodson  and  his  regiment.  I  can 
but  repeat  what  I  then  said,  and  beg  that  the 
Hajor-Oeneral  will  be  good  enough  to  bring  this 
officer,  and  his  great  and  important  services,  to  the 
tpeeisl  notice  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in- 
Chief.  The  infantry  had  no  opportunity  of  coming 
in  eoQtaot  with  the  enemy ;  but  I  must  be^  to 
nention  to  the  Major-General  that,  on  all  occasions, 
I  bikre  met  with  the  most  sealous  and  efficient  sup- 
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port  from  that  good  ofBoer,  Major  Eld,  who  on  fUs 
occasion  took  command  of  the  line. 

From  my  staff  officers,  Captain  Frenbh  and  Gap- 
tain  Light,  I  received  all  tluit  active  and  sealons 
wBfiistaoce  I  expected  from  two  snch  efficient 
officers.  They  shared  in  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  ; 
and  I  mast  not  omit  to  mention  how  mnch  obli|^ 
I  felt  to  Captains  Taylor  and  Greathed,  who  went 
.forward  with  Captain  Hodson  to  reconnoitre  tiie 
enemy's  position,  protected  by  a  party  of  Hodaon's

GENERAL  ORDERS  BY  THE  PRESIDENT 
OP  THE  COUNCIL  OF  INDIA  IN  COUN* 
CIL. 

No.  bl5of  1858. 

Fort  William,  Feb,  22,  1858. 
THE  Honorable  the  President  of  the  Council 
of  India  in  Council  directs  the  publication  of  the 
following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  cavajrr 
brigade  under  Brigadier,  now  Brigadier- General, 
Hope  Grant,  C.B.:

IN  compliance  with  the  orders  received  from  hia 
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Rxtellencj  tlie  Oonmiander-jn^liiefy  ihtoxLgh'jonf 
I  hare  tbe  honor  to  forward  a  report  o(  the  opo- 
ntioDs  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  at  Delhi,  in  pursuit 
of  tbe  mutineers  down  the  Doab,  and  up  to  the 
time  hie  Excellency  joined  the  force  on  the  other 
ode  of  the  Ganges,  on  the  way  to  Lncknow. 

When  this  eerions  distnrbance  broke  out,  Her 
Mi^esty's  9th  Lancers  and  two  troops  of  Uors» 
Artillery  constitnted  the  European  portion  of  the- 
feroe  at  Umballa,  the  remainder  consisting  of  the 
4th  Light  Cavalry  (Lancers),  the  5th,  and  60th 
B^giments  Native  InJfantry.  • 

Shortly  after  the  news  of  the  proceedings  at 
Mcemt  and  Pelhi  reached  the  station,  symptoms  of 
diaaffeetion  on  the  part  of  these  two  Native  Infan* 
try  Regiments  became  apparent;  doubts  also  were  . 
entertained  regarding  the  spirit  of  the  Native  Ca- 
nliy,  and  it  behoved  that  the  greatest  watchfulness 
ehonld  be  maintained  by  the  European  troops,  in 
expectation  of  an  outbreak.  They  were,  therefore^ 
constantly,  day  and  night,  under  arms,  and  at  all 
tinies  ready  for  immediate  action,  had  such  been 
necessary;  indeed,  on  Sunday  the  10th  of  May« 
md  on  two  or  three  other  occaaions,  these  troope 
actually  were  in  saddle. 

The  probability  of  any  movement  of  these  native 
troops  wore  off  as  portions  of  the  European  infantry 
n^iments  in  the  hill  stations  moved  down  to  Um- 
Wila.  By  the  end  of  the  month  of  May,  a  small 
pomptect  column  had  been  assembled,  and  Her  Ma* 
jesty's  9th  Lancers  formed  the  Cavalry  of  this 
force.  The  4th  Light  Cavalry  (Lancers)  were 
^etached  on  duty  to  Sahamnpore  and  other  places 
ni  the  vidnity  of  Umballa,  except  the  head  quar- 
ten  and  one  squadron,  which  accom^nied  the  force 
as  &r  towards  Delhi  ae  Allipore,  whence  it  pro- 
^^ed  to  Meemt  via  Baghput 

At  Allipore,  early  in  June,  this  force,  com- 
Vku&M  by  Majox^Oeneral  Sir  H«  Barnard,  K.CB.^ 
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was  joiBed  by  that  from  Meernt,  under  Brigadiev 
A.  Wilson,  and  two  squadrons  of  the  6th  Dngooo. 
Guards^  Carabineers^  under  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Custanoe>  were  added  to  the  oavalrj. 

These  squadrons  had  already,  on  the  baaJcs 
of  the  Hindun,  had  the  opportunity,  twice,  of 
meeting  the  mutineers,  and  had,  under  their  able 
eommander,  rendered  essential  service  on 
oocasion. 

The  rebels  and  mutineers    having  taken  up 
strong  position,  defended  by  artillery,  at  a  pli 
named  Badol-ke-Serai,  about  five  miles  from  Delliiy 
the  force  moved  to  its  attack  on  the  morning  of  the 
Sth  June.     Three  squadron^  of  the  9th  LanceFS, 
commanded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Yule,  and  two 
troops  of  Horse  Artillery  were  detached  very  early 
in  the  morning  by  the  oank  of  the  canal  to  torn 
the  enemy's  left      These  troops  attained   their 
point  shortly  after  the  attack  commenced  in  fronts 
and  were  soon  in  action.     Two  squadrons  and  a 
portion  of  the  Horse  Artillery  were  very  gallantly 
and  successfully  led  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  YuIb. 
The  cavalry  charged  the  rebels,  and  rode  throngh- 
them.     Lieutenant  Jones,  of  the  9th  Lancers,  with 
his  squadron,  captured  one  of  their  guns,  killing 
the  drivers,  and,  with  Lieutenant-Colonel  Yule*8 
assistance,  turoed  it  upon  a  village  occupied  by 
the  rebels,   who  were  quickly  dislodged.      Thu 
was  a  well-conceived  act  gallantly  executed.     The 
remainder  of  the  Horse  Artillery,  for  a  short  period, 
got  into  very  difficult  ground,  from  which  they 
took  time  to  extricate    themselves.      The   other 
squadron  of  the  9th  Lancers  was  left  for  their  pnn 
tection. 

The  squadrons  of  the  Carabineers  and  4th  squa- 
dron of  tbe  9th  Lancers  were  with  the  main  body 
of  our  troops,  and  did  good  service.  The  Carar- 
bineers,  from  the  right  of  our  line,  drove  the  rebels 
after  they  had  broken  across  the  canal.  Therebeb 
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haYiog  been  driren  out  of  Badul-ka-Serai«  a  hot 
pursuit  towards  Delhi  was  taken  np^  but  chiefly  hy 
the  infaotrr  and  horse  artillery^  aa  the  ground  on 
each  side  the  road  was  covered  bj  houses  and 
endoeures. 

The  operations  of  the  day  terminated  by  the  firm 
poBsession,  by  ^e  British  troops,  of  the  heights 
More  Delhi. 

From  this  period,  during  all  the  siege,  nearly  the 
whole  of  the  outpost  duties  fell  to  the  lot  of  the 
ttvaliy.  This  duty  was  a  very  arduous  one.  The 
lebeb  were  constantly  threatening  our  right  flank 
in  psiiicnlar,  and  our  rear,  so  that  both  by  day 
and  oight  the  cavalry  were  liable  to  be,  and  were 
inqoently,  turned  out,  and  were  necessarily  held 
always  in  readiness. 

On  the  12th  June  the  Guide  Corps  joined  the 
csmp,— a  very  fine  body,  numbering  about  260 
men  of  Irregular  Cavalry,  commanded  by  Captain 
Daly.    This  corps  had  already  achieved  a  high  re- 
nown by  its  excellent  service  in  the  Punjanb ;  and 
^,  soon  after  reaching  Delhi,  an  opportunity  of 
<iiipkjing  its  excellent  qualities,  as  on  the  iOth  a 
^ry  serious  attack  was  made  on  onr  rear,  about 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  by  a  strong  force  of 
^  rebels  with  a  numerous  artillery,  who  had 
pMted  their  main  body  in  a  village  beyond  the 
Oehterlony  Garden.      Immediately  on    the  com-^ 
iBftneement  of  the  attack,  I  moved  out  with  the 
Wftlrj  and  a  portion  of  the  artillery;  parties  of 
whom,  acting  on  either  flank  of  the  sfarden  named, 
uro?e  the  enemy's  skimusherd  bat*lk  upon    their 
po6iti<Hi,  and  held  them  in  check,  until  the  rest 
^  the  artiUeiy  and    the  whole  of   the  available 
fHirtioD  of  onr  small  force  of  infantry  could  come 

The  ffround    was    very    disadTantaffeons    for 

.  <J|^ry,  being  much  intersected  by  walls  of  gai^ 

^"^^.;  but  two. squadrons  of  the  gallant  9th 
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Lancers  and  the  Guide  Cavalry  on  oar  left  deli* 
vered  a  most  successful  charge,  right  at  the  enemy^ 
and  drove  them  back  completely.     In  this  chai^g%  i 
I  grieve  to  say,  the  9th  Lancers  lost  their  ^rallani 
kader,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Yule,  who  was  killed—- 
an  excellent  officer,  full  of  military  ardour  and 
zeal.     The  regiment  has  to  monrn  in   bim   the 
loss  of  one  of  its  very  bravest  and  most  efficient 
officers.     Captain  Daly  also,  leading  his  Guides, 
was  severely  wounded  oy  a  musket  shot,  which,  for 
the  rest  of  the  siege,  deprived  the  corps  and  the 
service  at  large  of  a  most  energetic,  experienced 
officer. 

Ere  the  above  was  accomplished,  evening  had 
closed  in,  and  soon  it  became  too  dark  to  distin- 
guish friend  frbm  foe.  The  enemy  retired  to 
their  village,  leaving  a  gun  and  limber,  with 
its  ammutiition  carriage,  on  the  ground.  These 
were  brought  into  our  camp  on  the  following 
morning. 

In  my  despatch  reporting  this  action,  I  had  the 
sincere  gratification  of  naming  two  privates  of  the 
9th  Lancers,  who  had  displayed  signal  gallantry 
in  the  fight — Privates  Thomas  Hancock,  who  lost 
an  arm  on  the  occasion,  and  John  Purcell,  who  had 
his  horse  shot  under  him,  and  was,  I  regret  to  say, 
afterwards  killed  at  the  assault  of  Delhi.  Sir 
Henry  Barnard  was  pleased  to  recommend  that  the 
Victoria  Cross  should  be  conferred  on  both.  A 
private  sowar  also,  named  Roopur  Khan,  of  the 
4th  Irregular  Cavalry,  my  orderly  at  the  time, 
displayed  great  bravery  aid  devotion  in  offering 
me  his  horse  when  my  own  had  been  killed  under 
'roe,  and  was  chiefly  instrumental  in  aiding  my 
escape  from  the  midst  of  the  enemy.  I  am  happy 
in  being  able  to  record  his  promotion  to  dufifadar, 
and  his  admission  to  the  Order  of  Merit  in  reward 
of  such  excellent  conduct. 

About  this  period,  other  regiments  joined  the 
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cavalry  force;    portiona  of  the  Ist,  2dy  and  5th 
R^imente  of    Ponjaub   Cavalry^    and    Hodson's 
Horse.  The  latter  consisted  entirely  of  new  levies; 
bat  hare  since  greatly  improred  and  become  nsefnl 
troope.     The  squadron  commanded  by  Lieutenant 
Goagh  has  under  my  own  observation,  performed 
▼ery  Talnable  service,  and  their  gallantry  has  been/ 
oonspicnously  noticed  in  a  despatch  of  his  Excel* 
lenej  the    Uommander-in-Chief       The    Punjaab 
eorpe,  under  their  distinguished  leaders.  Lieutenant 
Watson,  Lieutenant  Nicolson  afterwards,  and  at 
the  present  time  Captain  Probyn  and  Lieutenant 
Yonnghusbandj   have    proved   themselves  admir- 
able   soldiers.      Confident    in   their,  officers  and 
aasored    of    victory,    these    troops     have    never 
hesitated  to  attack   the   Hindustani  horsemen  in 
any  odds,   and   have   invariably  forced   them  to 
give  way. 

On  the  9th  of  July,  a  party  of  the  9th  Irregular 
Cavalry,  whose  conduct  I  had  been  for  some  time 
doobtful  of,  proved  themselves  false  to  their  oath 
of  allegiance,  and  a  picquet  on  duty  on  the  right 
flank  of  the  camp  admitted  a  force  of  the  enemy's 
cavalry  within  their  po^t.  These  horsemen  entered 
the  camp,  fought  desperately,  and  tried  to  take 
away  a  battery  of  guns.  Thny  also  rode  up  to  a 
picquet  where  we  had  two  heavy  guns  placed  in 
position,  intending  to  spike  them  ;  but  they  were 
gallantly  withstood  by  a  party  of  the  9th  Lancers, 
'Bodei*  command  of  Lieutenant  Martin,  who  pre- 
vented the  attack  being  made.  I  beg  to  be  allowed 
,  to  copy  part  of  a  letter  written  to  me  by  Captain 
Light  of  the  Bengal  Artillery,  the  officer  in  com- 
mand of  the  picquet : — 

''  I  believe  that  to  the  prompt  manner  in  which 
Lieutenant  Martin  got  his  party  under  arms,  and 
the  bold  way  in  which  he  placed  them  between  the 
ef  emy  and  the  rear  of  my  battery,  both  myself  and 
the  party  of  Artillery  under  my  command  are  in- 
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debted  for  escapio^  from  au  attaok  which 
have  been  disastrous/' 

The  cavalry  were  frequently  employed  during 
the  siege  of  Delhi  in  escort  and  patrolling  datiacb 
occasionally  making  distant  reconnoissances  ;  aii4 
in  the  month  of  August,  Lieutenant  Hodson,  wiiJt 
200   of  his  own  men  and  a  squadron  of  Gaid^ 
Cavalry,  proceeded  to  Rohtuok,  where  he  fell  in 
with  a  party  of  the   rebels  and  discomfited  tbein^ 
killing  several, — on  one  occasion,  aressaldar  and  2S 
men  of  Irregular  Cavalry  whom  he  had  snrprisecL 
Lieutenant  Hodson  displayed  great    intelligeace 
and  alacrity   in   this  duty,    extricating    himself 
from  more  than  one  perilous  position,  and  on  bie 
return  to  camp  was  able  to  give  valuable  infor- 
mation of  the  state  of  the  districts  he  had  passed 
through. 

The  cavalry  were  also  able  to  afford  assiatanoe 
to  the  artillery  in  the  trenches,  in  consequence  of 
numerous  casualties  and  sickness  having  reduced 
their  numbers  and  rendered  the  duties  very  severe. 
I  was  requested  by  Major-General  Wilson,  at  this 
^me  in  command,  to  furnish  men  from  the  Carabi- 
neers and  9th  Lancers,  and  I  ordered  10  of  the 
former  and  60  of  the  latter  daily,  und^r  Lieate- 
nants  Blair  and  Evans^  of  the  9th  Lancers,  who 
volunteered  their  services  on  this  duty.  Nothing 
could  be  better  or  more  praiseworthy  than  the  way 
in  which  the  men  of  these  two  regiments  vied 
with  each  other,  day  and  night,  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  this  severe  w^rk,  and  I  beg  to  be  al- 
lowed  to  record  here  extracts  from  the  despatches 
of  Major-Qeneral  A.  Wilson,  commimding  the 
force,  and  of  Major  Brind,  of  the  Artillery,  who 
commanded  in  the  batteries  and  witnessed  their 
conduct : — 

"  I  should  neither  be  fulfilling  the  repeatedly 
expressed  wishes  of  the  artillery  officers  attached 
to  this  force^   nor  following   the  dictates  of  my 
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iiNdinaiion,  if  I  failed  to  acknowledge  thu 
Talnable  afisktaDce  which  has,  throughout  the  ope- 
istiOQS  befoze  Delhi,  been  roost  chee^uUj  given  oy 
the  non-eommiasioned  officers  and  men  of  Her  Ma* 
JMtyg  9th  Lancers  and  tbe  6th  Dragoon  Guards 
in  working  the  batteries.  Without  it,  owing  to 
tbe  ODiiiparatiyely  small  number  of  artillerymen, 
I  ohoald  have  been  quite  unable  to  man  the 
Imtteriee  efficiently,  or  keep  up  the  heavy  fire 
wkieh,  aided  by  tnese  men,  I  haye  happily  beea 
able  to  do.

^In  expressing  the  high  satisfaction  I  expe- 
Tieoced  in  observing  the  zealous  performance  of 
dnty  on  the  part  of  the  Foot  Artilleiry  with  the 
amy  of  Delhi,  I  consider  it  incumbent  on  me  to 
bring  to  the  special  notice  of  Major-General  A. 
WiieoD,  the  officers  and  men  of  the  dth  Lancers, 
wbo  were  employed  in  the  batteries  as  artillerymen 
under  my  command  and  observation ;  Lieutenants 
Evana  And  Blair  are  deserving  of  honourable  men- 
tioo  for  the  sealoue  and  cheerful  performance  of 
their  datiee. 

**  The  coolness  and  bravery  of  officers  and  men  in 
situations  of  extreme  danger,  whilst  engaged  in  a 
novel  dnty,  called  forth  the  admiration  of  all  who 
witnessed  it,  and  especially  of  those  who  had  the 
satisfaction  of  serving  with  them.

At  2  o'clock^  on  the  morning  of  the  day  of  as- 
sault, all  the  artillerymeo,  with  the  exception  of 
two  Serjeants,  had  been  withdrawn  for  other  duties, 
and  the  guns  in  the  24-pounder  breaching  battery 
were  manned  by  30  men  of  the  9th  Royal  Lancers^ 
1858.  5  B 
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Their  services  were  acknowledged  by  thd  AamsUant 
Adjutant-General  of  Artillery  in  the  followiiif 
letter  to  myself,  a  part  of  which  I  have  the  honosr 
to  copy : — 

'*  Taking  advantage  of  the  darkness,  the  enemjr 
had,  during  the  night,  crowned  the  breach  in  the 
Cashmere  curtain  ^ith  gabions  and  fasoinee,  ^whioli 
we  discovered  at  daybreak,  and,  as  they  would  have 
presented  a  very  serious  obstacle  to  our  aBsaolting 
parties,  Jt  was  absolutely  necessary  to  clear  them 
away  before  the  attack  took  place. 

**  Through  the  zeal  and  inteUigence  of  yonr  men, 
who  worked  like  trained  artillerymen,  I  was  en- 
abled to  accomplish  this  with  perfect  success,  aod 
Sir  Archdale  Wilson  personally  thanked   them, 
when  he  came  down  to  the  battery,  for  the  very 
admirable  services  they  had  performed.

A  few  men  of  the  Carabineers  and  lOmenof  the  9th 
Lancers  also  did  permanent  duty, — the  former  with 
Major  Tombs'  and  the  latter  with  Major  Turner's 
troops  of  Horse  Artillery,  in  which  they  took  their 
regular  tour  of  all  duties,  and  rendered,  by  their 
ready  willingness  and  intelligence,  most  useful  and 
efficient  aid,  for  which  these  officers  have  expressed 
their  thankfulness. 

On  the  Hth  of  September,  the  assault  on  the 
ci.ty  of  Delhi  commenced,  in  which  600  of  the  ca- 
valry,— 200  of  whom  were  of  the  dth  Lancers,  and 
the  rest  Punjaub  Irregular  Cavalry, — ^took  part. 
To  their  lot  it  fell  to  cover  the  attacking  columns 
and  our  principal  bq,tteries  from  the  enemy  without 
the  walls  of  tjie  place,  and  strongly  posted  near 
the  Lahoree  gate  apd  in  the  Kisheogunge  suburb. 
Nothing  coujd  /exceed  the  noble  conduct  of  all, 
tiotli  natiye  and  Europ^n.     In  a  position  whence, 
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'frdm  tfae  natuie  of  the  gronnd,  tliej  could  make  no 
«Uaelcy  these  gallant  troope  were  exposed  for  two 
hours  to  a  Terj  soTere  fire,  both  of  artillery  and 
iBfiantry.     In  their  front,  the  enemj,  finshed  with 
flOioeesB  after  having  maintained  their  position  at 
KsaheBgoDgv^  in  faoe  of  an  attempt  to  dislodge 
'ftcn  W  a  small  oolnmn  of  onr  troops  from  the 
nght  of  camp»  moved  down  and  occupied  a  small 
▼uiage  aboot  a  hundred  yards  from  the  walls,  with 
two  IS-ponnders,  which  were  in  time  silenced  and 
spiked  by  onr  Horse  Artillery ;  bnt,  on  onr  right 
'makkj  the  fire  of  artillery  ana  musketry  from  the 
Kiafaengnnge  snbnrb,  which   conld  not  be  kept 
down,  as  also  from  the  Lahoree  bastion,  which  had 
Bot  fallen  into  onr  possession,  was  most  ffalling. 
My  aide-de-Gamp,  Captain  the  Hononrable  A. 
Anson,  was  wounded  in  the  hand,  and  Captain 
Proeser,  6th  Dragoon    Guards,    Acting  Aide-de- 
Gamp,  was  dangerously  wounded  in  the  hand  by  a 
BvaketbidL     The  9tn  Lancers  were  in  first  line 
snpported  by  the  Punjanb  Cavalry,  and  nothing 
conld  be  finer  than  the  nnflinching  coolness  with 
wkiefa  all  these  gallant  soldiers  held  this  trying 
poniion.       Nothing  daunted    by  the   numerous 
easnaltiee  and  the  certainty  that  they  had  only  to 
•endaie,  when  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  praise  their 
steady  behaviour,  they  declared  their  willingness 
aad  determination  to  stand  fire  as  long,  as  need  be. 
The  conduct  of  all — European  and  native,  officers 
and  men — -was  most  admirable.     On  this  occasion, 
the  9th  Lancers  w«re  commanded,  with  great  cool- 
ness and  judgment,  by  Captain  Brysdale,  a  most 
gallant  officer,  whose  name  I  wish  to  bring  under 
the  &vonrable  notice  of  his  Excellency  the  Com- 
mandet-in^hief.     The  remainder  of  the  cavalry, 
under  command  of  Captain  Anson,  9th  Lancers, 
stopped  behind  for  the  protection  of  the  camp, 
•  which  required  the  greatest  vigilance  and  attention, 
and  which  was  successfully  performed.     Until  the

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final  and  comptete  fall  of  the  eity  of  Delhi  on  the 
20th,  the  cavalry  were  emplojed  in  protecting  the 
camp  and  oovering  the  road  leading  therefrom  te 
the  Cashmere  gate,  and  on  two  oocasione  a  force 
made  reconnoissances  towards  the  southern  faoe  of 
the  city. 

Hodson's  Horse  was  employed  in  following  up 
the  retreat  of  the  enemy  from  Delhi,  and,  owing  to 
the  activity  and  keen  intelligence  of  their  loMer, 
sncceeded  in  capturing  the  King  of  Delhi,  who  was 
brought  in  a  prisoner ;  and,  a  few  days  after,  three 
of  the  King's  sons  were  killed  by  them  near  Bom- 
maynn  8  tomb.  This  officer,  with  his  horsemen, 
was  exceedingly  useful  in  beating  up  the  hidiq^ 
places  of  the  rebels  in  the  immediate  neigbboor- 
hood  of  the  city,  and  rendered  most  valuable  serriae. 

The  portion  of  Her  Majebty*s  Carabineers  weie 
shortly  detached  with  the  column  under  BrigMimr 
Showers  that  operated  to  the  west  of  the  Jumna, 
and  I  regret  to  say  I  have  no  means  at  this  time 
of  placing  on  record  the  nature  of  the  eerviee 
they  met  with.  Their  previous  history  warrants 
me  in  the  belief. that  they  have  surely  sastaiaed 
the  good  name  they  have  so  long  and  desetvodljr 
borne. 

After  the  capture  of  Delhi,  a  moveable  oolama, 
under  command  of  Brigadier  Great  bed,  was  de- 
spatched across  the  Jumna,  and  the  following  ooz|nb 
of  cavalry  formed  part  : — Her  Majesty «  ^th 
Lancers,  commanded  by  Captain  Drysdale,  and  a 
squadron  each  of  the  1st  Punjaub  Cavalry  ender 
Lieutenant  Watson,  2nd  Punjaub  Cavalry  nnder 
Lieutenant  Probyn,  5th  Punjaub  Cavalry  oader 
Lieutenant  Youuffhusband,  Hodson*s  Horse  under 
Lieutenant  €h>ugh,  the  whole  under  command  of 
Major  Onviy,  of  the  9th  Lancers,  a  most  energetie^ 
useful,  and  brave  officer. 

The  column  left  Delhi  on  the  24tb  of  September, 
and  on  the  28th  encountered  the  rebels  and  mati- 
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Bk  Bolundsfanhnr,  where  ^Uiej  had  teken  op 
a  fncnudable  posilioD  among  the  gardens  and  en- 
eloaimB  of  the  Civil  Cantonment,  having  the  town 
m  their  rear.    After  having  been  beaten  ont  of  their 
pontkm,  the  cavalry  were  ordered  to  drive  them 
out  of  the  town,  ,aua  part  of  the  9th  Lancers  pro- 
oaodod  down  one  street^  while  another  portion  of 
tbe  nme  regiment,  under  Lieotenant  SaraU  snp- 
pofted  bj  Yonn^Qshand's  Horse,  took  another 
Toad,  the  remainder  of  the  Pmjanb  Cavalry  moving 
lomid  oQtside  the  town.     This  hasardoos  dnty  for 
CKwwiry  was  ablj  ezecnted.     Captain  Drjsdale's 
.     eafaimn  poshed  its  way  through,  and  discovered  the 
emnj  reforming  outside  the  town.    Preparing  to 
setem  they  were  instantly  diarged  and  dispersed. 
la  this  charge  Captain  DrysdaJe's  horse  was  killed, 
and  in  filling  that  officer's  collar-bone  was  breken. 
TSro  men   of  the   dth   Laaeers— I^uioe-Corporal 
Kdb  and  Private  Jordan — ^raost  gallantly  extri- 
cated and  brongbt  away  their  Commander.    Lieu* 
leaaat  Sterel  was  also  socosssfnl,  ft>d  cleared  the 
portion  of  the  town  through  whidi  he  led  his 
si|uadrons ;  but,  in  the  act  of  running  a  sepoy 
through,  was  shot  in  the  head  and  ana,  and  had  one 
of  has  fingen  blown  away.  Comet  Thonger  was  also 
wounded  in  the  arm  slightly.    A  most  gallant  feat 
was  here  performed  by  iieutenant  Blair,  since 
exefaaaged  into  the  Snd  I^agoon  Guards  who 
was  ordered  to  take  a  party  of  I  asijeaat  and  12 
men*  and  bring  in  a  deserted  ammnnition  waggon. 
As  his  party  approached,  a  body  of  50  or  60  of  the 
enemy's  horse  came  down  upon  him  from  a  vil- 
lage where  thiey  had  remained  unobserved.    With-

ont  a  moment's  hesitation,  he  formed  np  his  meii^- 
and  regardless  of  the  odds,  gallantly  led  them  (hi# 
dashing  through  the  rebels.  He  made  good  hi»- 
retreat  without  losing  a  man,  leaving  d  of  thent 
dead  upon  the  field.  Of  these  he  killed  4  himself  j 
but,  to  mj  deep  regret,  after  running  a  natirs 
officer  through  the  body  with  his  sword,  he  was 
severely  wounded,  the  joint  of  his  shoulder  being 
nearly  severed.  This  gallant  young  officer  is,  I  am 
thankful,  doing  well  at  Meerut,  and  will,  I  tmsl, 
be  shortly  restored  to  the  Hervioe  in  which  his 
early  career  gives  promise  of  distinction.  Serjeant 
Shaw,  of  this  party,  also  behaved  in  the  most 
gallant  manner.  One  of  the  men.  Lance  Corporal 
Andrews,  lost  his  horse  from  fEillittg  with  him. 
The  Serjeant  pulled  up  between  him  and  the  enemy, 
and  enabled  him  to  effect  his  escape.  The  8er-> 
jeant's  horse  was  wounded  on  the  occasion,  and,  if 
it  had  not  been  for  a  party  of  the  Ist  Pnnjaab 
Cavalry,  under  Lieutenant  Watson,  coming  np  at 
the  moment  to  their  support,  both  these  men  would 
ui]fdoubtedly  have  lost  their  lives.  Lieutenant 
Younghusband's  squadron  charged  a  large  body, 
and  killed  about  80  of  the  enemy ;  and  the  remain- 
der  of  the  Punjaub  Cavalry  cut  up  many  more 
outside  the  town. 

On  the  6th  of  October  the  column  again  at- 
tacked the  mutineers  and  rebels  at  AUygurb,  and 
the  cavalry,  commanded  by  Major  Ouvry,  passing 
round  the  town,  fell  in  with  them  in  retreat,  ana 
out  down  about  200. 

On  the  Sth,  the  Punjaub  Corps  were  sent  to  a 
vill'age  named  Akbarpore,  belonging  to  two  note* 
rions  rebels,  Mungul  Sein  and  Acbar  Sein,  whom 
they  hoped  to  surprise.  This  was  so  well  accom- 
plished, that  both  these  chiefs  were  killed,  and 
upwards  of  a  hundred  of  their  armed  followers^ 
our  cavalry  having  completely  surrounded  the 
village  ere  their  approach  was  mown. 
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Oik  Ute  foUoving  morning  tlie  oolamn  moved  to 
Bidgi^hr,  aboat  fortj-four  miles  distant  from  the 
paimde  ground  at  Agra,  whence,  at  the  urgeirt  snm- 
of  the  Chief  Commissioner  for  its  immediate 
it  proceeded  with  the  utmost  rapidity,  and 
the  station  on  the  1 0th,  after  a  long  and 
ing  march.  Every  thing  had  been  reported 
quiet  there,  and,  although  a  strong  force  of  the 
eoemj  was  believed  to  be  within  ten  or  eleven 
miles  of  the  phioe,.  no  apprehension  of  any  imme- 
diate attack  existed. 

The  regiments  had  Bardly  arrived  and  taken 
up  the  encamping  gronnd  on  the  grand  parade, 
wbea  lour  men,  described  as  faHn,  beating  tom  • 
toBBs,  came  np  to  the  quarter-^riiard  of  the  9th.  Lan- 
Mts.  The  Serjeant  desired  them  to  go  away,  but 
one  of  the  yillains  drew  a  tulwar  and  cut  him 
down,  then  attacked  another  Serjeant  and  a. cor- 
poral, both  of  whom  were  wounded ;  but,  the 
guard  then  moving  out,  all  were  killed.  Hardly 
had  this  transpired,  when  Artillery,  concealed  in 
the  high  Bajra  Fields,  opened  from  different  pocd* 
tioos  a  cross  fire  npon  the  few  tents  pitched, 
eaoeing  some  loss.  In  a  moment  every  soldier 
stood  to  his  arms.  The  Artillery  from  their  parks, 
while  their  horses  were  being  put  to,  returned  the 
fire.  The  cavalry  were'qiyckly  mounted,  and,  ere 
a  few  minutes  had  elapsed,  the  troops  were  prepared 
to  repel  the  attack. 

The  enemy's  cavalry,  about  300  in  number, 
hoping  to  find,  us  unprepared,  came  round  by  our 
left  flank,  and  made  a  rush  upon  the  camp,  but 
were  most  ^llantly  m^t  and  repulsed  by  a  sqiukdron 
of  the  9th  Lancers,  led  by  Captain  French.  This 
enabled  the  artillery  and  the  remainder  of  the 
foiee  to  prepare  to  attack  the  enemy's  position ; 
hot  I  grieve  to  state  that  this  advantage  was  pur. 
chasea  at  the  cost  of  Captain  French's  life,  who 
|ell,  mortally  womided^iA  tbis.^^harge,  aad  the  9  th 
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Lanoers  lost  a  byave^  daring  officer,  of  ripe  JQ^g- 
ment,  highly  valued  by  the  regiment.     Lieateaatfl   ! 
Jones  ako,  whom  I  haye  before  mentiooed,  wmB    \ 
severely  ^onnded ;  he  was  woanded  by  a  diof»    | 
cut  down,  and  afterwards  received  twenly-two    i 
sword  cuts  in  different  parts  of  his  body.     Tkis 
young  officer  had  so  far  through  this  campaigB 
given  evidence  of  the  possession  of  many  high. 
military  qualities.     Ever  foremost  in  danger,  vemiv 
to  undergo  any  hardship  or  fiektigue  at  duty's  eaU, 
he  has  exhibited  intelligence  and  judgment  en 
every  occasion  of  hi^  having  been  employed.     He 
willy  I  have  every  hope,  be  restored  to  health. 

About  this  period  of  the  action,  one  of  our  ^oa^ 
of  which  all  the  drivers^ and  gunners  had  oeen 
^'ounded,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy ;  bot 
Was  recovered  by  a  gallant  charge  of  a  sonadioo 
of  the  dth  Lancers,  under  Lieutenant  Wilkinaoii, 
detached  for  this  object  from  the  rest  of  the  ooipe 
by  Captain  Anson,  who  moved  in  support. 

After  this  our  troops  being  well  in  hand,  moved 
to  an  organized  attack,  and  drove  off  the  enemy; 
capturing  their  guns  in  different  places,  until  their 
camp  was  reached,  whence  the  enemy,  being  in 
fuU  retreat,  were  pursued  by  the  artillery  and 
cavalry  as  far  as  the  Kharee  Nuddee,  ten  miles, 
capturing  baggage,  the  remainder  of  their  gana, 
killing 'many,  and  entirely  dispersing  the  whole 
force.  The  Irregular  Cavalry  made  a  most  daeb* 
ing  charge  at  a  regiment  of  infantry,  drawn  up  to 
cover  three  heavy  guns.  They  drove  them  awey^ 
cut  up  a  number,  and  took  the  guns. 

Their  intended  surprise  o£our  troops  turned  ont 
evidently  a  surprise  to  themselves,  as  they  eonld 
not  have  calculated  on  the  presence  of  Brigadier 
Greathed*B  column.  Guns,  ammunition^  storee, 
and  standing  camp,  all  fell  into  our  bands.  The 
victory  was  complete. 

On  the  1 4th  the  eelaviB  reerossed  the  Jmnaay 
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ami   pvoeeeded  hy  the  Myapoorie  x^ad  towardi 
Oftwnpore. 

Having  been  appointed  to  the  eommftnd,  I  was 
enabled,  after  eome  difficultj,  aceompanied  by  my 
Brigade  Major,  Captain  Hamilton,  to  join  the  force 
«A  the  1 8th  of  October. 

The  eolnmn  mored  on  by  forced  marches,  and 
aniTed  near  Kanouj  on  the  22nd,  when  infoma- 
lioB  reached  me  that  a  small  force  of  the  enemy, 
with  4  ^ns,  had  that  morning  left  the  town  with 
Ike  pnjrpoae  of  crossing  the  Kali  Naddee,  about 
ivo   miles   off.      I  immediately  ordered  oif  one 
•qaadron  9th   Lancers,  with  Watson's,  Probyn'sy 
aad  Yoonghnsband*6  squadrons,  with  2  guns,  the 
wlide  under  Major  Onvry's  command,  myself  fol- 
lowing in  support  with  another  squadron  of  the 
9th   Lancers  and  2   other  guns.     Major  Onvry 
came  up  with  them  attempting  to  cross  the  Nud- 
dee.     The  enemy  opened  fire,  which  was  quickly 
replied  to,  and  silenced,  and  their  guns  taken., 
l^jor  Oarry  had  most  successfully  and  with  his 
nsmd  gallantry,  attacked  them  in  a  position  where 
little  resistance  could  be  made.     The  cavalry  after 
this  pursued  them  to  the  banks  of  the  Ganges, 
exeoniing  great  slaughter  among  them,  and  finally 
driring  them  into  the  river,  in  which  several  were 
drowned. 

The  eolnmn  pursued  its  n^uroh  to  CaWnporCy 
where  it  arrived  on  the  26th  of  October,  crossed 
the  Ganges  into  Oude,  and  was  engaged  atlBante- 
lah  on  tne  2nd  of  November.  In  this  skirmish 
the  cavalry  and  horse  artillery  endeavoured  to 
eome  to  close  combat  with  the  enemy;  but  they 
would  not  stand;  a  nino-pounder  gun  was  however 
saptnied. 

His  Exoellency  the  Commander-in-Chief  shortly 
after  aasumed  command  of  the  troops  in  the  field, 
and 'the  career  and  ponduct  of  the  cavalry  since 
haTO  been  under  his  own  observation,    I  must. 
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bowBver,  before  oloeing  this  report,  begpemuflaioB 
to  bring  prominently  forward,  for  his  Excellency^ 
consideration,  the  names  of  four  very  gallant 
yonng  officers,  whose  acts  of  bravery  may,  I  tmoty 
be  deemed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  snch  ae  to 
merit  his  recommending  the  bestowal  of  the  Vie» 
toria  Gross. 

These  officers  are  Lieutenant  Blair,  Sod  Dr»» 
goon  Gaards,  and  Lieutenant  Jones,  9th  Lanoers. 
The  particular  instances  of  acts  of  brarery  on 
their  part  I  haye  already  mentioned.  The  other 
two  are  Captain  Probyn,  of  the  ^nd,  and  Lieute- 
nant Watson,  of  the  1st  Panjanb  Cavalry.  Ca|»* 
tain  Probyn  has  been  distini(aished  for  gallaatiy 
and  daring  throughout  this  campaign.  At  the 
battle  of  Agra,  when  his  squadron  charged  the 
rebel  infantry,  he  was  some  time  separated  from 
his  men  and  surrounded  bv  five  or  six  sepoys. 
He  defended  himself  from  the  various  cuts  made 
at  bim,  and,  before  his  own  men  joined  him,  had 
cut  down  two  of  his  assailants.  At  another  tinte. 
In  single  combat  with  a  sepoy,  he  was  wounded  in 
ihe  wrist  by  the  bayonet,'and  his  horse  also  slightly 
wounded;  but,  though  the  sepoy  fought  despe- 
rately, he  cut  him  down.  The  same  day  be 
singled  out  a  standard-bearer,  and,  in  the  presenoe 
of  a  number  of  the  enemy,  killed  him  and  captured 
the  standard.  These  are  only  a  few  of  the  gallant 
d^eds  of  this  brave  youns^  officer.  Skilful  in  the 
use  of  his  sword  and  spear,  aud  an  excellent  horse* 
man,  his  active  courage  and  coolness  in  conflict 
have  borne  him  safely  through  many  combats. 

Lieutenant  Watson,  on  the  14th  of  November^ 
with  his  own  squadron,  and  that  under  Captain 
(then  Lieutenant)  Probyn,  came  upon  a  body  of 
the  rebel  cavalry.  The  ressaldar  in  command  of 
them — a  fine  specimen  uf  the  Hindustani  MussuU 
man, — and  backed  up  by  some  half-dozen  equall^^ 
brave  meD,-^rode  >  out -to  the- front..    Lieatenant 
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Waftson  flia^ed  oat  ihk  fiii»i>lookiBg  fellow  and 

attacked  him.     The  reasaldar  presented  his  pistol 

at  lieotonaat  Watoon's  breast^  at  a  yard's  distance, 

and  6nd;  but,  most  proyidentiallj,  without  effect; 

tlie  ball  most,  by  accident,  have  previously  fiftlien- 

oat.     Lientenant  Watson  ran  the  man  throof^b 

with  his   sword  and  dismounted  him ;    bat  tha 

naliTe  officer,  nothbg  daunted,  drew  his  tulwar^ 

and   with  his  sowars,  renewed  his  attack  upon 

lieatenant  Watson,  who  bravely  defended  himself 

vntii  hie  owitmen  joined  in  the  mel6e  and  utterly 

looted  the  party.     In  this  rencontre.  Lieutenant 

Watson  received  a  blow  on  the  head  from  a  tulwar, 

another  on  his  left  arm  which  severed  his  chain 

gaontlet  glove,  a  tulwar  cut  on  his  right  arm 

^lich   fortunately  only  divided  the  sleeve  of  hia 

iaeket,  bat  disabled  the  arm  for  some  time ;  a 

WUet  also  passed  through  his  coat,  and  he  received 

a  blow  on  his  leg  which  lamed  him  for  some  days 

afterwards.      His  charger  too  was  grazed  by  a 

bullet.     On  many  other  occasions,  his  ffood  sword, 

wielded  by  a  strong  arm,  directed  by  a  orave  heart 

and  cool  head,  has  laid  low  many  an  opponent  in 

fiur  oombat. 

Nothing  could  have  exceeded  in  gallantry  and 
daring  the  conduct  of  all  the  four  officers  whom  I 
have  thus  prominently  brought  to  notice. 

I  beg  also  to  mention  the  excellent  service  and 
asmstance  I  have  on  all  occasions  received  from 
my  Brigade  Major  (now  Deputy  Assistant  Adju* 
taat-GeneraJ  of  Division),  Captain  W.  Hamilton, 
9ih  Lancers,  throughout  the  whole  campaign.  His 
exertions  have  been  unceasing.  He  is  brave,  cool, 
and  collected  in  action,  and  at  all  times  unremit- 
ting  in  attention  to  his  duties,  from  which,  in  spite 
of  the  severity  of  the  hot  season  and  rains  upon 
the  constttntion  of  so  many,  he  was  never  day  or 
night  absent  when  called  upon. 

My  aide-de-camp  dUo,  Captain  the  Honouiable 
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A.  Anson,  I  wish  to  bring  partioalarlj  to  tlie 
fttronrable  notice  of  hia  Ezcellenoy.  His  oandiust 
has  been  most  praiseworthy  throaghoiit  the  whole 
eampaign.  Animated  by  a  most  soldierlike  spirit, 
active  and  intelligent,  I  have  found  him  a  meet 
iiseliil  aid,  and  on  all  occasions  my  orders  luwe 
been  delivered  with  precision;  and  his  own  gal* 
lantry  and  bravery  have  been  oniveraally  re^ 
marked  upon.  He  was  wounded  at  the  assaalt  of 
Delhi  by  a  mnsket-ball  in  the  hand;  but  has,  I 
happy  to  say,  some  time  since  recovered  and 
turned  to  his  duty. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  obligation 
to  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  men 
of  both  European  and  native  cavalry  under  mj 
command  for  their  excellent  conduct  and  ready 
obedience  under  all  circumstances.  Their  qualities 
as  soldiers  have  been  fully  tested  by  exposure  to 
hardships  during  all  seasons  of  the  year  in  this 
trying  climate,  and  by  all  other  vicissitudes  of  a 
soldier's  career,  and  in  no  instance  have  they 
fSuled  to  fulfil  their  duty,  and  deserve  my  highest 
commendations.  I  have,  &c.

THE  Right  Honourable  the  Governor-Gen eml 
has  great  satisfaction  in  publishing,  for  general 
information,  the  subjoined  Reports  of  an  action 
fought  with  the  rebels  at  Anuntram  on  the  7th 
inatautj   by  Alexander's  Horse,  and  a  body  of 
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Zemindaree  troops,  led  by  Mr.  A.  0.  Hume, 
Magistrate  of  Etawah,  the  whole  under  the  com- 
mand of  Captain  Alexander. 

The  OoTemor-General  entirely  concars  with 
hia  Bxeellency  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  eon- 
nderiDi^  this  affair  to  reflect  the  highest  credit  on 
Captain  Alexander  and  Mr.  Hnme,  as  well  as  Mr. 
Maconochie,  who^  with  eonspicaons  brarery  and 
eool  determination,  led  their  men  against  the  vexy 
sapeiior  numbers  of  the  rebels,  and  obtained  a 
signal  Tictory  over  them.

1  AM  desired  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  io 
transmit  in  original  the  docaments  noted  in  the 
margin,*  for  the  information  of  the  Right  Honoar- 
able  the  Governor-General^  and  to  request  you 
will  be  good  enongh  to  bring  to  the  especial  notice 
of  his  Lordship,  the  extremely  gallant  conduct  of 
Mr.  Hume  and  Captain  Alexander,  under  the  cir- 
camstances  detailed  by  these  officers.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  forward,  for  the  infoF- 
matioD  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief^ 
the  accompanying  despatches  in  original  (two  in 
nomher),  received  from  Captain  Alexander,  com- 
manding  Irregular  Horse  at  Etawah,  and  Mr. 
Hume,  magistrate  at  that  station,  giving  an  aoocmnt 
of  an  action  fought  hy  them  with  the  rebela  at 
Anuntram  near  Etawah,  over  whom  they  gained 
a  complete  victory, 

2.  The  despatches  speak  for  theroselvesy  and  I 
need  not  bring  to  the  notice  of  his  Excellency  the 
ffreat  gallantry  and  judgment  displayed  by  Mefisra. 
Hume  and  Maconochie,  or  Captain  Alexander's 
nerve  in  consenting  to  the  attack  against  such 
odds. 

3.  I  think  Captain  Alexander  could  not  have 
received  a  letter  I  sent  him,  prohibiting  an  attack 
on  these  people  \  but,  as  it  has  turned  out,  the  vic- 
tory will  be  most  useful,  and  teud  in  a  great  mear 
sure  to  ensure  the  tranquillity  of  the  Etawah 
district.

Camp^  Etawah^  Fd^ruary  8,  18o8, 

Sir,  (No.  36.) 

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Brigadier  comraandiDg,  that>  deem- 
ing it  advisable  to  visit  my  outpost  at  Bake  war, 
and  also  reconnoitre  the  enemy's  position  at  Anan- 
tiam,  I  proceeded  yesterday  morning  at  daylight, 
with  a  party  of  30  sowars  of  my  regiment,  and 
aoootnpanied  by  Mr.  Hnme,  Magistrate,  and  Mr. 
Maeonoehie,  the  Deputy  Magistrate  of  Etawah. 

Ordering  the  picquet  of  30  rank  and  file  of  my 
regiment,  and  80  sowars  <^  the  Etawah  Local 
Horse,  stationed  at  finkewar,  to  fitll  in,  we  prov 
eeeded  to  Annntram,  distant  six  miles.  We  arrived 
there  about  half-past  9  ▲.!<.,  and  found  about  700 
matehloekmen,  belonging  to  different  loyal  Zemnt- 
dan,  ready  to  join  us. 

We  moved  on  at  once  to  the  enemy's  position, 
wliieh  was  about  a  mile  from  Annntram,  and  found 
them  very  strongly  posted,  stronger  tha^  we  were 
led  to  believe  from  reports.  Ineir  right  resting 
on  the  Cawnpore  road^  occupied  a  large  tope  of 
mangoe  trees  with  a  waJl  of  six  feet  all  round,  and 
a  small  ditch  in  front ;  their  left  on  a  village 
(Pboolpore),  and  0very  grove  and  field  between 
oeeapied  by  them.  Their  right  was  the  chief 
position,  and  looked  most  formidable,  the  enclo- 
sure swarming  with  the  enemy,  and  one  gun  facing 
down  the  road  towards  us. 

Having  reconnoitred,  and  having  been  offered 
the  loan  of  a  >n>n  from  Annntram,  we  came  to  the 
decision  of  attacking  the  plac^  Having  shown 
oarst^lves  to  the  enemy,  it  appeared  to  us  that  the 
effect  on  the  country  around  would  be  very  bad, 
did  we  retire  without  attempting  something ;  so  I 
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formed  tbe  cavalry  into  three  troops ;  my  own  mea 
I  took  opposite  the  right  rear  of  the  enemy's  en- 
trenchment, and  within  300  yards  ;  one  troop  I 
directed  to  go  to  the  right,  and  the  third  to  remaiii 
in  tbe  centre  as  a  snpport  for  the  gun,  which  had 
by  this  time  come  up,  and  was  planted  ae  near  as 
we  could  judge  opposite  the  enemy's.* 

Mr.  Hume  haWng  with  some  difficulty  ooUeoted 
about  200  or  800  matchlockmen  out  of  the  700, 
advanced  most  gallantly  with  them  towards  the 
entrenchment.  The  fire  of  the  enemy  had  been 
directed  towards  my  troop  ;  but,  seeing  the  advance 
^of  our  matchlockmen,  they  turned  it  towards  them. 
Our  gun  then  opened,  advancing  nearer  at  eaeh 
discharge.  About  the  fifth  discharge,  our  gun  was 
close  up  to  the  wall,  and,  a  rush  being  made,  headed 
in  the  most  gallant  manner  by  Mr.  Hume,  the 
enemy  began  to  retreat. 

Having  already  got  to  their  right  rear  with  my 
troop  of  60  men,  the  time  came  for  us  to  act.  The 
word  'charge'  Was  given  by  me, and  in  a  few  aeconda 
we  were  in  the  midst  of  them,  sweeping  round  tbe 
rear  of  the  entrenchment  to  the  village  on  the 
enemy's  left.  Many  of  the  enemy  escaped  owing 
to  the  great  height  of  cultivation  and  the  villages;, 
where  it  was  impossible  for  cavalry  to  follow,  and, 
had  the  Local  Horse  acted  on  the  right,  when  they 
saw  my  troop  coming  round,  the  victory  would  have 
been  most  complete ;  but  they  rendered  no  assist- 
ance at  first.  However,  the  enemy  were  completely 
routed,  their  only  gun,  with  a  quantity  of  ammu- 
nition, baggage,  ponies,  matchlocks,  swords,  &0., 
captured,  and  about  125  killed  in  the  field  and  six 
hanged.  We  followed  them  up  for  about  three 
miles,  and  then  gave  up  further  pursuit,  the  enemy

The  number  of  the  enemy  conld  not  certainly 

hare  been  nnder  1200  or  1300  men,  including  a 

few  sowars. 
Our  casualties  were :

Sererely  wounded — 2  sowars.   Alexander's  Horse. 

Seyerely  wounded — d  horses.     Alexander's  Horse. 
Slightly  wounded — 1  horse.     Alexander's  Horse. 
SUglitly  wonnded — 1  sowar  of  Local  Hone. 
SsTsrely  wonnded — 4  horses  of  Local  Horse. 
Woonded — 15  matchlockmen. 
Mining — 2  horses. 

A  copy  of  Mr.  Hume's  report  to  Government  is 
aneloaed  for  the  Brigadier's  information,  and  shows 
i»  active  and  gallant  part  taken  by  that  officer 
and  his  matchlockmen. 

I  now  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Brigadier 
SeatoQ,  G.B.,  the  able  assistance  I  received  from 
Mr.  Hume,  who  gallantly  led  the  assaRlt,  and 
Mr.  Maconochie;,  who  accompanied  my  troop  of 
eavaliy  throughout  the  day,  and  was  always  to 
the  front 

The  conduct  of  my  men  was  admirable,  and 
inaDj  individual  acts  of  gallantry  were  performed. 
Sonis  of  the  sowars  of  the  Local  Horse  did  their 
ditj  well,  and  the  conduct  of  the  matchlockmen 
vho  went  to  the  assault,  after  they  once  got  in  to 
the  enemy,  Mr.  Hume  reports  to  have  been  excel- 
kat 

I  beg  to  bring  all  parties  concerned  to  the 
bvoorable  notice  of  the  Brigadier  commanding, 
ud  trust  he  may  deem  the  affair  worthy  of  being

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I  trust  tlie  Briffadier  will  not  consider  I  exceeded 
my  daty  in  attacking  a  position  I  had  previousljr 
reported  as  being  too  strong  for  the  whole  of  our 
force.  I  think,  however,  Anuntram  will  be  free 
from  Roop  Sing  and  his  followers,  for  some  time  to 
come. 

The  information  regarding  the  enemVs  reg^alar 
troops  at  Ajeetmul,  and  mentioned  by  Mr.  fiame, 
was  only  broaght  to-day ;  and  it  is  fortunate  as 
things  have  turned  ont,  that  we  did  not  know  of  it 
yesterday,  for  we  should  not  have  gone  oat,  and 
this  victory  would  not  have  been  gained.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report  that  we  yeeteidaj 
obtained  a  signal  suooess  over  the  enemy  near 
Anuntram 

2.  At  6  A.M.  the  7th  of  February,  Captain 
Alexander,  Mr.  Maconochie  and  myself  left  Bta- 
wah  with  30  sowars  to  visit  the  pioqnet  at  Bnke- 
war,  and  reconnoitre  the  enemVs  position  beyond. 
At  Bnkewar,  we  were  joined  dv  the  pioqnet,  t-iz., 
30  of  Alexander's  Horse,  and  about  80  of  the 
Etawah  Local  Horse.  We  then  pushed  on  to  Anun- 
tram, a  small  town  on  the  main  Oreyah  and  Cawn- 
pore  road,  distant  about  twenty-one  miles  from  onr 
camp  at  Etawah.  At  Anuntram  I  Called  ont 
about  700  of  the  matchlockmen  posted  there  to 
keep  the  enemy  in  check,  and^  taking  a  small  gnu 
of  Rao  Juswant  Rao'sj,  advanced  along  the  main 
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rted.    About  a'niile  from  Annntrain,  we  found  the 
eaemy  posted  in  eeToral  dense  mango  topes^  snr- 
Tonnded  by  higk  earth-banks,  and  oocopjing  the 
tntermediate  Urhnr  and  Ca0t<^  Oil  pknt  fields,  in 
skhmiaJuDjif  order.     As  we  drew  near»  the  enemy 
eoDoentrated  themselTee  in  the  two  enclosures  C 
and  B  (see  sketch),  still  keeping,  however,  some 
hnadreds  of  men  out  as  skirmishers  in  the  field  im- 
uediatBhr  earronnding  their  position.    As  the  banks 
SDmHDKUBg  the  enclosure  were  not  less  than  six 
Cset  high  from  ootside  as  there  were  no  entrances, 
and  the  branches  of  the  trees  come  down  to  within 
tvo  feet  of  the  top  of  the  bank.  Captain  Alexander, 
finding  thshft  his  cavalry  coald  not  attack  them 
with  any  reasonable  chance  of  success,  halted  them 
at  D.    After  consulting  him  I  posted  the  Local 
Horse  at  £9  and  then  leaving  them  there  with 
orders  to  cat  up  any  fugitive^,  drew  the  men  up  in 
a  sort  of  line  at  Ou,  with  the  gun  in  the  centre. 
The  enemy  by  this  time  had  opened  a  smart  fire 
on  us,  and  Captain  Alexander,  to  whom  I  reported 
what  I  had  done,  as  well  as  the  nature  of  the 
position  which  1  had  closely  inspected  from  X, 
fiesired  me  to  advance  with  the  gun  and  match- 
loekmen.     Koour   Lntchmun  Sing  and  three  or 
foor  of  my  own  sowars  assisting  me  manfully,  I 
succeeded  in  bringing  up  about  350  of  the  match- 
lockmen  into  a  position  KKK,  still  keeping  the 
gun  in  the  centre  6.     Our  matchlockmen  never- 
theless were  no  cowards  ;  they  fought  bravely,  a 
little  later,  hand  to  hand,  but  they  were  new  to 
the  system  of  going  straight  a-head  at  our  enemy, 
were  immensely  outnumbered,  and  were  obliged  to 
advance  under  a  very  heavy  fire,  which,  as  they 
could,  under  the  most  favourable  circumstances,  see 
only  the  heads  of  their  opponents,  they  could  not 
return  with  any  effect. 

3.  By  degrees,  taking  advantage  of  a  number  of 
small  ridges  intervening  between  us  and  the  point 

6  S2 
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which  I  had  chosen  for  the  attack,  I  pashed  the 
men  on  to  within  twenty  yards  of  the  eDtreneii- 
ment,  keeping  np,  as  we  advanced,  a  fire  from  the 
Rao's  gun  in  answer  to  that  of  the  enemy.    I  then 
ran  the  gnn  np  to  the  little  knoll  A,  which^  diBtaot 
aboat  five  yaras  from  the  entrenchment,  gave  me 
the  command  of  the  interior.     By  this  time  some 
300  or  400  of  the  enemy  ran  out  of  the  opposite 
side  of  the  enclosure  in  the  direction  NN^  and 
were  promptly  pursued  by  Captain  Alexander  and 
his  sixty  troopers,  who  cut  np  a  considerable  nom- 
ber  of  them,  though  not  without  some  casualtiea^  as 
even   single  fugitives,  almost  without  exception, 
turned  and  fought.      The  Local  Horse  did    not 
assist ;    they  had  no  European    officer  (I  have 
applied  in  vain  for  one),  and  either  would  not^  or 
thought  they  ought  not  to  move  without  an  oider 
to  do  so.     At  A  we  fired  one  round,  and,  all  the 
men  lining  that  particular  portion  of  the  **  moor- 
cha"  beginning  to  run,  the  matchlockmen  made  a 
rush,  and  to  the  number  of  J  50  or  200  got  in.  Just 
as  they  did  so,  the  enemy  fired  their  gun  in  our 
&ces,  doing,  however,  no  damage,  and  then,  for  the 
most  part  throwing  away  their  guns,  both  parties 
went  at  it  with  swords.     In  less  than  a  minnte  the 
main  body  of  the  enemy,  some  600  strong,  ran  oot 
in  the  direction  SSS  ;  a  few  still  stood  by  the  ran. 
These,  in  a  very  short  time,  were  dispersed,  an^  as 
I  thought,  either  cut  up  or  driven  out ;  but  in  this 
I  was  mistaken  (without  uniform  it  was  diffienlt 
to  distinguish  foes  from  friends),  and  we  had  not 
proceeded  fifty  yards  in  pursuit,  when  we  wore 
stopped  by  shouts  from  the  rear,  and  found  that 
the  enemy  had  retaken  and  loaded  the  gun.     We 
re-took   it,   however,   before  they  could   fire  it. 
Lutchmun  Sing  and  I  then  pushed  on  with  some 
half  dozen  sowars  ;  but  the  rebels  were  too  ht 
a^head,  and  we  picked  up  only  a  few  stragglers. 
Captain  Alexander  tiien  returned  from  the  pursoit 
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in  the  diieotko  NN  ;  the  Loeal  Hone  came  np  at 
ha^  the  enemj  was  panaed  some  three  milesj  and 
a  Bnmber  more  aooouoted  for ;  one  and  all,  how- 
frer,  figfating  to  the  last.  Nine  prisoners  were  also 
taken,  of  whom  six  were  hanged.  I  ought  to  add 
that  the  enclosure  C  was  evacnated  directly  we 
took  the  i^n. 

4.  The  enemy  was  certainly  not  less  than  1,200 

strong    w^hen   we    advanced    from    the    position 

K  K  K,  and  probably  numbered  not   less  than 

2,000.     They  had  a  few  irregalar  cavalry,  and,  it 

18  reported,  abont  50  sepoys ;  bat  I  saw  none  of 

the  latter.    The  former  as  osoal  kept  well  out  of 

paagey  and  ultimately  disappeared  without  show- 

iiig  fight     They  lost  125  men  kiUed,  their  gun 

(an  iron   one)  and   limber,  matchlocks,  swords, 

hnndles  of  clothes,  bartons,  ponies,  &p.,  in  fact 

their  whole  baggage.    Onr  loss  was  not  severe ; 

12  matchlockmen  were  killed,  a  few  (amongst 

them    the   brave   leader  of  the  Chowdrayan   of 

Binaea's  men,  Bhowanee  Sing)  wounded  j    2  of 

Alexander's  men  and  3  of  his  horses  ; ,  1  of  the 

local  horsemen  and  4  of  the  horses  badly  wounded, 

and  several  other  men  and  horses  scratched  more 

or  leas. 

5.  The  poraait  over,  we  retamed  with  the  cap- 
tnied  gun  to  Btawah,  having  accomplished  the 
whole  affair,  induding  the  50  miles'  ride  in  ]  2 
hoara  It  may  be  worth  mentioning  that  the  very 
time  we  made  the  attack,  Lallpooree  Ooosaeen, 
the  Nana's  Pirohit^  with  a  considerable  force  of 
regnlar  mutineers,  was  at  Ajeetmnl;  scarcely  more 
than  6  miles  from  the  battle  field,  so  that  we 
lather  stole  a  march  on  him. 

6.  I  having  been  chiefly  with  the  matchlock- 
men,  my  aocoant  is  necessarily  a  one-sided  one ; 
bat  it  must  not^be  supposed  that  I  wish  to  ignore 
the  services  rendered  by  the  rest  of  the  force.  It 
18  tme  that,  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  position, 
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tbe  brant  of  the  assault  fell '  upon  the  footmen  ; 
but  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  enemy  is  chiefly 
owing  to  the  energetic  pursuit  of  Captain  Alexan- 
der and  his  horse.  About  20  were  killed  in  the 
entrenchment  and  within  a  few  yards  of  it  by  the 
matchlockmen  ;  11  were  killed  by  the  small 
party  with  me ;  but  the  rest  were,  I  believe,  to  it 
man  cut  up  by  Alexander's  Horse ;  the  fugitives, 
be  it  remembered,  fighting  most  resolutely,  and 
using  swords,  spears,  and  matchlocks,  but  too 
successfully. 

7.  The  gallant  cotidnct  of  Koour  Latohman 
Sing,  my  Deputy  Magistrate ;  of  Raheem  Bnksfa,  a 
Dunadar,  formerly  of  the  Gwalior  Contingent^  now 
of  the  Etawah  Local  Horse;  and  of  Bhowanee 
Sing,  the  leader  of  the  Binsea  men,  deserves  espe- 
cial notice.

R.N.,  -whose   performance   of  the   yery  arduous 

dntj  of  escorting  that  large  fleet  up  so  rapid  and 

^ffienlt  a  river,  with  one  bank  crowned  with  forts 

manned  by  the  enemy,  has  been  such  as  to  merit 

the  very  best  acknowledgmeilts  that  1  can  bestow. 

The  crowning  exploit  of  attacking  and  capturing 

the  strongest  fort  on  the  river,  with  his  handful  of 

men,  will  recommend  itself  at  once  to  the  notice 

of  his  Lordship  in  Council. 

3.  I  would  also  beg  particularly  to  mention  the 
name  of  Captain  Weston,  attached  to  the  Ramdall 
R^ment,  who,  I  regret  to  say,  was  severely 
wounded  and  who  b  spoken  of  in  such  high  terms 
of  praise  by  Captain  Sotheby.

giving  esoort  to  a  fleet  of  boats  and  the  Jamna 
steamer  proceeding  np  the  river,  to  be  made  avails 
able  for  crossing  into  Oude  the  Nepalese  Army 
nnder  the  command  of  his  Highness  Mahajrajah 
Jang  Bahadoor. 

2.  I  shall  esteem  it  a  favor  your  bringinr  the 
same  to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  Right  Iu>iioc-^ 
able  the  Governor-General  and  his  Excellency 
the  Commander-in-Chief. 

3.  I  heg  to  express  my  great  regret  at  losing 
the  useful  and  active  services  of  Ca{>taan  Wee- 
ton,  36th  R^ment  Native  Infointry,  severely 
wounded.

I  HAVE    the  honor  lo  acqaaint  yon,   whilat 
eaooiting  the  fleet  of  150  b6at8  up  the  Gogra  I 
leoeired  information  that  tbe  village  and  fort  of 
Chaodeepore,  on  the  right  bank,  were  stronglj 
held  bj  the  enemy,  who  intended  to  resist  the  pro- 
gresB  ^the  hoats.     I  therefore  landed  on  the  17th 
UMUiit,  at  10  A.M.,  two  miles  below,  with  the  foree 
mned  in  the  margin,*  to  attack  the  fort  and  clear 
ftvay  all  obstruction.     Line  being  formed  by  the 
teamen,  with  a  mountain  howitser  in  the  centre 
vider  Lieutenant  Tumour,  preceded  by  a  strong 
Vody  of  marines  and  seamen  as  skirmishers,  with 
supports  of  Seikhs  and  other  seamen,  under  Cafp- 
tMu  Weston,  36th  Regiment  Native  Infantry,  and 
a  reserve  of  Goorkhas,  I  quickly  advanced  through 
tiie  thick  cover  and  hign  growing  crops,  paseing 
thioiigh  the   village^    found  it  deserted,   but  on 
^''^rgvag  from  it,  the  skinmsfaers  were  received  by 
a  heav^  fire  of  musketry  and  guns  from  men  con* 
cealed  m  rifle  pits,  in  the  thick  prickly  jungle  of 
bifflbo,  which  surrounded  the  fort.  Captain  Weston 
gaUantly  dashed  forward,  and  whilst  trying  to  force 
in  the  wicker  gate,  was  badly  wounded  in  the  shoul- 
der by  a  villain,  who  had  just  implored  mercy,  and 
w  carried  to  the  rear.  Mr..  Ingles,  mate,  then  took 
obarge  of  the  skirmishers,  and  a  good  fire  was  kept 
iq>  on  \)oth  side^,  our  men  getting  shelter  in  the 
^age.    The  gun  was  quickly  pushed  up  within 
100  yards  of  uie  entrance,  and  plied  the  jungle

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well  with  grape ;  at  the  same  time  I  ordered  Mr. 
Fowler,  in  the  Jumna  steamer,  to  advance  and 
enfilade  the  fort  with  grape,  which  made  it  too 
hot^  and  the  Goorkhas  threatening  the  right  flank, 
the  rebels  being  afraid  of  their  retreat  bein^  cat 
off,  fled  through  the  jangle  in  the  rear  as  we  en- 
tered in  the  front,  leaving  behind  tfaem  2  guns, 
with  spare  waggon,  ammunition,  &c.,  and  a  quan- 
tity of  silk  dresses,  silver-mounted  swords,  orna- 
ments, money,  &c.,  which  evidently  belonged  to 
some  influential  men.  The  action  oommenoed  at 
II,  and  firing  ceased  at  12.15. 

The  enemy  is  supposed  to  have  been  about  300, 
but  probably  not  many  killed,  as  they  were  per- 
fectly concealed  ;  our  casualties  were,  4  wounded, 
2  severely.  I  did  not  attempt  to  pursue  them 
from  the  smallness  of  my  force,  and  the  object 
being  perfectly  accomplished.  Having  passed  np 
the  fieet,  I  burnt  the  fort  and  adjacent  buildings, 
withdrew  the  pickets,  re-embarked  on  the  steamer, 
and  proceeded  up  the  river,  but  it  being  dark 
without  a  pilot,  we  shortly  grounded,  and  remained 
exposed  to  the  shore  till  the  next  morning. 

1  have  now  much  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your 
notice  the  cheerful  manner  of  all  under  my  com* 
maud,  and  especially  I  beg  to  recommend  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  the  gal- 
lant conduct  of  that  fine  soldier,  Captain  Weston, 
whose  temporary  loss,  from  his  severe  wound, 
every  one  in  the  camp  most  deeply  deplores. 
Lieutentot  Burlton,  40th  Native  Infantry,  with 
his  Sikhs,  were  as  usual  well  forward,  and  the 
Gk>orkhaB,  under  Captain  Daveedass  Opadeeah, 
rendered  good  service.  I  am  also  much  indebted 
to  Captain  Reid,  d7th  Native  Infantry,  for  his 
valuable  service,  who  landed  as  a  volunteer  from 
his  charge  of  the  boats.  Doctors  Shore,  R.N., 
and  Wilson,  Honourable  East  India  Company's 
service,  were  in  close  attendance  with  the  wounded. 
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It  is  nearly  impoesible  to  describe  the  fltrength 

of  the  fort,  peeoliar  to  Oade«     Snrroanded  by  a 

thick  jnngle  of  prickly  bamboo,  nearly  iinpasaable^ 

with  nigh  banks ;  inside  was  a  line  of  rifle  pits 

and  loop-hole  breastworks^  with  a  zig-zag  path 

with  gates  leading  to  a  second  set,  and  in  front 

of  the  fort  were  bastions  with  a  sort  of  parapet^ 

all  loop-hooled,  as  were  all  the  other  bnildings  in 

the  plaoe,  all  ronnd  which  was  thick  cover. 

The  following  officers  were  also  present : — Lord 
Charles  Scott,  Mr.  Foot,  Mr.  Stephenson,  and  Mr. 
Coolej%  Boatswain;  and  the  Jamna  steamer.  Cap- 
tain  Williamson,  was  well  handled.

has  the  gratification  of  publishing  the  following 

report  of  an  action  fought  on  the  banks  of  the 

Gogra,  near  the  village  of  Phoolpore^  in  whiich 
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the  Sarun  Field  Force^  under  Colonel  Bowcroft, 
reinforced  bj  the  2nd  Brigade,  Ist  Diyision  of  the 
Nepalese  troops,  under  the  command  of  Maha* 
raiah  Jong  Babadoor,  overthrew  and  dispersed  a 
rebel  force  under  the  guidance  of  Oholam  Hossein, 
capturing  their  guns,  camp  equipage,  ^.,  and 
securing  the  passage  of  the  river.  In  this  engage- 
ment his  Excellency  the  Maharajah  Jung  Bahadoor 
himself  laying  a  gun  from  one  of  his  own  batteries, 
blew  np  one  of  the  enemy's  tumbrils. 

To  Colonel  Rowcroft,  commanding  the  Samn 
Field  Force,  to  Brigadier  Junga  Doie,  commanding 
the  Goorkha  Brigade,  and  to  all  the  officers  and 
men  under  them,  the  Right  Honorable  the  Go- 
vernor-General offers  his  cordial  acknowledgments 
of  their  gallant  exertions  on  this  occasion.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  enclose,  ft>r  the  information 
of  the  Right  Honorable  the  Governor-General  in 
Council,  the  report  of  an  action  fought  about  two 
miles  in  front  of  the  village  of  Phoolpore,  between 
the  Saran  Field  Force,  under  Colonel  Rowcrofl, 
reinforced  by  the  2nd  Brigade  of  the  1st  Division 
of  the  Nepalese  Army,  and  the  enemy,  under  com- 
mand of  Gholam  Hossein,  son  of  Mahomed  Hossein. 

2.  The  enemy,  about  2,000  strong,  with  some 
cavalry  and  5  gans,  occupied  a  position  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  river,  with  their  left  resting  on 
it.    Colonel  Rowcroft  marched  to  attack  them, 
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and  after  an  action  of  an  hour,  the  details  of  which 
are  ffiven  in  his  own  despatch,  the  enemy  wa« 
completely  defeated  and  driven  from  the  iSela,  with 
the  loss  of  three  of  his  &ve  guns,  camp  eqaipage,  <&e. 
d.  Colonel  Rowcroft's  attack  was  materially 
aided  by  the  fire  of  a  battery  which  was  disposed 
on  .  the  left  bank  of  the  river  by  his  Excellency 
Maharajah  Jang  Bahadoor  in  person,  who  rocfe 
down  to  the  bank  on  hearing  the  firing,  and  observ- 
inc^  that  the  position  of  the  battery  enfiladed  the 
leJft  of  the  enemy's  position,  he  immediately  ordered 
it  to  open  fire.  The  fire  was  most  effective.  It 
silenced  the  enemy  in  that  part  of  the  line  before 
the  action  ceased  on  the  right,  and  a  shot  from  a 
gun  laid  by  his  Excellency  himself,  blew  up  one  of 
the  rebeFs  tumbrils. 

4.  In  condasion,  it  is  my  pleasing  duty  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  his  Lordship  in  Council,  the  names 
of  the  ofiicers  who  distinguished  themselves  in  this 
gallant,  and,  as  affecting  the  crossing  the  river, 
very  important  action. 

5.  Brigadier  Junga  Doje,  commanding  the  2nd 
Goorkha  Brigade,  Colonel  Turke  Khan,  oom- 
manding  Sereenath  Regiment,  Colonel  Shreekissna 
Sohaee,  commanding  Lungenath  Regiment,  Major- 
Captain  Sreebukbt  Kunka^  commanding  Ramdul 
Regiment,  zealously  exerted  themselves  in  the 
field  and  did  good  service.  Colonel  Lall  Sing, 
commandiug  the  battery  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
river,  Major-Captain '  Soojin  Sing,  commanding 
Ohoorkha  Artillery,  with  the  2nd  Brigade^  and 
Lieutenant  Tuckmah  Jassee,  in  charge  of  a  half 
battery,  all  distinguished  themselves  by  their  xeal 
and  precision  of  fire.  To  all  these  ofiicers  and  the 
whole  Goorkha  troops  engaged,  my  best  acknow- 
ledgements are  duo. 

6.  ]  beg  to  bring  prominently  to  the  notice  of 
his  Lordship  in  Council^  the  services  of  Colonel 
Rowcroft,  commanding  the  Sarun  Field  Force.    The 
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skilfal  dispoaitions  which  he  made,  and  the  admi- 
rable manner  in  which  he  carried  them  out,  left 
nothinc  to  be  desired.  His  complete  success 
secured  the  pasaaffe  of  the  rirer. 

7.  To  Captain  Sotheby  and  Lienteaaot  Tumonr, 
R.N.y  the  Hon.  V.  A.  Montagne,  Acting  Aide-de- 
Camp  to  Colonel  Roworoft,  Lieutenant  Pyue^  com- 
manding Royal  Marines,  and  all  the  officers  aud 
men  of  the  Naral  Brigade,  my  best  thanks  are  due 
for  their  zeal  and  braTcry. 

8.  Captain  Morgan,  Field  Force  Staff,  is  most 
honorably  mentioned  by  Colonel  Rowcroft  and 
Lieutenant  Burlton,  oommadding  detachment  of 
Sikhs ;  to  both  these  officers  my  acknowledgments 
are  due. 

9.  Captain  Brooks,  attached  to  the  RaiudoU 
Regiment  sreatly  distiognished  himself.  This 
officer's  leading  of  the  attack  on  the  left  attracted 
the  particnkur  notice  of  his  Excellency  the  Maha- 
rajah, who  personally  mentioned  it  to  me. 

10.  Lieutenant  Sankey,  Engineers,  was  on  the 
field,  and  made  himself  useful,  carrying  orders  for 
Colonel  Rowcroft. 

11.  The  officers  attached  to  Brigadier  Doje's 
Brigade,  Captain  Montgomery  and  Lieutenants 
Frao^  and  Gibb,  are  also  honorably  mentioned.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report  to  you,  for  the 
1858.  5  T 
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information  of  tlie  Right  Honorable  the  Governor* 
General  and  his  ExceUency  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  the  foUowing  movements  and  operations  of 
the  Field  force  nnder  my  command. 

2.  Late  on  the  evening  of  the  1,8th  instant,  it 
■was  decided  not  to  £^ve  np  the  preparations  for 
crossing  the  Biver  Gogra  at  Chupra  Ghat^  with 
the  whole  Field  force  then  ander  my  orders,  my 
force  having  been  reinforced  by  the  2nd  Brigade 
of  three  regiments  and  six  gnns,  of  the  Ist  Division 
of  Nepalese  troops,  as  likely  to  canse  mnoh  delay 
in  the  upward  progress  of  the  fleet  of  boats.  The 
necessary  orders  were  issued  for  the  fleet  of  boats, 
nnder  charge  of  Captain  Reed,  with  escort,  as  for- 
merly, of  a  detachment  of  the  Naval  Brigade  and 
Sikhs  Detachment,  with  the  addition  of  two  com- 
panies of  the  Ramdnll  Goorkha  Regiment,  and  two 
12-pounder  howitzers,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Sotheby,  R.A.,  of  Her  Majesty's  steam 
frigate  Pearl,  to  continue  progress  next  morn- 
ing. I  ordered  two  companies  and  three  guns  of 
the  2nd  Brigade  to  march  early  the  next  morning 
up  the  bank  of  the  river  about  three  miles,  to 
cover  and  protect  the  fleet  of  boats  and  steamer 
Jumna  while  passing  the  fort  of  Chihora,  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  river,  reported  to  be  occupied 
by  the  enemy.  I  marched  the  next  morning  at 
9  o'clock  with  the  remainder  of  the  Naval  Bri^^e, 
and  four  Goorkha  Regiments  with  Artillery  for 
the  village  and  fort  of  Nourainee,  to  cover  and 
protect  the  fleet  of  boats  and  steamer  at  that  point. 
After  a  nine  hours'  march  of  20  miles^  arrived  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  river  opposite  Nourainee  at 
5\  P.M.,  the  latter  part  of  the  march  being  thronffh 
very  heavy  deep  sand,  at  the  same  time  with  the 
leading  boats.  I  wrote  to  Captain  Sotheby  on 
the  steamer,  then  a  little  lower  down  the  river^ 
tu  move  up  and  prepare  for  disembarking  the  de- 
tachment of  Naval  Brigade,  to  cross  the  river 
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that  night  at  10  o'clock,  the  Naval  Brigade  and  2 
12-poaDd  howitxersy  under  the  command  of  Cap- 
tain Sothebj,  B.N.  Fire  companies  of  Bamdull 
Ooorkha  Begiments  and  detachments  of  Sikhs 
embarked  in  boats,  and  we  crossed  the  river  to 
right  bank,  the  Naval  Brigade  men  having  to  pull 
the  guns  through  a  long  deep  sand  assisted  b  j  some 
Goorkhas  of  the  BamduU  Begiment,  and  abont  12 
o'clock  we  had  seized  and  occupied  the  vilWe 
and  fort  of  Nonrainee,  finding  it  evacuated  by  the 
enemy.  We  remained  close  to  the  village  and 
Ibrt  in  bivonac  till  morning.  Captain  Beid  and 
Lieoienant  Sankey  accompanied  the  troops. 

3.  That  aune  wy,  the  20th  instant,  prepared  to 
move  to  attack  the  enemy  reported  to  be  encamped 
near  Fhoolpore^  abont  six  miles  distant,  on  right 
bank.  Every  exertion  was  made  by  Captain 
Sotheby,  officers,  and  men  of  the  Naval  Brigade  to 
ferry  over  spare  ammunition,  &o.  Captain  Mont- 
gomeiy,  in  military  charge  of  2nd  Brigade,  under 
Qommand  of  Brigadier  Junga  Doje,  and  with  the 
Gtoerhka  officers,  exerted  themselves  to  cross  their 
men  and  guns,  not  having  arrived  the  ni^ht  before. 
Abont  10.  o'clock  p.m.,  20th  instant,  I  marched 
witli  the  force  as  per  margin,*  after  a  inarch  of 
some  six  miles  through  fields  and  heavy  cultivation 
and  woods,  found  the  enemy  in  position  in  a  wood 
on.  the  banks  of  the  river,  beyond  Phoolpore. 
Oholam  Uossein,  son  of  the  Nazim  Mahomet  Hos- 
sttn,  being  the  chief  officer  present,  with  Ali 
Hyder,  in  immediate  command,  were  in  position 
near  and  in  a  wood,  with  some  broken  ground  in 
their  front,  and  their  left  on  the  river.  The  enemy 
then  kept  up  a  sharp  cannonade  for  nearly  an 
honr,  which  was  briskly  replied  to  by  the  Naval

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Brigade  Artillerj,  under  charge  of  Lieatotiant 
Tumour^  R.N.,  a  most  sealoiis,  abbfcive  officer,  and 
most  actively  and  zealonslj  Buperintended  by  Cap- 
tain Sotheby,  commanding  the  Naval  Brigade^  of 
the  Pearl,  whose  fire  was  most  effective.  Lieu- 
tenant Pym,  R.N.,  in  charge  of  the  Royal  Marines 
of  Her  Majesty's  steam  frigate  Peail,  skirmished 
to  the  front,  doin^  excellent  service  with  their 
rifles,  pressing  forward  most  gallantly,  capturing 
one  gun,  turning  it  on  the  enemy  and  firing  nine 
rounds  of  grape,  also  capturing  a  second  gun,  aided 
by  a  few  Seikhs  and  Goorkhas,  a  third  gun  being 
captured  by  the  Goorkhas.  The  Goorkha  skir- 
mishers I  had  ordered  out  early  on  the  right  flank 
having  pressed  on  rapidly  into  action.  Lieutenant 
Pym,  R.N  ,  brings  to  notice  the  gallant  bearing  of 
Acting  Sergeant  Francis  Butler,  of  the  Woolwich 
Division,  during  the  action,  who  rendered  him  frreat 
assistance ;  also  the  admirable  conduct  of  all  the 
Marines.  The  Goorkha  Artillery  in  the  centre, 
and  on  the  right  flank,  by  a  flank  movement  I 
made  to  the  left  were  somewhat  thrown  to  the 
right  rear,  but  rapidly  pushed  into  action  through 
a  village  and  heavy  cultivation,  opening  their  guns 
with  effect  upon  the  enemy.  In  about  an  hour 
the  enemy  g^ve  way,  and  were  speedily  in  full 
retreat,  defeated  and  routed  with  the  loss  of  three 
of  their  dve  guns  and  a  portion  of  their  camp  equi- 
page. The  enemy  were  reported  to  be  2000^ 
strong,  including  200  sepoys,  a  few  hundred  et^ 
valry,  and  five  gnus  in  the  field  ;  some  having 
gone  off  earlier  in  the  day  with  their  heavy  bag- 
gage. Being  nearly  dark  when  the  action  ceased, 
and  the  cultivation  very  heavy,  it  was  impossible 
to  ascertain  the  number  of  the  enemy  killed,  bat 
many  were  found  afterwards  in  the  different  fields; 
and  the  enemy  are  reported  to  have  carried  away 
a  number  of  their  wounded, — their  commandant. 
All  Hyder,  being  severely  wounded  in  the  thigh. 
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Oor  casualty  list,  I  am  happy  to  say,  is  very  ligbti 
The  action  ceased  a  little  earlier  oa  the  right  by 
the  river ;  the  Naval  Column  and  guns  and  part 
of  RamduU  Regiment  pursued  the  enemy  till 
nearly  dark.  We  then  moved  to  our  right  rear,  to 
rejoin  the  other  portion  of  the  force;  one  hour 
more  of  daylight  would  have  given  us  greater 
snooess. 

4.  Captain  Brooks,  in  military  charge  of  the 
Bamdull  Regiment,  zealously  exerted  himself  dur- 
ing the  action  ;  Captain  Montgomery,  in  military 
charge  of  2nd  brisade  of  Goorkhos,  and  Lieutenant 
Francis,  attachea  to. the  Junganath  Regiment, 
greatly  exerted  themselves.  Captain  Morgan,  m^ 
field  force  staff,  was  most  zealous  in  giviug  his 
services  wherever  required.  Lieutenant  Burlton, 
in  charge  of  the  detachment  of  Seikhs,  was  most 
useful  and  active,  and  skirmishing  to  the  front 
with  his  active,  ready  men.  The  Honourable 
P.  A.  Montague,  R.N.,  my  Acting  Aide-de-Camp, 
was  active  and  zealous,  carrying  orders ;  and  Lieu- 
tenant Sankey,  of  Engineers,  afforded  me  every 
assistance^  and  in  passing  orders  in  the  field. 

5.  Brigadier  Junga  Doje,  commanding  2nd  Goor- 
kha  Brigade,  Colonel  Turke  Khan,  commanding 
Junganath  Regiment,  Major  Captain  Suree  Vakht 
Kanka,  commanding  Ramdull  Regiment,  zealously 
exerted  themselves  in  the  field.  First  Lientenant 
Oibb,  Bengal  Artillery,  attached  to  the  Goorkha 
Artillery,  was  very  active  and  zealous  iu  affording 
every  assistance  to  bring  the  guns  rapidly  into 
action,  and  he  reports  Major  Captain  Loogin 
Singh,  commanding' Goorkha  Artillery,  and  Lieu- 
tenant Inckmau  Jaisee,  in  charge  of  a  half  bat- 
tery, evinced  much  zeal  during  the  action,  the 
latter  forcing  his  guns  through  a  village  and  diffi- 
cult to  bring  them  into  action. 

6.  A  battery  of  six  guns,  placed  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  river  by  his  Highness  Jung  Bahadoor,  did  ex- 
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cellent  service  under  the  orders  of  his  Excellency, 
playing  on  the  left  flank  of  the  enemy,  and  one 
shot  breaking  up  one  of  their  tumbrils. 

7.  Drs.  Stone  and  Dickinson,  Naval  Brigade, 
Drs.  Morton  and  Playfair,  attached  to  the  2nd 
Brigade  of  Goorkhas,  and  Dr.  Wilson,  attached  to 
the  Ramdull  Regiment,  were  present  and  active  in 
the  field  and  ready  for  any  emergency.  The  Naval 
Chaplain  the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams,  was  present  in 
the  field. 

8.  I  shall  esteem  it  a  favour  if  you  will  bring 
to  the  favourable  notice  of  the  Right  Honorable 
the  Grovemor-General  and  his  Excellency  the 
Commander-in-Chief  the  officers  and  troops  men* 
tioned,  and  engaged  in  the  action  and  operations 
reported  in  the  despatch,  attended  with  such  com- 
plete results  and  the  attainment  of  the  urgent 
object  you  had  in  view,  the  safe  and  easy  constrno- 
tion  of  a  bridge  of  boats  over  the  Gogra  at  Phool- 
pore,  for  the  passage  of  the  troops  under  the  com- 
mand of  his  Highness  Maharajah  Jung  Bahadoor, 
into  Oude.

If  the  applicant  for  a  passport  be  a  naturalized 
British  subject,  i  his  certificate  of  naturalization, 
with  his  signature  subscribed  to  the  oath  printed 
on  the  third  page  of  it,  must  be  forwarded  to  the 
Foreign  Office  with  the  certificate  of  identity 
granted  on  his  behalf ;  and  his  certificate  of  natu-

3.  Foreign  Office  Passports  are  granted  only  to 
British-bom  subjects,  or  to  citizens  of  the  Ionian 
States,  or  to  such  foreigners  as  have  become  natu- 
ralized either  by  Act  of  Parliament  or  by  a  certificate 
of  naturalization  granted  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Home  Department  When  the  party  is  a 
**  Natmralized  British  subject,"  he  will  be  so  de- 
signated in  his  passport ;  and  if  his  certificate  of 
natoralization  be  dated  subsequently  to  the  24th 
of  August,  1850,  his  passport  will  be  marked  as 
good  for  one  year  only ;  but  this  regulation  will

February  12, 1858.

I  HAVE  already  reported,  for  the  information 
of  his  Elxcellency  the  Commander-in-chief,  my 
having  formed  a  camp  at  this  place^with  the  view, 
first,  o£  protecting  the  Kumaon  Hills ;  second,  of 
clearing  the  Barbur  and  Turaee  Pergunnahs  of 
rebels. 

2.  On  my  arrival  here,  I  found  the  position  of 
the  enemy  as  follows : 

A  force  of  3,000  infantry,  with  800  cavaby, 
and  6  spma,  commanded  by  Fuzul  Huq,  was  en- 
campea  at  Sunda  in  a  strong  position  on  the 
banks  of  the  Sookhee  River,  about  fifteen  miles 
from  my  camp. 

Anotner  force,  commanded  by  Khali  Khan,  of 
4,000  infmtry,  800  cavalry,  and  .4  guns,  was  en- 
camped at  Bundea,  but  within  the  last  few  dayv 
had  advanced  in  this  direction,  and  formed  a  camp 
at  Churpoorah,  on  the  Paha  Nuddee,  sixteen  miles 
from  here. 

3.  Erom  the  best  information  I  was  able  to 
obtain,  it  appeared  the  intention  of  the  enemy 
was  to  make  a  combined  attack  on  Huldwanee 
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urith  a  view,  if  Bucoe^sfiil,  of  endeavcmriiig  to  force 
the  hill  paases ;  my  arrangements  were  made  to 
act  on  the  defensive,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
had  they  attempted  such  a  move,  it  would  have 
ended  in  their  utter  defeat. 

4.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  9th  instant,  reliable 
information  having  been  obtained  that  the  army 
under  Fuzul  Huq  was  about  to  effect  a  junction 
with  Khali  Khan's  force,  I  considered  it  advisable, 
if  possible,  to  crush  the  latter  before  such  junction 
could  be  effected.  My  great  fear  was,  that  the 
enemy  might  hear  of  my  movements,  and  escape 
the  impending  blow,  so  my  preparations  were  con- 
ducted with  the  greatest  secresy.  At  9  p.m.  of 
the  9th  instant,  nothing  in  camp  indicated  an 
intended  move.  At  that  hour  the  tents  were 
quietly  struck,  and  removed  to  the  Mundee,  an 
enclosed  square,  barricaded  and  capable  of  being 
held  by  the  force  I  could  spare  for  its  protection,  for 
some  time  at  least,  against  very  superior  numbers. 

5.  At  11|-  P.M.  I  moved  from  camp  with  the 
troops  as  per  margin,*  and  marching  all  night 
through  the  forest,  came  on  the  enemy's  camp,  at 
Ohurpoorah,  shortly  after  day-break,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  10th. 

I  found  his  position  a  strong  one,  about  900 
yards  off  the  road,  which  was  commanded  by  his 
gans.  His  rear  and  left  were  protected  by  the 
Faha  Nuddee,  which  wound  round  his  camp.  The 
only  approach  to  his  front  and  right  flack  was 
OTer  rough  broken  ground,  intersected  by  Nullahs, 
and  covered  with  thick  jungle  grass  and  bushes ; 
a  small  village  filled  with  infantry  was  on  his 
right  flank.  His  force,  from  4  to  5,000  in&ntvy, 
a^Kit  1,000  cavalry  with  4  guns.

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6.  The  sarprifle  was  complete ;  the  only  portion 
of  my  force  at  first  visible  to  the  enemy  was  an 
adYanced  guard  of  the  Rohilcuiid  Horse,  and  a 
party  of  their  sowars,  galloping  towards  us,  asked 
if  we  were  Fuzul  Huq's  army,  which  they  ex- 
pected that  morning  to  join  them.  Wheeling  back 
the  cavalry,  I  fired  a  few  rounds,  which  undeceived 
them,  and  drew  on  us  a  heavy  artillery  fire.  Di- 
rectly I  ascertained  their  position,  I  drew  up  the 
guns  on  the  road,  and  opened  on  those  of  the 
enemy,  and  ordered  Captain  Boss,  commanding 
the  66th  Goorkhas  (leaving  two  companies  to  pro* 
tect  the  artillery),  and  Captain  Baugh,  com- 
manding the  Nepal  Contingent  and  Kumaon 
Levies,  to  advance  on  the  enemy's  right  flank, 
supported  by  the  Rohilcund  Horse,  under  Captain 
Crossman. 

During  this  advance,  the  fire  on  our  artillery 
was  very  severe,  the  enemy's  guns  being  served 
with  the  greatest  rapidity  and  preciaion;  their 
largest  gun  was  quickly  disabled,  and  after  abont 
forty  minutes  of  very  sharp  firing,  during  which 
the  cavalry  and  infantry  were  gradually  nearing 
their  right,  they  turned  their  guns  on  them,  and 
plied  them  with  grape  and  round  shot.  Our  guns, 
thus  relieved  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy's,  were 
enabled  to  commit  immense  execution  in  their 
large  bodies  of  cavalry,  into  which  they  poured 
shrapnel  with  beautiful  precisdon  and  tremendous 
effect. 

7.  The  advance  of  our  line  was  steady  and  un- 
interrupted.  The  enemy's  infantry  and  cavalry, 
though  offering  opposition  from  every  point  of 
advantage  which  the  nature  of  the  ground  gave 
them,  and  though  they  appeared  in  strength  and 
fought  with  resolution^  could  not  check  the  66th 
and  Nepal  Gk>orkhas,  who  gained  ground,  firing 
with  a  rapidity  and  resolution  they  could  not 
withstand. 
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'  Tn  about  an  hour  from  their  first  adyanoe,  the 
village  and  right  flank  had  been  gallantly  carried 
bj  the  infantiy,  who  sweeping  down  the  front, 
carried  the  gons  with  a  rush,  cutting  down  eveiy 
artiller3rman  at  his  gun.  The  resistance  was  very 
severe,  and  I  believe  that  with  hardly  an  excep- 
tion, every  European  officer  in  this  charge  had 
hand  to  hand  encounters  with  the  enemy. 

The  Bohilcund  Horse  made  a  gallant  charge 
during  this  advance,  repidsing  a  very  superior 
body  of  the  enemy's  cavalry,  taking  a  standard^ 
and  cutting  up  a  great  number.  They  entered 
the  camp  with  the  infantry,  and  were  most  useful 
in  cutting  up  stragglers. 

8.  As  from  the  jungly  nature  of  the  ground  It 
was  impossible  for  me  to  witness  all  that  was 
going  on,  I  called  for  reports  irom  officers  com- 
manding corps,  which,  with  a  camp  order  isssued 
by  me  on  the  occasion,  I  have  the  honour  to 
forward  for  his  Excellency's  information,  and  have 
now  only  the  pleasant  duty  of  reporting  the  com- 
plete success  of  onir  operations,  and  bringing  to 
the  notice  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  the  gallant 
conduct  of  all  engaged. 

9.  The  enemy's  standing  camp  and  baggage  fell 
into  our  hands  and  was  burnt ;  the  whole  of  hia 
ammunition  was  destroyed ;  of  his  guns  one  was 
completely  disabled  and  left  on  the  field;  the 
other  three,  with  four  tumbrils,  we  brought  with 
us  into  camp.  Their  exact  loss  I  am  unable  to 
state;  the  killed  must  exceed  300,  and  the 
wounded  more  than  twice  that  number.  The 
loss  in  their  cavalry  must  have  been  very  heavy 
from  the  constant  fire  to  which  they  were  ex- 
posed. 

It  would  have  been  imprudent  for  me  to  make 
any  delay  on  the  ground :  it  was  quite  possible 
that  Fuzul  Huq  might  have  heard  of  our  move, 
and  pushed  on  to  make  an  attack  on  this  place 

5  Y2 
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before  I  oould  return.  Our  first  shot  was  fired 
at  a  quarter  to  6  a.  M. ;  at  8  a.  m.  we  began  to 
move  back,  and  reached  our  camp  here  shortly 
afber  nooa,  the  force  under  my  command  haying 
marched  34  miles,  and  fought  a  severe  action,  in 
13  hours. 

10.  The  blow  thus  struck  must  be  a  severe  one 
to  the  rebels  in  this  quarter,  and  though  Fuzol 
Huq  keeps  his  force  together,  I  am  watching  him 
closely,  and  will  attack  if  a  favorable  opportunity 
ofiers.  His  present  position  in  the  neart  of  a 
dense  jungle  renders  it  unadvisable  to  do  so 
at  present. 

11.  My  best  thanks  are  due  to  Captain  Kirby, 
who  commanded  the  Artillery,  and  to  Captain  W. 
Maxwell,  of  the  Artillery,  who  having  returned 
to  his  Civil  duties  in  the  Suraie  Perguunah, 
served  as  a  volunteer  with  the  guns  and  rendered 
invaluable  assistance.  The  services  of  this  Officer 
I  have  already  brought  prominently  to  the  notice 
of  his  Excellency,  and  when  I  state  that  it  is  by 
his  unremitting  exertions  the  Groorkha  Artillery 
Company  was  trained,  that  limbers  were  made  for 
the  guns,  and  that  we  were  able  to  take  the  field 
with  Artillery  at  all,  I  feel  that  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  will  fully  appreciate  his  merits.  Captain 
Boss,  commanding  66th  Coorkhas,  led  the  R^- 
ment  with  great  gallantry.  His  coolness  and 
judgment  were  conspicuous,  and  I  would  beg  to 
recommend  him  to  the  favorable  notice  of  his 
Excellency.  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  Tytler, 
66th  Goorkhas,  severely  wounded ;  Lieutenant 
Miles,  66th  Goorkhas;  Lieutenant  Gepp,  66th 
Goorkhas,  moHaUy  wounded  on  the  field  and 
since  dead,  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  as 
having  prominently  distinguished  themselves. 
Captain  Boss  also  mentions  the  gallant  behaviour 
of  Quartermaster-Sergeant  Delahoy,  66th  Goork- 
has,   and    the  gallantry   of  Jusbahadoor    €k>o- 
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rang,  sepoy,  Lieatenant  Miles'  Gom|Miiyi  was  con« 
spicuoua 

Captain  Baagh,  commanding  the  Nepaol  Con- 
tingent, to  which  I  attached  tiro  companies  of  the 
66th  Goorkhas,  gallantly  charged  the  right  flank 
of  the  enemy  and  earned  the  gnns.  The  efficiency 
d  the  Contingent  is  greatly  due  to  his  ezertions 
for  the  past  six  weeks  in  drilling  and  equipping 
theuL  Captain  Baugh  speaks  in  high  terms  ai 
Captain  Bodee  Maun  Singh,  who  commands  the 
Goorkhas;  Lieutenant  Boree  Gorung,  and  Adju- 
tant Phulwan  Sing.  My  best  thanks  are  due  to 
Captain  Crossman,  commanding  the  Bohilcund 
Horse ;  this  corps  has  been  organized  and  equipped 
by  him  within  the  last  three  months.  He  charged 
and  dispersed  at  their  head,  a  yery  superior  body 
of  Patau  CaTalry  across  a  coimtry,  and  under  a 
fire  that  would  have  tried  the  meted  of  any  troops. 
The  officers  and  men  mentioned  by  him  I  would 
recommend  to  the  ^vourable  notice  of  his 
Excellency. 

Captain  Brownlow,  my  Major  of  Brigade, 
afforded  me  eve^  assistance,  and  I  would  beg  to 
recommend  him  to  the  notice  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  as  a  good  and  efficient  Staff  Officer. 
Captain  Warde,  late  68th  Native  Infantry,  acted 
as  my  Orderly  Officer,  and  was  most  active  and 
useful 

Surgeon  H.  Irwin,  66th  Goorkhas,  accompanied 
the  force,  and  I  am  much  indebted  to  him  for 
his  unremitted  exertions  for  the  comfort  of  the 
wounded  on  the  field,  and  their  removal  to  camp, 
which  he  effected  with  very  inadequate  means. 

I  cannot  close  this  Heport  without  recording, 
though  I  fear  I  may  not  do  so  in  adequate  terms, 
the  assistance  rendered  to  me  on  this  and  every 
occaaion,  during  the  last  eight  months,  by  Major 
H.  Ramsay,  the  Commissioner  of  Kumaon.  His 
exertions  to  equip,  mainttain,  and  feed  this  foror 
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Jiave  been  unceasing.  Suffering  still  from  the 
effects  of  a  severe  accident  which  deprived  him  of 
the  use  of  an  arm,  be  accompanied  me  to  the  field, 
where  his  local  knowledge  was  invaluable.  It  is 
not  for  me  to  record  the  services  he  has  rendered 
to  Government  in  his  district ;  but  I  may  say  that 
the  general  feeling  of  security  that  has  prevailed 
in  the  Kumaon  hills  was  mainly  due  to  his  watch- 
fulness and  untiring  energy. 

Mr.  C.  Oarmicbael)  of  the  Civil  Service,  and 
Mr.  Reed,  Inspector  of  Forrests,  accompanied  the 
troops,  and  made  themselves  most  useful  in  point- 
ing out  the  positions  of  the  enemy. 

I  inclose  a  Betum  of  the  Ordnance  captured, 
and  a  Casualty  Return  of  the  Force,  which  I  trust 
may  not  be  considered  excessive,  considering  what 
has  been  accomplished,  and  the  strength  and 
position  of  the  enemy.

NOURABLE THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
OP  INDIA. 

Camp,  Allahabad,  March  1,  1858.

The  Right  Honourable  the  Governor-General  of 
India  has  much  satisfaction  in  publishing  the  fol- 
lowing report  by  Major-Greneral  Sir  J.  Outram, 
G.C.B,  of  the  repulse  of  an  attack  on  his  position 
at  Alum  Bagh,  on  the  morning  of  the  21st  of 
February,  1 858,  in  which  the  arrangements  made 
by  Sir  J.  Outram  were  most  judicious  and  effec- 
tual, and  the  conduct  of  the  troops  engaged  was 
highly  creditable  to  them.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  that  this  morn- 
ing the  enemy  attacked  my  position,  and  with  the 
usual  result. 
2.  Having  fOled  all  their  trenches  with  as  many 
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men  as  they  would  hold,  and  placed  large  maaaes 
of  infantry  in  the  topes  all  along  our  firont  in 
support  of  them,  they  commenced  a  simultaneous 
movement  round  both  our  flanks,  at  the  same 
time  threatening  the  whole  length  of  our  position, 
and  attacking  i^e  north-east  comer  of  the  Alum 
Bagh,  and  also  the  picquet  and  fort  of  Jellalabad, 
against  which  they  brought  4  guns. 

3.  I  immediately,  on  perceiving  their  intention, 
re-inforoed  the  posts  of  Alum  Bagh  and  Jellalabad, 
which  easily  repulsed  the  attacks  made  on  them, 
and  inflicted  much  loss  on  the  assailants,  who  had 
advanced  under  cover  of  long  grass  and  under' 
wood  within  grape  shot  range  of  both  these  posts. 

4.  I  detached  about  250  cavalry  and  2  field 
guns  to  the  rear  of  the  fort  of  Jellalabad,  under 
command  of  Captain  Barrow,  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
where  they  suddenly  came  on  about  2,000  of  the 
enemy's  cavalry.  Our  guns  immediately  opened 
on  them,  killing  several  which  caused  them  to 
withdraw  to  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  in&n- 
tiy,  attacking  the  fort  in  number  about  5,000 ; 
they  remained  there  until  the  attack  was  aban- 
doned, when  they  all  withdrew  towards  the  city. 

5.  The  attack  on  our  left  flank  was  made  bv 
about  from  8  to  10,000  infantry  and  600  cavalry, 
to  oppose  whom  I  sent  out  the  remaining  4  field 
guns  available,  supported  by  the  Military  Train 
(120  in  number)  under  command  of  Major  Ko- 
bertson,  of  the  Military  Train,  keeping  the  2nd 
Infantry  Brigade  in  reserve.  The  cavalry  and 
guns  soon  drove  back  the  enemy's  cavalry,  and 
their  in&ntry  then  halted,  and  on  the  guns  being 
turned  on  them,  soon  commenced  to  retreat  also, 
and  were  followed  up  by  us  until  within  range  of 
their  batteries. 

6.  A  large  convoy  was  on  the  road  at  the  time, 
the  escort  required  for  which  materially  crippled 
our  small  cavaliy  force^  and  prevented  any  thing 
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more  being  effacted  than  finstratingtbeir  attempts 
to  gain  oar  rear  and  molest  the  oonyoy. 

7.  The  reports  from  the  city  state  the  enemy 
to  have  lost  60  killed  and  200  wonnded  in  their 
attack  on  Alnm  Bagh,  and  about  80  or  90  killed 
and  womided  in  front  of  Jellalabad.  This  was 
ezdnslTe  of  their  loss  on  the  left  flank,  and  along 
our  front,  where  our  heavy  artillery  had  constant 
opportunities  of  firing  sheU  and  shrapnel  into  the 
midst  of  their  moving  masses.  I  consider  their 
loss  to  have  beoi  heavier  than  on  any  of  their 
previons  attacks. 

8.  I  have  the  pleasnre  to  state,  that,  as  on  all 
former  occasions,  the  conduct  of  the  troops  en- 
gaged, both  officers  and  men,  was  admirable. 

9.  Majors  Tinling,  90th  Light  Infiintry,  and 
Nicholson,  Eoyal  Engineers,  commanded  respec- 
tively at  Alum  Bagh  and  Jellalabad,  and  defended 
their  posts  with  much  spirit.  Major  Nicholson 
particularly  praises  the  energy  with  which  Idea- 
tenant  Ford,  of  the  Boyal  Artillery,  opposed  the 
fire  of  the  enemy's  4  g^s  with  the  only  gun  that 
could  be  brought  to  bear  on  them. 

10.  Our  loss  amounted  to  nine  wounded.

Campy  Alum  Bagh,  February  26,  1858. 

Sir, 

I  HA  YE  the  honor  to  report  the  paiticttlaro  of  a 
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xepolse  of  a  determined  demonstration,  which  the 
enemy  made  on  our  position  yesterday,  the  25th 
instant. 

2.  The  principal  attack  was  on  our  right,  against 
which  24  regiments  of  regular  in&ntry,  6  Nujeeb 
corps,  1,000  cavalry  and  8  guns  moved  out  from 
the  trenches  ;  of  this  number  about  one-half,  with 

2  guns,  advanced  towards  our  right  rear,  and 
having  occupied  the' ''topes "  immediately  to  the 
e^  of  JeUalabad,  commenced  shelling  that  post 
heavily,  evidently  in  the  hope  of  igniting  the  large 
quantity  of  combustible  stores  at  present  collected 
there,  while  the  remainder  held  in  support  the 
villages  and  ''  topes  "  directly  in  front  of  the  ene- 
my's out-works. 

3.  Large  bodies  of  infantiy  and  cavalry,  with 

3  guns,  simultaneously  menaced  our  left,  and  the 
trenches  in  front  of  our  position  were  occupied  in 
force. 

4.  Soon  after  10  a.m.,  1  moved  out  with  de- 
tachments of  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infantiy,  as 
per  accompanying  return,  to  intercept  the  column 
which  had  opened  its  guns  on  Jellalabad,  having 

greviously  sent  Barrow's  volunteers  and  Wale's 
orse  round,  vid  Nowrungabad  to  co-operate  in 
the  rear. 

5.  As  we  advanced,  a  portion  of  the  enemy's 
reserve  made  a  demonstration  against  our  lett  ; 
but  were  speedily  driven  back,  and  afWwards 
held  in  check  by  the  4  guns  of  Kemmington's 
troop,  supported  by  a  squadron  of  the  7th 
Hussars,  under  Colonel  Hagart,  and  by  Brasyer*B 
Seikhs. 

6.  The  column  then  moved  forward,  flanked  on 
the  left  by  Brigadier  Campbell  with  the  native 
cavalry,  which  pushed  on  in  advance  to  intercept 
the  enemy's  retreat,  which,  owing  to  their  having 
heard  the  fire  of  Remmington's  guns,  proved  more 
sudden  than  we  had  anticipated.    The  manceuvie 
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was  completely  suooeHsfu],  and  speedily  conrerfced 
their  retreat  into  a  rout,  Bri^uiier  Campbell's 
detachment  assailing  them  on  one  side,  while  Bar- 
row's and  Wale's  horse  appeared  on  the  opposite 
quarter,  and  the  Military  Train,  under  Captsin 
Robertson,  dashed  into  the  middle  of  the  flyin|^ 
enemy,  and  captured  their  2  guns.  The  rapidity 
of  their  flight  prevented  the  infantry  from  taking 
a  prominent  part  in  the  action.  At  1  p.m.,  when 
we  finally  le.ft  the  field,  the  foe  had  vanished. 

7.  In- the  mean  time  the  hostile  forces  on  the 
left  of  my  position  had  retired  before  the  very 
effective  fire  of  Moir's  guns,  not  liking  the  looks 
of  the  arrangements  wliich  had  been  prepared  by 
Brigadier  Franklyn,  who  had  been  left  in  com- 
mand of  the  Gamp,  for  their  reception. 

8.  Judging  from  the  corpses  which  strewed  the 
field  where  the  cavalry  had  charged,  and  from  the 
dense  masses  upon  which  our  guns  repeatedly 
opened,  the  enemy's  casualties  must  have  been 
heavy.  Our  loss  consisted  of  4  men  killed,  5  offi- 
cers aod  20  men  wounded. 

9.  My  cordial  acknowledgments  are  due  to  all 
the  officers  and  men  who  conducted  and  took  part 
in  these  operations,  but  es|)ecially  to  the  Military 
Train,  whose  brilliant  charge  excited  the  enthusiasm 
of  all  who  Mdtnessed  it. 

10.  Colonel  Berkeley,  my  able  and  zealous  Mili- 
taxy  Secretary,  whose  knowledge  of  the  ground 
wBs  of  great  service  to  Brigadier  Campbell  in 
catting  off  the  enemy's  retreat,  was  wounded  while 
gallantly  charging  at  the  head  of  Hodson's  Horse, 
as  was  Lieutenant  Moorsom  while  rendering  to 
Barrow  and  Wale  assistance  similar  to  that  which 
Colonel  Berkeley  afforded  the  brigadier. 

11.  About  4  p.m.,  the  enemy  again  moved 
out  against  us.  On  this  occasion  they  directed 
their  principal  efforts  against  our  left,  and  evinced 
more  spirit  and  determination  than  they  have 
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Idtherto  done.  Repeatedly  they  advanced  witMn 
grape  and  musket  range>  and  as  they  ever  met 
with  a  -warm  reception  from  our  guns  and  Enfields^ 
especially  from  those  of  th^  left  front  picket,  com- 
manded by  Major  Master,  of  the  5th  Fusiliera, 
tiicy  must  haye  stiffered  severely. 

*  They  renewed  their  fire  from  time  to  time 
during  the  night ;  but  solely,  I  believe  with  the 
object  of  covering  the  parties  engaged  in  removing 
their  dead.  Our  loss  in  this  subsequent  operation 
amounted  to  1  man  killed  and  14  wounded.  In 
all  5  men  kiUed,  and  35  officers  and  men  wounded. 

12.  The  conduct  of  the  troops  throughout  the 
entire  day  and  night  was  excellent  at  every  point, 
and  merits  the  highest  commendation.

IN  conformity  with  the  instructions  contained 
in  your  letter,  No.  241,  dated  9th  January,  en- 
closing circular  No.  4372,  of  3rd  November,  from 
the  Secretary  to  the  Government  of  India  to  your 
address,  I  beg  to  forward  a  Return  of  Europeans 
killed  and  wounded  not  in  this  district  only,  hut  in 
those  of  Gouda  and  Baraitch  also,  to  which  my 
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information  extends.  I  regret  that  I  cannot 
always  be  positive  as  to  dates.  Regarding  the 
Europeans  killed  in  Goruckpore  my  information 
18  derived  from  the  deposition  of  Serjeant  Busber, 
the  sole  survivor,  which  was  taken  by  the  magis- 
trate of  Ghazeepoor  in  June  last,  and  will  be  in 
his  office ;  it  was  also  published  in  the  London 
Eveniuji:  Mail,  of  September  28th  to  September 
30th,  1857. 

2.  Besides  the  officers  enumerated  as  having 
perished  within  the  limits  of  this  district,  the  fol- 
lowing also  lost  their  lives  at  the  same  time  and 
by  the  same  cause:  Major  Mill,  Artillery,  drowned 
in  the  Gogra  while  endeavouring  to  swim  to  shore, 
the  boat  having  been  fired  into  by  the  17  th  Native 
Infantry;  Serjeant  Mathews,  shot  in  the  boat  on 
the  same  occasion. 

3.  Lieutenant  Bright,  also  in  the  boat  at  the 
same  time,  and  a  Sejeant-Major  of  the  22Bd  Native 
Infantry,  name  unknown,  were  captured  on  the 
Groruckpore  side  of  the  river,  which  they  had 
reached  by  swimming,  brought  over  to  the  camp 
of  the  17th  Native  Infantry,  on  the  Oude  side, 
and  there  shot  the  same  day,  i.e.,  the  9th  June. 
A  bugler,  Williamson  by  name,  who  was  with 
Lieutenant  Bright,  escaped,  and  his  evidence  has 
been  taken  at  Ghazeepoor,  I  believe. 

4.  There  is  some  uncertainty  as  to  the  precise 
spot  where  Colonel  Goldney  met  his  end.  He  was 
in  the  boats  with  the  rest,  and  with  them  reached 
the  Goruckpore  side  of  the  river,  but  was  left 
there  by  his  companions,  not  being  able  to  keep 
up  with  them.  He  was  either  murdered  there  by 
the  17th  Native  Infantry,  who  were  in  pursuit,  or 
else  was  brought  into  their  camp  and  shot;  I 
incline  to  the  former  belief.

In  order  to  the  Electing  a  Peer  of  Scotland. 

VICTORIA,  R. 
WHEREAS  George  Sholto,  Earl  of  Morton, 
was  duly  elected  and  returned  to  be  one  of  the 
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sixteen  Peers  of  Scotland  to  sit  in  the  House  of 
Peers  in  the  present  Parliament  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  is 
since  deceased :  In  order  to  the  electing  another 
Peer  of  Scotland  to  sit  in  his  room,  We  do,  by  the 
advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  issue  forth  this  Our 
Rojal  Proclamation,  strictly  charging  and  com- 
manding all  the  Peers  of  Scotland  to  assemble  and 
meet  at  Holjrood  House,  at  Edinburgh,  on  Thurs- 
day the  third  day  of  ^June,  next  ensuing,  between 
the  hours  of  twelve  and  two  in  the  afternoon,  to 
nominate  and  choose  another  Peer  of  Scotland  to 
sit  and  vote  in  the  House  of  Peers  in  this  present 
Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  in  the  room  of  the  said 
George  Sholto,  Earl  of  Morton,  deceased,  by  open 
election  and  plurality  of  voices  of  the  Peers  that 
shall  be  then  present,  and  of  the  proxies  of  such 
as  shall  be  absent  (such  proxies  being  Peers, 
and  producing  a  mandate  in  writing  duly  signed 
before  witnesses,  and  both  the  constituent  and 
proxy  being  qualified  according  to  law)  :  and 
the  Lord  Clerk  Register,  or  such  two  of  the 
principal  Clerks  of  the  Session  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  him  to  officiate  in  his  name,  are 
hereby  respectively  required  to  attend  such  meet- 
ing, and  to  administer  the  oaths  required  by  law 
to  be  taken  there  by  the  said  Peers,  and  to  take 
their  votes  ;  and  immediately  after  such  election 
made  and  duly  examined,  to  certify  the  name  of 
the  Peer  so  elected,  and  to  sign  and  attest  the 
same  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Peers  the  elec- 
tors, and  return  such  certificate  into  Our  High 
Court  of  Chancery  of  Great  Britain  :  and  We 
strictly  charge  and  command  that  this  Our  Royal 
Proclamation  be  duly  published  at  the  Market 
Cross  at  Edinburgh,  and  in  all  the  county  towns 
of  Scotland,  ten  days  at  least  before  the  tim 
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hereby  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  said  Peers 
to  proceed  on  such  election. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace, 
this  seventh  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  tbonsand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight,  and  in  the  twenty-first  year  of  Our 
reign.

1  HAVE  the  honor  to  report  for  the  information 
of  the  Right  Honorable  the  Governor-General 
that  the  three  brigades  of  this  force,  under 
the  immediate  command  of  Maharajah  Jung 
Bahadoor,  this  day  completed  the  passage  of  the 
Biver  Gogra  with  all  its  baggage  and  stores.  The 
Fourth  or  Belwa  Brigade  will  arrive  on  the  other 
side  to-day,  and  will  cross,  if  possible,  to-night,  if 
not,  to-morrow  morning. 

2.  In  reporting  the  snocessful  result  of  mnch 
ansiety  and  labour,  for  the  information  of  bis 
Lordship  I  would  wish  to  give  a  detaUed  ac- 
count of  the  whole  operation,  that  the  govern- 
ment may  be  ftilly  aware  of  the  difficnlties  which 
we  have  had  to  encounter,  bnt  which  have  at  last 
been  overcome. 

3.  Erom  the  time  of  our  arrival  at  Gomckporei 
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the  passage  of  the  Gogra  was  the  great  obstacle 
which  presented  itself  to  my  mind,  in  the  way  of 
our  advance  into  Oude.  • 

4  I  am  aware  that  the  river  was  at  least  as 
large  as  the  Ganges,  and  much  more  rapid,  and 
that  the  southern  bank  was  studded  with  forts 
which  commanded  tbe  stream.  That  the  enemy 
lined  the  banks  in  great  numbers  and  occupied 
every  ghat,  and  that  they  had  removed  all  then 
boats  to  the  right  bank,  from  where  tbe  river 
washes  the  Azimgurh  district,  to  Byram  Ghat. 

5.  On  consulting  the  Maharaja,  and  laying  all 
these  things  fully  before  him,  he  said  that  he  left 
the  matter  entirely  in  my  hands,  that  he  would 
move  his  troops  as  I  wished,  but  that  I  must 
make  the  arrangements  for  crossing. 

6.  Aj9  I  had  not  only  to  prepare  the  crossing, 
but  to  defend  the  Goruckpore  district  a^  well,  I 
recommended  to  his  Excellency  to  send  a  brigade 
to  Belwa,  opposite  Eyzabad,  and  to  support  it 
with  another  at  Bustee.  Subsequently  the  re- 
ports of  the  collection  of  rebels  at  Fyzabad  be- 
came so  urgent,  and  represeuted  them  in  such 
numbers,  that  the  officers  in  military  charge  de- 
termined to  unite  their  brigades,  and  this  ren- 
dered it  necessary  for  support  to  be  sent  from 
Groruckpore  to  Bustee.  The  Maharaja  immedi- 
ately despatched  a  brigade  at  my  request. 

7.  Lieutenant  Sankey,  of  the  Madras  Engineers, 
had  previously  reported  himself  in  camp,  and  I 
immediately  took  him  into  consultation ;  and,  after 
establishing  workshops  for  the  collection  of  mate- 
rials at  Goruckpore,  this  officer  set  off  to  do  the 
same  both  at  Bustee  and  Belwa,  and  by  my  direc- 
tions he  made  a  survey  of  the  river  from  Fyzabad 
to  below  Tadah.  He  reported  two  places  suitable 
for  crossing,  the  best  at  Belwa  itself,  the  other, 
gopd,  but  not  quite  so  good,  at  Phoolpoor. 
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8.  The  rebels  were  at  this  time  in  foroe  at  Tan- 
dah,  and  Mohamed  Hoaein  expressing  his  inten- 
tion to  invade  Gorackpore,  if  we  went  on  to  Fyza- 
bad.  The  collector  of  Azimgurh  also  wrote  to  me 
about  the  defenceless  state  of  his  district,  so  I  re- 
solved to  cross  at  Phoolpoor,  which  would  have 
the  effect  of  turning  the  enemy,  as  for  as  both  di*- 
tricts  were  concerned. 

9.  Bridge  materials  were  rapidly  prepared  at 
Goruckpore,  Bustee,  and  Belwa,  all  this  time,  and 
from  the  disposition  of  the  troops  and  these  in- 
cessant preparations,  the  enemy  was  completely 
deceived.  He  commenced  throwing  up  batteries 
to  oppose  us  at  Belwa,  and  crossed  a  lai^  foroe  to 
annoy  us  at  Byram  Ghat,  who  advanced  towards 
Belwa.  The  bearing  of  the  enemy  waxing  more 
insolent  every  day,  I  sent  orders  to  Captain  Plow- 
den,  in  military  charge,  to  advise  the  Goorkha 
officer  in  command  to  march  out  and  fight  the 
enemy.  The  very  gallant  action  at  Shahgunge 
ensued,  of  which  I  had  the  honor  to  enclose  Cap- 
tain Plowden's  report  in  my  letter  No.  146  of 
the  7th  instant.  The  result  was  the  dispersion  of 
the  enemy ;  and,  notwithstanding  all  their  boasting, 
oath-taking,  &c.,  they  have  never  since  ventured 
to  attack  our  post  at  Belwa,  which  it  was  of  im- 
portance to  keep  up  to  the  hist. 

10.  Previously  to  this,  fearing  that  the  rafts 
proposed  by  Lieut^^nant  Sankey  might  not  be 
found  sufficient,  though  they  were  tJl  he  could 
make  with  the  wretched  dingees  he  could  collect 
from  this  and  from  that  nidlah,  I  had  despatched 
Captain  Reid,  d7th  Native  Infantry,  to  Cropalpore, 
to  collect  there,  and  at  Barhul  Ghaut,  a  fleet  of 
large  boats ;  this  being  the  nearest  point  at  which 
we  could  procure  them.  Captain  Keid  collected 
the  boats,  boatmen,  and  a  large  quantity  of  mate- 
rials, and  put  platforms  on  the  boats ;  and  on  his 
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reporting  all  ready,  I  directed  Colonel  Rowcroft, 
then  at  Burha^  to  escort  the  boats  up  the  river  to 
Phoolpoor. 

11.  Simulfcaneously  the  Maharajah,  with  the 
head-quarters,  marched  to  Bustee  from  (^ruck- 
pore,  and  the  Bustee  Brigade  was  pushed  across 
countrj  to  Hainsur  first,  and  Chupra  afterwards, 
to  support  and  reinforce  Colonel  Rowcroft.  He 
advanced  with  the  boats  up  the  river,  and  as  the 
fleet  was  threatened  by  the  fort  of  Chundeepore, 
Captain  Sotheby  landed  the  escort,  and  captured 
the  fort,  after  the  gallant  affidr  of  which  I  had  the 
honour  to  enclose  his  report  in  my  letter  No.  177 
of  the  24th  instant. 

12.  At  this  time  the  head-quarters  of  the  Ma- 
harajah had  moved  to  the  Manja,  opposite  Phool- 
poor, arriving  there  on  the  17th  instant,  and  as 
the  river  here  made  a  reach  from  the  left  to  the 
right  bank,  where  it  ran  under  the  village  of  « 
Phoolpoor,  and  where,  the  whole  channel  being  one, 
it  was  to  be  crossed,  a  workshop  was  established 
on  our  side,  about  two  miles  above  where  the 
bridge  was  to  be.  Here  the  rafts  and  bridge  ma- 
terials were  got  ready. 

13.  It  was  in  contemplation  to  cross  a  force  on 
the  rafts  to  seize  the  village  of  Phoolpoor,  but  as 
the  enemy  had  collected  a  considerable  force,  with 
guns,  immediately  opposite  the  workshop,  and 
opened  a  fire,  though  it  fell  short,  yet  the  boat- 
men were  frightened  and  temporarily  ran  away, 
80  that  idea  was  abandoned. 

14.  On  the  19th,  Colonel  Bowcroft,  having  made 
a  long  march,  arrived  about  sunset,  simultaneously 
with  the  fleet  at  Nowrainee,  about  four  miles  below 
Phoolpoor.  On  hearing  of  his  approach,  I  sent  my 
military  secretary  to  bring  me  intelligence  of  what 
he  was  going  to  do,  and  that  officer  finding  frt)m 
Captain  Reid  that  the  boats  were  all  ready,  and 
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the  fort  of  Nowramee  on  the  right  liaiik  deserted, 
and  knowing  my  wishes  in  regard  to  Colonel  Row- 
crofb^s  crossing,  I  having  requested  him  to  do  so 
at  Chupra,  urffed  him  to  cross  at  once,  which  Co- 
lonel Kowcron  consented  to  do,  and  the  passage 
being  effected  that  very  night,  we  were  established 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  river.  In  the  morning 
Brigadier  Junga's  Doje^s  Brigade  crossed  at  Now- 
rainee,  and  Colonel  Bowcroft*s  advancing  with  the 
united  force,  completely  defeated  the  rebels  in  ad- 
vance of  Phoolpoor  on  the  2Qth,  and  thus  secured 
the  t^te  du-pont  and  the  peaceable  passage  of  the 
river.  I  had  the  honor  to  forward  Colonel  Row 
croft's  report  of  this  very  successful  action  in  my 
letter  No.  178  of  this  date. 

15.  At  12  o'clock  on  the  21st,  the  first  boats 
having  come  up,  were  fixed  in  position,  and  by  12 
o'clock  at  night  on  the  23rd,  through  the  untiring 
exertions  of  Lieutenant  Sankey,  the  Naval  Brigade 
and  all  concerned,  the  bridge  over  this  large  and 
rapid  river  was  reported  ready. 

16 .  On  the  morning  of  the  24th  the  Naval  Bri- 
gade crossed  to  this  side  with  Colonel  Bowcroft,  I 
having  determined  to  leave  it  for  the  defence  of 
Qoruckpore ;  immediately  afterwards  a  brigade 
passed  across  from  this  side,  and  then  the  stream 
of  carts  commenced  and  continued  passing  all 
night,  completing  it  entirely  in  the  course  of  to- 
day. 

17.  This  morning  the  Maharajah  and  the  third 
brigade  passed  over,  leaving  nothing  on  this  side. 

18.  As  soon  as  it  was  well  manifest  that  the 
bridge  was  a  &ct,  I  sent  orders  to  Captain  Baring 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Maharajah,  to  eva- 
cuate Belwa  on  the  24th,  and  come  here  in  two 
marches.  Captain  Baring  marched  yesterday,  and 
I  expect  him  here  in  the  course  of  the  day,  when, 
as  his  cattle  will  be  too  tired  to  cross  the  sand  on

this  side  of  the  bridge^  he  will  zBmain  for  the  night, 
and  crossing  early  in  the  morning,  form  the  rear 
guard  of  the  army  which  marches  to-morrow  four^ 
teea  miles  to  Ukberpoor. 

19.  Having  thus  laid  before  his  Lordship 
a  short  narrative  of  the  events  connected 
with  the  passage  of  the  Qogra  by  the  army  of  his 
Sxoellency  Maharajah  Jung  Bahadoor,  there  re- 
mains only  for  me  the  pleasing  duty  of  bringing  to 
the  notice  of  his  Lordship  the  names  of 
those  officers  to  whom  I  am  principally  indebted 
for  the  success  which  has  attended  this  difficult 
operation. 

20.  To  Lieutenant  Sankey,  Engineer  of  the 
foro^  my  best  thanks  and  acknowledgments  are 
due.  The  energy  with  which  this  officer  engaged 
in  his  work,  and  the  skill  with  which  he  built  the 
bridge  in  the  extraordinary  short  time  of  two  days 
and  a  half,  merit  every  commendation.  I  have 
the  pleasure  to  inclose  a  copy  of  his  report,  in 
which  he  mentions  honorably  the  exertions  of 
Lieutenant  G^mault  of  the  engineers,  and  Lieu- 
tenant Mylne  of  the  artillery,  placed  at  his  dis- 
posal for  this  duty,  and  he  also  praises  the  services 
of  that  excellent  Gk)orkha  officer,  Colonel  Lall 
Sing,  of  the  Maharajah's  artillery* 

21.  To  Captain  Reid's  zeal  and  activity  I  am 
indebted  for  the  collection  of  the  fleet  of  boats,  a 
work  to  which  he  brought  great  energy  and  ex- 
perience^ His  services  are  elsewhere  honorably 
mentioned  both  by  Captain  Sotheby  and  Colonel 
Rowcroft. 

22.  I  have  in  other  communications  had  the 
pleasure  of  bringiog  to  the  notice  of  his  Lord* 
ship  the  names  of  those  offioera  who  distin- 
guished themselves  in  the  various  actions  which 
took  place  in  the  course  of  this  operation,  but  I 
must  again  do  myself  the  pleasure  of  mentioning 
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the  name  of  Captain  Sothebj,  Bojal  Navy,  who 
was  entrusted  with  the  difficult  and  responsible 
duty  of  escorting  the  fleet  up  the  river,  a  duty 
which  he  achieved  in  the  most  successful  mannep. 
I  would  also  b^  to  acknowledge  the  services  of 
the  naval  brigade  in  the  construction  of  the 
bridge.  It  was  principally  through  their  agency 
that  the  work  was  completed  so  soon.  I  am  like- 
wise desirous  of  acknowledging  the  services  of 
Captain  Williamson  of  the  Jumna  steamer.  She 
has  thus  far  proved  the  navigability  of  the  river, 
and  she  rendered  good  service  in  the  attack  on 
Chandeepore. 

23.  I  also  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  his 
Lordship  the  services  of  my  Military  Secre- 
tary, lieutenant  Mc  Andrew.  His  exertions 
to  complete  the  success  of  my  plans  have  been 
indefatigable.  I  have  had  at  times  to  employ  him 
out  of  the  sphere  of  his  duties,  and  have  sdways 
found  him  most  valuable  from  the  very  commence- 
ment oi  the  campaign.

Campy  Phoolpoor, 
Sir,  February  24,  1 858. 

IN  reporting  for  the  information  of  Brigadier- 
General  MacGregor  the  completion  last  night  of 
the  bridge  over  the  Gogra,  I  beg  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  following  circumstances  attending 
a  work,  which,  though  not  very  symmetrical,  will 
I  trust  prove  well  adapted  to  the  object  in  view, 
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namely,  the  transferring  of  the  naval  hrigade, 
under  Colonel  Ro^croft,  from  the  right  to  the  left 
bank,  and  the  advance  of  his  Highness  the  Maha- 
rajah's force,  with  guns  and  baggage,  into  Oude. 

2.  Afler  the  occupation  of  the  village  of  Now- 
rainee  on  the  night  of  the  19  th  instant,  and  the 
combat  of  Phoolpoor  the  following  evening,  the 
fleet  of  boats  which  had  been  so  skilfully  con- 
ducted up  the  stream  from  Deoree  Burhul  by 
Captain  Reid,  37th  Native  Infantry,  were  enabled 
to  take  up  their  position  near  the  village  of  Phool- 
poor, which  I  had  already  selected  with  the 
Creneral's  approval  as  the  most  convenient  site  for 
the  bridge.  , 

3.  The  boats  were  numerous  and  of  a  very  con- 
venient size  for  manoeuvring,  viz.,  from  300  to  400 
manuds  burthen ;  they  were  well  equipped,  and 
each  provided  with  a  strong  platform,  which 
Captain  Beid  had  seen  to,  during  his  stay  at  Deoree 
Burhul. 

4  The  superstructure  for  the  roadway,  with 
anchors,  cables  and  gear  of  all  kinds,  being  previ- 
ously prepared,  it  merely  required  an  exertion  in 
placing  the  boats,  fixing  the  material  of  the  road- 
way, cutting  ghauts  to  lead  down  to  the  river, 
with  roads  of  approach  on  either  bank,  to  establish 
quickly  the  communication  between  Gk)ruokpoor 
and  Oude. 

5.  The  first  boat  was  anchored  a  little  before 
noon  on  the  21st  instant,  and  the  bridge  reported 
open  at  midnight  on  the  23rd  instant,  thus  occu- 
pying two  and  a  half  days  in  construction. 

6.  49  boats  were  anchored  in  a  stream  of  300 
yards  in  width,  and  running  at  5  miles  an  hour. 
The  bottom  on  the  right  bank  being  hard  kimker 
rock,  difficulty  was  found  in  getting  the  anchors 
to  hold,  but  some  of  the  naval  brigade  coming  to 
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my  aici,  all  boats  were  in  position  the'  aeoond 
evening. 

7.  To  secure  the  bridge  against  the  efiects  of 
high  winds,  and  overcome  difficulties  of  the  car- 
rent  and  bottom,  several  iron  anchors  passed  up 
stream,  and  strong  guy  ropes  from  either  shore,  as 
well  asfiT>m  the  steamer  (which  had  been  anchored 
in  the  middle  of  the  stream  for  the  purpose),  to 
difierent  points  of  the  bridga 

8.  The  approach  on  the  left  bank  lay  over  alter- 
nating loose  and  hard  sand  for  about  half  a  mile, 
and  the  road  had  to  undergo  a  certain  amount  of 
preparation,  in  addition  to  cutting  the  ghaut  lead- 
ing down  from  the  plain  on  which  the  camp  was 
pitched. 

9.  On  the  right  bank  there  was  a  little  more 
work,  the  road  having  to  be  made  for  a  mile  or 
more,  but  the  ground  being  stiff  day,  no  difficulty 
was  found  in  making  a  practicable  road. 

10.  The  valuable  services  of  Oaptain  Reid  are 
well  known  to  the  Brigadier-General,  and  there- 
fore need  no  comment  firom  me,  but  I  would  beg 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Brigadier -General 
the  very  valuable  aid  I  have  had  from  Lieutenant 
Gamault,  of  the  engineers,  and  Lieutenant  itfylne, 
of  the  artilleiy .  Their  labor  has  been  unremitting 
both  night  and  day  in  bringing  the  work  to  a 
satis&ctory  conclusion. 

11.  The  Clashees,  plslced  at  my  disposal  by  his 
Highness  the  Maharajah, ,  have  rendered  the  most 
efficient  aid  in  keeping  the  communications  perfect 
by  a  supply  of  jhowa  when  needed,  and  Colonel 
Lal\  Sing  has  been  indefatigable  in  directing  their 
labor.

I  BEIG  that  you  will  acquaint  his  Excellency 
the  Commander-in-Chief  that  I  had  an  affidr  with 
a  body  of  about  300  rebels  at  a  villa^  caUed 
Jalimpore  7  miles  hence^  just  across  tiie  Shah 
Ghirh  fixjntier. 

2.  The  enemy  weiB  quite  unaware  of  my 
approach  till  I  was  within  a  mile  of  them ;  they 
posted  themselves  in  a  village,  with  a  densely 
wooded  hiU  in  their  rear. 

3.  They  opened  fire  on  me  with  Zumbooruka^ 
but  after  a  few  rounds  from  my  guns,  and  seeing 
the  infantry  approach  to  storm  the  hill-side,  they 
retired  deliberately  into  the  jungle. 

4.  The  head-quarters  of  the  31st  Native  In- 
fantry, under  Major  Hampton,  and  150  of  the 
Hydrabad  Contingent  Infantry,  under  Captain 
Hare,  in  skirmishing  order,  ran  them  through  the 
jungle  and  on  the  hills,  until  they  were  totally 
dispersed  and  had  lost  their  zumbooruks  and 
plunder,  together  with  their  two  loads  of  gun- 
powder. Some  of  the  enemy  were  killed  and  our 
loss  nothing. 

5.  By  order  of  Major-Gkneral  Sir  H.  Rose, 
K.C  B.,  I  am  now  going  to  make  a  feint  on  Shah- 
gurh  and  await  further  orders  at  Bamoie,  the 
fourth  march  on  the  Calpee  road  from  Saugor.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  infer, 
mation  of  the  Bight  Honorable  the  Governor- 
General,  that  when  on  the  line  of  march,  on  the 
26th  ultimo,  from  Mobarukpoor  to  Ukberpoor,  at 
as  Maharajah  Jung  Bahadoor  and  myself  were 
proceeding  along  the  road,  we  were  informed  that 
at  a  fort  near  at  hand,  some  40  rebels  were  there. 

2.  The  Maharajah  remarked  that  they  might 
rob  the  carts,  and  sent  some  of  his  body  guard  to 
see  what  they  were.  They  rode  up  to  the  place 
and  completely  surprised  them,  and  actually  got 
into  the  place.  The  men  inside  proposed  submit- 
sioD,  and  said  they  would  lay  down  their  arms  in 
two  ghurries  (about  forty  minutes)  if  allowed  that 
time  to  prepare.  Unaccountably  the  Goorkahs 
fell  into  the  trap,  and  left  the  place  for  that  time, 
and  on  their  return,  reinforced  by  three  compar 
nies,  they  were  fired  on,  and  several  were  killed 
and  wounded. 

3.  The  news  of  this  reached  us  immediately 
after  our  arrival  in  camp,  and  the  Maharajah  first 
despatched  his  brothers,  and  subsequently  in  my 
company  went  himself  back  to  the  place,  about 
six  miles. 

4.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inclose  the  reports  of 
the  officers  in  charge  of  brigades  present,  as  well 
as  that  of  Lieutenant  Sankey,  Madras  Engineers, 
which  will  put  his  Lordship  in  possession  of  the 
style  of  place  and  the  manner  of  its  capture. 
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5.  Previous  to  the  arrival  of  the  Maharajah, 
though  I  believe  arrangements  for  an  assault  were 
made  by  Generals  lUnoodeep  Singh  and  Dere 
Shumshere,  yet  no  progress  had  actually  been 
made.  The  arrival  of  his  Highness  gave  a  sput 
to  the  whole  body.  He  immediately  directed  an 
assault,  caused  the  bugles  to  be  soUnded,  and  in 
an  hour  after  his  s^rrival  I  accompanied  him  into 
the  place. 

6.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  courage 
and  gallantry  shown  by  the  officers  and  men  en- 
gaged in  tins  little,  but  desperate  afi&ir.  The 
heavy  list  of  casualties  will  show  to  his  Lordship 
the  strength  of  the  defences,  and  the  desperation 
with  which  they  were  held.  It  was  manifest  from 
this  day's  work  that  the  Goorkhas  were  capable 
of  anything  in  the  way  of  an  assault,  when  ani- 
mated by  the  presence  of  .the  Maharajah,  and  I 
was  very  much  pleased  indeed  with  their  demea- 
nour throughout,  for  the  service  was  really  a 
trying  ona 

7.  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  his  Lord- 
ship the  excellent  arrangements  of  Generals 
Runoodeep  Sing,  second  in  command,  and  Dere 
Shumshere,  the  Maharajah's  brothers.  Their  dis- 
positions insured  the  capture  of  the  place,  and 
prevented  the  escape  of  the  enemy. 

8.  Brigadier  Sunnuck  Sing  and  Jodh  Adhikaree 
were  on  the  field,  and  greatly  exerted  themselves. 
Captain  Edmonstone  records  the  distinguished 
gallantry  with  which  the  former  led  on  his  men, 
who  bore  the  brunt  of  the  affidr. 

9.  Colonel  Koohun  Sing,  Lall  Sing  and  Eam- 
chunder  Sing  AUie,  as  well  as  Major  Captain 
Balla  Bahadoor  Pandy  and  Rimg  Soor  Bishtee, 
Jugga  Bahadoor  Gaitu,  and  Major  Jungbeer 
Elooner  Banajee  are  also  hoaorably  mentioned. 

10.  The  conspicuous  gallantry  of  Lieutenant 
1858.  6  K 
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Sankey,  Madras  Engmeen,  was  the  admlratioik  of 
every  ona  It  was  by  his  advice  the  gun  ^was 
brought  up  which  breached  the  wall,  and  he  waa 
the  first  man  in  the  fort,  followed  by  the  rifle 
regiment,  with  Captain  Edmonstone.  The  latter 
offioer*s  conduct  was  most  gallant  and  praise- 
worthy. 

11.  I  am  also  indebted  to  Captain  Baring,  the 
senior  officer  present,  in  charge  of  a  brigade,  as 
well  as  to  Captain  Holland  and  Lieutenant  Mylne 
of  the  Artillery,  and  Captain  Lane,  Lieutenant 
Cory,  and  Lieutenant  Garnault,  all  of  whom  ex- 
erted themselves  greatly. 

12.  Captain  Brander,  D^uty  Assistant  Com- 
missary-General, was  on  the  field,  and  opportunely 
set  fire  to  the  village  at  the  only  part  of  the  fort 
where  there  was  no  bamboo  hedge,  thus  prevent- 
ing the  escape  of  the  rebels. 

13.  Dr.  Chalmers's  activity  and  attention  to  the 
wounded  was  most  oonspicuous.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Brigadier-General  Macgregor,  C.B., 
that  on  the  morning  of  the  26th  ultimo,  whilst  on 
the  march  from  Phoolpore  to  Ackberpore,  with 
the  brigade  of  which  I  have  military  charge,  and 
which  is  commanded  by  Brigadier  Jodabeer  ;:  dhi- 
karee,  instructions  were  received  to  detach  a 
party  (strength  as  per  margin*)  for  the  purpose 
of  dislodging  a  body  of  insurgents  entrenched  at 
the  village  of  Berozepore ;  this  I  am  happy  to 
say  was  satisfactorily  effected,  after  a  very  obsti- 
nate defence,  of  which  I  subjoin  the  following 
particulars  : — 

On  arriving  in  £ront  of  the  enemy's  position,  T 
"Was  reinforced  by  a  portion  of  1st  Brigade  (strength 
as  per  marginf)  under  the  military  charge  of 
Captain  Edmonstone,  whose  proceedings  are  an- 
nexed. The  difiiculty  of  our  operations  was  ma- 
terially increased  by  the  enemy's  position  being

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completely  surrounded  by  an  impenetrable  hedge 
of  bamboos,  which  prevented  our  ascertaining  the 
nature  of  the  defences  within.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances, I  deemed  it  expedient  to  suggest  to 
the  General,  Dere  Shimishere,  that  he  should  open 
with  shell  £rom  the  guns  on  the  south  side,  send- 
ing a  regiment  out  on  each  flank  to  prevent  the 
escape 'of  the  enemy.  After  firing  for  some  time, 
and  finding  that  we  made  little  or  no  impression 
on  the  position  from  its  natural  defences,  we  deter- 
mined on  altering  our  tactics,  and  moved  up  3 
guns  to  the  east  side.  I  now  suggested  to  the 
General  the  propriety  of  pushing  the  men  up  to 
the  place  in  extended  order,  under  cover  of  the 
guns,  with  a  view  of  taking  it  by  assault.  This 
plan  was  adopted,  and  at  this  juncture  his  High- 
ness the  Maharajah  Jung  Bahadoor  arriving  on 
the  ground,  his  presence  so  stimulated  the  troops 
that  they  rushed  on  with  a  cheer,  and  succeeded  in 
obtaixiing  a  lodging  in  the  bamboo  fence  and 
trench  within  it.  The  assailing  regiments  finding 
that  they  were  here  unexpectedly  opposed  by  a 
high  wall  and  bastion,  the  necessity  for  bringing 
up  a  gun  to  bear  on  it  became  manifest,  and  ac- 
cordingly, with  great  labour,  a  6-pounder,  from 
Major  Jungbheer  Koohur  Ranajee*s  battery,  was 
dragged  through  the  outer  fence  of  bamboos,  and 
brought  up  to  within  a  few  yards  of  it.  Five 
or  six  rounds  having  effected  a  partial  breach, 
lieutenant  Sankey,  Madras  Engineers,  followed 
by  the  men,  carried  the  place  by  storm ;  it  was 
then  fired.  Nothing  could  exceed  the  gallantry 
of  all  engaged,  the  Goorkhas  charging  with  great 
bravery. 

General  Bamdeep  Sing  and  Dere  Shumshere 
were  most  assiduous  in  carrying  out  all  concerted 
plans.  Brigadier  Jodheer  Adhikaree  behaved 
most  gallantly  throughout,  as  well  as  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Ramchunder  AUie,  commanding  the  Poo- 
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rana  Goomck  Regiment,  and  Major  Captain  Bulla 
Huhadoor  Pandaj,  commanding  the  2nd  company 
of  the  Singenatb  Kegiment.  Captain  Edmonstone 
gallantly  led  the  men  of  the  rifle  regiment  into 
the  entrenchment,  and  also  afforded  me  valuable 
assistance  during  the  day.  I  beg  to  bring  his 
name  ]>rominently  to  the  notice  of  the  Brigadier- 
Qenerai,  as  well  as  that  of  Lieutenant  Sankey, 
Madras  Engineers,  whose  conspicuous  bravery 
elicited  the  admiration  of  all.  To  Captain  Hol- 
land I  am  deeply  indebted  for  the  activity  he  dis 
played,  and  the  excellent  practice  made  by  the 
guns  he  had  charge  of.     I  annex  his  report. 

I  beg  to  bring  the  names  of  Captam  Lane, 
Lieutenant  Corey,  and  Second-Lieutenant  Gar- 
nault,  who  assisted  me  throughout  the  day,  and 
did  good  service '  in  the  entrenchment,  to  the 
Brigadier-GeneraTs  notice,  as  well  as  that  of  Dr. 
Chalmers,  the  only  medi(»I  officer  present,  whose 
activity  in  attendance  on  the  sick,  both  within 
and  without  the  entrenchment,  was  remarkable. 

Ir  conclusion,  T  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  Brigadier-General  all  those  officers  mentioned 
in  the  11th  ]iaragraph  of  Captain  JSdmonstone's 
letter,  and  2nd  paragraph  of  Captain  Hollands.

Camp,  Sultanpore^  March  2,  1858. 
Sib, 

1   HA-VE  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  ac- 
cording to  instructions  received  during  the  line 
of  march  from  Phoolpoor  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
26th  ultimo,  three  gima  of  the  battery  under  my 
charge  were  detached   with  a  portion  of  your 
brigade  to  attack  the  rebels  at  Berozepoor.     On 
arriving  near  that  village,   I  found  the  battery 
attached  to  Brigadier   Sunnuck    Sing's  Brigade, 
under  charge  of  Lieutenant  Mylne ;  aiter  a  short 
consultation^  the  guns  opened  fire  (chiefly  with 
shells)  on  the  south  face  of  a  dense  bamboo  tope, 
in  which  the  rebels  were  said  to  be  posted,  at  a 
distance  of  about  500  yards.  After  a  few  rounds  I 
moved  the  3  guns  under  my  charge  roimd  to  the 
east  face  of  the  tope,  and  opened  fire,  at  about 
200  yards,  at  a  loop-holed  wall,  which  appeared 
about  5  feet  above  the  level  of  the  ground  ;  find- 
ing, however,  after  a  short  time,  that  from  the 
nature  of  the  defences,  our  fire  was  of  little  efFect, 
it  was  resolved  to   carry  the  place  by  assault. 
Accordingly,  after  a  short  pause,  and  as  soon  as  the 
skirmishers  began  to  advance,  I  opened  and  con- 
tinued a  sharp  fire  from  3  guns,  under  cover  of 
which  a  lodgment  was  effected  within  the  outer 
bamboo  endosure  and  difch ;  it  was  then  dis- 
covered that  there  was    an  inner  entrenchment 
and  wall,  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  breach. 
.A  ccordingly,  a  6-pounder  gim  was,  with  great  diffi- 
culty, dragged  through  the  bamboo  fence  and  outer 
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ditch,  to  within  a  few  feet  of  the  iniieT  wall ;  after 
a  few  rounds,  a  breach  was  effected,  through 
^which  the  Goorkhaa,  headed  by  Lieutenant 
Sankej,  Madras  Engineers,  poured  in,  and  carried 
the  place.  Immediately  after  the  first  lodgment, 
I  distribnted  portions  of  port  fire  and  lighted 
slow  match  among  the  Goorkha  riflemen,  to  set 
fire  to  the  houses  and  bamboo  tope  on  the  west 
side;  this  was  done  almost  simultaneously  with 
the  final  assault. 

2.  In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  state  that  I  observed, 
with  the  utmost  satisfaction,  the  precision  of  fire 
of  the  guns  under  Lieutenant  Mylne,  who  makes 
partictOar  mention  of  the  profession^  services  of 
Colonel  Lall  Sing,  and  Captain  Bbyrut  Bahar 
door,  of  the  Nepalese  Artilleiy,  I  also  beg  to 
bring  to  your  favourable  notice,  the  names  of 
Major  Jugheer  Kooner,  and  Captain  Indr  Bheer 
Lama,  of  the  Artillery  under  my  charge.

Captain  Edmonstone  to  Captain  Baring. 

Campy  Huree  Sunree, 
Sir,  February  27,  1 858. 

UNDER  instructions  firom  the  Brigadier- 
General,  conveyed  to  me  by  yourself,  I  have  the 
honor  to  report  for  his  information,  the  circum- 
stances that  came  under  my  notice  in  the  assault 
and  capture  yesterday,  of  the  small  forced  posi- 
tion of  Berozepore,  Jumalpore. 

2.  On  the  line  of  march,  about  6  miles  from 
Akburpore,  at  about  9  A.M.,  a  report  was 
brought  from  the  rear  to  Bngadier  Sunmuk 
Sing,  commanding  the  brigade  of  which  I  am  in 
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militaiy  charge,  that  a  small  body  of  rebeh 
been  discovered  in  a  fortified  position  about  a  mile 
to  the  westward  of  the  road  along  which  we  were 
advancing.  With  my  concurrence,  the  Brigadier 
upon  this  gave  orders  for  3  companies  of  the  rear 
regiment,  the  Kalee  Pershad,  to  be  detached,  if 
possible,  to  capture  or  destroy  the  party,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  regiment  was  halted  at  that  post, 
and  the  rest  of  the  brigade  continued  its  march. 

3.  A  short  time  subsequently,  five  musket  shots 
were  heard  from  the  direction  of  our  right  rear, 
and  immediately  afterwards,  the  brigade  beinv 
distant  about  3  miles  from  Ukburpore,  another 
report  was  brought  from  the  rear  that  the  de- 
tached companies  had  received  a  severe  check, 
and  met  with  considerable  loss.  I  immediately 
directed  that  the  intelligence  should  be  sent  to  the 
Maharajah,  and  galloped  on  myself  to  camp,  to 
report  the  circxmistances  to  the  Brigadier-General. 

4.  Orders  were  then  given  that  1  regiment  and 
2  guns  should  be  sent  back  to  the  assistance  of 
the  Kulee  Pershad,  and  accordingly  I  found  them 
on  my  return  in  position  in  an  open  plain  in  front 
of  a  thick  clump  of  bamboos,  apparently  joining  a 
tope  of  mangoe  trees  to  the  westward,  a  hut  being 
visible  here  and  there  in  both.  Closer  observa- 
tion showed  a  fence  of  dry  bamboos,  under  the 
green  bamboo^  and  this,  confirmed  by  the  report 
of  a  villager  who  had  joined  us,  was  rightly  con- 
jectured to  be  the  enemy's  position,  the  rebels 
within  it  were  said  to  be  from  30  to  40  strong, 
which  also  was  found  to  be  quite  correct. 

5.  Some  delay  here  took  place  in  consultation 
as  to  the  best  mode  of  attack,  during  which  the 
rest  of  the  brigade  came  up,  and,  simultaneously 
with  it,  Generals  Bunodeep  Sing  and  Bere  Shmn- 
shere — ^yourself  joining  us  at  the  same  time,  with, 
I  believe,  1  regiment  and   3    guns.     You  then 
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assnmed  charge  of  the  operation,  bat  as  my  bri- 
gade was  principally  concerned  in  them,  I  con- 
tinue the  report  of  what  came  under  my  own 
observation,  confining  myself,  except  when  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  explanation,  to  the  part  taken 
in  them  by  my  own  brigade. 

6.  About  half-past  1,  p.m.,  a  part  of  the  rifle 
regiment,  the  Kalee  Pershad  regiment,  and  2 
companies  of  ^e  Sooraj  Dall,  with  7  guns,  the 
portion  of  my  brigade  actually  engaged,  the  re- 
mainder being  absent  on  various  guard  duties,  in 
all  about  800  of  all  ranks,  having  been  previously 
placed  in  skirmishing  ord^r  on  either  flajik  of  the 
village,  leaving  a  party  to  protect  the  guns,  they 
(the  guns  of  my  brigade,  nnder  the  direction  of 
Lieutenant  Mylne)  opened  with  round  shot  and 
shrapnell  at  a  distance  of  about  350  yards  from 
the  southern  face  of  the  enemy's  position ;  your 
3  guns  commencing  firing  at  the  same  time  on  my 
right,  about  150  yards  further  back. 

7.  After  a  few  rounds,  it  was  decided  by  the 
Crenerals  above  mentioned,  with  our  concurrence, 
to  move  your  3  guns  to  a  point  about -300 
yards  from  the  enemy's  position,  immediately 
opposite  its  eastern  &ce,  which  was  there  partially 
discernible,  and  in  which  the  villager  whom  I  had 
kept  with  me,  declared  the  entrance  to  he.  The 
flanking  parties  were  then  moved  in  accordance 
with  our  change  of  position,  the  guns  again 
opened,  and  several  rounds  were  fired  as  before, 
the  guns  being  advanced  from  time  to  time,  until 
they  had  attained  to  a  distance  of  about  200 
jards  from  the  bamboos. 

8.  The  proper  moment  having  arrived,  the 
Generals,  with  our  concurrence,  ordered  the 
assault.  The  troops  of  my  brigade,  stationed  as 
above,  having  advanced  on  all  aides,  as  the  guns 
moved  on,  were  then  closed  up  on  their  respeo- 
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tiye  alignements,  and  the  2  companies  of  the  Sooraj 
Dall  being  kept  slightly  in  the  rear  as  a  supporfe, 
the  bugles  for  the  advaaoe  sounded.  The  whole 
then  advanced  with  a  rash,  loudly  cheering.  I 
stationed  myself  with  the  portion  of  the  rifles  in 
the  centre,  and  on  arriving  at  the  bamboos,  I  saw 
immediately  the  great  strength  of  the  positioin. 
It  was  a  small  enclosure,  barely  30  yards  aquare^ 
with  high  loop-holed  waUs,  surrounded  by  a  tlu<^ 
fence  of  green  bamboos,  rendered  completely  im- 
pervious by  a  screen  of  dry  bamboos  at  its.  baae, 
strongly  fixed  in  the  ground,  on  either  side  of 
which  was  a  broad,  deep  ditch. 

9.  I  went  round  three  sides  of  the  fortification, 
for  it  was  nothing  less,  and  although  I  found  the 
men  most  eager  to  get  in,  to  do  so  at  these  points 
was  impossible.  I  then  returned  to  the  eastern 
face,  and  found  the  men  crowding  into  the  inner 
ditch,  having,  with  the  greatest  difficulty  forced 
their  way  in  single  file  through  the  bamboos,  ex- 
posed to  a  galling  fire  from  the  loop-holes,  from 
which  they  were  suffering  severely. 

10.  The  only  approach  to  the  place,  that  men- 
tioned by  the  villager,  was  at  last  discovered  ;  at 
this  spot  a  gun  was  then  forced  with  great  labour 
into  a  position  within  ten  or  twelve  yards  of  the 
wall ;  another,  a  12-pounder,  belonging  to  my  bri- 
gade, under  the*  immediate  direction  of  Colonel 
Lall  Sing,  and  a  third,  were  placed  at  right  angles 
to  the  first  one,  and  the  cross-fire  thus  produced 
was  attended  with  the  happiest  results.  Lieu- 
tenant Sankey,  of  the  Engineers,  who  had  been  on 
the  ground  the  whole  day,  discovered  a  small 
breach  made  by  the  first  gun  ;  it  ceased  firing,  he 
enlarged  the  opening  with  his  hands  until  it  was 
sufficiently  large  to  admit  his  head  and  shoulders, 
forced  himself  through  it,  and  was  the  first  man 
inside ;  the  gallantly  of  this  act^  which,  as  I  was 
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standing  with  him  close  under  the  wall,  I  was  an 
eye-witness  of,  I  ventuie  to  bring  particularly  to 
the  notice  of  the  Brigadier- General.  I  myself 
immediately  followed  the  two  first  Qoorkhas,  I 
believe,  who  penetrated  into  the  enclosure  by  a 
ladder  which  was  placed  against  the  wall  close  to 
me.  I  believe  they  belong  to  the  Bifies,  but  I  re- 
gret to  say  I  have  been  unable  to  identify  them 
since,  as  they  were  separated  from  me  immedi- 
ately aflerwards  by  the  mob.  Our  men  then 
forced  in,  through  the  breach  by  the  ladder  and 
through  a  narrow  opening,  apparently  the  entrance 
to  the  place,  but  which  only  came  half  way  down 
the  wall,  and  the  enemy  (thirty-one  bodies  were 
subsequently  counted)  were  all,  I  believe,  instantly 
cut  to  pieces.' 

11.  In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  say  that  the 
men  of  my  brigade  engaged,  behaved  admirably 
throughout,  as  did  all  the  Nepalese  officers  under 
my  immediate  observation,  who  carried  out  the 
very  able  directions  of  Geneiuls  Runodeep  Sing 
and  Dere  Shumshere,  with  the  greatest  alacrity ; 
but  I  may  be  permitted  to  particularize  Brigadier 
Sunmuck  Sing  whose  judgment  throughout,  as  well 
as  gallantry  in  leading  lus  men,  was  conspicuous. 
Colonel  Lall  Sing,  commanding  the  battery  at- 
tached to  my  brigade,  a  most  excellent  artillery 
officer,  Colonel  Koolman  Sing,  commanding  the 
Kalee  Pershai  Regiment^  also  displayed  great  gal- 
lantry, and  Major  Captain  Bung  Soor  Bistee,  who 
commanded  the  three  con^panies  of  the  Kalee 
Pershad,  which  were  detached  at  first,  and  suf- 
fered BO  greatly,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hurree 
Bukt,  commanding  the  Bifles^  and  Major  Captain 
Jugga  Bahadoor  Outtee,  who  commanded  the  two 
companies  of  the  Sooraj  Dall  engaged,  are  also 
meritorioiis  officers.  Lieutenant  Mylne  rendered 
great  service  in  directing  the  operations  of  the 
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artillery.    Annexed  is  a  numeric  list  of  the  casual- 
ties in  the  several  regiments  in  mj  brigade.

Lieutenant  JR.  JFL  Sanket/y  Madras  Engineers^  on 
special  duty,  to  Captain  MacAndrew,  Military 
Secretary, 

Sib,  February  27,  1858.- 

HAVING  been  requested  by  Brigadier-General 
Macgregor  to  report  on  the  small  Gurree  which 
was  captured  yesterday  by  the  Maharajah's  troops, 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  foUowing  concise 
description  of  the  works,  with  a  sketch  plan,  illus- 
trating the  subject  as  far  as  my  limited  time  will 
permit. 

2.  Viewed  from  the  outside,  nothing  very  sus- 
picious or  formidable  was  discoverable  about  the 
place.    It  had  all  the  appearance  of  an  ordinary 
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chimp  of  bamboos  at  the  comer  of  a  village,  which 
latter,  like  aU  inhabited  places  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  was  very  well  screened  in  foliage.  Some 
newly-planted  bamboo  slips,  eight  to  ten  feet  high, 
all  round  the  clump  above  mentioned,  alone  marked 
the  place  as  differing  from  others,  and  on  another 
occasion  would  be  sufficient  warning  to  induce 
caution  in  approaching  what  proved  a  very  hedge- 
hog of  fortification. 

3.  The  fort  itself  was  a  complete  well  surrounded 
by  a  ditch,  more  or  less  formidable  ;  this  again  by 
a  belt  of  high  bamboos,  which  was  succeeded  by 
another  ^itch  some  ten  or  twelve  feet  deep  j  the 
row  of  bamboo  slips  above  mentioned  being  planted 
on  the  immediate  lip  of  the  counterscarp  of  the 
latter. 

4.  The  works  were  quite  new  as  indicated  by 
the  steps  left  by  the  workpeople,  as  well  as  their 
being  partially  imfinished  ;  they  were  situated  on 
the  south-east  comer  of  the  village.  A  well,  in- 
closed by  the  outer  line  of  ditch  (within  a  sort  of 
demi  lune),  lay  on  the  east,  and  a  pond  not  in- 
cluded in  the  works  on  the  north.  The  only  im- 
mediate entrance  on  the  Gurree  was  on  the  pond 
side,  the  approach  of  it  leading  round  the  north- 
east bastion,  and,  curving  round  in  a  narrow  thorny 
path,  led  out  at  the  east  of  the  well.  Nothing 
could  be  more  difficult  of  approach,  every  portion 
bristling  with  thorns,  and  intercepted  by  ditches 
and  banks. 

5.  The  mud  ramparts  of  the  fort  were  fifteen 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  ground,  the  upper  por- 
tion, for  about  seven  feet  in  height,  consisting  of  a 
thin  mud  wall,  was  loop-holed  in  every  direction  ; 
the  lower  part,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  section  in 
the  sketch,  being  from  ten  to  twelve  feet  thick, 
and  furnishing  a  banquette  for  the  defenders. 

6.  In  plan  the  fort  was  some  sixty  feet  square 
with  circular  bastions  at  the  angles,  the  banquett 
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on  all  sides  ten  feet  wide^  Having  forty  feet  square 
for  the  enceinte,  within  which  the  defenders  could 
retire  when  the  fire  became  too  hot  and  where 
were  two  thatched  sheds.  No  steps  led  to  the 
banquette,  a  common  bamboo  ladder  being  the  only 
means  of  communication  between  it  and  the  ground 
floor;  when  once,  therefore,  the  defenders  w^ere 
driven  firom  the  upper  works  they  were  caught  in. 
a  trap,  from  which  it  was  impossible  to  extricate 
themselves. 

7.  It  would  be  premature  for  me  to  expirees 
any  very  decided  opinion  as  to  the  mode  of  attack- 
ing such  forts  from  this  smgle  example,  but  two 
facts  are  apparent,  first,  that  in  cases  where  all 
openings  are  closed  by  bamboos  and  thorns,  such 
must  be  got  rid  of  by  ^e,  or  by  being  cut  down  ; 
and,  second,  the  upper  portion  of  the  parapet 
which  screens  the  defenders,  must  be  destroyed  by 
firing  shot  or  shell  against  it  with  low  charges. 
Hand  grenades,  two  or  three  scaling  ladders^  with 
half  a  dozen  shovels  (fowrahs)  and  pickaxes,  with 
perhaps  a  small  number  of  sand  bags  should,  in  all 
cases,  accompany  the  attacking  party.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  that  the  move- 
able column  under  my  command  (consisting  of 
detachments  of  corps  as  per  margin)*  arrived  at 
the  village  of  Dhana,  at  8  o'clock  this  morning. 

*  Artillery,  Madras,  1  12-pounder  howitzer,  1  6-pounder 
gun.  Cavalry,  8th  Irregulars,  70.  Infantry,  Her  Majesty's 
80th  Regiment,  244  ;  17th  Madras  Native  Infantry,  257. 
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3.  On  my  amval  I  heard  that  the  enemy  was 
posted  in  force  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Jiunna 
at  ihe  village  of  Serowlee,  whence  they  had  been 
firing  on  the  village  of  Bhana  since  daylight. 

3.  On  leconnoitijng  their  position  I  found  that 
the  heights  and  ravines  leading  from  the  town 
^were  strongly  lined  with  skirmishers,  parties  of 
"^hom  were  iJso  posted  in  viUages  on  their  flanks. 
A  number  of  boats  lay  in  the  river  immediately 
under  the  town. 

4.  I  advanced  the  guns  imder  a  strong  escort, 
and  extended  2  companies  of  the  80th  Eegiment, 
under  Brevet-Major  Miller,  to  skirmish  to  our 
right  and  centre,  a  company  of  the  17th  Madras 
^tive  Infantry,  skirmishing  to  ^ur  left;  these 
were  supported  by  two  companies  of  the  17th 
Madras  Native  Infantry,  under  Brevet- Major 
Gill,  of  that  regiment ;  my  reserve,  under  Captain 
the  Honorable  J.  H.  Browne,  80th  Kegiment,  I 
left  close  to  the  village  of  Dhana. 

5.  On  reaching  the  river's  bank  the  skirmishers 
opened  fire,  and  the  guns,  under  Captain  and 
Honorary  Lieutenant-Colonel  Cadell,  Madras 
Artillery,  getting  into  position,  shelled  the  town 
of  Serowlee,  with  considerable  effect,  setting  fire 
to  part  of  it. 

0,  The  enemy  opened  with  a  heavy  fire  of 
gfngalls  and  musketry,  which,  however,  the  long 
range  of  the  rifles  of  the  80th  Begiment  soon 
checked,  though  they  continued  a  dropping  fire 
during  the  rest  of  the  morning. 

7.  Not  being  able  to  procure  boats  to  effect  the 
passage  of  the  river,  I  withdrew  to  my  position  at 
Dhana,  at  10  A.U. 

8.  From  information  gathered,  I  reckon  the 
enemy's  force  at  about  1000  men,  including  a 
party  of  cavalry,  which  were  distinctly  seen  riding 
off  at  speed.    I  am  unable  to  form  an  estimate  of 
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their  loss ;  but  it  mnst  haye  been  heavy ;  oxx  oor

IN  forwarding,  for  the  information  of  the  Right 
Honorable  the  Governor-General,  the  report  of 
Captain  Plowden,  the  British  officer  in  military 
charge  of  the  advanced  division  of  Maharajah 
Jung  Bahadoor^s  army,  under  General  Kurruk 
Bahadoor^  of  an  action  which  took  place  on  the 

1868.  6  L 
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dth  instant,  at  the  Kandoo  Nnddee,  between  t1i& 
division  and  the  rebel  Nazim  Mendee  Hoossein, 
resulting  in  the  captore  of  the  enemy's  only  gan, 
and  the  loss  to  him  of  nearly  600  killed,  with 
casualties  to  the  extent  only  of  1  killed  and  16 
wounded  on  our  part,  I  have  the  honor  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  his  Lordship  in  Council  the 
extreme  gallantry  and  good  conduct  of  the  officers 
and  men  engaged. 

2.  I  would  particularly  bring  to  the  notice  of 
his  Lordship  the  coolness  and  good  manage- 
ment of  General  Kurruk  Bahadoor,  who,  in 
most  difficult  ground,  so  admirably  disposed  his 
troops  as  to  secure  the  splendid  result  above- 
mentioned  To  Brigadier  Run  Sing  and  Junga 
Doje  my  best  thanks  are  due,  and  they  will  doubt- 
less merit  the  approbation  of  Government. 

3.  Colonels  Luckmun  Goonung,  Teela  Bickram 
Sing  Tappah,  Beemul  Alie  Jusdeen  Sing,  Purti- 
mur  Koer  Kanajee,  Sri  Krishen  Sohoy,  and  Soorat 
Tappah,  are  favorably  mentioned  by  Captain 
Plowden,  as  well  as  Major-Captains  Runojal 
Sing  Tappah,  Soojun  Singh,  and  Meerwan  Singh, 
all  of  whom  rendered  active  and  excellent  ser- 
vice. 

4.  Captain  Plowden,  who  mentions  the  name  of 
Lieutenant  Aiteram  Bishtah,  for  his  distinguished 
gallantry,  he  having  cut  down  5  of  the  enemy. 

5.  My  best  thanks  are  due  to  Captain  Plowden, 
for  the  sound  and  judicious  advice  which  he  gave 
regarding  the  disposition  of  the  troops,  as  well  as 
to  Captain- Lane,  in  military  charge  of  Brigadier 
Junga  Doje's  brigade,  and  to  Lieutenants  Francis, 
Gibb,  Bo^e,  San^ey,  and  Foote,  attached  to  the 
force,  as  also  to  Lieutensint  Owen,  late  19th  Nar 
tive  Lifantry,  who  volunteered  his  services. 

6.    The    medical    officers,    namely,    Surgeons

^  ^  HA  YE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Brigadier-General  MacGregor,  C.B.,  par- 
ticulars of  an  action  in  which  the  advanced  divi- 
sion of  the  Goorkha  force  under  my  military 
charge,  was  engaged,  on  the  5th  instant,  against 
a  force  of  the  enemy,  amounting  to  4000  men, 
under  the  command  of  Nazim  Mehndee  Hoossein, 
which  resulted  in  a  loss  to  the  rebels  of  nearly  600 
killed,  and  the  capture  of  1  gun,  whilst  the  casual- 
ties on  our  side  were  1  killed  and  16  wounded,  2 
of  the  latter  having  since  died. 

2.  Having  received  information  that  the  rebels 
had  taken  up  a  strong  position  on  the  Kandoo 
^uddee,  and  nad  erected  a  battery  by  the  side  of 
the  bridge  on  the  Lucknow  road,  for  the  purpose 
of  disputing  our  passage;  moreover,  that  they 
had  advanced  across  the  bridge,  I  proposed  a  plan 
of  attack,  which  was  approved  of  by  General 
Kurruck  Bahadoor,  and  successfully  carried  out. 

3.  The  division,  consisting  of  the  strength  as 
per  margin,*    advanced  in  quarter  distance  co- 

*    13  guns,  7  Regiments  of  Infantry;  aggregate  force, 
3,800.

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lonms,  at  deploying  distaacea^,  5  regiments,  foim- 
ing  the  first  line,  and  2  on  either  flanks  as  a 
reserve. 

4.  On  viewing  the  enemy,  who  was  posted  in 
detached  parties  extending  from  our  left  to  right 
front,  I  halted  the  columns  and  deployed  into  line. 
I  was  much  deceived  as  to  the  nature  of  the  grotind 
hetween  us  and  the  enemy  ;  what  at  first  appeared 
to  he  level,  with  a  few  fields  of  cultivation  in  front 
of  the  Right  Brigade,  afterwards  proved  to  be  deep 
ravines,  with  bush  jungle,  though  the  ground  in 
front  of  the  left  brigade  was  a  p^ain  &cing  the 
enemy's  battery.     At  this  point  our  guns  opened ; 
after  a  few  rounds  from  the  right,  or  Brigadier 
Bun  Singh  Bahadoor*s  Brigade,  which  caua^  the 
enemy  in  front  to  retire  into  the  ravines,   the 
advance  was  sounded.     The  Bight  Brigade  bad 
scarcely  advanced  fifty  yards,  when  the  enemy 
opened  a  sharp  fire  of  musketry  from  a  jungle  on 
our  right  front;   presuming  he  was  in  greatest 
force  in  that  direction,  I  requested  Brigadier  Ran 
Sing  Bahadoor  to  make  ^  oblique  movement  in 
that  direction,  which  at  once  brought  him  in  con- 
tact with  the  rebels.   The  brigade  rushed  gallantly 
into  the  jungle  with  a  loud  cheer,  formed  a  line  of 
skirmishers,  and  forced  the  rebels  to  make  a  rapid 
retreat.     The  Goorkhas  were  quite  at  home  in 
this  mode  of  warfare ;  their  pursuit  was  so  rapid 
through  the  ravines  that  numbers  of  the  rebels 
were  very  soon  overtaken,  shot,  and  cut  down. 
Many  instances  of  individual  bravery  on  the  part 
of  the  Ck>orkhas  were  brought  to  my  notice  ;  there 
were  several  who  each  cut  down  three  or  four  of 
the  enemy.     The  pursuit  was  followed  up  for  two 
miles,  when  the  enemy  having  disappeared  throagh 
a  thick  jungle,  the  '*  assembly  *'  was  sounded,  and 
we  formed  our  camp  on  the  Nuddee. 

5.  The  part  taken  in  the  engagement  by  thekft 
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or  Brigadier  Junga  Doje's  Brigade,  un'-Jer  tbe 
militaiy  cLarge  of  Captom  Lane,  is  described  by 
that  officer,  in  a  letter  to  mj  address,  which, 
together  with  one  from  lieutenant  Gibb,  in  charge 
of  the  batteries  of  the  division,  are  herewith 
annexed. 

6.  I  have  now  the  pleasure  to  recor^  the  meri- 
torious services  of  the  Nepalese  officers.  Qeneral 
Kurruck  Bahadoor  displayed  great  coolness  and  a 
generous  confidence  in  mj  advice.  Brigadier  Run 
Singh  Bahadoor,  a  smart  and  intelligent  officer, 
led  his  brigade  with  great  coolness  and  spirit,  ablj 
assisted  by  the  following  colonels  of  regiments  : — 
Luckmun  Goonung  Kalee,  Bahadoor  Regiment ; 
Teela  Bickram  Singh  Tappah,  Soodroo  Doje  Regi- 
ment; Beemul  Alie,  Nia  Goonuck  Regiment ;  and 
Captain  Major  Runojal  Sing  Tappah,  Commanding 
Nursing  Dull  Raiment;  also  Colonel  Jusdeer 
Sing,  and  Major  Soojun  Sing,  commanding  bat- 
teries. Captain  Lane  brings  to  my  notice  the 
services  of  Brigadier  Junga  Doje,  and  the  follow- 
ing colonels  commanding  regiments  in  his  brigade, 
viz. : — Colonels  Purtimur  Koer  Ranajee,  Simath

7.  My  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  British  officers 
attached  to  the  division,  for  the  ready  assistance  I 
received  from  all  in  the  field,  and  have  great  plea- 
sure in  submitting  their  names  for  favourable 
notice,  viz.  : — Captain  Lane,  in  charge  of  Brigadier 
Junga  Doje's  Brigade  ;  Lieutenants  Francis,  Gibb, 
in  charge  of  the  biatteries  of  the  division,  Robert- 
son. Bogle,  who,  though  attached  to  the  rear 
division,  joined  lieutenant  GibVs  batteries  ;  Lieu-

tenants  Owen,  late  19th  R^ment  Native  Infietzi 
and  Sankey,  Madras  Engineers ;  and  Lieuten&nt 
Foote,  attached  to  the  advanced  regiments  o£  tJie 
Right  Brigade ;  Surgeons  McClelland,  Morton, 
and  Assistant-Surgeons  Tlay&ir  and  Gee,  "were 
unremitting  in  their  attention  to  the  wounded, 
both  in  the  field  and  subsequently.

gathered,  has  been  of  great  service. 

9.  Brigadier  Rim  Sing  Bahadoor  has  brought  to 
my  notice  the  gallant  conduct  of  Lieutenant  Alte- 
ram Bishtah,  of  the  Roodroo  Doje  Regiment,  who 
cut  down  ^ye  of  the  enemy. 

10.  Lieutenant  Gibb  mentions  for  favourable 
notice  the  names  of  Serjeants  Hone  and  King^ 
Bengal  Artillery.

Camp  Hydengurhy  March  1858. 
Sir, 

I  HA  YE  the  honor  to  furnish  the  following 
report  of  the  part  taken  by  the  brigade  under 
the  command  of  Brigadier  Junga  Doje,  to 
which  I  am  attached  in  military  charge,  during 
the  action  with  the  enemy  on  the  morning  of  the 
5th  instant. 

After  passing    Mussafir    Elhand,    about    one 
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mile  and  a  half^  on  emerging  from  some  mangoe 
groves  upon  an  open  plain,  we  peroeived  the 
enemy  in  our  front  occupying  the  banks  of  the 
Kandoo  Nullah.  The  brigade  was  formed  into 
liney  and  the  guns  advancing  opened  fire  on  the 
enemy,  which  was  replied  to  by  one  gun  in  posi- 
tion on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Nullah,  and  a 
smart  fire  of  matchlock  men  posted  amongst  the 
ravines  on  this  side.  The  gun  was  soon  sHenced 
by  the  excellent  practice  of  our  guns,  under  the 
immediate  superintendence  of  Lieutenant  Gibb. 
The  order  for  the  general  advance  of  the  brigade 
was  then  given,  one  regiment  being  told  off  to 
remain  in  support  of  the  guns,  the  brigade  taking 
ground  to  the  left,  slightly  turned  the  enemy's 
flank,  and  advancing  rapidly  across  some  open 
ground  under  a  heavy  fire,  at  once  became 
engaged  with  the  enemy  among  the  ravines  ;  from 
these  they  were  soon  driven  with  considerable 
loss  across  the  Ntdlah  into  the  heavy  jungle  on 
the  opposite  bank,  and  closely  pursued  by  our 
men,  were  shot  and  cut  down  in  large  numbers. 

General  Kurruck  Bahadoor  seeing  the  enemy 
in  full  flight,  keeping  two  companies  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  guns,  granted  permission  to  the 
remainder  of  the  regiment  in  reserve  to  join  in 
the  pursuit. 

The  pursuit  was  continued  for  some  distance, 
when  the  men  becoming  much  scattered  from  the 
denseness  of  the  jungle,  I  deemed  it  expedient  to 
advise  the  recall  being  sounded 

The  troops  returning  to  the  bridge  on  the  Luck- 
now  road,  took  possession  of  the  gun. 

I  beg  to  recoil  the  services  of  Brigadier  Junga 
Doje,  of  Colonel  Purtimur  Koer  Ranajee,  Com- 
manding the  Simath  Regiment,  of  Colonel  Sri 
Krishen  Sohoy,  of  the  Junganath  Regiment,  of 
'  Colonel  Soorut  Tappah,  of  the  Shum^ere  Dull

Begiment.  I  am  desirous  that  their  conduct,  as 
well  as  that  of  all  the  offioeis  and  men  under 
them,  should  be  brought  to  the  favourable  notice 
of  His  Highness  the  Maharajah. 

I  especially  wish  to  mention  the  zeal  "with 
which  Captain  Meerwan  %ng  of  the  Jungaoath 
Begiment  led  his  men  to  the  attack. 

Lieutenents  Francis  and  Qibb,  each  in  their 
own  department  afforded  me  eyeiy  assistance,  as 
did  also  Lieutenant  Sankey,  of  the  Madras  Engi- 
neers. 

My  acknowledgements  are  also  due  to  Lieutenant 
Owen,  of  the  late  19th  N.  I.  who  kindly  volun- 
teered his  services,  and  rendered  me  valuable 
assistance. 

Lieutenant  Bogle,  of  the  Bengal  Artil  ezy^  who 
arrived  from  the  Head  Qnarter's  Camp  during  the 
engagement,  did  good  service 

Doctors  Morton  and  Playfair  were  in  constant 
attendance  on  the  brigade,  and  all  their  anange- 
ments  met  with  my  entire  approbation. 

Before  concluding,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the 
favourable  notice  of  the  Brigadier  Gk^eral,  the 
good  conduct  of  Serjeants  Hone  and  King, 
attached  to  the  guns  of  the  brigade,  especially 
that  of  the  former,  through  whose  excellent  prae- 
tice  the  enemy's  gun  was  so  speedily  silenoed. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  notwithstanding  the 
heaviness  of  the  enemy's  fire,  not  a  single  casualty 
occurred  in  the  brigade.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  infonoa- 
tion  of  fingadier-GenenJ  Maogregor  C.B.,  the  pro^ 
ceeding  of  the  Kepalese  Light  Field  Batteries 
(strength  as  per  mai;^)*  engaged  in  the  action  of 
yesteTdaj,  at  the  Kandoo  Nuddee. 

The  batteries  formed  up  in  line  in  the  centre,  at 
1000  yards,  and  came  into  action  at  a  range 
of  about  800  jards  from  the  enemy's  position. 
AHer  a  few  rounds  of  round  shot  and  shrapnell, 
the  enemy's  only  gun  was  silenced,  after  which 
the  infantry  advanced  rapidly. 

Previously  to  the  infantiy  advancing,  4  guns, 
under  Colonel  Jusdeer  Sing,  moved  off  to  tht 
right  flank ;  owing  to  a  deep  dry  nullah,  a  little 
in  front  of  the  centre  guns,  they  could  not  be 
advanced  further. 

I  hope  you  will  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Bri- 
gadier-General the  efficient  services  of  Colonel 
Jusdeer  Sing,  and  Major  Loojun  Sing,  command* 
ing  batteries,  and  of  all  the  officers  and  men  under 
their  respective  commands,  also  the  ready  assistance 
given  to  the  Nepalese  Artillery  by  Lieutenant  A. 
Bogle,  Bengal  Artillery,  and  by  Serjeants  Hone  and 
King,  of  the  Bengal  Artillery,  who  laid  their  guns 
veiy  effectively,  the  former  in  particular,  who,  in 
two  shots  silenced  the  enemy's  gun.

observed  by  vessels  entering  the  port  of  Lisbon. 

In  addition  to  the  necessary  drugs  and  means  of 
purification  and  fumigation,  quick- lime  must  be 
provided  for  coating  such  parts  of  the  vessel  as  are 
not  painted  in  oil,  or  covered  with  a  material  which 
can  be  washed. 

The  Health  Officer  at  Belem  will  point  out  to 
the  masters  of  vessels  undergoing  quarantine,  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  drugs  required  for  the 
necessary  purposes  of  purification. 

The  Health  Officer,  for  the  convenience  of 
masters  of  vessels  subjected  to  a  quarantine  of 
observation,  can  order  the  discharge  of  the  cargoes 
into  the  lazaretto,  or  into  lighters. 

The  quarantine  can  be  prolonged  until  the 
Health  ( officer  shall  consider  the  fumigation  of  the 
vessel  complete. 

The  whiteli^uing  and  other  purification  re- 
quired, will  extend  to  vessels  anchored  off  the 
Custom  House,  but  will  not,  however,  be  allowed 
to  affect  the  discharge  of  cargoes. 

The  quarantine  for  baggage  will  date  from  the 
time  of  its  purification  in  the  lazaretto,  and  the 
cost  of  the  drugs,  &c.,  necessary  for  fumigation 
being  bonte  by  the  owner  of  the  baggage.

IN  continuation  of  mv  previous  communications, 
No.  2133  and  2288,  dated  respectively  the  9th 
and  Idth  instant,  I  am  directed  bv  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief to  transmit,  for  submission  to 
the  Right  Honorable  the  Gfovemor  in  Council, 
the  inclosed  letter  (without  date)  from  Major- 
Oeueral  Sir  Hugh  Rose,  K.C.B.,  CommancUng 
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Central  India  Field  Force,  detailing  his  pi-oceed- 
ings  subsequent  to  the  capture  of  the  Fort  of 
Hathghur  and  action  with  the  insurgents  near  thd 
town  of  Barodia. 

2.  The  operations  of  Sir  Hugh  Bose  in  the 
field,  while  thej  have  the  cordial  approval  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief  will  doubtless  be  most  satis- 
factory to  his  Lordship  in  Council,  as  the  success 
which  has  attended  them  must  have  the  most  be- 
neficial effect  in  tranquillizing  a  district  which  has 
been  so  long  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels. 

3.  The  Lieutenant-General  Commanding-in- 
Chief  has  desired  me  to  submit,  in  the  margin  of 
this  letter,*  the  names  of  the  officers  prominently 
brought  to  notice  by  Sir  Hugh  Bose,  and  to  beg 
that  the  Eight  Honorable  the  Oovernor  in  Coun- 
cil will  be  pleased  to  bring  their  conduct  promi- 
nently to  the  notice  of  the  Honorable  Court  of 
Directors. 

4.  The  Major-Oeneral  will  be  directed  to  con- 
stitute a  Court  of  Liquiry  under  the  provisions  of 
Article  273,  section  39,  of  Jameson's  Code,  with 
the  view  of  ascertaining  if  the  native  officers  and 
men  alluded  to  in  the  13th  and  14th  paragraphs 
of  his  despatch  are  entitled  to  admittance  to  the 
distinction  of  the  Order  of  Merit.

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the  information  of  his  Excellency  the  Gom- 
mander-in-Chief,  that,  after  the  capture  of  Bath- 
ghur,  the  rebels  who  had  retired  from  Chandera- 
poor  to  Barodia,  as  mentioned  in  my  report  of 
the  7th  February,  185B,  concentrated  in  the  latter 
place,  having  been  reinforced  by  such  of  the  ear- 
risen  of  Bathghur  as  had  escaped,  and  by  rebeLi 
firom  Korage  and  other  places  in  Bundleound. 

2.  Barodia,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  Beena, 
is  a  strong  village,  with  a  gurrie  or  small  fort, 
with  dense  jungle  on  each  side,  about  twelve  miles 
from  Bathghur,  on  the  road  tp  Korage,  a  strong 
fort  twenty-nine  miles  to  the  north  of  Saugor. 

8 .  The  object  of  the  rebels  in  concentrating  at 
Barodia  was  to  prevent  or  endanger  any  advance 
to  Saugor,  by  retaking  Bathghur;  or,  by  placing 
themselves  in  my  rear  on  the  road  from  Bhopal  to 
Saugor,  to  cut  o^*,  as  they  had  already  attempted 
to  do,  the  supplies  coming  to  roe  from  tbe  friendly 
States  of  Scindia  and  Bhopal.  It  was  conse- 
quently necessary  to  attack  tne  enemy  and  drive 
them  out  of  Barodia. 

4.  Taking  with  me  the  force  stated  in  the 
margin,*  I  marched,  at  mid-day  on  the  8 1st  ultimo, 
from  Bathghur,  leaving  Brigadier  Stuart,  with 
the  remainder  of  my  force,  to  protect  Bathghur 
and  the  camp. 

5.  I  removed  in  the  order  of  march,  which  I 
always  adopt  when  near  the  rebels,  as  a  precau- 
tion against  their  system  of  surprises ;  that  is,  a 
line  of  flankers  of  Her  Majesty's  14th  Light 
Dragoons  on  each  side  of  the  road,  fifty  yards  in 
front  of  the  leading  file  of  the  advanced  guard, 

*  4  guns  horse  artillery ;  4  guns  Captain  Lightfoot's  bat« 
terj ;  two  Sj-inch  mortars,  with  15  men  of  Captain  Wooll- 
combe's  hatter  J,  under  the  command  of  Li'.'utenant  Strott; 
3  troope  14th  Ijght  Dragoons ;  2  troopa  3rd  Bomhaj  Light 
Cavalry  ;  25  men  JHadras  Sappers  and  Miners ;  drd  European 
Regiment ;  Detachment  Hyderahad  Cootingent  Field  Forc^ 
under  Captain  Hare. 
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which,  with  a  file  of  Irregulars,  has  charge  of  the 
guide ;  another  line  of  Irregular  Cavalry,  150 
yards  in  Echelon,  in  front  of  the  outward  flanks 
of  the  14th ;  and,  should  thick  jungle  horder  the 
road,  a  company  of  infantry,  in  extended  order  on 
each  side  of  it,  to  support  the  flankers  of  the 
14th  and  the  advanced  guard.  By  this  meanrall 
dangerous  ground  is  searched,  surprises  are  almost 
impossible,  and  spies,  lying  concealed  at  a  great 
distance  from  the  road,  are  frequently  seized. 

6.  As  we  approached  Barodia  and  the  river 
Beena,  we  had  very  thick  jungle,  long  grass,  and 
nullahs  on  our  left.  The  flankers  of  the  Irregular, 
suddenly  halting,  reported  that  they  perceived  the 
enemy  in  force,  in  ambuscade  on  our  left.  Being 
with  the  advanced  guard,  which  was  under 
Lieutenant«Colonel  Tumbull,  I  ordered  the  two 
guns  of  his  troops  to  open  their  flre  to  the  left  on 
the  enemy ;  before  they  could  do  so,  the  enemy 
opened  a  mupketry  fire  on  us,  killing  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Tumbull's  horse,  and  keeping  it  up  with 
tenacity,  although  I  reinforced  the  division  of 
Horse  Artillery  with  four  of  Captain  Lightfoot's 
9-pounders,  firing  grape  and  round-shot ;  it  was 
too  close  for  shrapnelL 

7.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Tumbull,  with  the 
Horse- Artillery,  took  ground  to  the  right,  with 
the  view  to  enfilade  the  enemy ;  but  he  could  not 
get  a  slant  at  them.  However,  this  movement 
enabled  him  to  obtain  good  views  of  a  body  of 
rebel  horsemen,  with  a  red  standard,  endeavouring 
to  gain  a  wood  to  our  right  and  outflank  us ;  I 
had  directed  a  charge  of  cavalry  against  them ; 
but  it  could  not  be  executed  in  consequence  of 
the  staff-officer  being  unable  to  find  a  passage 
down  the  high  banks  of  the  Beena ;  two  rounds 
of  spherical  case  burst  amongst  this  batch ;  they 
disappeared. 
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8.  I  had  placed  the  8rd  Europeanfl  in  skir- 
mishing order,  in  front  of  the  flanks  of  their  guns ; 
their  united  fire  diminished,  but  did  not  silence, 
the  fire  of  the  rebels. 

9.  I  therefore  charged  the  rebels  out  of  their 
advanced  position,  with  the  skirmishers  of  the 
8rd  Europeans,  who,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel 
LiddeU,  gallantly  drove  them  out  of  their  own 
treacherous  element,  thick  jungle,  and  twisting 
nullahs,  and  took  possession  of  the  bank  of  the 
river  commanding  the  ford  to  Barodia,  which  now 
first  became  visible ;  the  rebels  had  displayed  so 
much  obstinacy  in  defending  this  position,  in 
order  to  prevent  our  advance  across  tne  Beena  to 
Earodia. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Liddell,  Captain    Neville, 
Royal   Engineers,  Captain   Campbell,  3rd  Buro- 

?eans,    Captain    Bose,    my  Aide-de-Camp,   and 
iieutenant  Macdonald,*  Assistant  Quarter-Mas- 
ter General,  were  conspicuously  in  this  advance. 

I  turned  the  advantage,  gained  by  the.  3rd  Eu- 
ropeans, immediately  to  account;   and  sent  the 
Hyderabad  Lreffular  Qavalry,  supported  by  the 
3rd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry  under  Captain  Forbes, 
to  cross  the  ford,  covered  by  the  skirmishers,  to 
pass  through  the  jungle  to  the  front,  and  fall  on 
the  enemy  in  the  open,  which  I  had  learnt  was 
between  the  jungle  and  Barodia ;  I  followed  with 
4  guns  of  the  Horse  Artillery  and  a  troop  of  Her 
Majesty's  14th  Light  Dragoons  in  support,  under 
Lieutenant-Colonel  TumbuU,  ordering  the  rest 
of  my  force  to  follow,  with  the  exception  of  Cap- 
tain Hare's  Lifantry  and  guns,  whicn  remained  at 
the  ford  to  prevent  the  rear  being  cut  off. 

Captain  Forbes  found  the  enemy's  flanks,  par- 
ticularly their  left,  posted  in  thick  jungle,  their 

*  Lieutenant  Macdonald  was  slightly  woanded,  and  bis 
horse  twice  wounded. 
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centre  in  comparatiyelj  open  groond ;  he  charged 
and  broke  their  centre,  catting  up  30  or  40  of 
them.  The  third  and  a  very  Btrong  position,  the 
village  of  Barodia,  now  came  into  sight ;  Captain 
'Forbes  having  observed  a  body  of  cavalry  retreated 
leisurely  on  it,  attempted  to  cut  them  off,  but  their 
flight,  on  seeing  his  intention,  became  so  rapid, 
that  he  only  succeeded  in  killing  8  or  10  of  them, 
before  they  got  well  under  the  protection  of  their 
fi;iin8  in  position  at  the  village,  and  of  their  match- 
jockmen  posted  in  the  dense  jungle,  which  sur- 
rounded three  sides  of  it,  and  among  the  banks  of 
a  wet  nullah  running  along  their  front. 

Captain  Forbes  mentions,  for  their  conduct  on 
this  occasion,  and  I  beg  to  recommend  to  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Commander-in-Chief,  Subadar  Soojut 
Khan,  for  having  killed  himself  three  of  the  rebels, 
all  of  his  own  caste;  Naik  Himut  Sing,  very 
severely  wounded;  Naik  Bahader  Khan,  and 
trooper  Vass,  also  severely  wounded,  who  at- 
tracted the  notice  of  their  oflBcers  by  engaging, 
singly*  two  or  three  of  the  enemy  at  the  same 
time. 

On  the  day  before,  when  the  camp  was  at- 
tacked, the  same  faithful  Subadar  hindered  the 
advance  of  the  enemy  by  the  able  disposition  of 
his  picket. 

If  his  Excellency  were  pleased  to  obtain  a 
reward  for  these  brave  soldiers,  it  would  have  a 
good  effect  on  their  regiment,  whose  fidelity  and 
courage  have  never  failed. 

Jemadar  Ihmut  Hoosain  Khan,  3rd  Hyderabad 
Cavalry,  was  mortally  wounded  in  courageously 
attacking,  singly,  a  knot  of  the  enemy. 

Captain  Forbes  conducted  the  char^  with  the 
same  gallantry  and  intelligence  which  distinguished 
him  at  Kooshab. 

Although  the  ford  was  a  bad  one,  Lieutenant- 
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Colonel  TurnbuU  took  his  mins  across  it  rapidlr 
in  support  of  the  cavalry,  and  when,  by  the  strengtL 
of  the  enemy's  position,  they  were  compelled  to 
giye  up  the  pursuit,  unlimbered  in  front  of  the 
Tillage,  and  the  enemy's  guns,  and  opened  an 
effective  fire  on  their  position ;  Captain  Lightfoot 
with  the  9- pounder  battery  arrLved  shortly 
afterwards. 

The  enemy  answered  with  guns  and  rockets, 
killing,  at  my  side,  to  my  great  regret,  Captain 
Neville,  of  the  Boyal  Engmeers,  acting  as  my 
Aide-de-Camp.  Knowing  what  excellent  service 
he  had  done  as  an  engineer  officer,  before  Sebas- 
topol,  I  had  brought  him  up  by  forced  marches  to 
assist  in  the  reduction  of  the  forts  in  this  country; 
during  the  action  he  was  most  useful  to  me,  exhi- 
biting to  the  last,  the  courage  and  intelligence 
which  had  obtained  for  him  so  honourable  a  repu- 
tation. 

Driven  from  their  position  by  the  fire  of  our 
guns,  the  enemy  retreated  across  a  wall  and  open 
space  into  the  village  and  junffle.  I  directed 
Captain  Lightfoot  to  correspond  to  this  move- 
ment ;  he  took  ground  to  the  left  with  his  guns, 
and  gave  them,  before  they  reached  cover,  an 
enfilading  and  destructive  fire;  the  5^ -inch 
mortars  threw  shell  into  the  small  fort  of  the 
village  and  jungle  to  which  the  enemy  had 
retired. 

It  was  now  getting  dark,  taking  two  companies 
of  the  drd  Europeans  which  had  just  coma  up,  I 
crossed  the  wet  nullah,  and  bringing  their  right 
shoulders  forward  occupied  the  wall  round  the 
village,  and  surrounded  it  with  the  skirmishers 
and  a  troop  of  the  drd  Light  Cavalry.  Lieii- 
tenant-Colonel  Liddell  afterwards  occupied  it  and 
the  little  fort.  But  the  enemy,  except  a  few 
Valaitee  skirmishers  who  were  killed|  had  fled. to 
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Xoray  thrbngli  the  jungle,  leaving  baggage  mn 
packed,  and  other  signB  of  a  precipitate  retreat. 

It  was  not  at  all  sure  that  mj  camp,  with  the 
siege  artiUerj  and  numerous  stores,  lefb  with  a 
small  force  at  Bathghur  under  Brigadier  Stewart^ 
might  not  be  attacked  during  my  absence,  as  it 
had  been  before.  I,  therefore,  halted  in  the 
village  only  for  a  short  time,  in  order  to  rest  the 
troops,  who  had  been  on  duty  for  the  last  five 
days^  and  marched  back  the  same  night  to 
Bathghur;  they  were  marching  or  engaged 
fifteen  hours. 

The  enemy's  loss  was  severe,  they  themselves 
state  it  to  be  firom  four  to  five  hundred^  which  is 
not  surprising,  as  they  were  exposed  to  well^ 
directed  fire  for  a  length  of  time.  Amunt  Sing, 
their  ablest  military  leader,  and  a  nephew  of 
Fazil  Mahomed  Khan,  were  killed,  and  the  Baja 
of  Banpore  was  wounded. 

The  Yalaitees  and  Puthans  fought  with  their 
accustomed  courage,  several  of  them,  even  when 
dying,  springing  m>m  the  ground  and  inflicting 
mortal  wounds  with  their  broadswords. 

The  good  results  of  the  defeat  of  the  rebels  at 
Barodia  exceeded  my  expectations;  not  onlv 
were  my  communications  with  the  west  and  witn 
Saagor  completely  opened,  but  the  rebels  flying 
from  Barodia  to  Koray,  left  in  their  panic  that 
place,  althought  it  is  a  fort  in  a  strong  position, 
and  Krulassa,  which  is  between  thirty  and  forty 
miles  to  the  north-west  of  Saugor.  Nureeawallee» 
their  fortified  camp,  was  also  abandoned.  All 
these  places,  and  tne  country  about  them,  had 
been  in  their  hands  for  the  last  eight  months. 
The  rebels  also  left  at  Koray  their  guns  which 
they  had  had  at  Barodia. 

The  troops  behaved  at  Barodia  with  discipline 
and  courage,  keeping,  in  very  bad  ground,  their 
formation,  and  ooeying  with  eager  alacrity  any 
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orders  which  brought  them  closer  to  the  enemv. 
The  3rd  Europeans,  although  verj  young,  and 
now  for  the  first  time  in  the  field,  have  qualified 
themselves  for  a  career  of  honour,  and  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Liddell  is  sure  to  lead  the  way. 

I  am  much  obliged    to   Captain  Wood,    mr 
Assistant- Adjutant- General,  and  my  Staff  for  the 
assistance  which  they  gave  me  on  this  occasnm, 
as  well  as  at  Rathgur ;  and  I  ought  to  add  that 
the  officers  of  my  Divisional  Staff,  whose  duties 
are  non-combatant,  still  in  their  zeal  accompany 
me  to  the  field.      Captain  Campbell,   Baggage 
Master,    who    was    hit,    was    very    useful    and 
intelligent  in   conveying  my  orders,  and   Lieu- 
tenant Lyster,  my  interpreter,  of  the  72nd  Begi- 
ment  Bengal  Native  Inrantry,  was  wounded  when 
engaging  the  nephew  of  Mahomed  Faril  Khan, 
whom  he  killed. 

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  list  of  the 
casualties  at  Barodia,  as  also  a  list  of  Sappers  and 
Miners  whom  M^or  Boileau,  Commanding  En- 
gineer, wishes  to  be  mentioned  for  having 
inspected  the  ditch  and  the  breach  of  the  toit  of 
Bathghur.

I  TTAVE  the  honor  to  state  to  you,  for  the 
information  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  as  follows. 

The  rebels  of  the  Bundlecund,  Sha^hur,  Sanger 
and  Nerbudda  districts,  having  obtained  aacead- 
ancy  in  these  districts,  had,  before  my  force  arriyed 
at  Kiithghur,  inyested  Saugor  from  all  sides, 
except  one,  having  occupied  the  fort  of  Buthghur 
to  its  west,  the  fortified  camp  of  Nowreowlee, 
and  the  fort  of  Koray  to  its  north-east,  the  forts 
of  Sanoda  and  Qarrokota  to  its  east. 

The  fort  of  Behle,  to  the  south-east,  was  gal- 
lantly held  by  Lieutenant  Dickins,  commanding 
a  detachment  of  the  Slst  Bengal  Native  Infantry. 
The  only  road  from  Saugor  which  was  open  was 
the  one  leading  to  Nursingpore:  and  thia  road 
was  freq,uented  by  rebels,  and  only  travelled  by 
escorts. 

The  advance  of  the  2nd  Brigade  Central  India 
Field  Force  to  Saugor,  and  its  previous  operations, 
had  relieved  Saugor  from  anything  like  invest- 
ment, and  opened  its  communications  with  the 
west  and  the  north,  so  that  I  was  enabled  to 
communicate  from  Saugor,  through  Koray,  with 
Major  Orr,  commanding  the  advanced  guard 
of  my  1st  Brigade  at  G-oonah,  on  the  Mhow  and 
Agra  grand  trunk  road^  and  single  officers  and 
stores  had  arrived,  unmolested  at  Saugor  ftom 
Mhow,  and  Bombay  by  the  Lehore  and  Bhopal 
road,  both  of  which  lines  of  communications  I 
had  opened  with  my  two  brigades,  in  obedience  to 
my  instructions. 
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It  now  remained  for  mj  second  Brigade  to 
open  communications  from  Saugor  towards  the 
east,  and  to  cut  through  the  Hne  which  the  rebels 
had  drawn  from  Duttiah  and  Jhansi  to  the  Ner- 
budda:  as  the  best  means  of  doing  so  I  deter* 
mined  to  attack  the  fort  of  Gkrakota, 

Sir  Bobert  Hamilton,  Major  Western,  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  the  Saugor  district,  and  myself, 
were  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  dangerous  for 
Saugor  to  leave  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels  so 
important  a  stronghold  on  its  right  flank,  more 
especially  as  it  was  garrisoned  by  sepoys  of  the 
52nd  and  other  regiments,,  and  the  consequences 
and  the  moral  effect  would  have  been  bad,  if  I 
had  advanced  against  the  rebels  to  the  north  with 
Garakota  unsubdued  in  my  rear. 

Having  the  day  after  my  arrival  at  Saugoi* 
detached  sappers  and  miners  under  Lieutenant 
Prender2ast,to  destroy  as  much  as  was  possible  the 
works  of  Nowreowlee,  twelve  miles  from  Saugor ; 
I  send  Captain  Hare,  with  his  detachments  of  all 
arms  of  toe  Hyderabad  Contingent,  to  take  the 
little  fort  of  Sanoda,  where  the  rebels  had  stores- 
of  supplies,  and  directed  him,  at  the  same  time, 
to  render  the  ford  ai  the  Biver  Beas,  practicable 
for  the  siege-artillery  for  tho  operations  against 
Ghirakota. 

On  hearing  of  Captain  Harems  approach,  the 
rebels  fled  from  Sanoda,  which  they  had  been 
repairing.  He  found  there  large  supplies  of 
grain ;  he  destroyed  the  front  face,  and  restored 
a  good  deal  of  plunder  to-  the  villagers,  who  com* 
plained  bitterly  that  the  rebels  had  robbed  them 
of  everything,  and  inflicted  the  greatest  cruelties 
on  them,  to  force  them  to  give  up  their  property; 
their  nakedness  and  the  barbarous  mutilations  of 
the  persons  of  several  of  them,  attested  the  truth 
of  wnat  they  said.    However,  Captain  Hare  is  of 
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opinion  that  Buch  is  the  anarchy  caused  bj  rebel- 
lion in  this  part  of  the  country,  that  manj  of  the 
plundered  villagers,  reduced  to  ruin,  have  beoome 
plunderers  and  rebels. 

Knowing  the  good  effect  which  rapid  operations 
have  on  the  enemy,  and  the  value  of  the  cool 
weather  for  the  extensive  operations  which  I  had 
before  me,  I  made  the  three  marches  from  Saugor 
to  Garakota  in  two  days  and  encamped  on  the 
loth  February,  near  the  village  of  Busaaree, 
which  is  close  to  G-arakota ;  a  detachment  of  the 
3rd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry,  well  conducted  by 
Lieutenant  Dick,  having  cut  up  a  picket  of  rebels, 
which  I  had  information  was  posted  at  a  village 
two  miles  from  Ga.rakota. 

Oaracota  is  strong  in  every  way,  it  is  situated 
between  two  rivers,  the  Oiddaree  and  the  Sonar, 
which  may  be  said  to  act  as  ditches  to  it,  it  is 
surrounded,  except  to  the  east,  by  forest,  jungle, 
and  the  towns  of  Garakota  and  Heideenuggur ; 
its  defences  are  so  strong  that  in  1818,  a  British 
force  of  11,000  men,  with  28  siege-guns,  was 
unable  to  make  a  breach  in  them,  and  the 
besiegers    running    short    of    ammunition,    the 

garrison  was  allowed  to  evacute  the  fort  with  the 
onors  of  war. 
The  evening  of  my  arrival  before  Garakota,  I 
drove  in,  with  some  g^ns  of  the  Horse  Artillery, 
and  Captain  Lightfoot's  battery,  and  skirmishers 
of  the  3rd  Europeans,  the  enemy,  who  wished  to 
prevent  our  occupation  of  the  village  of  Bussaree, 
the  3rd  Europeans,  covered  by  artillery,  storming 
some  houses  still  more  in  advance,  and  taking  a 
ridge  close  to  the  walls.  During  the  night  and 
the  next  morning,  the  sepoys  in  numbers  at- 
tempted to  retake  the  position,  but  were  imme- 
diately repulsed  by  Colonel  Liddell,  commanding 
the  acLvanced  posts  and  two  9-pounder8  under 
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Oa{>tain  Lightfoot,  with  whicli  I  had  reinforced 
liim. 

The    next   morning,   Colonel   Liddell   having 
reported  to  me  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  take 
a  hamlet,  which  bad  good  views  of,  and  was  near 
the  north  face  of  the  fort,  I  directed  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  TurnbuU  to  shell  it,  and  Colonel  Liddell 
to   pass  through  some  jungle  and  occupy  the 
bamlet ;  this  was  well  done,  the  3rd  Europeans 
occupying  a  temple  and  ground  considerably  in 
advance  of  the  hamlet.     The  mutineers  came  in 
numbers  out  of  the  fort,  and  an  entrenched  camp 
to  the  south,  to  oppose  the  advance  o(  the  Bra, 
their  buglers  repeating  the  English  skirmishing 
calls,  but  with  the  difference  that  the  3rd  went  as 
rapidly  forward  as  the  mutineers  did  to  the  rear 
when  the  advance  was  sounded. 

Lieutenant  Dickens  had  written  to  me  from 

Sehle,  that  when  I  attacked  Garakota  he  would 

advance  from  Eehle  and  take  possession  of  the 

Fanneh  Ghat,  a  ford  to  the  south  of  the  fort, 

from  whence  he  could  prevent  the  rebels  escaping 

by  the  Dumraoh-road  to  Shaghur,  which  would 

be  their  most  probable  lino  of  escape.     In  order 

to  communicate  with  this  officer,  and  connect  my 

cordon  of  investment  with  him,  I  made,  with 

Brigadier  Steuart  and  a  small  force  of  all  arms,  a 

complete  reconnoissance  of  the  whole  country 

round   Garakota.     My  guide  assured  me  that 

Lieutenant  Dickens  could  not  hold  the  Fanneh 

Gh4t,  because  it  was  close  to  the  defences  of  the 

fort,  and  formed  part  of  Garakota  and  Hiedee- 

nuggur,  which  the  enemy  held.    This  made  me 

the  m(^re  anxious  to  reach  Lieutenant  Dickens, 

and   assist    him,    I    therefore    pushed    on    the 

reconnoissance    through   Hiedeenu^gur,  to   the 

Fanneh  Gh^t,  when  Lieutenant  Dickens  had  not 

arrived ;  the  enemy  had  marked  the  ranges,  and 

fired  pretty  accurately  at  the  reconnoissance,  but 
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with  BO  casualties.  Skirmishers  endeavoured  to 
oppose  my  passage  across  the  ford,  but  with  tbe 
dra  Europeans  and  Irregular  Cavalry  I  drove  them 
back,  took  their  entrenchments  on  the  opposite 
bank,  and  crossing  the  second  river  returned  to 
camp  after  thirteen  hours  marching,  the  recon- 
Boissance  seised  a  noted  rebel,  the  Lumba-dar  of 
the  village  of  Majcowa. 

On  my  return,  I  found  a  letter  from  Lieutenant 
Dickens,  stating  that  he  had  received  subsequent 
information  that  the  Panneh  Qhkt  could  not  be 
held,  and  had  therefore  not  gone  to  it. 

As  the  reconnoissance  made  the  circuit  of  the 
fort,  I  left  troops  of  all  arms  in  position,  in- 
vesting the  north-east,  east,  and  south-east  of  the 
fort ;  the  troops  in  camp  guarded  thb  north  and 
north-west;  having  reckoned  on  the  Rehle  de- 
tachment, for  the  southern  investment,  that  part 
remained  blank.  On  my  return  to  camp,  I  gave 
orders  to  Captain  Hare  to  occupy,  with  his  de- 
tachment of  all  arms,  the  Panneh  Gh&t,  which 
was  at  some  distance;  before  he  could  arrive 
there,  the  enemy  had  fled  from  the  fort  by  the 
Panneh  Qhkt  and  other  outlets  hot  watched  in 
that  direction. 

However,  I  ought  to  add,  that  even  if  the 
Panneh  Gthkt  had  been  occupied,  it  would  have 
been  quite  impossible  to  have  investigated  com- 
pletely Gkrakota,  with  a  force  of  my  numbers,  which 
B^ictly  speaking  was  only  sufficiently  strong  to 
guard  its  camp,  neld  and  siege-artillery.  My  force 
was  more  than  usually  weak,  as  in  order  to  protect 
Saugor  in  my  absence,  I  had  left  there  a  troop 
of  Her  Majesty's  14th  Light  Dragoons,  aQd  two 
companies  of  the  24th  Begiment,  I  had  also  sent 
the  Slst  and  42nd  Bengal  Native  Infantry  to 
Koray  to  guard  Saugor  from  the  possibility  of  an 
attack  from  the  north. 

Every  one  on  going  round  the  fort,  was  snr*

prised  how  the  rebels  could  have  abandoned  so 
rapidlj  a  place  of  such  strength,  the  thickness  of 
the  ramparts  varying  from  fifteen  to  twentj-four 
feet. 

Everything  gave  evidence  of  a  sudden  panic; 
the  rebels  had  only  half  kneaded  their  cakes,  and 
thev  left  their  guns  in  the  entrenched  camp 
without  attempting  to  carry  them  off;  their 
rapid  abandonment  of  the  fort  was  the  more 
remarkable,  because  the  immense  supplies  the 
native  mint  found  in  the  fcsrt,  and  other  circum* 
stances  induced  the  belief  that  the  rebels  intended 
to  make  Qarakota  the  seat  of  their  central  govern- 
ment; the  only  money  now  current  in'Garakota 
are  the  13  anna  rupees  coined  in  this  mint. 

During  the  reconnoissauce,  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Turnbull  nred  with  the  8-inch  howitzer,  at  a  gun 
in  the  north  face  of  the  fort,  which  was  annoying 
the  troops  in  the  advanced  posts,  the  first  shot  of 
the  howitzer  blew  in  the  embrasure,  didmounted 
the  gun,  and  blew  off  the  head  of  the  sepoy,  in  a 
red  jacket  with  an  English  medal  and  two  clasps 
who  served  it.  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  good  shot, 
one  of  the  many  good  shots  made  under  fire  by 
Lieutenant  Strutt,  whom  I  beg  to  recommend  to 
your  Excellency  as  a  promising  artillery  officer, 
made  the  sepoys  refiect,  that  many  such  casualties 
might  thin  their  numbers  during  the  siege,  but  I 
think  that  the  fall  of  Eathghur  and  preparations 
for  an  investment  also  intimidated  tnem. 

I  have  observed  that  nothing  alarms  the  rebels 
more  than  a  move  to  cut  off  their  retreat. 

I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  a  list  of  artillery 
taken  in  the  fort,  and  of  casualties  which  I  am 
happy  to  say  are  light. 

1  sent  off  immediately  Captain  Hare  with  half 
a  troop  of  Horse- Artillery,  a  troop  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's 14th  Light  Dragoons  under  Captain  Need, 
and  a  troop  of  the  Hyderabad  Contingent  in  pur- 
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suit  of  the  rebels  by  a  route  which  from  informatioii 
I  had  received,  I  tnought  would  enable  him  to  cut 
into  their  line  of  retreat ;  they  had  as  I  8up|>oaed 
made  a  round  to  the  south,  and  then  turned  north- 
wards towards  Shaghur. 

Captain  Hare  came  up  with  the  rear  of  the 
rebels  as  they  had  just  crossed  the  riyer  Beas,  at 
the  village  of  Bear.    The  river  was  not  practicable 
for  ^uns,  Captain  Hare  therefore  sent  the  troop 
of  Her  Majesty's  14th  Light  Dragoons  under  Cap- 
tain Need  and  the  Hyderabad  Cavalry  across  the 
river  after  the  enemy ;  they  cut  up  70  or  100  of 
them,  of  whom  the  greater  part  were  mutineers 
of  the  52Qd  and  other  native  regiments,  they  had 
all  abundance  of  ammunition  and  copper  caps. 
Captain  Hare  speaks  highly  of  the  conduct  on  this 
occasion  of  Captain  Need  and  his  troop ;  Captain 
Hare  describes  him  as  a  good  and  dashing  officer ; 
he  killed  with  his  own  hands  five  of  the  rebels,  of 
whom  three  were  sepoys,  and  pursued  with  hia 
gallant  troop  the  rebels  till  dark.   I  beg  to  reoom- 
mend  Captain  Need  to  your  Excellency,  as  well 
as  Captain  Hare  for  his  intelligence  and  activity 
in  pursuing  and  coming  up  with  the  enemy.

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
''  An  Act  for  the  regulation  pf  the  duties  of 
postage." 

And  whereas  another  Act  was  passed  in  the 
eleventh  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty, 
intituled  "  An  Act  for  giving  further  facilities  for 
the  transmission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for  the 
regulating  the  duties  of  postage  thereon,  and  for 
other  purposes  relating  to  the  post-office." 

And  whereas  another  Act  was  passed  in  the 
eighteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty,  intituled  ^<  An  Act  to  amend  the  laws 
relating  to  the  stamp  duties  on  newspapers,  and  to 
provide  for  the  transmission  by  post  of  printed 
periodical  publications.'* 

And  whereas  by  the  said  last-mentioned  Act, 
power  was  given  to  Her  Majesty's  Postmaster- 
General,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Miyesty's  Treasury,  to  make  and  issue 
such  orders,  regulations,  conditions,  and  restric- 
tions as  he  should  deem  to  be  necessary  or  expe* 
dient  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  receipt, 
transmission,  and  delivery  by  post  of  periodical 
publications  under  the  provisions  of  that  Act. 

And  whereas  George  Douglas,  Duke  of  Argyll, 
Her  Majesty's  then  Postmaster-General,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Msyesty's 
Treasury,  did,  by  virtue  of  the  said  last-mentioned 
Act,  make  and  issue  certain  orders,  regulations, 
conditions,  and  restrictions,  bearing  date  the  24th 
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day  of  December,  1855,  which  he  deemed  to  be 
neeessarj  and  expedient  for  the  purpose  of  regif- 
lafing  the  receipt,  transmission,  and  deliverj  by 
po^t  of  printed  newspapers  and  certain  periodical 
publications  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  last* 
mentioned  Act. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision 
fo7*  regulating  the  transmission  by  the  post  of  the 
newspapers  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  (in  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to 
us  in  and  by  the  several  hereinbefore  mentioned 
Acts,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  and  of  all  other 
powers  enabling  us  in  that  behalf),  do,  by  this 
Warrant,  under  the  hands  of  two  of  us,  the  said 
Commissioners,  by  the  authority  of  the  Statute  in 
that  case  made  and  provided,  order  and  direct  as 
follows : 

1.  On  every  printed  foreign  newspaper  posted 
in  a  British  colony  addressed  to  a  foreign  country, 
or  posted  in  a  foreign  country  addressed  to  a  Bri- 
tish colony,  transmitted  by  the  post  between  any 
such  colony,  and  any  such  foreign  country,  through 
the  United  Kingdom,  there  shall  be  charged  and 
taken,  in  all  cases  where  no  specific  rate  of  postage 
has  hitherto  been  fixed  on  a  foreign  newspaper  so 
transmitted,  or  where  no  regulation  by  Treasury 
Warrant  has  hitherto  been  made,  authorizing  a 
foreign  newspaper  so  transmitted  to  be  sent  free 
of  postage,  a  rate  of  British  postage  of  twopence. 

2.  Every  such  foreign  newspaper  shall  be  so 
transmitted  by  the  post  in  conformity  with,  and 
under  and  subject  to  the  several  orders,  regula- 
tions, conditions  and  restrictions  made  by  Her 
Miyesty's  Postmaster- General,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasuiy, 
and  bearing  date  the  24th  day  of  December,  1855, 
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hereinbefore  mentioned,  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable  thereto. 

3.  Her  Majesty's  Postmaster-Greneral  may 
charge  all  or  any  such  foreign  newspapers  which 
shall  be  sent  by  the  post,  otherwise  than  in  con- 
formity with  the  terms,  conditions,  and  regulations 
mentioned  or  referred  to,  in  this  present  VVarrant, 
with  such  rates  or  rate  of  postage  respectively, 
not  exceeding  in  amount  such  rates  or  rate  respec- 
tively, as  would  be  chargeable  upon  the  same  as 
letters^  or  a  letter,  as  to  him  shall  seem  fit 

4.  Every  printed  supplement,  or  additional 
sheet,  to  any  foreign  newspaper,  shall,  for  the 
purpose  of  charging  the  postage  under  this  War- 
rant, be  deemed  a  separate  newspaper,  chargeable 
with  a  distinct  rate  of  postage,  unless  sent  in  the 
fu&me  cover,  or  together  with  the  newspaper  to 
which  it  is  a  supplement  or  addition. 

6.  On  any  foreign  newspaper  transmitted  by 
the  post,  under  the  regulations  of  this  Warrant, 
any  foreign  or  colonial  transit  rate  payable  on  any 
such  newspaper  shall  be  charged  and  paid  thereon 
in  addition  to  the  British  postage. 

6.  The  several  terms  and  expressions  used  in 
this  Warrant  shall  be  construed  to  have  the  like 
meaning  in  all  respects  as  they  would  have  had 
if  inserted  in  the  said  Act  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty  herein- 
before recited. 

7.  The  Commissioners  for  the  time  being  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury  may,  by  Warrant  under 
their  hands  duly  made,  at  any  time  hereafter, 
alter,  repeal,  or  revoke,  any  of  the  rates  of  postage 
hereby  fixed,  or  any  of  the  orders  and  directions 
of  the  said  Commissioners  hereby  made,  and 
make  and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates, 
orders,  and  directions  in  lieu  thereof,  and  from 
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time  to  time  appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  which 
maj  be  payable  are  to  be  paid.

A  DESPATCH,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy,  has  been  received  by  the  Lords  Commis** 
iioners  of  the  Admiralty  from  Captain  Sotheby, 
of  Her  Majesty's  steam-ship  Pearl,  reporting  the^ 
proceedings  of  the  Naval  Brigade  under  his  com- 
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mand  in  India,  from  the   13th  February  to  the 
9th  March,  1858  :— 

Camp  Amorahj 
Sir,  March  16,  1858. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  for  your  infor- 
mation,  liie  proceedings  of  the  Naval  Brigade 
under  mj  charge  since  the  13th  February. 

On  the  13th  I  received  instructions  from  Briga- 
dier-General MacGregor,  Military  Commissioner 
at  Jung  Bahadoor's  Army  to  form  a  force  con- 
Btsting  of  140  of  the  Naval  Brigade,  with  100 
Goorkhas,  to  proceed  to  Raibundpore,  and  escort  a 
fleet  of  150  boats,  which  were  required  to  c<»i- 
struct  a  bridge  for  the  Nepaulese  Army  to  cross 
over  into  Ovde. 

On  the  14  th  we  left,  attended  by  the  Jianna 
steamer,  bnl  from  the  fresh  wind  only  made  five 
miles,  tho  boats  constantly  fouling,  and  at  times 
in  crossing  over  the  utmost  confusion  prevailed. 

On  the  15th  it  blew  a  perfect  gale,  with  clouds 
of  sand,  which  made  it  excessively  hot  and 
disagreeable. 

On  the  16th,  at  about  d  P.K.,  we  collected  the 
boats,  two  miles  below  the  village  and  i'ort  of 
Chandepore,  which  completely  commanded  the 
river,  and  having  received  information  that  the 
village  and  fort  were  prepared  to  resist,  I  landed 
on  the  17th  at  10  a.m.,  with  the  force  named  in 
the  margin,*  to  attack  and  drive  out  the  rebels, 
who  were  reported  to  be  in  some  force.  Having 
formed  line  with  the  seamen,  with  1  small  howitzer 
in  the  centre,  under  Lieutenant  N.  £.  B.  Turnour, 
preceded  by  a  strong  body  of  skirmishers  formed  by 
the  marines,and  seamen,  with  supports  by  other  sea- 
ihen  and  Seikhs,  under  Captain  Weston,  Lieutenant 
Burlton  and  Mr.  Alex.  W.  Ingles,  Mate,  and  leaving 
the  Goorkhas  as  a  reserve,  I  quickly  pushed  for^ 
*  130  Naval  Brigade.  85  Seikhs,  60  Goorkbas. 
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ward  through  the  thick  covdr,  topeis  And  high 
growing  crops,  and  passed  through  the  village, 
which  wa»  deserted  ;  but  on  emergiog  from  it  the 
skirmishers  were  instantly  received  by  a  heavy  fire 
of  musketry  and  shot  from  2  guns,  from  men  con- 
cealed in  the  rifie  pits  and  breastworks  in  the 
thick  prickly  jungle  of  bamboo.  Captain  Westoa 
BQoet  gallantly  dashed  forward  with  the  marines, 
and  whilst  trying  to  force  in  the  outer  gate  of  the 
entrance  was  severely  wounded  by  a  scoundrel 
who  had  j  ust  implored  mercy.  The  column  quickly 
moving  up,  a  sharp  fire  was  maintained  on  both 
sides*  our  men  getting  shelter  in  the  village  within 
50  yards  of  the  jungle.  The  gun,  with,  some 
difficulty,  owing  to  the  narrowness  of  the  lane, 
was  placed  within  100  yards,  and  plied  well  with 
j^rape.  At  the  same  time  I  ordered  Mr.  John  Fowler, 
Second  Master,  in  the  Jumna,  to  steam  a-head 
and  enfilade  the  fort  with  grape,  and  the  Goorkhas 
to  threaten  the  right  flank.  The  enemy,  fearing 
their  retreat  might  be  cot  ofi^,  fled  out  in  the  rear, 
when  we  advanced  in  front  and  captured  2  guns 
and  limbers,  spare  waggon,  with  ammunition,  &c^ 
a  quantity  of  rich  dresses,  arms,  grain,  and  money. 
The  action  commenced  at  1 1,  and  ceased  at  12.1d« 
It  is  probable  that  the  loss  of  the  enemy,  which  is 
reported  to  be  about  300,  was  but  small,  as  they 
were  entirely  concealed,  fighting  behind  breast- 
works and  pits.  Our  casualties  were  but  4 
wounded,  owing  to  their  high  fire. 
.  The  object  being  accomplished,  I  did  not 
attempt  to  pursue  the  enemy  through  the  thick 
eountry  and  large  neighbouring  village,  all  against 
ua.  I  therefore  passed  the  fleet  immediately  up, 
and  having  burnt  and  destroyed  the  fort  with  all 
the  a<]yacent  buildings,  I  withdrew  the  pickets, 
re-embarked  and  proceeded  up  the  river ;  but  it 
being  quite  dark,  with  no  pilot  or  chart',   ¥' 
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grounded  and  remained  within  200  yards  of  the 
bank  till  the  following  morning. 

It  afibrds  me  much  pleasure  in  reporting  to 
yon,  the  cheerful  behaviour  of  all  my  party* 
especially  Captain  Weston  of  the  36th  Native 
Infantry,  Lientenant  Tumour,  and  Mr.  Ing1ei» 
mate,  and  my  aide-de-camp  Mr.  Stephenson, 
who  gallantly  volunteered  to  lead  an  escalading  ' 

party  on  the  river  side,  an  attempt  too  hazardous 
for  me  to  accede  to. 

The  following  officers  were  also  on  the  field. 
Lord  Charies  Scott,  Mr.  Foot,  Mr.  Richd.  Cooley, 
boatswain,  and  Dr.  W.J.  Shone,  Assistant -Surgeon, 
who  all  did  good  service.  I  also  received  mach 
assistance  from  Captain  Reid,  37th  Native  In- 
fantry, who  served  as  a  volunteer* 

It  is  nearly  impossible  to  describe  the  strength 
ef  this  extraordinary  fort,  peculiar  to  Oade.  It 
was  surrounded,  except  on  the  river  side,  by  a 
thick  jungle  of  prickly  bamboo,  nearly  impassable* 
with  a  small  entrance  and  gateway.  Inside  were 
rows  of  rifie-pits  and  loopboled  breastworks,  a 
zig-zag  path,  with  cross  ditches  and  gates,  leading 
to  a  second  row,  and  terminating  with  small  bas« 
tions  and  curtain  in  front  of  the  fort,  which  was 
a  large  irregular  brick  building  with  comer  tur- 
rets and  outer  walls,  all  loopboled.  A.  few  other 
buildings  made  defen^ble,  were  connected  by 
thick  cover  and  paths. 

From  the  valuable  dresses  found,  I  have  no 
doubt  the  enemy  felt  themselves  perfectly  secure. 

On  the  ISth  I  arrived  at  Chupra  Ghaut,  and 
disembarked  with  my  party^  as  it  was  arranged  to 
cross  over  with  a  brigade  of  1,500  Goorkhas, 
Naval  Brigade,  and  10  guns  ;  but  from  the  heavy 
.  sand,  high  wind,  anc^  the  enemy  in  force  on  the 
opposite  side,  the  arrangements  were  altered. 

On  the  19th,  received  directions  to  re-embark 
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my  party  with  200  Goorkhas  and  an  additional 
howitzer,  and  escort  the  boats  higher  up. 

When  I  arrived  at  the  fort  and  large  town  of 
Ichonra,  I  found  it  evacaated,  3  gans  having 
bern  sent  to  the  opposite  aide  to  assist  in  clearing 
out  the  rebels.  The  river  then  took  2  channels, 
with  broad  sands  of  2  miles  between.  The  boats 
proceeded  up  by  the  left  bank  ;  owing  to  the 
shallowness  of  the  water,  I  went  up  by  the  right, 
but  having  no  pilot  or  chart,  and  this  being*  the 
iirst  steamer  ever  up  the  river,  we  grounded 
several  times.  The  channel  ran  up  under  a  steep 
bank,  and  close  to  a  thick  jungle  of  bamboo  for 
about  2  miles,  on  which  the  guns  were  kept 
trained  and  the  men  with  their  rifles  all  ready 
to  act.  I  afterwards  rejoined  the  boats,  and,  at 
7  P.M.,  arrived  opposite  Narinee,  and  found  there 
encamped  the  rest  of  the  force,  after  a  march  of 
20  miles. 

At  10  p.ro^I  crossed  over  to  the  opposite  bank^ 
with  the  force  as  per  margin,*  to  occupy  the 
Tillage  and  fort  of  Narinee,  the  men  wading  up  to 
their  waists,  had  much  difficulty  in  landing  the 
guns.  Not  having  any  spy,  or  knowing  the  precise 
position,  and  it  being  very  dark,  it  was  midnight 
when  the  marines  and  a  party  of  seamen,  under 
Lieutenant  F.  G.  Pym  and  Mr»  Ingles,  got  round 
to  the  right,  through  thick  jungle,  and  passing 
the  outer  breastworks  and  other  defences,  found 
the  fort  evacuated,  whilst  the  other  party  with  the 
guns  under  Lieutenant  Tnrnour,  had  crept  round 
to  the  left ;  we  then  bivouacked  for  the  night,  and 
convene/]  over  our  baggage  and  ammunition  the 
following  forenoon,  under  the  directions  of  that 
enterprising  officer  Lieutenant  H.  D»  Grant.  Being 
joined  by  1,000  Groorkhas  and  6  guns,  the  force

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named  in  the  margin,^  all  under  Cokmd  Roir- 
croft,  left  their  encampment  at  2  p.nL  the  aame 
day,  to  attack  the  enemy,  who  had  advanced  in  the 
morning  to  retake  their  abandcmed  positions. 
Having  passed  over  a  tract  of  very  heavy  ooontry, 
through  several  tlnck  topes  of  trees  and  deserted 
villages,  at  S  p.m.,  we  discovered  the  enemy's 
position,  by  their  opening  a  fire  from  their  guna 
as  we  came  over  the  hill  ^  ours  were  immediateiy 
g6t  <  into  position,  and  returned  ahrapneU  with 
great  precision  ;  the  marines  and  Seikhs^  and  a 
few  Groorkhas,  who  were  skirmishers,  rapidly  ad- 
vanced on  their  left,  when  a  heavy  fire  oi  musketry 
was  kept  up,  but  driving  in  the  enemy's  skirmishers, 
they  rushed  to  the  guns  and  captured  2,  the  first  by 
Lieutenant  Fym  and  Acting- Seijeant  Butier,  and 
a  few  marines,  who  immediately  turned  it  on  tlie 
enemy  and  fired  7  rounds,  and  put  th^n  to  fiight. 
The  enemy's  cavalry,  with  some  infantry  and  a 
gun,  made  several  attempts  to  push  forward,  but 
as  we  steadily  advanced,  were  driven  back  aad 
finally  fled,  quickly  foUowed  by  the  reihatnder  of 
the  Naval  Brigade  and  200  Goorkhas  for  about  2 
miles.  It  now  being  quite  daik,  and  our  party 
being  entirely  by  themselves,  we  gave  them  a 
parting  round,  and  retired  to  our  first  ppsitioa, 
where  we  re-joined  our  allies  qui^ly  smoking 
their  pipes,  and,  after  a  few  minutes'  rest,  marched 
back  to  the  camp,  wh^e  we  arrived  at  10  p.m., 
to  dinner  ;  die  men  having  been  at  wcn'k  the 
whole  of  that  day  undet  a  hot  sun,  and  having 
had  no  rest  the  previous  night,  were  completely 
exhausted. 

The  enemy's  force  was  computed  about  2,500, 
with  some  hundreds  of  cavalry  and  6  guns,  3  of 
which  were  captured. 

Gholab  Sing,  their  leader,  is  reported  to  be 

*  1,400  Goorkhas,  200  Naval  Brigade,  and  30  Seikfas. 
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wounded  ;  aboat  KM)  are  supposed  to  have  beea 
fcilled  ;  maay  wounded  were  removed  from  the 
field. 

The  want  of  cavalry,  as  usual,  was  much  felt. 
The  enemy's  position  was  opposite  the  Nepaulese 
army,  who  had  been  several  times  frustrated  in 
attempting  to  cross ;  bat  now,  all  obstacles  being 
removed,  the  boats  immediately  passed  up. 

It  afforded  me  much  pleasure  to  observe  the 
steadiness  and  coolness  of  the  seamen. under  Lieu- 
tenant S.  W,  D.  Radeliffe,  Mr.  Ingles^  inate.  and 
Ix>rd  Charles  Scott ;  and  the  gallant*  manner  that 
jLieutenant  Pym,  with  the  marines,  captured  the 
guns*  whilst  our  battery  was  quickly  brought  into 
position,  by  Lieutenant  Tumour,  and  Mr.  Foot, 
xoidshipmatt,  and  fired  with  much  precision. 

The  following  officers  were  also  on  the  field, 
and  rendered  good  service  -.-^Messrs.  Cooley  and 
John  Burton,  Warrant  Officers  ;  the  Rev.  Mr. 
WiUiams,  with.  Mr.  T.H.L. Bowling,  Acting  Clerk, 
mere  ready  to  assist  Assistant-Surgeons  W.  J. 
Shone  and  Dickinson ;  the  Honourable  Mr.  Montagu 
acted  as  aide*de-camp  to  Colonel  Rowcroft ;  and 
Mr.  Stephenson  wais  as  usual  very  active  in  carrying 
orders..  I  am  happy  to  say  our  wounded  were  but 
2>  as  the  enemy  lost  their  range  as  we  advanced  ; 
the  Goorkhas  had  2  killed,  and  3  wounded. 

On  the  22nd  we  marched  to  the  village^  of 
Phoolpore,  and  assisted,  with  fatigue  parties,  to 
oonstriict  the  bridge,  which  was  finished  the 
following  evening,  when  we  recrossed  the  Gogi-a, 
and  the  Nepaulese  army,  of  10,000  ihfantry,  with 
22  giins,  under  His  Highness  Jung  Bahadoor, 
paired  over  into  Oude,  and  immediately  advanced 
on  Lucknow;  and  the  Naval  Brigade,  with  1000 
OoorkhaS)  proceeded  up  the  Gogra,  to  watch  the 
enemy's  movements  opposite  Fyzabad,  where  they 
are  supposed  to  be  in  large  force. 
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I  very  much  regret  I  waa  deprived  of  the 
services,  on  the'20tfa,  of  Lientenaat  H.  D.  Grant, 
whose  zeal  and  enterprise  at  all  tiroes  luks  been 
bejond  all  praise. 

On  the  26th  I  proceeded  with  the  Naval 
brigade  to  Bustee,  abont  fifteen  miles,  and 
marched  to  Kaptangunge  the  following  day,  the 
same  distance,  and  moved  further  on  to  Amorrha, 
on  the  2nd  instant.  Soon  after  encamping,  we 
heard  that  a  party  of  the  Yeomanry  Cavriry,  who 
bad  been  sent  on  in  advance,  bad  been  fired  on, 
whilst  reconnoitering  the  fort  at  Bel  war,  and 
required  assistance.  The  men  being  much  fatigued 
from  a -march  over  heavy  and  wet  roads,  rested  a 
few  hours,  and  at  2  p.it.'the  force,  a^per  margin,* 
under  Colonel  Bowcroft,  left  the  camp,  and  was 
afterwards  joined  by  the  Yeomanry  Cavalry.  It 
was  nearly  5  o'clock  when  we  got  into  position  in 
front  of  the  fort,  and  then  only  discovered  the 
nature  gf  the  works  and  strength  of  the  garriaon, 
which  had  been  represented  as  only  200,  Onr^ 
guns  opened  out  at  about  9(K)  yards  on  the  sooth 
face  and  south-east  angle,  and  gradually  redoeed 
to  350,  under  Lieutenant  Tumour  and  Mr. 
Maquay,  whilst  the  skirmishers,  formed  by  the 
marines  and  seamen,  under  Lieutenant  Grant, 
Lieutenant  Pym,  and  Mr.  Ingles^  acting  mate, 
crept  up  within  200  yards  under  cover,  and  made 
good  practice  with  their  rifies.  The  enemy  imme- 
diately returned  the  fire  from  four  guns,  muskets, 
and  rifies  from  the  old  face  of  the  parapet,  and 
though  the  shells  were  throwa  with  good  efiect, 
setting  the  embrasures  and  other  parts  on  fire, 
assisted  by  a  24-pounder  rocket,  under  Mr. 
Bichard  Parkins,  gunner,  yet  the  enemy  at  dark 
gave  no  signs  of  yielding,  but  threw  out  parties  to 
enfilade  us  with  a  gun  and  musketry.     Finding  it

impracticable,  from  the  darkness  and  want  of 
knowledge  of  the  place»  to  effect  an  assault,  and 
being  quite  unprepared  for  such  a  resistance, 
Colonel  Rowcroft,  at  6  h.  ^Q  m.,  withdrew  the  force 
about  three  miles,  where  we  remained  for  the 
Bight,  an^  information  was  receiyed  the  following 
morning  that  reinforcements  from  F7;Eabad,  with 
guns,  had  been  sent  across  during  the  night. 
We  therefore  returned  to  camp,  not  deeming  a 
aecond  attack  prudent  against  such  odds.  The 
irarrison  is  reported  to  have  been  about  1200, 
500  of  whom  were  sepoys ;  about  70  were  killed 
and  wounded.  I  am  glad  to  report  our  casualties 
were  but  few,  the  enemy's  firo,  though  at  200 
yards,  was  much  too  high,  and  our  men  got  good 
shelter  in  two  villages,  and  under  banks  and 
sandhills. 

The  following  officers  were  also  on  the  field — Mr. 
John  Fowler,  second  master ;  Mr.  Foot,  midship- 
man ;  and  Mr.  Cooley,  boatswain.  The  Reverend. 
Mr.  Williame  was  ready  to  assist  Dr.  Shone. 
Mr.  Stephenson,  my  aide-de-camp,  and  the 
Honourable  V.  A.  Montagu,  aide-de-camp  to 
Colonel  Rowcroft,  were  as  usual  very  sctive ;  and 
everybody  behaved  with  the  most  perfect  coolness 
ander  very  trying  circumstances  and  heavy  firing, 
especially  the  skirmishers  under  Lieutenant  Grant, 
at  all  times  a  most  energetic  oii^cer. 

On  the  5th,  the  garrison  of  Fyzabad  having 
crossed  over  and  been  joined  by  the  rebels  from* 
Nawal^unge,  under  Mahomet  Hussein,  the  Rajahs 
of  Gonda  and  Ghurda,  &q.,  advanced  within  one 
mile  from  our  encampment,  the  men  though  em- 
ployed nearly  aU  ihe  night  in  throwing  up  en- 
trenchments, and  tinder  arms  from  two  in  the 
morning  expecting  an  attack,  anticipated  the 
enemy  by  an  hour  in  marching  out,  as  per  mar- 
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pn,*  to  meet  them  in  the  field,    Thejr  had  taken 
up  a  Btrong  pofiition,  with  a  lai^e  Ullage  in  their 
firoot,  and  occupied  the  topet  and  rimg  ground 
on   both  sides,  with  a  long  line  of  skinniiihere 
concealed  in  the  high  crops,  endeavonring  to  oat- 
flank  us.   The  action  commenced  at  8h.  SQbl  when 
the  enemy's  bugles  soanded  the  advance,  by  oor 
skirmishers  (formed  by  the  marines,  seamen,  and 
Seikhs    under  Lievtenknts   Pym    and    Barlton, 
with  Mr.  Ingles,  mate),  coming  in  eottision  with 
theirs,  and  we  soon  drore  them  in,  from  oor  rapid 
and  telling  fire.      The  gvnn  under  Lieutenant 
Toumour,   Mr.  Maqnay,   and  Mr.  Foot,  at  the 
same  time  taking  ground  to  the  right,  opened  ont 
at  about  900  yards  with  great  precision.     The 
naval  column  under    Lieutenants  Radelifih  and 
Grant,   Lord   Charles   Scott,   and   Mr.    Fowler, 
second  master,  then  rushed  forward  with  a  rollej 
and  a  cheer,  drove  the  enemy  out  of  the  village, 
captured  two  guns,  and  immediately  turned  them* 
The  whole  line  quickly  advanced  at  the  double,  as 
the  enemy's  line,  extending  for  upwards  of  two 
miles,  halted,  but  the  enemy  soon  afterwards  gav« 
way  as  we  pressed  forward.   At  about  9h.  80m.  tiM 
cavalry,  with  Captain  Chapman,  sweeping  roand 
to  the  right,  nnder  the  directions  of   Colonel 
RowcrofI;,  made  a  most  brilliant  charge,  drove  in 
the  enemy's  left  flank,  whilst  our  guns  galloped 
up,  opened  out  with  shrapnel  and  shook  the  centre, 
the  Goorkbas  and  Seikhs  nnder  the  EuTDpean  ofll* 
cer»,  rendering  most  admirable  service  at  the  same 
time.     Shortly  afterwards  6  guns  were.capitured  ; 
2  more  by  the  Naval  Brigade,  2  by  a  smidl  pttty 
of  cavalry  under  Comet  Prinsep,  in  the  rear  of 
ours,  whom  I  directed  to  advance,  and  2  by  tlie

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Goorkhas;  the  enemy,  with  2  otherf,  which  they 
succeeded  in  carrying  off  the  field,  constantly  at- 
tempted to  stand,  but  were  finally  driven  in  on  all 
aides  except  in  the  topes,  froip  which  they  kept 
up  a  constant  fire  till  cleared  out ;  the  chiefs, 
seated  on  elephants,  were  dispersed  in  the  most 
utter  confusion^  some  killed  and  others  wounded 
by  two  shells  bursting  oyer  their  heads  at  800 
yards,  and  pursued  within  one  mile  of  the  fwrt  at 
Bel  war  and  their  own  entrenchments,  which  we 
had  seen  enough  of  a  few  days  preyious ;  the 
firing  ceased  at  12h.  dOm. 

The  men  being  much  fatigued  by  their  pre- 
Tious  arduous  duties,  and  fighting  under  a  bright 
mn  during  four  hours,  halt^  for  a  few  minutes 
and  than  returned  to  camp,  which  had  been  in  the 
meantime  threatened  by  about  1,500  of  the  enemy, 
who  were  driven  back  by  a  squadron  of  cavalry  with 
two  oompanies  "of  Goorkhas,  under  4hose  two 
excellent  and  cool  officers  Major  Richardson  and 
Captain  Brooks,  Native  Infantry. 

The  force  is  computed  to  have  been  at  least 
14,000,  including  3,600  sepoys  of  the  1st,  10th, 
53rd,  and  56th  Regiments^  700  Gwalior  contin- 
gent, 2nd  biittalion  of  Onde  police  force  (Weston's), 
and  2/00  sowars,  with  .10  guns,  8  of  which  were 
captured;  about  1,000  men  are  reported  killed  and 
wounded,  700  of  whom  were  sepoys,  witli  a  ri^jah 
and  about  15  sirdars*  The  enemy's  fire  was  very 
accurate,'  but  owing  to  our  rapid  advance,  they 
floon  lost  their  range;  it  is  quite  a  miracle,  con- 
sideriag  the  force  and  numbers  of  topes  of  trees 
and  villages  the  skirmishers  held,  that  I  have  to 
report  so  few  casualties ;  although  I  have  to^ 
deplore  the  loss  of  Mr.  John  Fowler,  second 
master,  a  very  promismg  young  officer,  whose 
clothes  had  just  been  riddled  with  grape  in 
assisting  to  capture  a  gun,  and  who  so  cleverly 
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directed  those  on  board  the  Jumna  a  few  days 
previous,  at  the  capture  of  the  fort  at  Chan* 
depore,  and  ten  men  wounded. 

The  success  of  this  very  important^  victorj, 
gained  against  such  odds,  has  saved  this  part 
of  India  from  a  second  and  immediate  rebel* 
lion,  as  Kooer  Sing,  with  5,000  at  Taudah,  was 
ready  to  cross  over  and  be.  joined  with  7»000 
others,  and  all  the  principal  zemindars,  now  fugi- 
tives, were  returning  to  rise  their  followers ;  and  I 
must  beg  most  respectfully  to  bring  before  your 
notice  the  prominent  part  this  brigade  took,  and 
the  services  it  has  rendered  the  Government ;  the 
coolness  and  courage  displayed  by  every  officer 
and  man  in  their  unusual,  but  now  not' novel, 
duty  (this  being  the  fifth  time  they  have  been  in 
action  in  India),  was  most  praiseworthy,  and  fally 
deserves  your  favourable  attention. 

The  gunnery,  under  the  respective  officers,  with 
ttie  captains  of  the  guns,  elicited  the  admiration 
of  all;  the  skirmishers  with  the  marines,  were 
most  steady  in  their  work,  and  it  is  incumbent  on 
me,  especially  to  point  out  the  gallant  manner 
in  which  Lieutenant  Grant,  R.N,,  assisted  by  Lord 
Charles  Scott,  Mr.  Shearman,  engineer,  and 
Jesse  Ward,  captain  of  foretop,  <»ptured  a  g^n, 
shooting  down  the  crew,  and  taming  it  on  the 
<)nemy;  and  also  the  gallant  conduct  of  John 
Goodfellow,  captain  of  forecastle,  who  after  firing 
a  shell  at  another  ^un,  galloped  up  with  his  own 
gun  and  took  it.  Lieutenant  Fym,  who  is  always 
well  forward  with  his  men,  speaks  very  highly 
of  Seijeant  -  Major  Argent  and  Acting-Serjeant 
Butler,  two  very  steady  men. 

The  following  officers  were  aiso  on  the  field, 
and  to  their  services  I  am  mtich  indebted. 
Mr.  Cooley,  boatswain,  was  very  active  with  the 
skirmishers.      Mr.   Farkm%   gunner,    kept    the 
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limbers  well  suppliecl,  having  fired  1 40  shell  and 
shot,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Williams,  with  Mr.  Bow- 
ling, acting  clerk,  were  roost  ready  in  assisting 
Drs.  Shone  and  Dickinson,  assistant  -  surgeon^, 
with  the  wounded  ;  and  Mr.  Burton,  carpenter,  a 
most  active  officer,  who  I  was  obliged  to  leave  with 
the  sick  to  defend  the  camp«. 

Mr.  Stephenson,  midshipman,  my  aide-de-camp, 
a  most  spirited  young  officer,  the  f^Ah  time  under 
fire,  was  always  at  hand,  and  only  too  eager  in 
conveying  messages  at  a  great  risk  ;  the  Honour- 
able y.  A.  Montagu  was  very  attentive  in  his 
duties  to  Colonel  Rowcroft,  wiio  speaks  highly 
of  his  conduct.

THE  Goyernor-General  having  now  received 
the  dispatches  from  his  Excellency  the  Commander- 
in-chiefy  giving  an  account  of  the  re-taking  of 
Lucknow  by  the  force  under  his  Excellency's 
personal  command,  is  pleased  to  publish  them  for 
general  information : — 

In  December  last,  it  became  the  grateful  duty  of 
the  Governor-General  in  Council  to  promulgate,  in 
General  Orders,  the  announcement  of  the  relief  of 
the  garrison  of  Lucknow/so  admirably  achieved  by 
General  Sir  Colin  Campbell,  G.C.B.,  and  the 
rescue  of  the  women  and  chDdren,  sick  and  wounded, 
long  beleaguered  there.  It  is  now  the  Governor:- 
General's  privilege  to  convey  to  his  Excellency  the 
tribute  of  his  highest  admiration,  and  of  his  most 
cordial  congratulations,  on  the  capture  of  the  strong 
city  of  the  rebels.

From  the  2nd  till  the  16th  of  March,  a  series 
of  masterly  operations  took  place,  by  which  the 
Commander-in-chief,  nobly  supported,  in  his  well- 
laid  plans  of  attack,  by  the  ability  and  skill  of  the 
General  Officers,  and  by  the  indomitable  bravery 
and  resolution  of  the  officers  and  men  of  all  arms, 
drove  the  rebels  successively  from  all  their  stf  ongly- 
fortified  posts,  till  the  whole  fell  into  the  possession 
of  our  troops. 

That  this  great  success  should  have  been  accom- 
plished  at  so  little  cost  of  valuable  lives,  enhances 
the  honor  due  to  the  leader  who  has  achieved  it. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  the  Governor-General  to 
acknowledge  publicly  the  services  of  the  General 
and  other  officers  who  took  part  in  the  capture  of 
Lucknow. 

During  the  last  days  of  the  operations,  the 
Nepaulese  force,  under  Maharajah  Jung  Bahadoor, 
was  associated  with  the  army  under  General  Sir 
Colin  Campbell's  command. 

To  the  distinguished  leader  of  that  force»  the 
Maharajah  Jung  Bahadoor,  the  Governor-General 
desires  to  express  his  thanks  for  the  hearty  co-ope- 
ration which  the  Commander-in-chief  received  from 
his  Highness,  and  for  the  gallant  bearing  of  his 
Hifrhness'  troops. 

To  Major- General  Sir  James  Outram,  G.C.B., 
the  Government  of  India  is  under  a  new  debt  of 
gratitude.  After  having  held  the  exposed  post  of 
Alumbagh  for  more  than  three  months,  in  the  ^ce 
of  powerful  bodies  of  rebels,  whose  attacks  he  never 
failed  to  repel,  Sir  James  Outram  has  further  greatly 
distinguished  himself  at  the  head  of  the  Ist  Division, 
by  the  brilliant  and  thoroughly  complete  manner  in 
which  he  executed  the  duties  entrusted  to  him. 
The  Governor-General  requests  that  Sir  James 
Outram  will  accept  his  most  sincere  thanks. 

His  Lordship  offers  his  hearty  acknowledgments 
to  the  other  General  Officers  whose  services  are 
prominently  noticed  in  these  despatches :— ^ 
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To  Major-General  Mansfield,  Chief  of  the  Staff, 
of  vhose  eminent  services  the  Commander-in-chief 
speaks  with  well-merited  commendation. 

To  Major-General  Sir  Archdale  Wilson,  Baronet, 
K.C.B.,  in  chief  command  of  the  Artillery,  who, 
after  winning  lasting  renown  in  the  capture  of 
Delhi,  has  borne  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  reduction 
of  Lucknow.

ship  '*  Shannon,"  and  to  offer  his  especial  thanks  to 
him  for  his  remarkable  services. 

The  Governor-General  entirely  concurs  with  his 
Excellency  the  Commander  in-chief,  in  prominently 
recognizing  the  great  skill  and  ability  of  Brigadier 
Napier,  who  commanded  the  Engineers  of  Her 
Majesty's  and  the  East  India  Company's  Services 
forming  part  of  the  force.  Brigadier  Napier  is 
especially  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Governor- 
General  ;  and  to  him,  to  Colonel  Harness,  com- 
nianding  the  Royal  Engineers,  and  to  the  several 
officers  under  them,  of  both  the  services,  his  Lord- 
ship's grateful  acknowledgments  are  offered. 

The  Governor-General  .has  much  satisfaction  in 
expressing  his  high  sense  of  the  merits  of  the 
several  officers  commanding  Brigades  and  Regi- 
ments. 

To  the  commanding  officers  of  the  Royal  Artillery, 
of  the  Naval  Artillery,  and  of  the  Bengal  and 
Madras  Artillery,  the  Governor-General  tenders 
his  cordial  thanks.

To  the  officers  of  the  Personal  Staff  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief, of  the  Chief  of  the  Staff,  and  oi 
General  Officers  commanding  Divisions,  the  thanks 
of  the  Governor-General  are  due ;  and  his  Lord- 
ship records  his  acknowledgments  to  the  officers  cl 
the  Staff  of  Divisions  and  Brigades,  all  of  whom 
have  zealously  performed  their  duty. 

To  the  officers  and  men  of  every  service,  soldiers, 
seamen,  and  marines,  composing  the  force  by  which 
Luck  now  has  been  taken,  the  Governor-General 
desires  to  express  his  admiration  of  their  conduct, 
and  to  tender  to  each  individual  the  thanks  of  the 
Government 'of  India.  His  Lordship  will  take  the 
earliest  opportunity  of  bringing  under  the  favour* 
able  notice  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  of 
the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Directors,  the  services 
rendered  by  the  force. 
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In  testimony  of  these  services,  the  Governor- 
General  is  pleased  to  direct  that  every  officer  and 
soldier,  European  and  Native,  and  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  Navy,  who  took  part  in  the  capture  of 
LfUcknow,  shall  receive  a  donation  of  six  months' 
batta.

Tlie  Ccmmander-in'chief  to  the  Governor 'General 

of  India. 
Camp,  La  Mar  tinier e,  Lucknow^ 
My  Lord,  Mareh  22,  1858. 

I  H  AVE  the  honor  to  announce  to  your  Lord- 
ship that  I  transferred  my  head-quarters  to  the 
camp  of  Brieradier-General  Sir  Edward  Lugard, 
K.C.B.,  at  Btmtara,  on  the  28th  ultimo ;  the 
Division  which  had  been  detached  under  Brigadier- 
General  Sir  J.  Hope  Grant,  K.C.B.,  and  that 
under  Brigadier- General  Walpole,  joining  the  next 
day. 

Having  received  tolerably  correct  information 
with  respect  to  the  lines  of  works  which  had  been 
constructed  by  the  enemy  for  the  defence  of  Luck- 
now,  it  appeared  evident  to  me  that  the  necessity 
would  arise  for  operating  from  both  sides  of  the 
Goomtee  when  the  capture  of  the  city  should  be 
seriously  entertained. 

Two  very  important  reasons  conduced  to  show 
the  expediency  of  such  a  course  :  the  one  being 
that  it  would  become  possible  to  enfilade  m^ny  of 
the  enemy's  new  works;  the  other,  that  great 
avenues  of  supply  would  be  closed  against  the 
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town,  although  I  could  not  hope  to  invest  a  dty 
having  a  circumference  of  twenty  miles. 

My  first  preparations,  therefore^  were  made  for 
the  purpose  of  crossing  the  river.  Bridges  of  casks 
had  been  previously  constructed,  and  were  ready  in 
the  Engineers*  park. 

On  the  2nd  of  March,  I  advanced  on  Dilkoosha 
with  troops  as  per  margin,*  and  seized  that  position 
after  a  skirmish,  in  which  a  gun  was  taken  from 
the  enemy. 

When  the  brigades  of  Infantry  began  to 
close  on  the  advance  guard,  the  enemy  opened 
several  guns,  which  were  in  position  in  strong 
bastions,  along  the  line  of  the  canal.  This  fire  was 
heavy  and  well  sustained. 

These  guns  commanded  the  plateau,  and  com- 
pelled me  to  retire  the  camp  as  far  back  as  it  was

The  2nd  Division  of  Infantry,  under  Brigadier-General 
Sir  E.  Logard,  K.C.B.,  consisting  of — 

3rd  Brigade,  Brigadier  P.  M.  M.  Guy;  Her  Majesty's 
S4th,  38th,  and  53nl  Regiment^. 

4th  Brigade,  Brigadier  the  Honourable  A.  Hope;  4Siid 
and  93rd  Highlanders,  and  4th  Punjaub  Rifles. 
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possible*  but  not  so  far  as  I  could  have  wished, 
owiog  to  the  raviues  in  rear. 

The  Palace  of  Dilkoosha  was  occupied  as  an 
advance  picquet  on  the  right,  and  the  Mahomed- 
bagh  on  the  left;  heavy  guns  being  placed  in 
battery  at  both  points  to  keep  down  the  hostile 
fire. 

During  the  whole  of  the  2nd,  until  these  arrange- 
ments could  be  completed,  the  troops  were  much 
annoyed  by  the  enemy's  guns. 

After  that  day,  until  an  advance  took  place, 
although  the  shot  ranged  up  to,  and  sometimes  into, 
the  camp,  but  slight  loss  ensued  from  this  cause. 

On  the  3rd' and  4th,  the  remainder  of  the  Siege 
Train,  together  with  Brigadier-General  Walpole's 
Division,  closed  up  on  the  Dilkoosha  position,  the 
right  of  our  line  resting  on  Bibiapore  and  the 
Goomtee,  the  left  being  towards  Alumbagh. 

There  was  an  interval  of  about  tWo  miles  between 
our  left  and  Jellalabad,  the  right  of  the  Alumbagh 
position.  This  interval  was  occupied  by  a  Regi- 
ment of  Irregular  Horse.*  Brigadier  Campbell, 
with  a  strong  brigade  of  Cavalry  and  Horse  Artil- 
lerj,  secured  the  extreme  left,  and  swept  the 
country  towards  the  North-West. 

Three  Infantry  regiments  were  withdrawn  from 
Alumbagh,  and  joined  the  Head-Quarters  Camp. 

On  the  5th,  General  Franks,  or  the  4th  Division 
of  Infantry,  came  into  direct  communication  with 
me.  This  officer  had  marched  right  across  the 
Kingdom  of  Oudh,  having  signally  defeated  many 
bodies  of  insurgents,  and  kept  his  time  with  punc- 
tuality according  to  the  orders  g^ven  to  him,  with 
which  your  Lordship  is  already  acquainted. 

On  the  same  day  the  Goomtee  was  bridged  near 
Bibiapore.  Whilst  the  bridge  was  being  formed, 
the  enemy  showed  on  the  left  bank,  causing  the 

*  Hodsou's. 
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necessity  of  a  disposition  of  troops  and  heavy  gnns. 
He  did  not,  however,  make  a  real  attack. 

These  gun»  were  very  useful  in  another  respect, 
as  their  practice  on  the  Martiniere  silenced  much 
fire,  which  would  otherwise  have  annoyed  the 
picquets. 

They  were  accordingly  kept  on  the  same  gronnd 
for  some  days,  till  the  advance  of  the  troops  ren- 
dered them  unnecessary. 

On  the  6th,  Sir  James  Outram,  G.G.B.,  who 
had  heen  withdrawn  from  Alumhagh,  crossed  to 
the  left  hank  of  the  Goomtee  with  troops  as  per 
margin,*  the  4th  Division  under  Brigadier-General 
Franks,  C.B.,  taking  the  place  vacated  hj  Briga- 
dier-General Walpole  in  the  line.    . 

The  plan  of  attack  which  had  been  conceived, 
was  now  developed,  and  Sir  J.  Outram  was  directed 
to  push  his  advance  up  the  left  bank  of  the  Goom- 
tee, while  the  troops  in  the  position  of  Dilkhoosha 
remained  at  rest  till  it  should  have  become  apparent 
that  the  first  line  of  the  enemy's  works,  or  the  ram- 
part running  along  the  canal,  and  abutting  on  the 
Goomtee,  had  been  turned. 

The  works  may  be  briefly  described  as  follows : —

Division  and  of  Ist  Cavalry  Brigade;  Her  Majeaty'a  2nd 
Dragoon  Guards  (Bays);  Her  Migesty's  9tb  Lancers;  2nd 
PuDjaub  Cavalry;  Detachments  Ist  and  5th  Ponjanb 
Cavalry,  under  Captains  Watson  and  Sandford;  3rd  In- 
ftntry  DiTision  under  Brigadier-General  R.  Walpole;  5th 
Brigade,  Brigadier  Doogias,  C.B,  —  Her  Mi^eaty's  23rd 
Fnnliers.  79th  Highlanders,  and  Ist  Bengal  Fusiliers;  6th 
Brigade,  Brigadier  Horsford,  C.B.  —  2nd  Battalion  Riile 
Brigade ;  Srd  Battalion  ditto ;  and  2nd  Poi^jaab  Infiuitry. 
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The  series  of  courts  and  buildings  called  the 
Kaiser  Bagh,  considered  as  a  citadel  by  the  rebels, 
vas  shut  in  bj  three  lines  of  defence  towards  the 
Goomtee,  of  which  the  line  of  the  canal  was  the 
outer  one. 

The  second  line  circled  round  the  large  building 
called  the  Mess-house  and  the  Motee  Mahal,  and 
the  first  or  interior  one  was  the  principal  rampart 
of  the  Kaiser  Bagh. 

The  retir  of  the  inclosures  of  the  latter  being 
closed  in  by  the  city,  through  which  approach 
would  have  been  dangerous  to  an  assailant. 

^These  lines  were  flanked  by  numerous  bastions, 
and  rested  at  one  end  on  the  Goomtee,  and  at  the 
other  on  the  great  buildings  of  the  street,  called 
the  Huzrut  Gunge,  all  of  which  were  strongly  for- 
tified, and  flanked  the  street  in  every  direction. 

Extraordinary  care  had  been  expended  on  the 
defences  of  the  houses  and  bastions,  to  enfilade 
the  street.  This  duty  was  ably  performed- by  Sir 
James  Outram,  who  pitched  his  camp  on  the  6th 
instant,  after  a  skirmish  of  his  advance  guard,  in 
front  of  the  Chukkur  Walla  Kotee,  or  Yellow 
House. 

On  the  7th  he  was  attacked  by  the  enemy,  who 
was  speedily  driven  back. 

Having  reconnoitered  the  ground  on  the  8th 
instant,  I  directed  Sir  James  Outram  to  arrange 
his  batteries  during  the  succeeding  night,  and  to 
attack  the  enemy's  position,  the  key  of  which  was 
the  Chukkur  Walla  Kotee,  the  next  day,  or  the  9th. 

This  was  done  in  very  good  style  by  the  troops, 
under  his  command,  the  enemy  being  driven  at  all 
points,  the  Yellow  House  being  seized,  and  the 
whole  force  advanced  for  some  distance  through 
ground  affording  excellent  cover  for  the  enemy. 

He  was  then  able*  to  bring  his  right  shoulders 
forward,  occupying  the  Fyzabad  road,  and  to  plant 
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his  batteries  for  the  purpose  of  enfilading  the  works 
on  the  canal  before  alluded  to. 

He  lost  no  time  in  doing  this,  other  batteries 
of  heavy  guns  and  howitzers  being  constructed 
during  the  following  night  to  play  on  the  works, 
and  the  Kaiserbagh. 

While  this  attack  was  being  made  by  Sir  James 
Outram^  along  the  left  bank  of  the  Goomtee  on  the 
9th  instant,  a  very  heavy  fire  was  kept  up  on  the 
Martin iere  both  from  mortars  and  heavy  g^s, 
placed  in  position  during  the  previous  night,  on  the 
Dilkhoosha  Plateau. 

At  2  P.M.,  the  42nd  Highlanders,  supported  by 
the  93rd  Hisrhlanders,  the  53rd  and  90th  Regf- 
ments,  stormed  the  Martiniere,  under  the  directioik 
of  Brigadier-General  Sir  Edward  Lugard,  K.C.B.i 
and  Brigadier  the  Honourable  Adrian  Hope. 

It  was  quickly  seen  that  the  en 6 lading  fire  on 
the  line  of  the  canal  from  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river  had  produced  the  expected  result. 

The  4th  Punjaub  Infantry,  supported  by  the 
42nd  Highlanders,  climbed  up  the  entrenchment 
abutting  on  the  Goomtee,  and  proceeded  to  sweep 
down  the  whole  line  of  the  works,  till  they  got  to 
the  neighbourhood  of  Banks*  House,  when  it 
became  necessary  to  close  operations  for  the  night. 

Major  Wylde,  4th  Punjaub  Rifles,  distinguished 
himself  very  much  on  this  occasion. 

The  line  of  works  was  strongly  occupied  by  the 
troops  which  had  first  entered,  and  by  the  5Srd 
Regiment.. 

On  the  10th  instnnt,  Sir  James  Outram  was 
engaged  in  strengthening  his  position.  Sir  James 
Hope  Grant,  K.C.B-,  being  employed  in  patrolling 
towards  the  cantonment  with  the  Cavalry  placed 
under  Sir  James  Outram's  orders,  a  system  of 
extensive  patrolling  or  reconnaissance  having  been 
established  by  my  order  in  that  direction,  from  the 
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tiin«  that  the  first  position  had  been  taken  up  across 
the  Goomtee. 

At  sunrise  on  the  same  day  a  disposition  of 
troops  and  heavy  guns  was  made  by  Sir  Edward 
Lugard,  for  the  attack  of  Banks'  House,  which  was 
carried  at  noon,  and  secured  as  a  strong  military 
post. 

The  second  part  of  the  plan  of  attack  against 
the  Kaiserbagh  now  came  into  operation,  viz.,  to 
use  the  great  blocks  of  houses  and  palaces,  extend- 
ing from  Banks'  House  to  the  Kaiserbagh,  as  our 
approach,  instead  of  sapping  up  towards  the  front 
of  the  second  line  of  works. 

By  these  means  I  was  enabled  to  turn  the  new 
works  towards  our  own  left,  at  the  same  time  that 
they  were  enfiladed  on  the  right  by  Sir  James 
Outram's  advance. 

The  latter  had  already  received  orders  to  plant 
his  guns  with  a  view  to  raking  the  enemy's  position, 
to  annoy  the  Kaiserbagh  both  with  vertical  and 
direct  fire,  also  to  attack  the  suburbs  in  the 
yicinity  of  the  Iron  and  Stone  Bridges,  shortly 
after  daybreak,  and  so  command  the  Iron  Bridge 
from  the  left  bank. 

All  this  was  carried  out  by  Sir  James  Outram 
with  the  most  marked  success. 

The  enemy,  however,  still  held  tenaciously  to  his 
own  end  of  the  Iron  Bridge  on  the  right  bank,  and 
there  wa^  a  heavy  cannonading  from  both  sides,  till 
the  bridge  was  afterward?  taken  in  reverse. 

Sir  Edward  Lugard's  attack  on  the  11th,  was 
pressed  forward  in  like  manner. 

The  operation  had  now  become  one  of  engineering 
character,  and  the  most  earnest  endeavours  were 
made  to  save  the  Infantry  from  being  hazarded, 
before  due  preparation  had  been  made. 

The  Chief  Engineer,  Brigadier  Napier,  placed 
the  batteries  with  a  view  to  breaching  and  shell- 
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in^  a  large  block  of  palaces  called  the  Begmn 
Kotee. 

The  latter  was  stormed  with  great  gallantry  bj 
the  93rd  Highlanders,  supported  by  the  4th  Pun- 
jaub  Rifles,  and  1,000  Goorkhas,  led  by  Brigadier 
the  Honourable  Adrian  Hope,  under  the  direction 
of  Brigadier-General  Sir  Edward  Lugard,  at  4  p.m. 

The  troops  secured  the  whole  block  of  buildings, 
and  inflicted  a  very  heavy  loss  on  tne  enemy,  the 
attack  having  been  one  of  very  desperate  character. 

This  was  the  sternest  struggle  which  occurred 
during  the  siege. 

From  thenceforward  the  Chief  Engineer  pushed 
his  approach  with  the  greatest  judgment  through 
the  inclosures  by  the  aid  of  the  Sappers  and  heavy 
guns,  the  troops  immediately  occupying  the  ground 
as  he  advanced,  and  the  mortars  being  moved  from 
one  position  to  another,  as  ground  was  won  on 
which  they  could  be  placed. 

The  buildings  to  the  right,  and  the  Secunder 
Bagh,  were  taken  in  the  early  morning  of  the  same 
day  without  opposition. 

During  the  night  of  the  12th,  Sir  James  Outram 
was  reinforced  with  a  number  of  heavy  guns  and 
mortars,  and  directed  to  increase  his  fire  on  the 
Kaiserbagh,  while,  at  the  same  time,  mortars 
placed  in  position  at  the  Begum's  house,  never 
ceased  to  play  on  the  Emambara,  the  next  large 
palace  it  was  necessary  to  storm  between  the  Be- 
gum Kotee  and  the  Kaiserbagh. 

On  Brigadier-General  Franks,  C.B.,  who  had 
relieved  Sir  Edward  Lugard,  and  the  2nd  Division, 
with  the  4th  Division,  on  the  12th  instant,  devolved 
the  duty  of  attacking  the  Emambara. 

A  column  of  attack  was  formed  for  that  purpose 
by  Brigadier  D.  Russell,  on  the  morning  of  the 
14th. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Maharajah   Jung   Baha- 
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door,  with  a  force  of  about  9,000  men,  and  with 
twenty-four  field  guns  drawn  by  men,  had  arrived, 
and  taken  bis  position  in  our  line  on  the  12th 
instant,  and  moved  close  to  the  canal  on  the  1 3th. 

At  my  request,  his  Highness  was  begged  by 
Brigadier-General  Maegregor,  C.B.,  the  Special 
Commissioner  attached  to  him,  to  pass  the  canal 
and  attack  the  suburb  in  his  front,  and  consider- 
ably to  the  left  of  Banks'  house.  To  this  his 
Highness  acceded  with  much  willingness,  and  his 
force  was  most  advantageously  employed  in  thus 
covering  my  left  for  several  days,  during  which, 
from  the  nature  of  our  operations,  I  was  obliged  to 
mass  all  the  available  strength  of  the  British  force 
towards  the  right,  in  the  joint  attack  carried  along 
both  banks  of  the  Goomtee. 

The  Emambara  was  carried  early  on  the  Hth, 
and  the  Siklis  of  the  Ferozepore  regiment  under 
Major  Brasyer,  pressing  forward  in  pursuit,  entered 
the  Kaisebragh,  the  third  line  of  the  defences 
having  been  turned  without  a  single  gun  being  fired 
from  them. 

Supports  were  quickly  thrown  in,  and  all  the 
well-known  ground  of  former  defence  and  attack, 
the  mess-house,  the  Tara  Kotee,  the  Motee  Mehal, 
and  the  Chuttur  Munzil,  were  rapidly  occupied  by 
the  troops,  while  the  engineers  devoted  their  atten- 
tion to  securing  the  position  towards  the  south  and 
west.  The  day  was  one  of  long  and  continued 
exertion,  and  every  one  felt  that,  although  much 
remained  to  be  done  before  the  final  expulsion  of 
the  rebels,  the  most  difficult  part  of  the  under- 
taking had  been  overcome. 

This  is  not  the  place  for  description  of  the  vari- 
ous buildings  successively  sapped  into  or  stormed ; 
suffice  it  to  say,  that  they  formed  a  range  of  mas- 
sive palaces  and  walled  courts  of  vast  extent, 
equalled  perhaps,  but  certainly  not  surpassed,  in 
any  capital  in    Europe.     Every  outlet   had -been 
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covered  by  a  work«  and  on  every  side  \7ere  |»«- 
pared  barricades  and  loopholed  parapets. 

The  extraordinary  industry  evinced  by  the  enemy 
in  this  respect  has  been  really  unexampled.  Hence 
the  absolute  necessity  for  holding  the  troops  in 
hand,  till  at  each  successive  move  forward  the 
Engineers  reported  to  me,  that  all  which  could  be 
effected  by  Artillery  and  the  Sappers  had  been 
done,  before  the  troops  were  led  to  the  assault. 

The  15th  instant  was  employed  in  securing  what 
had  been  taken,  removing  powder,  destroying  mines, 
and  fixing  mortars  for  the  further  bombardment  of 
the  positions  still  held  by  the  enemy  on  the  line  of 
our  advance  up  the  Goomtee,  and  iu  the  heart  of 
the  city. 

Brigadier-General  Sir  J.  Hope  Grant,  K.CB^ 
was  sent  out  with  Cavalry  on  one  side  towards 
Seetapore  to  intercept  fugitives,  while  Brigadier 
Campbell  marched  with  like  orders  in  the  direction 
of  Snndeela  on  a  similar  duty.  They  returned  on 
the  17th  to  their  former  positions. 

On  the  16th  instant,  Sir  James  Outram,  with 
the  5th  Brigade  under  Brigadier  Douglas,  sup- 
ported by  two  other  regiments.  Her  Majesty's  20th 
and  the  regiment  of  Ferozepore»  having  crossed 
over  the  Goomtee  by  a  bridge  of  casks  opposite 
the  Secunderbagh,  advanced,  according  to  order, 
through  the  Chutter  Munzil  to  take  the  Residency. 

During  the  first  movements  of  this  operation,  a 
movement  of  the  enemy  in  retreat  across  the  stone 
bridge  became  apparent. 

Sir  James  was  ordered  to  press  forward,  and  he 
was  able,  almost  without  opposition,  not  only  to 
take  .the  iron  bridge  in  reverse,  which  was  my^ 
principal  object,  but  also  to  advance  for  more  than 
a  mile,  and  occupy  the  Muchee  Bawon  and  Great 
Emambara. 

In  short,  the  city  was  ours. 

Brigadier-General  Walpole's  picquets  on  the  left 
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bank  were  attacked  by  the  retreating  enemy,  who 
was,  as  usual,  heavily  repulsed. 

On  the  19th  a  combined  morement  was  or- 
ganized. 

Sir  James  Outram  moved  forward  directly  on 
the  Moosabagh,  the  last  position  of  the  enemy  on 
the  line  of  the  Goomtee. 

Sir  J.  Hope  Grant  cannonaded  the  latter  from 
the  left  bank,  while  Brigadier  Campbell,  moving 
right  round  the  western  side  from  the  Alumbagh, 
prevented  retreat  in  that  direction. 

The  rout  was  now  complete,  and  great  loss  was 
inflicted  on  the  enemy  by  all  these  columns. 

On  the  1 6th,  for  the  last  time,  the  enemv  had 
shown  in  some  strength  before  Alumbagh,  which 
up  to  that  date  was  held  by  odly  two  of  our  regi- 
inents. 

Jung  Bahadoor  was  requested  to  move  to  his  left 
up  the  canal,  and  take  the  position  in  reverse  from 
which  our  position  at  Alumbagh  had  been  so  long 
annoyed. 

This  was  executed  very  well  by  his  Highness, 
and  he  seized  the  positions,  one  after  another,  with 
little  loss  to  himself. 

The  guns  of  the  enemy,  which  the  latter  did  not 
stop  to  take  away,  fell  into  his  hands. 

On  the  21  st,  Sir  Edward  Lugard  was  directed  to 
s^ttack  a  stronghold  held  by  the  Moulvie  in  the 
heart  of  the  city.  This  he  occupied  after  a  sharp 
contest,  and  it  now  became  possible  to  invite  the 
retnni  of  the  inhabitants,  and  to  rescue  the  city 
from  the  horrors  of  this  prolonged  contest. 

Brigadier  Campbell,  with  his  Cavalry,  attacked 
the  enemy  when  retreating  from  the  city  in  conse- 
quence of  Sir  Edward  Lugard's  advance,  inflicting 
heavy  loss,  and  pursued  him  for  six  miles. 

I  beg  to  inclose  Sir  James  Outram's  own  account 
of  his  operations,  which  were  removed  from  my 
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immediate  superintendeDce,  till  he  re-crossed  the 
Goomtee  prior  to  the  attack  of  the  16th. 

It  was  matter  of  real  gratification  to  me  to  be 
able  to  entrust  the  trans-Goomtee  operation  to 
this  very  distinguished  officer ;  and  after  that  had 
been  conducted  to  my  perfect  satisfaction,  to  bring 
him  forward  again  to  put  the  finishing  stroke  on 
the  enemy^  while  the  extended  position  in  the  town 
was  of  necessity  held  by  the  troops  who  had  won 
it.  My  thanks  are  eminently  due  to  him,  and  I 
trust  he  will  receive  them  as  heartily  as  they  are 
offered. 

I  have  now  the  pleasing  task  of  communicating 
to  your  Lordship  the  name  of  an  officer  to  whom 
not  only  I,  as  Commanding  General,  but  to  whom* 
in  truth,  the  service  at  large  is  under  great  obliga- 
tion— Major-General  Mansfield,  the  Chief  of  Sie 
Staff,  whose  labour  has  been  unceasing,  whose 
abilities  are  of  the  highest  order,  and  have  been  oi 
the  greatest  use  to  me  during  this  campaign.  It 
is  impossible  for  me  to  praise  this  officer  too 
highly,  or  to  recommend  him  sufficiently  to  the 
protection  of  your  Lordship  and  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

I  desire  to  draw  the  particular  attention  of  your 
Lordship  to  Brigadier-Generals  Franks,  C.B.,  WaK 
pole,  Sir  J.  Hope  Grant,  K.C.B.,  and  Sir  Edward 
Lugard,  K.C.B. 

Their  divisions  have  been  most  admirably  com- 
manded, and  they  have  on  every  occasion  amplj 
justified  all  my  expectations. 

Brigadier- Generals  Walpole  and  Sir  J.  Hope 
Grant  were  employed  more  immediately  under  the 
direction  of  Sir  James  Outram,  who  speaks  in  the 
highest  terms  of  the  assistance  he  received  from 
them. 

Sir  J.  H.  Grant's  management  of  hb  Cavaby 
and  Horse  Artillery  is  always  most  admirable. 
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As  detailed  above,  the  manner  in  which  the 
attacks  on  the  main  line  of  operations  were  di- 
rected by  Sir  Edward  Lugard  and  Brigadier- 
General  Franks  reflected  the  greatest  credit  on 
them. 

The  officers  in  command  of  the  Cavalry  Brigades 
have  proved  themselves  equal  to  their  high  position, 
and  are  worthy  of  your  Lordship's  favourable  con- 
sideration. 

Brigadier  Campbell,  in  command  of  the  Cavalry 
on  the  \eh,  performed  his  detached  duty  with  much 
vigilance  and  judgment.  His  march  round  the 
city  on  the  19th  instant,  which  was  a  running  fight 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  day,  was  a  very  difficult 
one. 

His  pursuit,  on  the  21st,  of  the  party  which 
broke  away,  after  being  driven  by  Sir  Edward 
Liugard  from  Saadut  Gunge,  was  highly  effective. 

Brigadier  Hagart  has  received  the  marked  com- 
mendation of  Sir  J.  Hope  Grant,  and  the  Brigadiers 
in  command  of  Infantry  Brigades  have  particularly 
distinguished  themselves  under  the  eyes  of  their 
Divisional  Commanders : — Brigadier  D.  Russell,  1st 
Brigade ;  Brigadier  P.  M .  M.  Guy,  3rd  Brigade^; 
Brigadier  the  Honourable  A.  Hope,  4th  Brigade; 
Brigadier  Douglas,  C.B.,  5th  Brigade ;  Brigadier 
Horsford,  C.B.,  6th  Brigade ;  Brigadier  Evelegh, 
7th  Brigade.  And  Lieutenant- Colonel  Longden, 
Her  Majesty's  1 0th  Foot,  attached  to  the  Goorkha 
Brigade,  by  order  of  the  Commander-in-chief. 

The  head-quarters  2nd  Brigade,  with  the  5th 
Fusiliers,  and  78th  Highlanders  under  Brigadier 
Franklyii,  remained  at  Alumbagh  in  position,  and 
was  well  disposed  by  that  officer  to  resist  the 
enemy's  demonstration  on  the  1 6th  instant. 

To  Major-General  Sir  Arch  dale  Wilson,  K.C.B., 
my  warmest  acknowledgments  are  due  for  the 
effective  manner  in  which  he  commanded  the 
Artillery  Diviaion.

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The  four  Corps,  the  Naval  Brigade,  the  Rojal 
Artillery,  the  Bengal  Artillery,  and  the  Madru 
Artillery,  worked  with  the  greatest  harmony  under 
his  happy  direction  as  one  regiment. 

The  merits  of  Sir  Archdale  Wilson  are  too  wideW 
known  to  gain  anything  by  encomium  from  me,  but 
I  may  be  permitted  to  express  my  great  satisfaction 
at  having  been  able  to  avail  myself  of  the  assistanoe 
of  this  most  distinguished  officer.  The  effective 
fire  of  the  Artillery  during  the  long  operations 
which  depended  so  much  on  the  management  of 
that  arm,  elicited  p:eneral  admiration. 

The  practice  of  the  68-pounder8  of  the  Naval 
Brigade  was  ■  capital,  while  the  Kaiserbagh  and 
other  great  buildings  which  had  been  stormed, 
showed  in  a  very  convincing  manner  how  truly  the 
shelln  had  been  directed  by  the  Royal  and  Bengal 
Artillery. 

Whenever  the  Field  Artillery  could  be  used,  the 
Troops  of  Horse  Artillery,  and  field  batteries  of 
Royal  Artillery,  the  Bengal  Artillery,  and  the 
Madras  Artillery,  did  the  most  excellent  service. 

Sir  Archdale  Wilson  expresses  bis  great  obligm- 
tions  to  Captain  Sir  William  Peel,  K.C.B.,  R.N., 
till  that  most  gallant  officer  was  severely  wounded ; 
and  to  Bricradiers  Wood,  C.B.,  Royal  Horse 
Artillery,  and  Barker,  C.B.,  Royal  Artillery,  re- 
spectively commanding  the  Field  and  Siege  Artillery 
Brigades. 

It  would  be  difficult  for  me  to  give  an  adequate 
idea  of  the  zeal  and  activity  displayed  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  Brigadier  Napier,  Bengal  Engineers. 
Many  of  the  operations  depended  on  his  proper 
appreciation  of  the  obstructions  to  be  overcome^ 
and  the  means  at  his  disposal  for  that  purpose.  His 
great  professional  skill  and  thorough  acquaintance 
with  the  value  of  his  enemy  have  been  of  the 
greatest  service,  and  I  recommend  him  most  cor- 
dially to  your  Lfordship's  protection.  I  am  under 
very  great  obligations  to  him. 
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The  officers  of  the  great  Departments  of  the 
army  have  accompanied  me  during  the  siege,  and 
I  beg  to  return  them  mjr  thanks.  They  are  as

The  manner  in  which  the  93rd  Regiment  flimg 
itself  into  the  Begum  Kotee,  followed  by  the  4th 
Sikhs,  and  supported  by  the  42nd,  was  magnificent; 
and  the  subsequent  attack  on  the  Emambara  and 
the  Kalserbagh  reflected  the  greatest  credit  on  the 
regimental  leaders  of  the  4th  Division,  and  the 
soldiers  who  followed  them. 

Corrected  lists  will  be  sent  immediately  of  the 
officers  and  soldiers  who  are  deemed  most  worthy 
of  distinction  in  a  force  in  which  every  one  has  a 
claim.

Metnorandum  of  Operations  carried  on^  under  tk$ 
command  of  Majoi^Oeneral  Sir  James  Outram, 
G, C.B.J  during  the  Siege  of  Lucknow. 

On  the  morning  of  the  6th  instant,  shortly  hefore 
daybreak,  I  proceeded,  with  the  force  named  in  the 
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inargJn,*  to  cross  the  Goomtee  river,  over  the  two 
temporary  bridges  which  had  been  constructed  bj 
the  order  of  his  Excellency ;  the  whole  of  the 
Cavalry  being  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Sir  James  -Hope  Grant,  K.C.B.,  the 
Infantry  under  that  of  Brigadier-General  Walpole, 
the  Field  Artillery  under  Brigadier  D.  Wood,  C.6., 
the  Siege  Artillery,  which  subsequently  joined  me, 
under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Uiddell,  B.A.  After 
proceeding  a  short  distance  in  a  northerly  direction, 
the  enemy  became  visible  on  our  left  flank,  and  on 
being  approached  by  the  Cavalry,  they  were  dis- 
covered to  be  in  considerable  force,  chiefly  sowars. 
The  2nd  Punjaub  Cavalry  then  attacked  on  the 
right,  while  Major  Smith,  of  the  Queen's  Bays, 
with  two  squadrons  of  his  own  regiment,  one 
squadron  of  the  9th  Lancers,  and  1/ieutenant- 
Colonel  D'Aguilar's  troop  of  Horse  Artillery, 
advanced  from  our  left.  The  enemy  were  imme- 
diately driven  back,  and  pursued  to  the  banks  of  the 
river,  many  being  cut  up,  but  I  regret  to  state  that 
in  this  charge  the  gallant  Major  Smith  was  killed. 
Our  camp  was  then  formed  on  the  Fyzabad  road, 
about  half-a-mile  in  advance  of  the  village  of 
Chinhut,  on  the  Lucknow  side;  early  on  the 
following  morning,  7th  March,  the  enemy  made  a 
smart  attack  on  our  advanced  pickets,  and  brought 
out  several  guns  under  cover  of  ravines  and  clumps 
of  trees  in  our  front.    They  were,  however,  speedily

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withdrawn,  on  our  skirmishers  and  Horse  Artillery 
and  Captain  Middleton's  Field  Batter v»  protected 
by  the  Cavalry,  coming  to  the  front  and  opening 
their  fire.  The  Artillery*  practice  on  this  occasion, 
as  on  the  preceding  day,  was  admirable. 

The  following  day,  the  8th  instant,  under  the 
instructions  of  his  Excellency,  Colonel  d'Aguilar*8 
troop  of  Horse  Artillery,  and  the  9th  Lancers, 
re-crossed  the  river  to  the  head-quarters  camp,  and 
the  siege  guns  named  in  the  marginf  joined  me. 
Having  decided  upon  an  attack  on  the  enemy's 
position  on  the  next  morning,  the  9th  instant,  I 
caused  an  entrenchment  for  eight  24-pounder  guns 
and  three  8-inch  howitzers  to  be  constructed  during 
the  night  The  battery  was  armed,  and  commenced 
its  fire  at  daybreak  with  excellent  effect,  after  which 
the  right  column  of  Infantry,  accompanied  by 
Captain  Gibbon's  field  battery,  under  Brigadier 
General  Walpole,  covered  with  a  cloud  of  skir- 
mishers  commanded  by  Brigadier  Horsford,  C.  B^ 
supported  by  the  5th  Brigade,  under  Bi^gadier 
Douglas,  drove  the  enemy  through  the  jungles, 
walls,  and  villages  which  afforded  them  an  excellent 
cover,  and  bringing  the  right  shoulders  forward, 
occupied  the  Fyzabad  road.  In  the  meantime,  the 
left  column  of  attack,  composed  of  the  Ist  Bengal 
Fusiliers,  supported  by  two  companies  of  the  79th 
Highlanders,  which  had  been  held  in  readiness  on 
the  left  of  the  battery,  together  with  the  Horse 
Artillery  under  Brigadier  Wood,  which  had  been 
formed  in  rear  of  the  bridge  across  the  Kokral, 
advanced,  and  in  concert  with  the  right  column, 
carried  the  Chukker  Kotee  (or  Yellow  House),  the 
key  of  the  rebel  position,  in  gallant  style,  and 
thereby  turned  the  strong  line  of  entrenchment,

t  24- pounder  guns,  8;  8-inch  bowitsers,  4}  S-ineh 
mortars,  10:  total,  22. 
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which  had  heen  constructed  hy  the  enemy  on 
the  right  hank  of  the  Goomtee^  of  which  success 
the  sjcirmishers  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  snh- 
sequently,  were  apprised  by  Lieutenant  Butler  of 
the  Bengal  Fusiliers,  who  swam  across  the  Goom- 
tee,  and  climbing  the  parapet,  remained  in  that 
position  for  a  considerable  time  under  heayy  fire 
of  musketry,  until  the  work  was  occupied.  After 
the  occupation  of  the  Chukker  Kothee,  we  drove  the 
enemy  rapidly  through  the  old  Irregular  Cavalry 
lines  and  suburbs  to  the  Padshah  Bagh.  The 
fortified  gates  of  this  strong  walled  inclosure  were 
blown  open,  and  the  garden  occupied,  and  two 
guns  found  by  our  troops.  Three  guns  and  a 
howitzer  were  then  placed  in  position  to  enfilade 
the  works  in  the  rear  of  the  Martiniere,  a  battery  of 
two  24-pounder  guns,  and  two  8-inch  howitzers, 
was  placed  near  the  river  to  keep  down  the  fire 
from  the  town.  A  battery  for  five  mortars  was 
constructed  dunng  the  night,  and  in  the  morning 
commenced  playing  on  the  Kaiserbagh.  Four 
heavy  guns  were  also  placed  in  a  work  thrown  up 
by  the  enemy  at  the  east  entrance  into  the  Padshah 
Bagh. 

On  the  lOtb,  we  were  occupied  in  strength- 
ening our  position,  the  enemy  being  in  force  in 
the  suburbs  in  our  front,  from  which  they  made 
an  attack  in  considerable  numbers  on  a  picket 
held  by  the  79th  Highlanders,  but  were  repulsed 
with  heavy  loss.  General  Sir  James  Hope  Grant 
occupied  himself  the  while  in  patrolling  the  vici- 
nity, during  «^  which  operation  a  most  valuable 
young  officer.  Major  Sandford,  of  the  5th  Punjaub 
Irregular  Cavalry,  was  unfortunately  killed,  but  the 
enemy  sufiered  severely. 

During  this  night,  another  battery  was  con- 
structed in  the  Padshah  Bagh  for  four  24-pounder8, 
two  8-inch  howitzers,  and  five  8-inch  mortars, 
which  kept  up  a  vertical  and  direct  fire  on  the

defences  ia  the  interior  of  the  Kaiserhagh.  Two 
more  24-pounder8  were  also  broup^ht  to  bear 
on  the  mess-house,  and  on  the  Kaiserhagh,  in 
compliance  with  the  instructions  of  his  Excellencj. 
I  made  arrangements  to  attack  the  suburbs  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  iron  and  stone  bridges,  and  shortly 
after  daylight  on  the  11th- instant,  the  right  column 
as  per  margin,*  formed  on  the  Fysabad  road  under 
the  immediate  command  of  Brigadier-General  Wal- 
pole,  and  worked  its  way,  covered  by  its  skirmishers, 
through  the  town,  until  it  reached  the  Mosque,  on 
the  old  cantonment  road,  which  commands  the 
approach  to  the  iron  bridge. 

The  left  cohunn,  as  per  margin^f  proceeded  along 
the  lower  road  towards  the  iron  bridge.  These  two 
cohimns  were  connected  by  a  strong  chain  of  skir- 
mishers, which,  as  well  as  the  left  column,  met 
with  considerable  opposition,  as  the  enemy  opened 
*  three  guns  on  them  from  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river,  and  also  held  the  ground  in  great  strength  in 
front  of  the  rifle  skirmishers,  commanded  by  Brevet- 
Major  Warren,  Captains  Wilmot  and  Thynne,  and 
Lieutenant  Grey,  who  all  behaved  most  gallantly. 
Captain  Thynne,  a  most  promising  officer,  I  regret 
to  say,  was  mortally  wounded.  This  column  occu- 
pied the  houses  down  to  the  river's  bank,  and  the 
head  of  the  iron  bridge,  to  the  right  of  which,  the 
two  24*pounder  guns  were  placed  in  battery.  The 
spirit  and  dash  of  the  men  during  this  critical 
operation  was  most  remarkable,  and  merits  my 
highest  commendation.  Lieutenant  Moorsom, 
Deputy- Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  who  had 
been  deputed  by  me  to  guide  the  column,  was  killed

fantry,  under  command  of  Lieutenaiit-Coioael  Pratt 
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on  the  spot,  while  reconnoitering  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  road.  I  deplore  sincerely  the  loss  of 
this  most  gallant  and  promising  young  officer* 
whose  soldier-like  zeal  and  acquirements  rendered 
nim  an  ornament  to  his  profession. 

Having  left  the  Bengal  Fusiliers  posted  in  the' 
Mosque  on  the  Cantonment  Road,  I  proceeded  with 
the  remainder  of  the  right  column  in  that  direction, 
and  shortly  afterwards  met  Sir  J.  H.  Grant's 
Cavalry  and  Horse  Artillery,  which  in  the  mean- 
time had  heen  operating  on  the  extreme  right* 
Tuminpf  now  towards  the  Stone  Bridge,  we  surprised 
the  camp  of  the  rebel  15th  Irregular  Horse,  whose 
standards  and  two  guns  were  captured  by  the 
Rifles ;  the  enemy  flying  in  all  directions  over  the 
plain,  many  being  cut  up  by  our  Cavalry. 

I  then  penetrated  to  the  head  of  the  Stone  Bridge, 
through  the  strong  and  dense  suburbs,  without 
encountering  any  material  opposition.  The  enemy, 
however,  were  able  to  command  it  with  guns,  as  well 
as  with  musketry,  from  the  tops  of  several  high  and 
strong  stone  houses,  from  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river,  and  the  position  was,  moreover,  too  distant* 
and  the  approaches  too  intricate,  to  warrant  my 
holding  it  permanently  with  the  force  at  my  dis- 
posal. I  therefore  withdrew  to  the  Mosque  at  the 
cross  road,  already  occupied  by  the  Bengal  Fusiliers, 
oar  route  being  through  suburbs  in  which  we  des* 
troyed  a  quantity  of  munitions  of  war,  and  finally 
we  retired  to  camp,  when  the  arrangements  for 
the  occupation  of  the  iron  bridge  had  been  com- 
pleted. 

During  the  nights  of  the  12th  and  13th,  having 
been  reinforced  by  four  18-pounder  guns,  two 
10-inch  howitzers,  ^ve  lO-inch  mortars  and  four 
6|-inch  mortars,  three  batteries  were  erected,  from 
which  ^ve  10-inch  mortars,  ten  8-inch  mortars, 
four  24-pounder  guns,  were  brought  to  bear  upon 
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the  Kaiserbagb,  on  the  fall  of  which,  on  the 
morning  of  the  14th,  the  guns  and  mortars  were 
turned  on  the  Residency,  and  the  buildings  to  the 
right  of  the  bridge.  Daring  this  operation  Lieu- 
tenant Cuthbert,  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  brought 
himself  prominently  to  notice  by  extinguishing  a 
fire  in  a  small  building  in  front  of  his  battery,  in  a 
very  dangerous  and  exposed  position.  The  ope- 
rations, connected  with  a  breastwork  across  the 
Iron  Bridge,  were  conducted  by  Lieutenant 
Wynne,  R.  E.,  and  Serjeant  Paul,  who  displayed 
great  coolness  and  resolution  in  the  face  of  a  heavy 
and  continual  fire. 

Having  been  ordered  to  join  his  Excellency's 
camp,  my  operations  on  the  north  side  of  Uie 
Goomtee  were  here  brought  to  a  close. 

Our  casualties  during  these  proceeding^  amountea 
to  5  officers  killed,  and  9  wounded,  and  the  loss  in 
men,  including  Serjeants,  was  91  killed,  and  104 
wounded;  total  26  killed, and  113  wounded.  With 
the  exception  of  the  officers,  the  above  statement 
of  casualties  does  not  include  the  Cavalry  Division ; 
General  Sir  J.  H.  Grant  having  been  ordered  o£F 
into 'the  district,  neither  his  casualty  list  nor  his 
notice  of  his  officers  has  been  received.  From  the 
peculiar  nature  of  the  fighting,  the  actual  loss  of 
the  enemy  is  difficult  to  ascertain.  But  I  cannot 
estimate  it  at  less  than  2,000  throughout  the 
whole  operations. 

On  the  16th  instant,  under  instructions  from  his 
Excellency,  I  proceeded  to  the  Kaiserbagh,  where 
I  found  the  5th  Brigade,  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier  Douglas,  C.  B.,  comprising  the  23rd 
Fusiliers,  the  79th  Highlanders^  and  the  1st  Bengal 
Fusiliers,  to  which  his  Excellency  had  added  Her 
Majesty's  20th  Regiment,  and  the  Ferozepore 
Regiment  of  Sikhs. 

Vast  numbers  of  the  enemy  having  been  seen 
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crossing  the  Stone  Bridge  from  the  city,  apparently 
with  the  design  of  attacking  Brigadier-General 
Walpole's  camp,  on  the  north  of  the  Gomtee,  his 
excellency  ordered  me  to  press  our  movement.  I 
immediately  ordered  the  advance,  and  took  posses- 
sion of  the  Residency,  with  little  opposition,  the 
2drd  Fusiliers  charging  through  the  gateway,  and 
driving  the  enemy  before  them  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet,  the  remainder  of  the  Brigade  following 
them  in  reserve. 

The  enemy  having  been  dislodged  from  the  Resi- 
dency, two  companies  of  the  23rd,  under  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Bell,  accompanied  by  Captain  Gould 
Weston,  who  pointed  out  the  road,  pressed  rapidly 
.forward,  and  captured  the  brass  g^n,  which  was  in 
position  to  sweep  the  Iron  Bridge,  after  some  oppo- 
sition. In  the  meanwhile  the  Residency  height 
was  crowned  by  a  field  battery  of  Madras  Artillery, 
under  the  command  of  Major  Cotter,  which  kept 
up  a  heavy  fire  on  the  Muchhee  Bhowun.  This 
battery  was  subsequently  withdrawn,  and  replaced 
by  two  68-pounder  guns  of  the  Naval  Brigade.  On 
their  arrival,  the  Bengal  Fusiliers  moved  to  the 
Iron  Bridge,  and  shortly  afterwards  advanced,  toge- 
ther with  the  Regiment  of  Ferozepore,  and  took 
the  Muchhee  Bhowun  and  the  Imambarah,  the 
enemy  precipitately  retiring  and  abandoning  six  guns. 
One  company  of  the  Fusiliers,  under  Captain  Salis- 
bury, was  pushed  on  to  the  Roomi-durwaza  Gate, 
where  another  gun  was  captured.  The  79th  were 
then  brought  up  to  occupy  the  Imambarah,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  Bengal  Fusiliers  were  placed  in 
the  Muchhee  Bhowun. 

On  the  morning  of  the  17th,  Brigradier  Douglas 
caused  the  Hoseinabad  Mosque  and  the  Dowlut- 
khana,  in  which  two  guns  and  a  small  mortar  were 
found,  to  be  occupied  by  a  company  of  the  79th 
Highlanders.   About  1  p.  m.>  with  the  force  named 
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m  the  margin,*  I  moved  towards  the  block 
of  buildings  known  as  Shurfooddowlah'a  houses 
having  previously  occupied  the  entrance  to  the 
Chowk,  with  three  Companies  of  the  79th  High- 
landers. 

On  arriving  at  the  Juma  Musjid,  nine  cart-loads 
of  powder  were  found  in  a  court-yard  in  the  rear, 
which  impeded  our  progress.  I,  therefore,  directed 
it  to  be  destroyed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Engineers.  I  regret,  however,  to  have  to  state 
that  from  some  accidental  cause  the  powder 
ignited. 

Captain  Clarke,  R.  £.,  and  Lieutenant  Browa- 
low,  B.  £.,  who  had  greatly  distiiiguished  them- 
selves, have  since  died  from  the  effects  of  the  explo- 
sion, in  whose  melancholy  death  the  service  has 
sustained  a  heavy  loss,  which  I  sincerely  deplore. 
About  thirty  men  shared  their  fate,  and  the  real 
of  the  working  party  were  more  or  less  injured. 

I  then  sent  two  companies  of  the  79th  High- 
landers, with  one  8-inch  howitzer,  to  take  posses- 
sion of  Shurfooddowlah's  house,  which  was  occupied 
without  any  casualty,  the  enemy  precipitaiely 
retreating,  although  they  had  made  every  prepa^^ 
ration  for  a  vigorous  defence.  An  iron  gun  and  a 
brass  gun,  with  an  ammunition  waggon,  togethei 
with  several  small  guns,  all  in  position,  were  cap- 
tured. 

I  then  reinforced  the  three  companies  of  the  79tb 
in  the  Chowk,  with  five  companies  of  the  SOti* 
Regiment,  and  completed  the  chain  of  communi- 
cation. 

On  the  18th,  Brigadier  Douglas  ordered  Lieute- 
nant Gordon,  commanding  a  picket  of  the  20th,  to 
clear  the  houses  in  his  front,  which  he   effe<^ed

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mucli  to  tbe  Brigadier's  satisfactiony  killing  23  of 
the  enemy. 

The  Stone  Bridge  was  found  to  be  nnderminedi 
and  the  circumstance  reported  to  his  Excellency. 

On  tbe  rooming  of  the  19tb,  under  instructions 
from  bis  Excellency,  I  proceeded  to  attack  the 
Moosa  Bagh,  the  force  named  in  the  margin* 
being  assembled  for  that  purpose. 

At 'about  half-past  6  a.m.,  I  proceeded  to  Gao 
Ghat,  and  found  All  Nuki  Khan's  house  occupied 
by  the  enemy,  who  opened  a  sharp  fire  of  musketry 
on  tbe  head  of  tbe  column  :  two  companies  of  the 
79tb,  led  by  Lieutenant  Everett,  being  ordered  to 
advance,  soon  drove  the  enemy  out,  and  took  pos- 
session of  it.  Considerable  delay  here  took  place, 
in  consequence  of  having  to  break  through  a  thick 
wall,  during  which  time  I  ordered  up  a  wing  of  the 
Bengal  Fusiliers  to  occupy  the  house. 

The  troops  then  advanced  through  the  suburbs 
without  opposition  towards  Moosa  Bagh,  which 
position  the  enemy  was  reported  to  occupy  with 
thirteen  guns,  and  5,000  or  6,000  men. 

On  arriving  on  the  open  ground,  two  guns  were 
opened  on  the  column,  and  the  enemy  appeared 
in  great  strength  on  the  road.  I  immediately 
ordered  out  skirmishers  from  the  79th  and  2drd, 
and  Captain  Middleton^s  battery  to  the  front,  whose 
fire  soon  silenced  that  of  the  enemy,  during  which 
time  the  Lancers  made  a  flank  movement  to  the 
enemy's  left,  and  on  our  advance  their  whole  force 
took  to  flight,  abandoning  their  guns ;  on  finding 
which  I  sent  to  order  back  the  heavy  guns  under 
escort  of  the  three  companies  of  the  20th  Regi- 
mentf  as  being  no  longer  required

Highlanders ;  2nd  Puijaab  Infantry. 
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The  two  sqaudrons  of  the  9th  Lancers  followed 
up  the  pursuit  for  about  four  mile^,  when  they 
overtook  the  enemy,  captured  six  guns,  and  killed 
about  a  hundred  of  them,  the  rest  dispersing  over 
the  country,  and  escaping  by  the  aid  of  the  nullahs 
and*  broken  features  of  the  country.  The  conduct 
of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  9th  was  most  grallant, 
as  they  undauntedly  charged  masses  of  the  enemy. 

The  Field  Artillery  and  Infantry  followed  in 
support  as  rapidly  as-  possible,  and  captured  four 
more  guns,  making  in  all  twelve,  which  I  believe  to 
be  the  total  possessed  by  the  enemy,  no  trace  of 
the  reported  thirteenth  gun  beiu^r  observable. 

I  then  occupied  the  Moosa  Bagh  with  the  2nd 
Punjaub  Infaotry,  under  Major  Green,  and  with- 
drew the  rest  of  the  troops  to  their  quarters  in 
the  city. 

Throughout  the  course  of  these  operations, 
which  were  very  laborious,  the  cheerfulness  and 
zeal  of  both  officers  and  men  were  most  coi^spicooas, 
and  merit  my  warmest  thanks. 

I  have  to  express  my  particular  acknowledg- 
ments to  Brigadier-General  Walpole,.  who  afforded 
me  on  every  occasion  the  most  cordial  support,  and 
very  ably  carried  out  the  operations  which  fell  to 
his  share ;  also  to  Brigadier- General  Sir  James 
Hope  Grant,  commanding  the  Cavalry,  whose  vigrf. 
lance  and  activity  in  the  execution  of  his  onerous 
duties,  were  unceasing. 

Brigadier  Wood,  C.B.,  commanding  the  field 
batteries,  and  Lieutenant- Colonel  lliddell,  com- 
manding the  siege-train,  carried  on  their  respec- 
tive duties  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  The  services 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Turner,  Bengal  Artillery, 
specially  attached  to  the  force,  were  of  the  highest 
value  to  me,  and  I  beg  to  tender  him  my  cordial 
acknowledgment  for  the  same. 

It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  me  to 
submit  the  names  of  those  officers  engaged  in  the 
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operations  on  the  north  hank  of  the  Goomtee,  who 
have  been  honourably  mentioned  by  Brigadier- 
Greneral  Walpole  and  their  respective  commanders, 
via.:  Brigadiers  Horsford,  C.B.,  and  Douglas, 
commanding  5th  and  6th  Brigades,  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Hill,  commanding  2nd  battalion  Rifle 
Bri^de,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Macdonald,  C.  B., 
commanding  8rd  battalion  Rifle  Brigade,  Captain 
Gibbon,  Royal  Artillery,  who  commanded  the 
9-pounder  field  battery. 

The  Brigradier-Greneral  also  particularly  notices 
the  conduct  of  Captain  Barwell,  Deputy- Assistant 
Adjutant-General,  and  Captain  Carey,  Deputy- 
Assistant  Quartermaster-General;  also  that  of 
Captain  Warner,  Aide-de-camp,  and  Lieutenant 
Eccles,  his  orderly  officer. 

The  Brigadiers  wish  to  record  the  services  of 
their  respective  Staffs : — Captain  Macpherson,  78th 
Highlanders  (wounded),  Brigade-Major  of  the  6th 
Brigade,  Brevet-Major  Mollan,  Brigade-Major  6th 
Brigade,  and  Brevet-Major  Ross,  and  Lieutenant 
Walker,  their  orderly  officer*. 

Brigadier  Wood,  C.B.,  favourably  mentions  the 
conduct  and  professional  knowledge  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Turner,  Lieutenant-Colonel  D'Aguilar, 
Major  Yates,  Brevet- Major  Pennycnick,  Captain 
Gibbon,  Captain  Mackinnon,  Captain  Remmington, 
and  Captain  Johnston ;  he  also  notices  the  assist- 
ance he  received  from  Captain  Frith,  his  Brigade- 
Major,  and  Captain  Scott,  in  charge  of  the  Com- 
niissariat  arrangements. 

Lieutenant -Colonel  Riddell,  commanding  Siege 
Train,  eulogizes  Captains  Thring,  Goodenough, 
and  Walker,  R.A.,  Captain  Pearson  and  Lieute- 
nant Simeon,  B.A.,  and  Lieutenants  Cuthbert  and 
FitsMaurice,  R.A.,  and  Major  Turner  and  Captain 
Young,  Staff  officers. 

Major   Nicholson,  R.E.,   highly  applauds   the 
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energy  displayed  by  die  officers  of  that  depart* 
ment»  viz.,  Lieutenants  Malcolm^  Wynne,  Sweten* 
ham,  and  Keith,  R.E.,  and  Lieutenants  Wataon, 
Tennant,  Hovenden,  and  Nuihall,  B«E. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Wells  records  the  eerrioea  of 
Major  Bruce,  Captains  Prevost,  Duff»  and  Norton, 
of  the  23rd  Fusiliers. 

I  hare  next  to  notice  the  serrices  of  the  officen 
engaged  on  the  south  of  city  side  of  the  rifer. 

Brigadier  Napier,  Captain  Hutchinson,  Brigade* 
Major,  and  Lieutenant  Greathed,  of  the  Engiaeen, 
afforded  me,  on  different  occasions,  the  greatest 
assistance  by  their  professional  adyice,  and  I  tender 
them  my  cordial  thanks ;  they  were  ably  seconded 
by  Lieutenant  TuUoch  and  Mr.  May,  attached  to 
that  departmeiit. 

Major  Brasyer  led  his  Sikhs  with  his  nsnal 
gallantry,  and,  I  regret  to  add,  was  severely 
wounded. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Captain  Bennett* 
commanding  Her  Majesty's  20th  Regiment. 

Captain  Coles,  in  command  of  two  squadrons  of 
the  9th  Lancers,  did  good  service  in  pursuing  the 
enemy  when  they  abandoned  their  position  in  Ibe 
Moosa  Bagh.  On  this  occasion,  the  local  know- 
ledge  of  Captain  Carey,  Deputy  Assistant  Quarter* 
master-Greneral,  of  the  3rd  Division,  was  of  moeh 
use  to  me.  Captain  Dodgson,  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General,  Captain  Gordon,  Deputy  Judge  Advocate- 
General,  and  Ens^  Hewitt,  4lst  Be^ment  Native 
Infantry,  orderly  officer,  were  present  at  the  oecn* 
pation  of  the  Moosa  Bagh,  having  joined  me  from 
Alum  Bagh,  where  they  had  been  of  much  service 
in  their  respective  appointments. 

I  have,  lastly,  to  bring  to  his  Excellency's  con- 
sideration, the  services  d  those  officers  who  had 
the  good  fortune  to  be  engaged  in  all  the  opera« 
tions  on  both  sides  of  the  river* 
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Brigadier  Douglas  bas  carried  oat  all  his  in* 
structions  with  signal  ability  and  success,  and 
d9serves  my  cordial  adknowledgments,  as  does 
Major  Nicholson,  R.E.,  who  evinced  the  most 
indefatigable  industry  in  the  construction  of  the 
basTy  balteri(BS  which  it  fell  to  his  department  to 
eaeeute,  and  in  choosing  sites  for  which  he  was 
Qonstantly  expoeed  to  a  very  heavy  fire. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Wells  commanded  the  23rd 
Fusiliers  until  incapacitated  by  illness  (on  the  last 
day's  operation)  when  the  command  was  assumed 
br  Lieutenant-Colonel  Pratt,  who  also  commanded 
the  left  column  of  attack  on  the  1 1th  instant  across 
the  river.  Lieutenant-Cplonel  Taylor  was  in  com- 
mand of  the  79th  Highlanders;  Major  Green,  Pun* 
jattb  Rifles,  and  Captain  Cunliffe  commanded  the 
Ist  Bengal  Fusiliers,  until  the  arrival  of  Captain 
Hume,  who  also  deserves  my  thanks.  Captain 
Middleton  commanded  the  field  battery,. which  was 
acdvely  engaged  throughout. 

Brigadier  Douglas  mentions,  with  approbation, 
Captain  Stevenson,  Acting  Brigade- Major,  and 
Lieutenants  Walker,  79th,  and  Utteton,  23rd  Fusi- 
liers, his  Aide-de-camp  and  orderly  officer. 

I  have  the  highest  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
how  much  I  am  indebted  to  the  officers  of  my 
personal  Staff. 

His  Excellencv  is  already  aware  of  the  opinion 
I  have  formed  of  the  merits  and  services  of  Colonel 
Berkeley,  Her  Majesty's  3dnd  Regiment,  my  Mili- 
tary Secretary ;  and  the  assistance  1  have  derived 
from  him  throughout  these  operations  is  an  addi- 
tional obligation  I  am  under  to  this  most  deserving- 
officer. 

Captain  Chamier,  Aide-de-camp,  and  Lieutenant 
Hargood,  Aide-de-camp  (horse  killed),  have  worked 
with  the  unremitting  zeal  and  activity  which  has 
cfaaraclerized  their  conduct  in  all  the  operations  in 
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which  I  have  been  engaged  since' I  left  Allahabad 
in  September  last. 

Captain  Weston,  65th  Regiment  Native  IidBuitrfy 
orderly  officer,  has  signalized  himself  by  the  8|urit 
and  grallantry  which  he  has  displayed  on  seveFal 
occasions,  and  has  been  of  much  use  to  me. 

Captains  Orr  and  Bunbury,  of  the  Intelligence 
Department,  have  performed  their  duties  with  great 
ability,  and  Mr.  Denison,  Civil  Service,  who  re- 
cently brought  up  despatches  from  the  Governor- 
General,  accompanied  the  forces,  and  was  most 
active  and  zealous  in  rendering  aid  to  the  poor 
sufferers  who  were  blown  up  in  the  explosion  on 
the  17th  instant.

dition  ;  of  Captain  Mnrray,  bite  of  the  Ghralior 
Contingent,  commanding  the  Jat  Horse :  and  bis 
Lordship  tenders  his  nest  thanks  to  Captain 
Stroyer,  commanding  a  detachment  of  the  Sid 
EQro()ean  Regiment ;  to  Lieutenant  Griffin,  com- 
manding the  detachment  of  Artillery;  to  Liente- 
^ant  Do  Kantiow,  in  command  of  the  Militia;  to 
Mr.  Daniell,  Civil  Service;  to  Mr.  Volnnteer  Hen- 
nessy,  who  particnhurly  distinguished  himself  in 
the  field;  to  Mr.  P.  Saunders,  whose  services  are 
highly  eulogised;  and  to  the  other  gentlemen  of 
the  civil  service,  and  to  the  military  and  medical 
officers,  whose  gallant  conduct  and  good  services 
are  mentioned  in  these  Reports. 

The  Governor-General  deeply  laments  the  deatii 
of  Mr.  J.  0*B.  Tandy,  who  benaved  with  conq>i- 
Ottous  gallantry  in  this  affair,  and  whose  condnet 
throughout  was  only  what  was  to  have  been  ex- 
pected from  his  known  character,  and  his  former 
most  zealous  servioes.

Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information 
of  his  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  that  we  are 
in  possession  of  the  important  town  of  Coel;  and 
that,  as  £ar  as  can  at  present  be  ascertained,  the 
effects  of  the  victory  which  was  obtained  over  the 
rebels,  on  the  24th  ultimo.,  are  as  satisiactoiy  as 
could  be  hoped  for. 
.  2.  His  Honor  has  already  been  demi-officiaDy 
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informed  of  the  operations  of  the  force  under 
Major  Montgomery.  I  now  record  the  reasons-  for 
the  advance  on  Coel,  and  a  short  resume  of  matters 
since  I  left  Agra. 

3.  On  the  21st  nltimo,  I  was  depated  to  Hat- 
trass  to  collect  revenue  and  restore  confidence  to 
the  people  of  that  part  of  the  district,  who  had 
abstained  in  a  certain  measure  from  evincing  the 
rebellious  spirit  generally  shown  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  Zillah. 

4.  I  found,  on  arrival  at  Hattrass,  that  none  of 
the  objects  of  the  expedition  could  be  satisfactorily 
carriea  out,  in  consequence  of  the  insolence  of 
Ghose  Mahomed  Khan,  who  had,  on  the  part  of 
the  Kinff  of  Delhi,  set  himself  up  at  Coel  as  the . 
Ruler  of  that  place.  He  had  sent  out  a  consider- 
able force  of  his  horsemen  to  Mudrack,  8  miles 
from  Allygurh,  on  the  road  to  Hattrass,  and  an 
advance  guard  to  Sasnee,  only  6  miles  from  the 
latter  place;  and  his  followers  boasted  of  their 
intention  to  advance  on  Hattrass  itself. 

5.  All  these  demonstrations  ouite  paralysed  my 
efforts  for  good;  and,  with  the  nearty  concurrence 
of  Major  Montgomery,  a  movement  on  Coel  was 
decided  upon.  We  accordingly  marched  to  Sasnee 
on  the  evening  of  the  23rd,  and  halted  there.  The 
next  morning  we  resumed  our  march,  and  came 
up  with  the  rebels,  3  miles  from  Coel,  at  about 
10  A.M.,  when  the  battle  began,  and  lasted  till 

1  P.M. 

6.  Major  Montgomery  will  report  the  plan  of 
operations  as  well  as  the  conduct  of  the  troops.  I 
will  only  observe  that,  before  we  left  the  field,  not 
an  enemy  was  in  sight.  The  corpses  of  most  of 
their  slain  were  leisurely  examined  by  us;  and 
those  of  our  own,  only  fiye  in  number,  were  re- 
verently removed  and  placed  on  a  conveyance. 

7.  On  political  grounds,  I  was  most  anxious  to 
make  an  entrance  into  Allygnrh;  but,  for  military

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reasons,  (which  Major  Montgomery  will  ezpban, 
and  which  were  nndoabtedlj  most  pmdent,)  the 
order  was  given  to  retire.  This  was  done  in  a 
dignified  manner.  We  remained  three  hours  at 
Sasnee,  and  reached  Hattras  at  night. 

8.  The  next  morning  I  learnt  that  all  the  rebeb 
who  fonght  against  as,  with  Ghose  Mahomed  at 
their  head,  h^  precipitately  abandoned  the  oitj; 
that  two  of  the  leaders,  (Monlvees)^  who  had 
inflamed  the  religions  fanaticism  of  the  Mnssnlman 
population,  had  been  killed;  and  that  all  the 
peaceful  citizens  of  Coel  were  anxiously  expeothig 
our  arrival. 

9.  More  ammunition  was  accordingly  procured 
from  Agra  ;  and  on  the  28th,  at  7  a.m.^  we  made 
a  triumphant  entry  into  the  town  and  cantonments, 
where  we  hare  remained  ever  since  in  undistnihed 
possession . 

10.  I  beg  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  nsefnl  and 
gallant  services  of  Captain  Murray,  of  the  late 
Gwalior    Contingent      His  Report  is   herewith 
enclosed,  and  it  fully  shows  the  aid  given  by  the 
Jat  Horsemen,  under  Thakoor  Gobind  Sing.    Cap- 
tain Murray  has  showti  himself  throughout  the 
expedition  to  be  as  brave  and  dashing  a  soldier  in 
the  field  as  he  is  cautious  and  sensible  in  counsel  ; 
and  his  example  infused  some  measure  of  eonrage 
into  the  Jats.     I  cordially  agree  with  all  he  says 
of  his  subordinates.      Mr.   Hennessy  is   a  most 
promising  young  gentleman;  and  I  sincerely  trost 
he  may  obtain  a  commission  from  the  Honorable 
Company,  to  which  I  pledge  myself  he  will  do 
honor.     Mr.  P.   Saunders  was  also  prominently 
engaged  during  the  whole  action ;  and  I  mention 
him  in  my  Report  as  he  was  in  some  measure 
associated  with  me.     Major  Montgomery  will,  I 
doubt  not,  mention  his  conspicuous  gallantnr,  as 
well  as  that  of  his  cousin,  the  lamented  Mr.  J. 
CTB.  Tandy,  who  fell,  as  all  anticipated,  in  a  noble 
and  self-sacrificing  manner. 
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11.  I  trast  Thftkoor  Oobtnd  Sing  viH  be  well 
rewarded  with  a  Khillnt,  as  well  as  in  some  sub* 
atantial  manner,  lor  the  eeryioee  he  has  rendered, 
said  the  saerifioes  he  has  made  to  prove  his 
fidelity. 

12.  Chobaj  Ghnnseean  Doss,  late  Tehseelda 
ci  Hattias,  must  be  mentioned  as  an  extraordinary 
example  of  wisdom,  bravery,  and  integrity.  His 
intelligence  from  all  parts  has  never  £uled ;  his 
advice  has  been  jadicious  and  honest ;  and  his 
influence  with  all  parties,  and  respect  with  which 
he  is  treated  by  Uiem,  are  as  remarkable  as  his 
nnflinching  attitude  towards  the  enemies  of  the 
Government.  In  a  word,  during  the  wh6le  of  this 
rebellion,  I  have  seen  no  native  equal  to  him,  or 
more  deserving  of  the  oonfldenoe  oi  the  Govern- 
nent  of  India,  and  of  a  higher  mark  of  their 
regard. 

18  The  Deputy-Collector  of  Boolundshuhur, 
Doorga  Persad,  has  shown  himself  to  be  a  man  of 
considerable  bravery,  as  well  as  of  intelligence ; 
and  I  would  say  the  same  of  the  two  brothers  of 
the  Chobay  Ghunseean,  by  name,  Jey  Kissau  and 
Dhnnpnt  Roy,  Tehseeldars,  respectively,  of  Hat- 
trass  and  Eglas. 

1 4.  I  beg  to  express  the  high  opinion  I  enter- 
tain of  the  services  of  Messrs.  Lane,  Daniell  and' 
E.  Colvin.  Mr.  Lane  was  only  a  volunteer,  and 
therefore  I  had  not  so  much  to  do  with  him.  Mr. 
Colvin  was  with  me  throughout  the  expedition.  He 
not  only  gave  me  every  assistance  as  a  coadjutor 
in  the  work  of  the  district,  but  was  also  promi- 
nent in  the  field,  where  he  had  the  good  fortune 
to  shoot  one  of  the  leading  Ghazees.  On  Mr. 
Daniell  and  the  foot  under  Ruudeer  Sing,  devolved 
the  protection  of  the  baggage  in  the  rear.  The 
duty  was  important  and  dangerouS;  and  it  was 
well  and  bravely  performed.  I  forward  Mr.

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15.  In  conolusion,  I  beg  to  express  my  hmtij 
thanks  to  Major  Montgomery  for  his  nnifomt 
oo-operation ;  and  there  is  bat  one  opinion 
amongst  all  who  have  been  associated  with  bim» 
as  to  the  qualities  he  has  shown  in  the  eommand 
of  the  force.  I  know  not  whether  to  dilato  most 
on  his  admirable  arrangements  on  the  Line  of  niarrii, 
or  on  the  field  of  battle,  or  in  cantonments.  He  is 
everywhere,  day  and  night

AGREEABLY  to  your  request^  I  hare  tlte 
honour  to  furnish  for  your  information  the  follow- 
ing account  of  the  part  taken  by  Thakoor  Gobind 
Sing's  Jat  Horse,*  under  my  command,  in  the 
engagement  with  the  AUygurh  insurgents;!  at 
Maun  Sing's  garden,  on  the  24th  instant. 

2.  Before  attacking  their  position.  Major  Mont- 
gomery ordered  the  Militia  Cavalry,  under  I^ien- 
tenant  De  Kautzow,  and  the  Jat  Horse,  to  chal^ 
150  Irregular  Cavalry,  who  were  threatening  our 
left  flank,  and  circling  round  to  the  rear  of  our

eolnmn.  The  Militia  Cavalry,*  being  a  small  body 
and  easily  handled,  were  the  first  to  move  off^  but 
the  J  at  Horse  quickly  followed  in  support,  and  by 
their  formidable  appearance  contributed,  in  no 
small  degree,  to  the  defeat  of  the  Irregulars,  who, 
after  firing  a  few  shots,  were  driven  back  to  the 
rear  of  their  position  in  complete  disorder,  and  did 
not  again  show  themselves  during  the  action. 

These  latter  were  in  uniform,  and  armed  with 
carbines,  dEC. 

3.  Shortly  aflberwards,  I  was  ordered  to  sweep 
round  by  the  right  of  Maun  Sing's  garden,  and 
ont  up  some  of  the  enemy,  who  were  making 
their  escape;  but,  finding  a  large  party  of  at  least 
800  men  and  50  sowars,  drawn  up  in  good  order 
on  the  right  of  the  garden.  Lieutenant  Oriffin,  at 
my  request,  moved  up  2  of  his  guns,  and  opened 
fire  with  terrible  effect,  killing  at  least  150  of 
them,  and  completely  dispersing  the  remainder. 

I  was  preparing  to  follow  them  up,  when  I 
received  an  order  to  charge  into  the  garden  and 
dear  it  of  the  enemy.  This,  a  portion  of  the 
Jat  Horse  did  in  gallant  style,  headed  by  Kurruck 
Sing,  who  (with  3  sowars)  was  wounded  in  an 
encounter  with  7  of  the  most  desperate  Mussul- 
mans, whom  they  killed.  Kurruck  Sine  was  also 
dangerously  wounded  by  a  musket-ball,  on  leav- 
ing the  garden;  but,  I  am  glad  to  say,  is  going  on 
favourably. 

4.  Thakoor  Gobind  Sing  gave  me  every  assist- 
ance, and  was  under  fire  throughout  the  eueage- 
ment.  Deputy  Collector  Doorga  Persad  and  Jey 
Kissan,  Tenseeldar  of  Hattrass,  also  distinguished 
themselves. 

5.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your 
notice  Mr.  Volunteer  Hennessy,  who  kindly  ac- 
companied me,  and,  as  you  must  have  observed, 
particularly  distinguished  himself.    He  killed  5

men  with  his  rifle,  1  with  a  revolver,  and  wooM 
hare  been  very  severely  wounded,  had  not  bk 
pouoh  saved  him  from  a  sword  ent,  in  an  eoeonnler 
with  a  Mnssnlman,  and  he  fortonately 
with  a  oontosion  of  the  arm. 

6.  Mr.  Collier,  of  the  Militia  Cavalry^  who 
attached  to  me,  behaved  with  his  nsoal  gallaiitrj;

MEMORANDUM. 
Sir. 

ON  the  morning  of  the  24th   instant,    onder 
Major  Montgomery's  orders,  I  marched  with  the 
contingent  of  footmen,  fnrnished  by  Thakoor  Oo< 
bind  Sing,  to  the  number  of  111,  from  Sftsnee. 
They  were  under  the  command  of  Rnndeer    Snig, 
the  Thakoor's  nephew.     I  was  ordered  to  remain 
with  them  all  day,  and  march  in  the  rear  of  the 
force,  and  to  carry  out  the  commanding  offioev^s 
orders,  with  regard  to  this  part  of  the  force.   Thej 
marched  in  excellent  order,  up  to  the  field,  abovt  a 
mile  distant  from  the  rear  of  the  force;  the  enemv's 
oavalry  were  seen  a  short  distance  to  the  righ^ 
but  made  no  attempt  at  attack,  keeping  parallel  te 
the  rear  guard  until  they  jc^ned  the  main  body. 
I  there  received  an  order  to  dispose  the  men  m 
the  rear,  with  a  view  to  prevent  any  attack.     The 
footmen  were  therefore  drawn  up,  on  each  side  of 
the  baggage  in  the  fields  on  the  side  of  the  road, 
and  the  cavalry,  about  10  in  number,  who  were 
sent  to  my  rear  on  the  road,  completed  the  cordon* 
b6ing  drawn  up  between  the  two  lines  of  infantry. 
They  kept  this  position  until  the  'order  to  letnro 
to  Hattiass  was  given^  when  the  horsemen  marched 
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in  front  of  tho  main  bodj,  and  the  footmen  in  two 
lines  on  each  side  of  the  baggaga  Thakoor  Run* 
deer  Sing's  actiyity  was  conspionons.  The  order 
he  preserred  among  his  men  was  very  creditable.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report  that,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  2drd  February,  I  marched  with  the 
force  named  in  the  margin,*  to  Meeangnnge,  (with 
which  I  had  been  sent  out  to  clear  the  country  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Gknges,  and  along  the  main 
road  from  Gawnporo  to  Lucknow,)  where  I  heaid 
a  force  of  2000  infantry  had  taken  up  a  position  in 
the  town  with  300  cavalry  outside,  and  5  or  • 
guns. 

The  town  was  an  old  walled  city  with  three 
strong  gates,  one  leading  to  Lucknow,  another  to 
Gawnpore,  and  the  third  to  Rohilcund  ;  at  each  of 
the  gates  were  placed  guns  behind  strong  breast-

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works,  and  tliese  three  sides  were  cohered  with 
trees.  I  reconnoitred,  and  found  on  the  fourth  side 
an  exoellent  position  within  350  yards,  where  the 
3  heavy  guns,  under  Major  Anderson,  C.B.,  could 
be  brought  up,  and  a  part  of  the  wall,  in  which  was 
a  postern  ffate  beside  a  house  called  the  Palace, 
which  could  be  breached.  I  immediately  ordered 
up  the  2  guns,  placed  the  53rd  Regiment  with  the 
dSth  in  support,  in  rear  of  the  guns  behind  a 
Tillage.  I  sent  the  cavalry,  with  4  guns  of  the 
Royal  Horse  Artillery,  to  cover  the  Lucknowroad; 
and  the  34th  Regiment,  with  2  other  guns  and  a 
troop  of  cavalry,  to  cover  the  baggage  on  the  Ko- 
hilcund  road.  Major  Turner's  troop  of  9-pounders, 
under  command  of  Lieutenant  Bishop,  I  placed  on 
the  right  of  the  heavy  guns,  to  keep  down  the 
mnsketiy  fire  from  the  walls  of  the  town. 

In  the  space  of  50  minutes,  the  2  heavy  guns 
made  a  practicable  breach,  and  I  then  ordered  the 
5drd  R^ment  to  advance  to  the  assault.  They 
were  formed  into  two  columns,  one  was  to  proceed 
through  the  left  of  the  town  under  Colonel  Eng- 
lish, the  other  to  the  right  under  Major  Payne; 
this  duty  was  performed  most  admirably  by  the 
53rd;  they  approached  the  town  through  some 
lanes  to  the  left,  they  rushed  in  at  the  breach, 
stormed  the  town  and  took  it;  6  guns  were  also 
taken.  Numbers  of  the  enemy  were  killed,  and 
nmmbers  tried  to  make  their  escape  through  the 
gates,  but  we  were  everywhere  prepared  for  them, 
and  altogether  there  must  have  been  500  killed 
and  400  taken  prisoners.  The  cavalry,  artillery, 
and  infantry,  on  all  sides,  did  their  duty,  and  gave 
me  the  greatest  satisfaction. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  assistance  I 
received  from  Major  Anderson,  C.B.^  commanding 
Artillery,  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  J.  Hagart,  com- 
manding the  Cavalry,  and  from  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sparks,  commanding  the  Infiwtry  Brigades;  also 
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icom  Major  Tomer,  Bengal  Horse  Artillerj,  and 
Irom  Major  Michelle  and  Lientenant  Bishop,  oom- 
manding  troops  of  Royal  and  Bengal  Horse  Ar- 
tillery; from  Major  Home^  commanding  Tth.  Has- 
sarsy  and  from  Captain  Anson,  commanding  9tli 
Lancers;  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Kelly,  coramaad- 
Ing  d4th  Regiment;  and  from  Lientenant^Colonel 
Kelly,  oommandiiig  SSth  Regiment ;  ako  fron 
Lieatenant-Oolonel  English  and  Major  Payne,  58rd 
Regiment,  who  so  sncoessfally  commanded  all  ikmr 
columns  of  assault,  and  from  Captain  Gongh  aad 
Lieutenant  Watson,  commanding  detaohmentB  «f 
Lrregular  Cavalry ;  Lieutenant  Dirom,  Beagai 
Horse  Artillery,  Lieatenant  Martin,  9th  Lanoers, 
and  Captain  Feudal],  6drd  Regiment,  Brigade 
Majors  of  Artillery,  Cavalry,  and  Infantry,  wen 
of  the  greatest  use  throughout  the  day.  Lieate- 
nant Warren,  commanding  the  heavy  guns,  deserves 
great  pniiae  for  the  speedy  and  effootive  ma^ifMy 
the  wall  was  breached. 

To  my  own  personal  staff  I  am  deeply  indebted 
for  their  services  ;  Captain  Hamilton,  Deputy 
Assistant  Adjutant-General,  Lieutenant  Roberta^ 
Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  Captain 
the  Honorable  A.  Anson,  Aide-de-Camp,  and 
Lieutenant  Havelock,  extra  Aide-de-Camp.  Gap* 
tain  Bruce,  Head  of  the  Intelligence  Department,

C.  Hennessy,  who  was  very  severely  wounded  in 
the  charge,  and  whose  bravery  was  most  conspi- 
cuous. 

d.  Nothing,  could  exceed  the  steadiness  of  the 
men  when  reciring,  and  their  bravery  in  the  attack, 
those  opposed  to  ihem  being  Irregular  Cavalrv, 
completely  armed,  and  with  every  advantage  in 
their  favour. 

4.  The  enemy  have  not  -yet  carried  ont  their 
threat  of  advancbg  on  this  place,  and  I  hope  to 
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be  able  to  hold  my  position  till  tbe  arriral  of  the 
ooiamn  nnder  Major-General  Penny,  tbree  or  four 
days  bence,  wben,  I  believe,  the  Jat  Horse  will 
return  to  AUygnrh .

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  inforott- 
tion  of  Major  Eld,  commanding  at  Allygurfa,  that, 
baring  received  information  last  night  of  tbe 
arrival  of  Nycazalle  Kban,  at  Kntcbla  6bat»  with 
3  guns  and  1000  cavalry  and  infantry,  and  further 
that  Wnlleedad  Khan,  thus  reinforced,  intended 
to  cross  over  with  his  whole  force  this  morning,  I 
considered  it  advisable  to  make  a  re-advancement 
towards  the  Ghat,  to  watch  the  movements,  and, 
as  far  as  practicable,  ascertain  the  actual  strength 
of  theeneiny. 

Accordingly,  this  morning,  J  took  with  me  200 
horse,  and,  on  approaching  the  banks  of  the  river, 
the  enemy,  who  were  on  the  aJert,  turned  out  in 
force,  having  at  least  600  cavalry  (Irreffulars), 
2000  drilled  iufbutry,  and  8  Seld^guns,  besidee 
2  or  3  others  in  position. 

Having  satisfied  myself  as  to  their  strength,  and 
observing  no  preparations  for  crossing  over,  I  de- 
eided  on  returning  at  once  to  Kashgunge  ;  but  had 
scarcely  moved  off,  when  to  my  great  surprise,  I 
saw  a  strong  part  of  their  cavalry  crossing'  the 
river  immediately  opposite  the  Ghat,  and  where 
I  had  been  informed  it  was  not  fordable,  nude/ 
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coyer  of  their  field-gans.  I  continued  to  retire  in 
perfect  order^  not  wishing  to  engage  with  thf 
enemy  so  near  their  main  body.  They,  howerer, 
advanced  rapidly^  and  a  mile  on  this  side  of  Rng- 
goub  pressed  so  closely  on  my  column,  that  I  con- 
sidered it  necessary  to  charge  them^  and  did  so 
successfully,  driving  them  to  that  village,  beyond 
which  I  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  follow  them. 

We  killed  7  of  the  enemy,  and  completely 
checked  their  further  advance. 

I  was  thus  enabled  to  continue  my  march  un- 
molested to  Sarun,  where  I  halted  during  the  day. 
In  the  charge,  I  regret  to  say  that  that  most  gal- 
lant young  officer,  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  Hen- 
nessey, received  three  very  severe  sword-cuts  in 
the  right  arm,  and  which  will  deprive  me  of  his 
valuable  services  for  some  time,  and  2  sowars  of 
the  Jat  Horse  were  killed ;  3  horses  are  also 
missing. 

The  advanced  portion  of  the  enemy's  cavalry, 
thus  driven  back,  numbered  about  200,  and  came 
on  with  great  boldness,  well  knowing  that  my 
men  were  newly  raised  and  without  fire-arms. 

It  appears  that  the  enemy,  being  checked  ii^ 
their  advance  in  this  direction,  subsequently,  with 
a  strong  force,  proceeded  to  the  village  of  Arhair, 
two  miles  above  the  Ghaut,  where  Darah  Sing 
Thakoor  has  a  strong  Ghurrie,  defended  by  250 
armed  followers,  with  a  gun.  The  enemy  attacked 
the  place,  but  were  unsuccessful,  and  recrossed 
the  river  in  the  afternoon,  taking  with  them  a  gun, 
which  had  been  left  outside  the  Ghurrie. 

When  they  retired,  Darah  Sing  and  his  fol- 
lowers left  the  place,  and  are  now  in  Sarun.  The 
enemy  lost  a  number  of  men,  and  the  Thakoor 
one  or  two.

ON  the  signal  and  complete  defeat  yesterday 
of  tho  enemyi  who  had  moved  np  in  great  foice^ 
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from  Belwft,  Fjzabad,  and  Nawabgange,  Colonel 
Rowcroft,  Gommanding  the  Field  Force,  offers, 
with  great  pleasare,  his  best  thanks  and  conerato- 
iations  to  all  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Pearl's 
Naval  Brigade,  ander  the  command  of  Captain 
Sotheby,  R.N.;  the  Bengal  Yeomanry  Cavalry 
under  Major  Richardson  ;  Gorrncknath  and 
Bnnnk  Goorkha  Regiments,  nnder  military  charge 
of  Captains  Barclay  and  Brooks,  with  Captain 
MacGregor  attached  ;  to  Colonel  Byroop  Singh 
Kooer.  and  Major-Captain  Sewukram  Thappa, 
Goorkha  Commandants;  Lieutenant  Tumour,  R.N., 
in  charge  of  the  naval  artillery ;  Lieutenants  Rat- 
oliffe  and  Grant,  R.N.,  in  charge  of  the  Naval 
Column ;  Lieutenant  Pym,  R.N.,  in  charge  of 
marine  skirmishers,  aided  by  a  party  of  rifles  from 
the  Naval  Column,  under  Lieutenant  Ingles;  Lien- 
tenant  Burlton,  in  charge  of  Seikh  skirmishers — all 
rendered  their  usual  most  active  and  excellent  ser- 
vices. The  charges  of  the  yeomanry  cavalry  were 
gallant  and  most  effective;  early  in  the  action, 
that  of  the  right  squadron,  under  Captain  Chap- 
man, ordered  and  directed  by  Colonel  Rowcroft, 
was  carried  out  with  a  rapid  and  telling  effect, 
driving  in  the  left  of  the  enemy,  killing  great 
numbers,  turning  and  shaking  their  centre.  The 
advance  of  the  Naval  Brigade  and  Gorrucknath 
Regiment,  ordered  at  the  same  time,  drove  the 
whole  line  of  the  enemy  into  full  retreat,  compel- 
ling them  to  abandon  their  guns  :  and  here  a  de- 
tachment of  20  troopers,  yeomanry  cavalry,  with 
Comets  Copland  and  Prinsep,  ordered  from  the 
right  squadron  to  the  rear  of  naval  guns,  to  cover 
and  protect  them,  did  excellent  and  useful  service: 
the  combined  movements  and  advance  of  all  the 
troops  leading  to  the  capture  of  7  of  the  enemy's 
gun8.  Shoi*tly  b^ore  this  movement,  Colonel 
Kowcroft  received  a  Report  from  Mai  or  Richard- 
eon,  commanding  left  squadron  on  the  left,  that 
18o»,  7  G 
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the  enemy,  in  great  force,  had  got  round  our  kft 
rear,  threatening  onr  camp.  Orders  were  aent  to 
Major  Richardson,  with  a  troop  of  his  whole 
scpiadron,  to  attack  and  clear  ont  the  enem  j,  moit 
gallantly  and  effectoallv  carried  ont  by  Mi^ 
Kiohardson  and  hb  6qnaart>n,  aotively  aided  by  a 
few  Goorkha  companies,  ander  Captain  Brooks. 
Major  Richardson  reports  that  he  receiyed  great 
assistance  from  Comets  Kloer  and  Tronp,  who 
were  his -Orderly  Officers.  Colonel  Rowcroft's 
best  thanks  are  also  doe  to  Captain  Morgan,  Field 
Force  Staff,  and  to  the  Honorable  V.  A.  Montague, 
his  Acting  Aide-de-Camp,  for  their  ready  and  leal- 
oos  services  ;  also  to  Drs.  Shore  and  Dickenson,  of 
the  Naval  Brigade,  and  to  Dr.  J.  W.  R.  Aines- 
bnry,  of  the  Bengal  Yeomanry  Cavalry  and  to 
Rev.  W.  Williams,  Naval  Chaplain,  present  in  the 
field. 

The  field  force*  moved  out  about  7^  a.m.,  took 
np  a  position  and  formed  line  a  little  to  the  west 
of  the  viUaoe  of  Amorah  and  oar  camp,  when 
the  bugle  calk  of  the  enemy  were  soon  heard,  and 
their  lines  seen  overlapping  our  flanks.  Tht 
action  commenced  at  Sf  a.m.  and  closed  at  l^ 
P.M.,  in  four  hours;  the  enemy,  reported  to  be  4,000 
sepoys  of  the  1st,  10th,  5Sih,  56th,  5th  Gwalior 
Contingent,  and  2nd  Oude  Police  Corps,  700 
strong,  10,000  irregulars,  300  sowars,  and  9  gusSp 
being  beaten  at  au  points,  pursued  7  miles,  and 
completely  routed  with  heavy  loss  of  7  gunst  with 
limbers  and  ammunition,  and  500  killed  and 
wounded.  This  most  successful  action  by  the 
field  force  may  be  considered  to  have  saved  Qomck- 
pore  from  a  second  immediate  rebellion.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  in* 
formation  of  the  Right  Honorable  the  Governor- 
General,  that  on  the  4th  instant,  in  the  evening  and 
daring  the  night,  I  received  reports  that  the  enemy 
were  preparing  in  great  force  with  sereral  guns  to 
move  on  us  from  Belwa,  Fyzabad,  and  Nawabgunge. 
The  camp,  baggage,  &c.,  was  at  once  struck  and 
packed  that  night.  About  7 .30  the  next  mornings 
the  5th  instant,  the  Field  Force  as  per  margin,* 
moved  oat  of  camp,  and  I  took  np  a  position  and 
formed  line  a  little  to  the  west  of  the  Tillage  of 
Amorah  and  the  camp ;  the  Naval  Brigade  and 
guns  in  the  centre  across  the  road,  the  two 
Croorkha  Regiments  on  the  right  and  left  of  the 
Naval  Brigade,  the  Sikh  Detachment  on  the  left  of 
the  Goorkhas,  and  the  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  one 
squadron  on  the  right,  and  one  on  the  left  of  my 
line.    I  rode  forward  a  little  in  advance  to  meet  a

Column,  140 ;  Bengal  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  300 ;  Gorraknath 
and  Banruk  Goorkha  Regiments,  850;  Bengal  Sikh  (Police 
Battalion),  39  s  12-Pr.

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Cavalry  Patrol.  From  the  officer's  report,  I  at 
first  thoaght  it  was  a  party  of  the  enemy  sent  into 
the  villages  for  plunder,  but  I  immediately  heard 
the  bngles  of  the  enemy  sounding  a  halt,  and  then 
the  advance.  I  doubled  the  strength  of  the  patrol, 
and  ordered  the  officer  to  obtain  farther  informa- 
tion, and  to  be  careful  not  to  oommit  his  patrol  by 
going  into  any  village. 

They  soon  returned,  the  officer  reporting  iha 
enemy  to  be  advancing  in  great  force.  Oar  line 
remained  steady  in  position,  anxiously  awaiting 
the  moment  for  attacking  the  enemy. 

The  bugle  sounds  neared  on  our  line,  and  the 
enemy  soon  showed  themselves  in  great  force,  their 
line  extending  right  and  left,  over-lapping  oar 
flanks.  Our  guns  opened  from  the  centre,  and  the 
enemy  commenced  a  heavy  and  rapid  cannonade 
from  several  guns  on  our  line.  I  ordered  ont  the 
skirmishers  and  the  whole  line  to  advance.  I  re- 
ceived a  report  from  Major  Richardson,  command- 
ing left  sqnadron,  that  the  enemy  in  force  were 
pushing  round  my  left  rear.  I  ordered  him  to  de- 
tach a  troop,  or  if  necessary  with  the  squadron,  to 
attack  and  clear  out  the  enemy,  but  not  to  leave 
my  left  for  any  time.  This  was  gallantly  and 
enectually  carried  out  by  Major  Richardson  and 
his  squadron,  zealously  and  actively  aided  by 
Captain  Brooks,  with  a  party  of  Goorkhas,  catting 
up  and  killing  a  number  of  the  enemy.  Here 
Captain  Jenkins  and  Comet  Dumfoid  had  their 
horses  shot  and  killed  under  them.  Major  Richard* 
son  reports  that  he  received  great  assistance  bom 
Cornets  Kloer  and  Troup,  his  orderly  officers. 

2.  I  saw  there  was  no  time  to  be  lost,  and  that 
a  rapid  and  decisive  blow  must  be  struck.  Leaving 
orders  for  the  guns  to  continue  the  advanoe  and 
fire,  and  taking  a  party  of  Rifles  of  20  men  from 
the  Naval  Column,  ^ith  Lieutenant  Ingles,  R.N., 
to  re-in force  the  Marine  skirmishers,  I  rode  on  to 
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the  right  squadron,  and  ordered  Captain  Chapman 
to  advance  rapidly  with  his  squadron,  inclining  to 
the  right,  and  hringing  up  his  right  shoulders  to 
charge  the  enemy's  sowars  and  infantry,  hoping 
it  would  also  shake  their  centre.  At  the  same  time 
I  sent  an  orderly  trooper  with  an  order  to  the 
Gorrucknath  Goorkha  Regiment,  on  the  right  of  the 
Naval  Brigade,  to  advance  at  the  charge,  and  the 
Goorkhas  moved  gallantly  forward.  *  The  result  of 
this  movement  was  soon  apparent.  I  saw  the  left 
of  the  enemy  hesitating,  and  some  pressing  towards 
their  centre,  the  sowars  in  rapid  retreat. 

Down  came  the  Yeomanry  Cavalry  at  a  charging 
pace,  well  and  steadily  together,  on  the  moving 
masses  of  infantry,  routing  them  and  cutting  down 
and  killing  great  ui^mhers,  upwards  of  90  reported* 
The  whole  left  of  the  enemy  soon  gave  way.  I 
galloped  ap  to  the  Yeomanry  Cavalry^  and  thanked 
Captain  Chapman  and  the  squadron  for  their  good 
gallant  movement  and  charge,  and  ordered  Captain 
Chapman  to  move  towards  the  left  to  threaten  the 
enemy's  centre.  The  combined  movement  and 
gallant  bearing  of  the  troops,  the  steady  advance 
of  the  Naval  Brigade,  soon  shattered  the  whole 
line  of  the  enemy.  They  abandoned  their  guns  and 
were  in  full  retreat,  and  our  gallant  troops  captured 
7  guns  with  limbers  and  ammunition.  When  or- 
dering the  right  squadron  to  advance,  I  detached  a 
party  of  20  troopers  to  the  rear  of  the  naval  guns 
to  cover  and  protect  them,  and  this  party,  under 
Acting  Comets  Copland  and  Prinsep,  by  their 
gallant  and  excellent  service  aided  in  capturing 
some  of  the  guns. 

3,  The  pursuit  now  commenced  for  7  miles  to 
near  Belwa,  the  enemy  having  to  be  driven  out  of 
topes  and  villages  as  we  advanced. 

A  short  distance  from  Belwa  the  enemy  made  a 
short  stand  with  a  large  force,  keeping  up  an 
effective  fire  on  us  from  a  heavy  gun ;  and  here  I 
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have  to  regret  the  loss  of  Acting  Second  Master 
Mr.  John  Fowler,  R.N.,  of  the  Pearly  killed  by  a 
round  shot,  a]so  Prirate  Poiroonoo  Singh,  of  ike 
Gormcknath  Regiment,  mortally  struck  hy  a  round 
shot  shattering  his  chest  (since  dead).  The 
effectiye  fire  of  our  guns,  the  advance  of  oor 
troops,  and  the  right  squadron  moTing  forw&rd  to 
he  ready  for  a  charge,  soon  drove  the  enemy  out  of 
sight  into  thtf  heavy  jungle  and  woods. 

4.  After  advancing  ahout  a  mile  further  and 
halting  a  short  time,  I'  prepared  for  returning  to 
camp.  The  troops  hegan  to  feel  the  fatigue  aad 
heat,  and  the  Goorkfaa  troops  were  much  distreaBed 
with  the  heat  and  marching  through  much  heavy 
ground  and  cultivation. 

5,  My  host  and  warmest  thanks  are  due  to 
Captain  Sothehy,  R.N.,  Commanding  the  Naval 
Brigade  of  the  Pearl,  and  to  the  officers  and  seamea, 
who  with  their  guns  were  my  main  stay  in  the 
action,  and  most^valuahle  to  me  at  all  timc^ ;  also 
to  Major  Richardson,  Commanding,  and  to  Captaii 
Chapman,  Commanding  Right  Squadron,  and  to 
the  officers  and  men  of  tho  Bengal  Yeomanry 
CavaliTi  whose  services  have  been  most  useful  to 
me — always  active,  ready  and  willing  for  any  dnt? 
ordered.  Also  to  Captains  Barclay,  68th  Regi- 
ment Native  Infantry,  and  BrooVs,  1st  Ligiil 
Cavalry,  in  military  charoe  of  the  two  Goorkfaa 
Raiments,  with  Captain  MacGregor,  9th  light 
Cavalry,  attached,  who  were  sealous  and  forward 
in  theii  duties ;  and  the  Commandants,  Colonal 
Byroop  Singh  Kooer,  and  Major  Capt<(in  Sewuok- 
ram  Thappa,  always  bravely  urging  on  tiieir  men; 
also  to  those  zealous  active  officers  Lieutenant 
Tumour,  R.K.,  in  charge  of  Naval  Artillei^ 
Lieutenants  Radcliffe,  R.N.,  and  Grants  R.N..  la 
charge  of  Naval  Column,  and  to  Lieutenant  Fjm, 
B.N.,  with  his  gallant  active  Marine  skirmishen^ 
and  to  Lieutei^ant  Ingles^  R.N.,  with  the  oseM 
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mad  Tsluable  riflemen  of  the  Naval  Colnnm,  and  to 
Lieatenant  Barlton,  40th  Re^ment  Native  In- 
hastiyf  with  kis  brave  ready  Sikh  flkirmiehen,  who 
reports  Havildar  Korrum  Singh,  Bengal  Police 
Battalion^  for  his  oonspionons  good  oonduot  and 
gallant  bearing. 

6.  My  beet  thanks  are  also  due  to  Captain 
Morgan,  23nd  Regiment  Native  Infantr^^  FieU 
Foroe  Staff,  and  to  the  Hononrable  V.  A.  Montague, 
tLS.,  my  acting  Aide-de-eamp,  for  their  sealona 
ready  eervioes  in  the  field.  Also  to  Drs.  Shore 
and  Biokeneon  of  the  Naval  Brigade,  Dr. 
J.  W.  R.  Ainesbury,  Bengal  Yeomanry  Cavalry, 
ready  and  active  for  an3rthing  required  in  their  de- 
partment ;  as  also  to  Dr.  Hilson,  m  medioal  charge 
of  the  Burruk  Regiment,  and  to  Rev.  Mr. 
Williams,  naval  chaplain  present  in  the  field. 
Also  to  Deputy  Magistrate  Shekh  Karroodeen, 
present  in  the  field,  and  rendering  all  the  assist- 
ance iu  his  power.  Lieutenant  Grant,  R.N.,  and 
Midshipman  Lord  Chas.

Goodfellow,  seaman,  with  a  few  sailors,  quickly 
and  gallantly  turned  one  of  the  captured  guns  on 
the  enemy,  nring  S  rounds  of  grape. 

7.  The  action  commenced  at  8.30  A  M.,  and 
closed  at  12.80  p.m.  In  four  hours  the  enemy, 
their  forces  reported  to  be  4,000  Sepoys,  14,000 
irregulars,  300  Sowars  and  8  guns,  were  com- 
pletely defeated  and  driven  into  rapid  retreat,  with 
the  severe  loss  of  7  guns*  and  some  500  men  killed 
and  wounded.  The  Sepoys  were  of  the  1st,  10th, 
53rd,  and  56th  Regiments  Native  Infantry,  5th 
Regiment  Gwalior  Contingent,  and  2nd  Oude  Police 
Battalion,  700  strong.  The  other  regiments  had 
lately  been  completed  to  500  and  600  strong.  The 
Nazim  Mahomed  Hossen  and  Rajahs  of  Gonda  and 
Churdah  and  other  chiefB  were  present  in  the  field

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on  elephants,  but  are  said  soon  to  bave  fled  in 

palankeens. 

8.  I  am  happy  to  report  onr  easnaJtj  list  not 
heayy.  I  beg  to  attach  it,  also  a  list  of  gnns,  lim* 
bers  and  ammunition  captured. 

9.  This  most  sucoessfol  action  by  the  Field 
Force,  so  greatly  out- numbered  by  the  enemy  in  men 
and  guns,  may  be  considered  to  hayo  sayed  Gomck- 
pore  a  second  immediate  rebellion,  the  Baboos  and 
Zemindars  and  yillages  in  neighbourhood  being 
ready  to  rise  to  a  fonnidable  extent. 

10.1  beg  earuestly  to  recommend  all  the  offioen 
and  men  of  the  different  arms  in  action  at  the 
battle  of  Amorah  to  the  most  fayonrable  consideia- 
tion  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Goyemor-General 
Viscount  Canning.

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report  for  the  information 
of  the  Major-General  Commanding  Central  India 
Field  Force  that  the  fort  of  Chandairee  was  carried 
by  assault  at  5  a.m.  this  day  by  the  troops  of  this 
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brigade,  the  breach  was  reported  practicable  last 
erening  and  proved  a  fair  one,  the  impetnons  rash 
of  the  stormers  of  the  86th  and  25th  regiments 
carried  everything  before  it.     Captain  Keatinge, 
Political  Assistant,  was,  I  regret  to  say,  severely 
wounded  whilst  forward  in  the  storming  party.     I 
beg  to  enclose  a  list  of  casualties  on  onr  side  ;  the 
loss  of  the  enemy  is  unknown  at  present,  but  in 
and  about  the  fort  there  are  from  40  to  50  bodies ; 
their  flight  was  most  precipitate,  and  they  scat- 
tered over  the  surrounding  jungle  in  every  direc- 
tion, with  the  exception  of  about  200,  who  some- 
what in  a  body  fled  northwards.     All  the  guns  in 
the  fort,  eight  of  iron  and  two  of  brass,  are  in  oar 
possession      Major  Robertson  is  in  charge  of  the 
fort,  but  1  propose  to  make  it  over  to  the  Sir 
Soobah  of  Scindiah  after  having  entirely  demol- 
ished the   bastion    we  breached.      The   town   of 
Chandairee  is  now  entirely  freed  from  rebels,  and 
the  inhabitants  are  resuming  their  occupations; 
the  Sir  Soobah  has  now  charge  of  the  gates  of  it, 
which  up  to  this  morning  have  been  strongly  held 
by  the  rebels,  who  cut  ofi*  all  communication  with 
it  from  my  brigade. 

2.  Lieutenant  Dowker  arrived  here  at  half-past 
4  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon,  giving  me  informa- 
tion of  the  approach  of  Captain  Abbott  with  a 
considerable  body  of  Irregular  Cavalry  from  the 
northwards.  1  instantly  despatched  a  letter  by  a 
native  officer's  party  of  the  Srd  Regiment  C.H.C. 
to  Captain  Abbott,  informing  him  of  my  intended 
attack  on  Chandairee  this  momiuff,  and  desiring 
him  to  invest  the  north  side  of  the  u>rt ;  this  letter 
most  unfortunately  never  reached  Captain  Abbott 
till  this  day  at  noon  at  this  place,  and  to  its  mis- 
carriage must  be  attributed  the  escape  of  some  of

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
that  soon  after  my  arrival  at  Bnrwanee,  I  ascer- 
tained that  Bheema  and  Mamassia  Naiks  had  ia 
reality  no  intention  of  submitting  to  terms,  and 
that  their  only  object  in  negotiating  was  to  gain 
time. 
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2.  I  therefore  determined  on  attacking  them  on 
the  morning  of  the  11th  instant,  as  also  Kaja  Sing, 
Doulut  Sing,  and  Kaloo  Bawa,  who  I  learnt  were 
encamped  with  them  at  this  place. 

3.  With  this  view  I  issued  orders  for  Captain 
Sealy  to  march  on  Dalia  fiawrie,  aitnated  to  the 
eastward  of  Amba  Rawnee,  on  the  morning  of  the 
10th,  and  for  the  details,  &c.,  under  his  orders, 
that  under  Captain  Langston,  which  was  then  at 
Pursool,  and  the  head-quarter  detachment  at  Bur- 
wan  ie,  to  leave  their  respective  camps  at  day- 
break,  and  to  join  in  a  simultaneous  attack  from 
tlie  north,  south,  and  east,  on  the  enemy's  positioii 
on  the  morning  of  the  11th  instant 

4.  As  mentioned  in  my  former  letter,  Burwa- 
nee  is  to  the  north,  and  Pursool  to  the  south  of 
Burwanee. 

5.  The  chiefs  with  3000  followers,  consisting  of 
Makranees  and  Bheels,  took  up  their  position  on 
the  top  of  a  narrow  and  steep  range  of  hilb,  the 
summits  of  which  afforded  exceUent  cover,  owing 
to  their  being  crowned  with  rocks  and  huge 
stones. 

6.  My  own  detachment  and  Captain  Langston's 
attacked  simultaneously  from  front  and  rear  at 
about  8  X.M. 

The  troops  actually  engaged  are  mentioned  in 
the  margin.* 

7.  Both  columns  advanced  with  much  spirit, 
and  circling  round  the  enemy's  left  flank  attacked 
him  from  three  sides. 

8.  The  troops  were  soon  on  the  summit  of  the 
range/  where  a  most  determined  resistance  was

9.  Many  of  the  enemy  escaped  eastward,  or  from 
the  right  of  the  position,  owing  to  the  nnacooiilit- 
able  non-appearance  of  Captain  Sealy's  detach* 
ment)  Which,  np  to  the  present  moment,  I  hare  not 
h^ard  of.  The  only  snrtiiise  I  can  make  as  to  this 
detachment  not  baring  come  up,  is  that  it  may  bare 
met  with  resistance  on  the  foad. 

10.  The  approaches  to  the  enemy's  poeitieii, 
excepting  froin  the  south,  are  most  difficult.  That 
from  the  north  was  scarcely  practicable. 

11.  A  detachment  of  the  Poena  Horse  was  «1- 
timately  so  placed  aH  to  prevent  escape  from  ike 
right  &nk,  and  the  enemy  were  completely  sur- 
ronnded  and  their  entire  position  gained. 

12.  The  enemy  mast  have  lostabont  150  killed. 
The  numbed  of  wounded  is  unknown.  62  men 
are  made  prisoners. 

200  women  and  children  have  also  been  taken 
prisoners.

THE  QUEEN,  Sovereign  of  the  Moat  Noble 
Order  of  the  (rarter,  having  been  pleased,  bj  a 
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Commisfiion  under  Her  Mi^estj's  Sign  Manual 
and  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Order,  to  constitute 
and  appoint  the  Most  Honourable  John  Alex- 
ander, Marquess  of  Bath,  Her  Majesty's  Enroy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary,  on 
a  Special  Mission  to  this  Courts  and  Sir  Charles 
Greorge  Young,  Eiiight,  Grarter  Principal  King 
of  Anns,  to  be  Her  M^esty's  Plenipotentiaries  for 
Investing  His  Most  Faithful  M^^esty,  Pedro  5th, 
King  of  Portugal  and  the  Algaryes,  Duke  of 
Saxony,  with  the  Ensigns  and  Habit  of  that 
Most  Noble  Order,  the  said  Plenipotentiaries 
embarked  at  Plymouth,  on  the  11th  instant,  on 
board  Her  Miyesty's  frigate  Diadem  (accompany- 
ing the  Squadron  escorting  the  Queen  of  Portugal 
to  Lisbon),  together  with  their  respective  Suites 
and  landed  in  this  City  on  the  17th  instant. 

On  the  20th  instant,  the  Marquess  of  Bath 
was  honoured  with  an  audience  of  His  Most 
Faithful  Majesty,  at  the  Palace  of  Belem,  at 
which,  Garter  and  the  respective  Suites  were 
presented.  Their  Majesties  the  King  and  Queen 
afterwards  held  a  General  Reception,  at  which 
the  Plenipotentiaries  and  respective  Suites  were 
presented  to  Her  Migesty  the  Queen,  an  1  to  His 
Migesty  the  King  Don  Ferdinand. 

The  requisite  arrangements  for  His  Majesty's 
Investiture  having  been  made.  His  Miyesty  was 
pleased  to  appoint  Thursday  the  27th  instant,  for 
that  purpose. 

At  four  o'clock  on  that  day,  the  several  persons 
appointed  to  carry  the  Insignia  assembled  at  the 
residence  of  the  Marquess  of  Bath,  and  from 
thence  proceeded  to  the  Royal  Palace  of  Belem 
in  the  following  Order :— 
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Advancing  into  the  Bojal  Preaenee,  witli  due 
revereDces,  the  Mission  was  received  bj  His  Mkwi 
Faithful  Majesty,  surrounded  by  the  Ministers  of 
State  and  Great  Officers  of  the  Court 

The  Gentlemen  bearing  the  Insignia  divided  ta 
the  right  and  left,  the  Plenipotentiaries  advancuqg 
between  them  ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Commiasioii, 
Somerset  Herald,  remaining  near  to  the  Plenipo- 
tentiaries, to  deliver  to  them  the  Insignia. 

The  First  Plenipotentiary,  the  Marquess  of 
Bathy  then  made  an  Address  to  His  Miyesty^ 
declaratory  of  the  object  of  the  Missioo,  to  wfaidi 
His  Mi^esty  made  a  most  gracious  reply  ;  Garter 
then  delivered  to  his  Lordship  the  Letters  of  Gre* 
dence,  which  his  Lordship  presented  to  the  Kin^ 
who  delivered  the  same  to  the  Marquess  de  Loul^ 
President  of  the  Council  and  Minister  of  Foreign 
Ai^rs.  The  Statutes  were  then  in  like  manner 
presented  to  the  King,  and  next  the  Commisrioo, 
both  of  which  were  delivered  by  His  Majesty  to 
the  Marquess  de  Lonl^  by  whom  the  latter  was 
subsequently  returned  to  Garter. 

Giirter  then  taking  the  Garter,  delivered  it  to 
the  Marquess  of.

His  Majesty  was  next  invested  with  the  Riband 
and  George  appendant,  Garter  reading  the 
Admonition.

of  which  the  following  is  a  translation  : 

Art.  1. — The  negotiation  at  the  Paris  and 
I^*ovincial  Bourses,  of  Shares  issued  bj  Railwaj 
Companies  on  account  of  railways  constructed 
beyond  the  French  territorj,  is  regulated  bj  the 
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laws  and  regalattons  applicable  to  tile  negotiatiaB 
ef  French  secarhies  of  a  similar  nature,  sal^ee^ 
however,  to  the  conditions  mentioned  in  the  fol* 
kywing  Articles : 

Art.  2.^— The  Companies  must  prove  that  IhfBj 
are  constituted  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  tfaie 
<^oontr3r  where  they  arelonned. 

For  this  puipose  they  must  remit  to  the  ^■""T'fr 
of  Finance,  and  to  the  Syndical  Chamber  of  Share 
Brokers  (Agents  do  Change),  authentic  copies 
of:~ 

1st.  The  authorised  public  acts  by  which  their 
formation  has  been  sanctioned,  and  which  have 
empowered  them  to  construct  a  railway  or  rmO- 
ways. 

2)|)].  The  statutes,  statements  of  special  con- 
ditions (cahiers  de  charges)^  and  in  general  all  the 
documents  by  which  they  have  been  regulated  or 
modified. 

Art.  3  — The  Companies  are  obliged  to  thaw 
that  their  shares  as.  also  their  bonds,  if  they  have 
issued  any,  are  officially  recognised  (est^)  in  the 
country  to  which  the  railways  belong. 

Art.  4.  -  The  shares  must  not  be  of  less  than 
500  francs.  All  those  which  have  been  isaned 
should  be  paid  up  to  the  extent  of  seven-tenths. 

They  will  not  be  authenticaUy  placed  upon  the 
list  of  the  French  Bourses  until  they  have  giTCD 
rise  to  operations  sufiSciently  numerous  for  their 
course  to  be  appreciated. 

Art  6. — The  bonds  can  be  negotiated  and 
quoted  in  France  when  the  capital  (capital  social), 
or  that  portion  of  such  capital  which  is  represented 
by  shares  shall  have  been  paid  up,  and  the  isane 
in  France  of  such  bonds  shall  have  been  anthoriaed 
by  the  Ministers  of  Finance,  of  Agricaltnre,  of 
Commerce,  and  of  Public  Works. 

Art  6.— It  is  forbidden  to  any  shaiebrokiw  to 
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awist  to  nflgotiate  the  »b#rea  of  foreign  Companies 
previous  to  their  being  admitted  by  the  Sjndical 
chamber  of  Sharebrokers  as  negotiable. 

It  is  equally  prohibited  before  such  admission 
lias  been  signified,  either,  to  publish  the  course  of 
these  shares  in  France,  or  to  announce  subscrip- 
tions open  in  France  for  shares  and  bonds  of 
foreign  Companies. 

Art.  7. — Nothing  is  to  prejudice  any  authori- 
zation granted  previously  to  the  promulgation  of 
this  decree.

The  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admirahj 
have  been  pleased  to  take  a  favourable  view  of 
tktt  claims  of  the  Officers  who  served  as  agents  for 
transports  during  the  late  war,  with  reference  to 
their  having  awarded  the  Orimean  and  Baltic 
Medal.

— For  having,  at  the 
battle  of  Balaklava,  galloped  out  to  the  assistance 
of  Private  McPherson,  of  the  same  Regiment,  on 
perceiving  him  surrounded  by  seven  Russians^ 
when  by  his  gallantry  he  dispersed  the  enemy, 
and  saved  his  comrade's  life.  For  having,  on  the 
same  day,  when  the  Heavy  Brigade  was  rallying 
and  the  enemy  retiring,  finding  his  horse  would 
not  leave  the  ranks,  dismounted  and  brought  in 
a  prisoner  from  the  Russian  lines.  Also  for  haTing 
dismounted  on  the  same  day,  when  the  Heavj 
Brigade  was  covering  the  retreat  of  the  Light 
Cavalry,  and  lifted  from  his  horse  Private  Gar* 
diner,  who  was  disabled  from  a  severe  fracture  of 
the  leg  by  a  round  shot.  Seijeant  Ramage  then 
carried  him  to  the  rear  from  under  a  very  heavy 
cross  fire,  thereby  saving  his  life,  the  spot  where 
he  must  inevitably  have  fallen  having  been  im* 
mediately  afterwards  covered  by  the  RussiaD

And  we  direct  that  on  erery  letter  not  exceed- 
ing half  an  ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  bj  the 
post  between  the  said  islands  of  Martinique,  Gua- 
daloupe,  and  Cara9oa  or  any  of  them,  and  any  of 
Her  Majesty's  colonies,  or  any  foreign  country 
through  the  United  Elingdom  (whether  through 
any  colony  or  foreign  country  or  not),  there  shall 
be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of 
British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on  such 
letters,  the  rates  of  British  postage  following  (that 
is  to  say), 

For  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter 
between  the  islands  of  Martinique,  Guadaloup^ 
and  Cura^oa,  or  any  of  them  and  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  a  rate  of  sixpence ;  and  for 
the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between  the 
port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  departure  or 
arrival  of  the  packet  or  ship  conveying  the  same, 
and  the  colony  or  foreign  country  to  or  from 
which  the  same  shall  be  forwarded,  such  a  further 
or  additional  rate  of  postage,  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  charged  and  payable  for  British 
postage  on  letters  posted  or  delivered  at  the  port 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  of  the  departure  or 
arrival  of  the  packet  or  ship  conveying  the  same 
and  transmitted  direct  between  such  port  and  any 
aach  colony  or  foreign  country.

And  we  further  direct  that  nothing  in  thia 
Warrant  contained  shall  in  anywise  prejudice  or 
affect  the  privilege  granted  by  the  said  recited 
Act,  in  favour  of  petitions  and  addresses  for- 
warded  to  Her  Majesty  by  the  post,  nor  the 
privilege  granted  by  the  same  Act  to  members  of 
each  House  of  Parliament  to  receive  by  the  post 
petitionri  and  addresses  to  Her  Majesty  and 
petitions  addressed  to  either  House  of  Parliament, 
not  exceeding  thirty-two  ounces  in  weight  exempt 
from  postage;  nor  shall  anything  in  this  Warrant 
contained  in  anywise  prejudice  or  affect  the  pri- 
Uege  which  seamen  and  soldiers  employed  in  Her 
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Mi^estj's  Service,  and  seamen  and  soldiers  em-

WHEREAS  George  Sholto,  Earl  of  Morton, 
was  duly  elected  and  returned  to  be  one  of  tii« 
sixteen  Peers  of  Scotland  to  sit  in  the  Hoaae  of 
Peers  in  the  present  Parliament  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  is 
since  deceased :  In  order  to  the  electing  another 
Peer  of  Scotland  to  sit  in  his  room.  We  do,  by  the 
advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  issue  forth  this  Our 
Royal  Proclamation,  strictly  charging  and  com- 
manding all  the  Peers  of  Scotland  to  assemble  and 
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meet  at  Holjrood  Houses  at  Edinbui^h,  on  Tues- 
day the  twenty-ninth  day  of  this  instant  June,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  twelve  and  two  in  the  aflemoon, 
to  nominate  and  choose  another  Peer  of  Scotland  to 
sit  and  vote  in  the  House  of  Peers  in  this  present 
Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  in  the  room  of  the  said 
George  Sholto,  £arl  of  Morton,  deceased,  by  open 
election  and  plurality  of  voices  of  the  Peers  that 
shall  be  then  present,  and  of  the  proxies  of  such 
as  shall  be  absent  (such  proxies  being  Peers, 
and  producing  a  mandate  in  writing  duly  signed 
before  witnesses,  and  both  the  constituent  and 
proxy  being  qualified  according  to  law)  :  and 
the  Lord  Clerk  Register,  or  such  two  of  the 
principal  Clerks  of  the  Session  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  him  to  officiate  in  his  name,  are 
hereby  respectively  required  to  attend  such  meet- 
ing, and  to  administer  the  oaths  required  by  law 
to  be  taken  there  by  the  said  Peers,  and  to  take 
their  votes  ;  and  immediately  after  such  election 
made  and  duly  examined,  to  certify  the  name  of 
the  Peer  so  elected,  and  to  sign  and  attest  the 
same  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Peers  the  elec- 
tors, and  return  such  certificate  into  Our  High 
Court  of  Chancery  of  Great  Britain  :  and  We 
strictly  charge  and  command  that  this  Our  Royal 
Proclamation  be  duly  published  at  the  Market 
Cross  at  Edinburgh,  and  in  all  the  county  towns 
of  Scotland,  ten  days  at  least  before  the  time 
hereby  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  said  Peers 
to  proceed  on  such  election.

FOR  the  information  of  his  Excellency  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  I  have  the  honour  to  for- 
ward a  report  from  Captain  Baugh,  of  a  saccessfol 
attack  upon  a  party  of  the  enemy. 

2.  Having  heard  they  had  sent  a  detachment 
to  collect  revenue  at  Sitargunge,  25  miles  from 
this,  I  determined  to  surprise  them.  The  unfor- 
tunate and  unexpected  absence  of  the  larger  part 
of  their  force  rendered  the  expedition  less  suc- 
cessful than  I  had  hoped  it  would  have  been. 
We  have  since  ascertained  that  the  number  of 
the  enemy  killed  was  25,  and  the  effect  must  be 
very  good,  as  it  will  show  them  they  are  not  safe 
within  30  miles  of  the  hills. 

3.  Considerable  credit  is  due  to  Captain  Baugh, 
for  his  exertion  in  mounting  the  whole  party  on 
elephants,  and  for  his  subsequent  arrangements. 
Mr.  C.  Carmichael,  C.S.,  was  most  useful.  Sur- 
geon H.  Irwin,  66th  Gk>orkha8,  volunteered  to 
accompany  the  force. 

4.  The  rebel  army  is  now  at  Buteree,*  under 
command  of  Fuzul  Huq,  and  is  reported  to  consist 
of  about  5,000  men,  with  6  guns.

I  HAVE  ^e  honour  to  report,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  officer  commanding  in  Kamaon, 
that>  agreeably  to  instructifms,  I  marched,  at 
10  P.M.  on  the  3rd  instant,  with  the  force,  aa  per 
margin,*  to  Sitargange ;  the  Infantry  and  Ar- 
tilleiy  mounted  on  elephants^  and  arrived  there  at 
daylight  on  the  4th  instant.  I  was  unfortunately 
delayed  three-quarters  of  an  hour  on  the  road  by 
the  elephant  carrying  one  of  the  mountain  howit- 
sers  falling  sick. 

The  rebels  had  double  sentries  posted  on  the 
roof  of  the  Government  Tehseel,  a  high  building, 
some  40  or  50  yards  square.  I  ordered  the 
cavalry  to  gallop  up  and  surround  it ;  but  before 
they  could  do  so,  some  8  or  10  of  the  rebels  made 
their  escape  to  the  West  into  the  high  graas^  the 
rest  15  were  killed,  among  whom  was  a  man 
called  Khoda  Buksh,  and  said  to  be  the  Thannadar 
of  the  place,  who  had  wounded  a  Sepoy  of  the 
66th  Groorkhas  slightly,  the  only  casualty  that 
occurred.  The  main  biody  of  this  party  had  gone 
the  previous  day  to  a  dinner  at  a  village  abont 
6  miles  distant^  and  I  deemed  it  imprudent  to 
follow  them. 

All  their  papers  and  horses  were  captured, 
and  brought  into  Camp,  at  which  I  arrived  at 
3  P.M.,  on  the  4th  instant,  having  marched  50 
miles  in  17  hours,  including  3  hours  in  the  difTe- 
rent  halts.

THE  Jounpore  Field  Force,  of  which  I  have 
bad  command  aince  early  in  December  last,  having 
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recently  been  broken  up,  and  incorporited  witfi 
the  Army  under  the  personal  command  of  his 
Ezcellencj  the  Commander-in-Chief  as  the  4th 
Division,  I  consider  it  to  be  due  to  the  Britiah 
Qfl&cers  attached  to  the  Groorkha  portion  et  the 
force,  prominently  to  bring  their  names  before 
the  Right  Honorable  the  Governor- GeneraL 

2.  I  have  at  all  times  received  the  most  hearty 
co-operation  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Wroaghton, 
in  military  charge.  His  tact  and  management  of 
the  Goorkhos  have  already  gained  for  him  the 
thanks  of  the  Governor -General  in  Council,  and 
his  spirited  conduct  at  the  head  of  the  force  at 
the  actions  of  Cbanda,  Ameerepore  and  Sultan- 
pore  have  been  cordially  acknowledged  by  me  in 
my  despatch  regarding  these  battles.  I  beg 
strongly  to  recommend  this  Officer  to  the  parti- 
cular notice  of  Government. 

His  great  knowledge  of  the  native  character 
and  language,  pre-eminently  fit  him  for  a  respon- 
sible situation  such  as  he  now  holds. 

3.  Captain  Steel,  Staff  Officer  to  the  Force,  is 
highly  spoken  of  by  Colonel  Wroaghton,  and  he 
has  been  mentioned  favourably  in  my  despatch. 
Captain  Steel  has  been  present  in  nearly  evetj 
engagement  in  which  the  Goorkhas  have  taken 
part. 

4.  The  following  officers  have  been  attached 
and  have  seen  service  with  the  different  Goorkha 
Battalions,  viz.,  Captain  Boileau,  who  was  in 
Military  charge  of  the  right  column,  Captain  Miles, 
the  lefl  column,  and  Lieutenant  Smith,  the  centre 
column,  and  Lieutenants  Clark,  Gully,  and  Hay, 
attached  to  those  columns,  also  Lieutenant  Hind, 
who  has  lately  been  appointed  to  the  Force,  and 
joined  previous  to  the  recent  engagements. 

Of  every  one  of  these  officers,  Colonel  WroQ|^- 
ton  speaks  in  the  highest  terms  as  having  afibfded 
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him  most  efficient  assistance,  and  I  have  much 
pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  their  worth. 

5.  Assistant- Surgeons  Faske,  Wright,^  Garden, 
and  Squire  have,  I  have  been  informed  by  Colonel 
Wroughton,  in  every  way  upheld  the  good  name 
of  their  profession  by  their  attention  to  their 
dnties. 

6.  In  conclusion,  I  have  to  express  my  great 
obligations  to  the  whole  of  these  officers,  military 
and  medical,  for  tlie  great  and  cordial  assistance 
they  have  always  rendered  on  all  occasions,  and  I 
heg  that  their  services  may  be  brought  to  the 
notice  of  Government.

SlE, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion  of  his  Excellency  Sir  Colin  Campbell  that 
agreeably  to  the  orders  received  from  Major- 
General  Mansfield,  Chief  of  the  Staff,  I  marched 
at  12  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the  22nd  instant, 
with  the  force,  as  per  margin,*  in  the  direction  of 
Koorsee  ;  finding  it  however  nearly  impossible  to 
proceed  with  the  heavy  guns  across  the  country 
roads  in  the  dark,  I  halted  the  column  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  cantonments  until  morning,  it  was 
consequently  nearly  4  p.m.  on  the  23rd  before  we 
arrived  at  Koorsee.  We  found  the  enemy  in  full 
retreat  along  the  Fyzabad-road.  Forming  up  the 
Cavalry  and  the  Horse  Artillery,  I  advanced, 
leaving  the  Infantry  with  the  heavy  guns  pointing 
towards  the  village.  Two  guns  of  the  advance 
guard,  under  Lieutenant  Hunter,  had  in  the 
mean  time  come  into  action  against  a  party  of 
rebels  who  were  making  their  way  out  of  a  small 
ghuree  on  our  left  front,  for  the  purpose  of  joining 
the  main  body  on  the  Fyzabad-road  ;  these  were 
soon  dispersed,  and  as  we  were  clear  of  the  village 
I  gave  the  order  to  change  front  to  the  right,  by 
this  movement  our  line  completely  covered  the

I  directed  Lieutenant  Manderson  with  2  gnna. 
Horse  Artillery  and  a  squadron  of  the  2nd  Dra- 
goon Guards,  the  whole  under  command  of  Cap- 
tain Loftus,  to  proceed  to  the  support  of  the 
Punjaub  Cavalry;  the  success  was  complete, 
achieved  however  at  the  loss  of  two  fine  gallant 
officers,  Lieutenant  MacDonnell,  2nd  Panjaob 
Cavalry,  killed,  and  Captain  Cosserat,  com- 
manding detachment  1st  Punjaub  Cavalry,  dan- 
gerously wounded.

BoberU,  Commanding  Rtg^ 
pootana  Meld  Force,  to  the  AJjtUant-General 
ofihe  Army,  Bombay. 

Cbmp  before  Ebtah,  April  7,  1858. 
Sir,  No.  97. 

I  HA  VJS  thehonor  to  report,for the  information 
of  his  Ezcellencj  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the 
suGoessful  assault  of  Kotah,  on  the  30th  of  March 
last,  bj  the  troops  I  have  the  honor  to  oomniand, 
I  arriyed  with  the  1st  Brigade,  opposite  Kotah, 
on  the  morning  of  the  22nd  ultimo,  and  encamped 
to  the  westward,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Chum- 
beL  The  2nd  Brigade  and  siege  train  jcnned  in 
the  evening;  the  13th Native  Infimtiy,  under  Ci^ 
tain  Adams,  had  joined  the  previous  evening 
having  made  forced  marches  to  do  so. 

2.  A  reoonnoissance  having  been  made,  it  was 
determined  by  the  Conmianding  Engineer,  that  two 
batteries  should  be  erected  on  this  side  the  river, 
Qne  near  the  village  of  Sukkutpore,  and  the  oiher 
at  Kennaree ;  the  object  was  to  keep  down  the 
fire  of  some  of  the  enemy's  guns,  which  enfiladed 
the  ferry,  and,  by  high  elevation,  threw  round-shot 
into  my  camp;  these  batteries  were  completed 
and  opened  fix«  on  the  morning  of  the  24tiL. 

The  enemy  were  6000  in  number. 
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3.  On  the  26th  instant,  I  sent  200  men  of  Her 
Majesty's  83rd,  and  the  Rifle  Company  of  the 
13th  R^^iment  Native  Infantiy,  under  command  of 
laeatenant-Oolonel  Heatley,  of  the  former  regi- 
ment, into  the  portion  of  the  town  held  by  the 
Maha  Rao,  who,  since  my  arrival,  had,  on  twa 
gaocessive  mornings,  been  assaulted  by  the  rebels, 
aad  an  attempt  made  by  them  to  carry  the  place 
hy  escalade.  I  have  to  thank  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Heatley  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  com- 
manded this  detachment,  and  the  service  it  ren* 
dered  up  to  the  time  of  the  assault,  and  beg  to 
bring  Colonel  Heatley's  services,  on  this  account, 
prominently  to  his  Excellency's  notice.  On  the 
28th  I  was  joined  by  the  Belooch  Horsemen, 
under  Lieutenant  Macauley. 

4.  On  the  28th,  the  position  of  the  left  batteiy 
vas  changed  to  the  left  of  the  village  of  Kenaree. 
Ijate  on  the  evening  of  this  day,  Her  Majesty's 
8th  Hussars  arrived,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel 
DeSalis. 

5.  On  the  27th  and  28th,  two  12-pounders  and 
mx  8-inch  mortars  were,  by  the  indefatigable 
labour  of  the  artillery  officers  and  men,  aided  by 
working  parties  of  in&ntry,  got  into  |x>8ition  in 
the  town.  A  slack  fire  of  two  shots  per  hour  from 
each  piece,  at  certain  points  named,  was  opened 
from  these  guns;  and,  towards  evening,  a  large 
magadne  of  the  enemy,  followed  by  several  smaller 
o&es,  was  exploded. 

6.  Up  to  this  time,  a  strong  fire  had  been  kept 
up  on  the  Bajah's  quarter  of  the  town  by  the 
enemy. 

7.  On  the  morning  of  the  30th,  quick  firing 
was  commenced  from  all  the  g^uns  and  mortars, 
and  continued  till  about  |-past  11  A.1C,  when, 
all  being  reported  ready,  the  firing  ceased  by 
signal,  and  the  troops,  who  had  been  passed  over 
the  river  in  the  morning,  told  off  into  their  - 
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xespective  oolamntt  of  aasauli^  entered  the  reibeli^ 
quarter  through  the  Kheton^le  ^te.  The  Iflt 
column,  as  per  margin,*  under  Brigadier  Pazka^ 
led ;  they  at  onoe  wheeled  off  to  the  right,  and  on 
reaching  the  Futteydar  bastion,  thej  wheeled  to 
the  left,  thus  outflanking  and  turning  all  the 
enemy's  guns  in  position,  in  the  'variooa  afaroeto 
leading  directly  towards  the  defences  occnpied  bj 
us. 

8.  Brigadier  Paike  then  continued  hiB  nuurdi  as 
directed,  on  the  Joorawan  Boorj,  the  hroad  ramp 
of  which  I  had  the  gratificati<»i  of  seeing  the  da* 
tadunent  of  his  noble  regiment  ascending^  under 
command  of  Major  TheUusson,  as  steadily  as  on 
parade. 

The  enemy,  on  his  nearing  the  top,  ran  for  i^  or 
let  themselves  down  by  ropes,  abandoning  3  guns 
to  the  Brigadier,  who  moved  rapidly  on,  tnmii^p 
a^in  to  his  left,  to  the  Soorujpole  gate^  whidii 
^^r  slight  resistance,  he  also  occupied,  with  its 
large  bastions,  on  which  were  8  more  large  gona. 
BrigEuiier  Parke  had  thus  outflanked,  and  at  length 
taken  the  enemy's  position  in  this  portion  of  the 
city  in  reverse;  and,  on  finding  this,  and  on  the 
steady  advance  into  the  heart  of  the  city  of  the 
2nd  column,t  under  laeutenant-Colonel  Holmes^ 
who  followed  the  Ist  column  till  he  reached  the 
3rd  bastion  from  the  Futteydar  bastion,  and  then 
turned  to  his  left  for  the  Soorujpole  gsAe.  and  of 
the  drd  column,}  under  lieutenant-Colonel  Baines,

9.  Many  were  shot  and  hayonetted;  many 
escaped  by  letting  themselves  down  by  lopes 
from  the  wallsy  and  others  threw  themselves  over, 
and  were  dashed  to  pieces.  Some  occnpied  bouses, 
and  Ibnght  till  slain.  LieatenanVColonel  Holmes, 
findicg  that  Brigadier  Parke  had  possession  of  the 
Soorajpole  gate  and  Joorawan  bastion,  both  con- 
sidered the  keys  of  the  pLsuse^  with  marked  spirit 
and  energy  pushed  on,  and  took  a  number  of  guns, 
partioularly  those  in  a  detached  work  called  the 
Tattey  ghurree;  and  entering  through  the  gate 
from  the  Bampooxa  division  of  the  town,  took 
the  Lallpoora  gate.  The  reserve,*  under  Brigadier 
Macan,  was  pushed  along  to  the  left,  and  went  on 
nllan^y,  till  it  communicated  with  Colonel 
Holmes's  column  at  the  Rampoora  gate. 

10.  By  half-past  2  p.m.,  Kotah  was  com|^etely 
in  our  hands.  I  left  in  the  afternoon  sufficient 
troops  in  the  city,  and  at  the  gates,  to  secure  our 
soccesB,  and  withdrew  the  remainder  to  our  camp. 

1 1.  From  several  explosions  of  powder  our  loss 
has  been  more  than  I  had  expected.  I  may,  how- 
ever, be  permitted  to  congratulate  his  Excellency 
the  Commander-in-Ohief  on  the  smallness  of  it^ 
when  compared  with  the  magnitude  of  the  work 
to  be  accomplished.  The  gulantiy  of  the  troops, 
European  and  native,  and  good  judgment  of  the 
officers  in  oonmiand  of  the  columns,  greatly  tended 
to  this. 

12.  I  beg  to  bring  to  his  Excellency's  notice 
the  immense  aid  I  received  from  Major  Tremen- 
Iiere,  commanding  Engineers,  and  of  Oaptain 
Cumberland,  and  the  officers  of  Her  Majesty's  and 

*  250  Her  Majesty's  83rd  Regiment,  nnder  lieutenant- 
ColoDel  Heatley ;  250  13th  Regiment  N.I.,  under  Captain 
0tciiart. 
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the  East  India  Compony'B  Engineers,  and  Sappen 
and  Miners.  The  work  of  the  Artilleiy  has  been 
ahnost  beyond  belief  Lieutenant-Colonel  Kake 
oommanding  up  to  noon  29th  mst. ;  Oaptein 
Aitken  and  Petrie,  and  Lieutenant  Brown,  wxtii 
their  officers  under  them,  deserve  the  bi^boBt 
praise.  There  being  no  reserve  aiiillerymeo,  I 
was  obliged  to  take  men  from  the  Horse  ArtiUerf 
and  Fidid  Batteries;  and  Lientenant-Ooloiiel 
Pricey  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  who  arrived  and 
took  command  on  the  29th,  and  to  whom  I  am 
much  indebted,  infonns  me  that  the  men  working 
the  siege  guns  had  been  on  duty  without  inter- 
mission  for  36  and  48  hours. 

13.  To  Major  Wray,  Field  Commissary  of  Ord- 
nance, my  most  especial  thanks  are  due  for  the 
uninterrupted  hard  work  and  the  energy  he  has 
displayed  throughout.  The  several  Brigadiers 
have  conveyed  to  me  their  marked  approbation  of 
thehr  Staff  Officers. 

14.  The  superintendence  of  the  Medical  D^nrt- 
ment,  under  Doctor  Bum,  and  the  arrangements 
for  the  Field  Hospital,  under  Field-Surgeon 
Hockin,  were  very  satis&ctory. 

15«  The  Commissariat,  under  that  able  officer, 
Captain  Lucas,  left  me  nothing  to  desire.  His 
arrangements  have  been  most  complete  throughout. 

16.  The  able  and  ever  ready  assistanoe  affi>rded 
me  by  my  personal  Stafi^  I  have  most  thankfully 
to  acknowledge.  The  nature  of  the  operations 
required  much  enei^  and  exertion  from  tnem  aU ; 
it  was  unsparingly  given,  and  I  would  beg  to  bring 
to  his  Excellency's  most  fiivourable  notice  the 
names  of  Captain  Hardy,  Assistant  Adjutant^ 
Qeneral,  Captain  Ballard,  C.B.,  Assistant^juarter* 
master-General,  and  Lieutenant  Newtill,  my  aide- 
de-Camp,  all  of  whom  were  nearly  the  whole  day 
engaged  in  the  city  with  the  columns  conveying 
my  orders.     I  should  not  omit  to   bring  to  hu 
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Ezoellencj's  fitvourable  notice  the  good  servioet 
rendered  by  lieutenant  Heathoote,  Deputy  Aasist- 
ant-Quart€Tnuu9ter-General. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  the  airangements  for 
erossing  the  river,  and  march  of  the  columna 
through  the  Eajah's  part  of  the  town,  were  so  good 
that  no  confiiaion  occurred  of  any  sort.  I  must 
not  omit  a  conspicuous  act  of  galLBintry  performed 
by  Lieutenant  Cameron,  Ber  Majesty's  72d  High* 
Ittnders,  reported  by  Brigadier  Parke,  as  having 
headed  an  attack  up  a  narrow  entrance  of  a  house^ 
defended  by  a  party  of  desperate  men,  two  of  whom 
he  slew,  and  was  himself  desperately  wounded. 

]  7.  My  escort,  composed  of  a  party  of  Guzerat 
Iiv^g^ular  Horse,  under  a  most  able  native  officii 
Meer  Mahomed  Ally,  did  me  good  service. 

18.  Above  400  of  the  enemy  were  killed,  and 
numbers  of  prisoners  taken,  some  of  whom  have 
been  tried  and  executed  ;  others  await  trial. 

19.  The  conduct  of  the  detachments  of  native 
inCsmtiy,  of  the  10th,  12th,  and  13th  Eegimenta, 
deserve  the  highest  praise. 

20.  I  regret  there  was  no  opportunity  for  the 
Cavalry  to  distinguish  themselves  in  these  opera* 
tions ;  but  the  1st  Lancers,  under  Captain  Ander* 
son,  detachment  of  the  2nd  Cavalry,  under  Captain 
Simpson,  and  Scinde  Horse,  under  Major  Malcolm 
Ghpeen,  tl&e  whole  under  the  direction  of  Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Owen,  have  shown  the  best  spirit 
throughout,  and  performed  the  harassing  duties 
of  outpost  and  patrol  in  a  manner  to  have  earned 
my  warmest  tlumks.  They  are  now  joined  by  a 
squadron  of  Her  Majesty's  8th  Hussars  and 
dolonel  Blake's  Troop  of  Horse  Artillery,  in  pur- 
suit of  the  enemy,  and,  should  opportunity  offer,  I 
have  no  doubt  of  having  the  gratification  of  re- 
porting a  splendid  result. 

21.  As  the  first  object  of  attack  was  to  seize 
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the  Joorawim  bastion  and  Soorajpole  gate,  I  bad 
placed  tbe  Cavaliy  at  Craumnobford  to  wkU^  tbe 
only  outlet,  namely,  tbe  Lallpooia  gate ;  bat  tbe 
rebels  bad  in  tbe  morning  taken  their  mofreaUe 
guns  out  at  tbe  Boorajpole  gate,  many  aooompany- 
ing  tbem^  and,  wben  tney  saw  bow  tbe  day  went^ 
ibey  fled.  Tbese  two  gates^  two  miles  apart,  axe 
separated  by  a  belt  of  tbi<^  jungle,  stretdiiiig  out 
for  many  miles,  quite  unfit  for  caTsizy  mancBUTrsi^ 
and,  moieoyer,  entirely  secured  tbe  enemy  from 
view. 

22, 1  cannot  dose  tbis  despatcb  witbout  tender- 
ing .  to  Brigadier-Qeneral  Lawrence,  Officiating 
Goyemor-OeneTai*s  Agent  in  Rajpootana,  who  ao> 
companied  me  from  Nuaseerabad,  and  was  with  me 
during  tbe  assault,  my  best  thanks  for  the  un- 
wearied aid  afibrded  me  by  him.  I  would  also 
beg  to  bring  to  most  favourable  notice  the  servioai 
of  Captain  Maodonald  and  bis  corps  of  Meena% 
who  joined  me  on  the  march.  They  have  most 
willingly  made  tbemselTes  useful  in  many  way^ 
fi^^^^fti^^g  ^^>&gg<3^  escorting  prisoners,  and,  as  wo^* 
ing  parties,  luive  elicited  the  admiration  of  both 
Engineer  and  Artillery  Officers  observant  of  than. 
Tb^  were  at  tbe  Pattunpole  gate,  and  most  eager 
to  be  employed  in  the  assault,  had  I  required  their 
services  on  that  duty. 

23  I  beg  to  enclose  a  list  of  casualtiea  and  xe> 
turn  of  captured  Ordnance.  The  latter  has  sab- 
sequently  been  found  not  complete;  a  supplemen* 
tary  return  shall  be  forwarded. 

24.  A  more  accurate  plan  sball  be  forwarded 
directly  tbe  Engineers  have  completed  their  sor- 
vey  now  proceeding.

WITH  reference  to  my  imrried  report,  dated 
12th  instanti  iDforming  you  of  the  entire  defeat, 
on  the  1  Ith  instant,  of  the  insnrgent  chie&  at 
Amba  Pawnee,  where  a  lai^  nomber  of  their 
followers  were  attacked  by  a  portion  of  the  field 
force  under  my  orders,  and  driven  from  a  atrong 
and  well-chosen  position,  the  approaches  to  which, 
excepting  from  one  point,  they  had  reason  to 
believe  inaccessible,  I  have  now  the  pleasure  to 
express  to  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  how  much  I  feel  indebted  to  the  whole  of 
the  officers  and  men  of  all  arms  engaged,  for  the 
very  gallant  and  spirited  manner  in  which  thef 
commenced  and  followed  up  the  attack,  and  in 
spite  of  intense  heat,  unsatiated  thirst,  and  an 
obstinate  resistance  of  seven  hours'  duration, 
gained  complete  possession  of  the  enemy's  strong- 
hold. 

2.  The  co-operation  throughout  was  complete, 
and  both  officers  and  men  materially  contributed 
to  the  success  of  the  day,  by  dis^ying  much 
coolness  and  intelligence  as  well  as  courage. 

3.  As  an  instance  which  fell  under  my  owm 
observation,  I  beg  to  bring  to  notice  the  condQct 
of  Lieutenant  Stanley  Scott,  Adjutant  of  the 
Bheel  Corps,  and  Lieutenants  Hanson  and  Sih- 
thorpe,  of  the  9th  Regiment,  who,  with  some 
twenty  men  of  the  latter  corpse  made  an  attadc,  at 
the  termination  of  the  day,  on  a  strong  poaitioa 
situated  on  the  summit  of  a  hill,  proteoted  by 
large  boulders  of  stone,  and  defended  by  a  nnm- 
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ber  of  MaekraneeB,  who,  rendered  desperate  by 
the  certainty  of  their  ultimate  destruction,  made 
frequent  saUies,  sword  in  hand,  and  for  some  time 
offerod  a  most  determined  resistance. 

4.  These  officers,  taking  advantage  of  the  little 
eorer  the  ground  afforded,  cautiously  but  perse* 
▼eringly  advanced  in  skirmishing  order  to  within 
twelve  paces  of  their  enemy>  keeping  their  men 
loaded  for  the  final  rush.  They  lost  4  of  their 
number  at  the  onslaught ;  but  23  of  the  Muck* 
ranees  were  left  dead  on  the  scene  of  action. 

6.  I  omitted  to  mention,  in  my  former  letter, 
that  the  4  Mountain  Train  mortars  were  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  enemy,  with  some  effect  for  a 
short  time  ;  but  the  rapid  advance  of  the  troops 
from  both  sides  rendered  their  prolonged  use 
dangerous  to  my  own  men. 

6.  Lieutenant  Basevi,  of  the  Artillery,  was 
unfortunately  severely  wounded  by  a  sword  cut 
in  a  gallant  hand  to  hand  encounter  with  one  of 
the  enemy. 

7.  The  Detachment  Poona  Irregular  Horse, 
under  Naib  Russuldar  Hyat  Meer  Khan,  did  ex- 
cellent service  by  taking  up  a  position  on  the 
enemy's  right,  and  thereby  cutting  off  his  retreat 
in  that  direction. 

8.  I  beg  to  enclose  the  accompanying  report 
from  Captain  Langston;  and,  in  thanking  Csptain 
Birch  and  Lieutenant  Hall  for  the  gallant  conduct 
noticed  therein,  I  would  also  acknowledge  the 
prompt,  able,  and  successful  manner  in  which 
Captain  Langston  conducted  the  attack  on  the 
enemy's  rear. 

9.  I  find  I  have  greatly  underrated  the  enemy's 
loss  :  170  bodies  were  counted  the  day  after  the 
action ;  the  number  of  killed  must,  therefore,  have 
exceeded  200. 

10.  I  also  learn  that,  in  addition  to  the  62  men 
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taken  prisoners,  445  women  and  diiUren,  and 
amongst  them  the  wives  of  some  of  the  chief 
insurgents^  have  been  brought  in.  In  mj  f<»mer 
letter  their  number  was  under-estimated. 

II.  I  beg  to  endoee  an  amended  list*  of 
easualtiesy  by  which  it  will  be  observed  that  I 
omitted  to  mention  the  name  of  CSaptain  Birch 
amongst  the  wounded  ;  and  that»  with  one  excep* 
tion,  the  whole  of  the  missing  have  aince  beea 
accounted  for*

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  inform  jfoq  that,  in 
accordance  with  instructions  received  from  Myor 
Evans,  Commanding  Satpoora  Held  Force,  I 
marched  with  the  right  column,  strength  as  per 
margin,f  from  Pursool,  at  1.10  a.ic  jesterday.

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2.  After  proceeding  some  six  miles,  I  distached 
a  party  (that  had  been  previouslj  told  off  for  the 
purpose),  consisting  of:— 1  jemadar,  19  sabres, 
Poona  Horse  ;  1  ensign,  1  subadar,  40  N.C.  rank 
and  file,  9th  Regiment  Native  Infantry  ;  1  jema* 
dar,  60  N.C.  rank  and  file,  Bheel  Corps  ;  the 
whole  under  Ensign  Bonnor,  9th  Regiment  Native 
Infantry,  to  Meina  Mata,  westward  of  Pursool,  so 
as  to  prevent  any  fugitive  rebels  escaping  in  that 
direction. 

8.  The  remainder  of  my  column  continued  the 
route  to  Amba  Pawnee  with  an  advance  guard, 
consisting  of  detachment  4th  Rifles  and  Bheel 
Corps,  with  6  sowars  Poona  Horse. 

4.  On  arriving  within  about  two  miles  of  Amba 
Pawnee,  I  ordered  the  advance  guard,  under 
Lieutenant  Hall,  reinforced  by  the  Light  Com- 
pany 9th  Regiment  Native  Infantry,  to  skirmish 
to  the  front.  They  were  immediately  fired  on  by 
the  enemy,  who  at  the  same  time  commenced 
falling  back  on  their  main  body,  strongly  posted 
on  a  range  of  high  hills  directly  in  our  fix>nt* 

5.  The  ground  being  favourable  for  cavalry 
movements,  I  ordered  the  Poona  Horse  to  the 
front,  who,  dashing  forward,  cut  up  several  of  the 
enemy,  thereby  materially  accelerating  the  general 
retreat  to  their  mountain  stronghold. 

6.  On  coming  within  range,  I  selected  an  eli- 
gible position  for  the  mortars,  and  commenced 
shelling  the  enemy,  who  were  observed  in  large 
numbers  crowning  the  heights.  At  the  same 
time  I  threw  out  skirmishers  to  the  right  and 
left,  with  a  view  of  hemming  in  and  outflanking  the 
enemy.  Lieutenant  Hall,  4th  Rifles,  commanded 
on  the  right,  and  was  accompanied  by  Captain 
Birch,  who  kindly  volunteered  his  services  ; 
Lieutenant  Hawthorn,  9th  Regiment  Native  In* 
fantxy,  took  the  left.    I  remained  to  direct  opera* 
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tioniy  Captain  Baogb,  9th  Begiment  Native  In- 
fantrj,  comnuuiding  the  resenre. 

7.  The  right  party,  advancing,  carried  all  before 
them,  notwithstanding  a  heavy  fire  from  the 
enemy,  who  were  in  »  great  measiire  sheltered 
by  h^ge  boulders  of  stone,  firom  behind  vrbidi 
they  were  enabled  to  act  wiUi  comparatiTe  safety ; 
but  vain  were  their  endeavours  :  the  men,  led  in 
the  most  gallant  manner,  defeated  all  attempts  of 
the  rebels  to  break  through,  and  drove  tliem 
back  at  all  points  with  great  slaoghter. 

8.  Lieutenant  Hawthorn,  extending  hia  skir^ 
mishers  to  the  left,  communicated  with  the  right 
of  Miyor  EvAns's  cdnmn,  and  then  advanced 
with  his  main  body  up  the  hill,  the  enemy  being 
thus  exposed  to  a  severe  cross  fire.  The  aammit 
was  gained,  and  the  two  columns  co-opented. 

9.  The  enemjr's  position  was  weO  chosen,  the 
hill  hemg  partially  scarped,  and  it  speaks  wefi 
for  the  gallantry  of  the  troops  employed, -^etcnn- 
ing  so  strong  a  natural  fortification  ncder  so 
severe  and  galling  »  fire. 

10.  I  then  joined  Lieutenant  Hall,  and  re- 
mained with  him  till  the  close  of  operations.  The 
rest  of  the  column  took  ground  to  the  right,  and 
ultimately  joined  the  head  quarter  cdumn  on  the 
north  side  of  the  hilL 

11*  Annexed  is  a  list  of  casualties*. 

12.  I  estimate  the  enemy's  loss  at  between  150 
and  200.  My  cdnmn  also  took  37  men  and  57 
women  and  several  children  prisoners. 

13,  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  officer 
commanding  Field  Force,  the  gallant  conduct  of 
Lieutenant  Hall,  4th  Rifles,  and  Captain  Bird^ 
who^  with  only  some  25  men,  kept  an  overpower* 
ing  force  of  the  enemy  in  check,  and  prevented 
their  escape  to  the  eastward.    The  behaviour  of

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  forward,  for  the  infer* 
mation  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief 
and  Grovemment,  the  accompanying  report  from 
Captain  Sealj,  relative  to  his  encounter  with  the 
enemy  on  the  11th  instant. 

Considering  the  very-  difficult  nature  of  the 
country,  the  overwhelming  force  opposed  to  him, 
and  the  number  of  bullocks,  laden  with  commis* 
sariat  supplies,  he  had  to  protect,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  Captain  Sealy  acted  judiciously  in  not  at* 
tempting  to  join  in  the  attack  on  Amba  Pawnee. 

Both  officers  and  men  appear  to  have  done  their 
duty  gallantly,  and  I  trust  that  their  conduct,  as 
well  as  that  of  their  commanding  officer,  will  meet 
with  approval. 

Captain  Sealy*s  detachment  joined  the  other 
detachment  of  the  force  at  this  place  this  morn* 
ing. 

Silawud  is  Mawassia's  camp,  and  is  seven  miles 
to  the  south  of  Amba  Pawnee.

I  HAVE  the  h<Mior  to  forward,  for  tlie  infor- 
mation of  the  officer  commandiDg  the  Satpoora 
Field  Force,  the  following  report  of  the  operstioos 
of  the  column  under  my  command. 

2.  At  daylight  on  the  11th  instant,  all  baggage 
and  Commissariat  supplies  being  ready,  thecolamo, 
after  furnishing  the  requisite  guards  and  eaoorfes, 
marched,  strength  as  per  margin,*  with  the  inten- 
tion of  co-operating  -with  the  other  two  columna 
in  attacking  the  enemy  at  Amba  Pawnee. 

3.  After  advancing  about  a  quarter  of  a  milei 
three  scouts  were  sent  to  a  high  hill  on  the  right, 
to  ascertain  if  the  enemy's  scouts  could  be  seen. 
This  not  being  the  case,  the  column  moved  on, 
and,  after  advancing  about  half  a  mile  further,  a 
report  was  sent  by  the  officer  of  the  advance 
guard,  that  the  leading  file  heard  sounds  as  of  the 
firing  of  mortars.  Thinking  this  might  proceed 
from  one  or  other  of  the  columns,  I  proceeded 
with  my  stafi^-officer  to  the  front,  and  had  scarcely 
arrived  there  when  some  of  the  enemy  were  seen 
on  the  high  hill  to  our  right,  and  immediately

Boon  as  Captain  Brigga  came  up  with  the  19th 
Regiment,  he  was  diI^octed  to  throw  out  a  por* 
ti<m  also. 

4.  About  this  time  the  enemy's  nokara  was 
heard,  and  a  green  standard  planted  on  the  high 
ground  on  the  right,  above  mentioned,  around 
which  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  assembled,  while 
a  portion  moved  to  occupy  the  ravine  in  our  front 
The  officer  of  the  advanced  guard.  Captain  An* 
derton,  seeing  this,  proceeded  to  dislodge  them. 
While  so  employed,  a  party  of  the  enemy  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  to  our  1^  front,  when  Lieu- 
tenant Atkins,  heading  the  detachment  of  the 
Bheel  Corps,  arrived,  and  having  driven  them  off, 
held  this  important  position  with  his  detachment 
throughout  the  operations.  It  was  in  the  per- 
formance of  this  duty  that  officer  was  wounded, 
and  uter  securing  the  position  was  oUiged  to  be 
conveyed  to  the  roar. 

6.  In  the  meantime  the  Mountain  Train  was 
brought  into  position.  The  gun  was  placed  so  as 
to  keep  down  the  fire  from  the  ravine  (which  it 
raked),  and  from  the  high  ground  and  the  right 
front,  while  the  howitzer  was  brought  to  play  on 
the  large  body  of  the  enemy,  whero  their  standard 
bad  been  planted,  which  was  shortly  removed,  and 
the  enemy  around  it  temporarily  dispersed,  but 
endeavoured  again  to  bring  the  standard  to  the 
front  with  the  view  of  planting  it,  but  a  lound  or 
two  more  from  the  howitzer  again  caused  its 
removal. 

6.  The  fire  of  the  enemy  on  our  right  front, 
however,  continued  heavy,  and  the  enemy 
4rttempted  to  descend,  but  were  driven  back  by 
the  19th,  and  an  occasional  shell  from  the 
howitaer. 
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7.  It  was  about  this  time  that  an  indiridaal  of 
rank,  wearing  a  red  torban,  who  had  attmeted 
the  notice  of  us  all,  fell  wounded,  and  was  carried 
off.  He  was  supposed  to  be  either  Dowlat  Sing 
or  Kigee  Sing,  and,  placed  under  good  eover, 
picked  off  many  of  the  IQth,  and  from  bis  piece 
several  shots  reached  the  gan  and  howitaer  at  a 
distance  of  between  600  and  600  jarda.  It 
onlj  at  a  few  paces  from  the  howitzer  that  ~ 
tenant  Blair,  in  the  act  of  conveying  orders  to  the 
officer  commanding^  the  19th  Regiment  vas 
wounded. 

8.  The  fire  of  the  enemy  now  slackened^  and 
finding  that  I  had  expended  more  than  half  of  the 
Mountain  Train  ammunition,  I  only  threw  a  abefl 
occasionally,  when  I  saw  any  number  of  theeoemy 
collected ;  but  seeing  from  the  very  determined 
opposition  we  had  encountered  that  a  laige 
body  of  the  insurgents  was  around  us,  ao^  en- 
cumbered with  my  wounded  without  the  means 
for  their  transport,  and  having  besides  a  thousand 
commissariat  bullocks  with  supplies  to  protect,  I 
considered  it  advisable  to  retire  to  my  original 
position  at  Dababowrie.  With  this  in  view,  and 
while  the  fire  was  slack,  I  directed  the  baggage 
and  commissariat  to  retire,  sending  the  half  of  the 
Poena  Horse  with  them. 

9.  Finding  that  the  enemy  had  now  in  a  great 
measure  retired,  and  fired  an  occasional  shot  only, 
I  commenced  to  withdraw  the  troops,  having  as 
a  rear*guard  the  companies  of  the  19th  Regiment, 
accompanied  by  the  gun  from  the  Mountain  Train, 
and  reached  Daba-bowrie,  without  further  casual- 
ties, about  half-past  ten  A.V.,  having  been  engaged 
with  the  enemy  about  four  hours. 

10.  During  the  action,  the  enemy  made  an  at- 
tempt to  capture  our  commissariat,  and  had  de- 
tached about  two  hundred  men  for  that-  pmpoac^ 
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but  were  most  successfully  driven  off,  and  pur- 
sued by  a  party  of  the  19th  Regiment  and  Bheel 
Corps,  amounting  to  64  men,  under  Subedar 
Comajee  Kuddum  of  the  former  corps. 

1 1.  I  beg  to  enclose  lists  of  killed  and  wcinded 
of  the  column,  but  have  been  unable  to  ascertain 
the  loss  on  the  part  of  the  enemy  ;  it  must  have, 
however,  far  exceeded  ours. 

12.  Before  concluding,  I  consider  it  my  duty 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  M^or  Evans,  that  the 
troops  behaved  throughout  the  action  most  satis- 
factorily, and  that  I  was  well  supported  by  all  the 
officers,  and  am  much  indebted  for  their  exertions 
on  the  occasion.

JSussian  Method  of  determining  the  Tonnage  or 

Lastage  of  Sh^. 

1.  Measure  in  English  feet— 

a.  The  length  of  the  upper  deck  from  the

b.  The  breadth  inside  of  the  under  surfi^e

2.  Multiply  the    three   preceding  dimensions 
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into  one  another ;  that  is  to  saj :  length,  breadth, 
and  depth,  and  divide  the  product  by  130,  the 
quotient  will  give  the  capacity  of  the  ship  in  tons, 
and  by  dividing  this  quotient  by  2,  the  capacity 
in  lasts  will  be  obtained. 

3.  If  there  is  a  poop  on  the  upper  deck,  or  a 
light  deck  above  the  quarter  deck,  they  must  in 
each  case  be  measured,  the  length  inside,  the 
breadth  amidships,  and  the  height  between  the 
planks  of  the  decks.

A  DESPATCH,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy,  has  been  received  by  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Admiralty  from  Captain  Sotheby, 
of  Her  Majesty's  steam-s^ip  Pearl,  reporting  pio- 
ceedings  of  the  Naval  Brigade  nnder  his  command 
in  India : 

No.  74. 

Sib,  Camp  Amorka,  April  22,  1858. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the 
information  of  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Admiralty,  that  the  Pearl's  Naval  Brigade  took 
part  in  a  very  successful  action  with  the  rebelsi  on 
the  I7th  instant,  at  the  village  of  Thamowlee.  At 
7*30  A.M.  intelligence  was  received  that  about  400 
sepoys,  with  some  sowars  and  two  guns,  had  ap- 
proached within  three  miles  from  our  camp  and 
four  from  Belwar,  on  a  looting  expedition;  a  troop 
of  cavalry,  with  a  detachment  of  infantry  was  im- 
mediately ordered  out  to  disperse  them ;  bat,  as 
reinforcements  were  requested,  I  joined,  at  9*30, 
with  two  howitzers  and  a  party  of  seamen,  and 
found  the  enemy  retiring,  somewhat  hastened 
by  a  few  weU  directed  shell ;  but,  as  they  were 
falling  back  on  their  forces,  which  were  coming 
out,  whilst  we  were  moving  from  ours,  in  con- 
cert with  Major  Cox,  in  hopes  of  drawing 
them  out,  we  retired  two  miles,  immediately 
followed  by  the  rebels  cheering  and  keeping  up 
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a  brisk  fire  at  a  prudent  difltance^  we  then  halted 
in  aome  topes  making  very  good  practice  with  our 
two  guns.  Colonel  Rowcroft^  at  twelve  o'clock* 
joined  with  the  head-quarters,  who^  with  M^jor 
Cox,  made  a  flank  movement  on  the  enemy^s  leflfc, 
whilst  we  on  our  left  pushed  forward,  driving  the 
enemy  out  of  the  villages,  the  whole  pursuing 
them  for  three  miles,  where  a  troop  (56)  of  the 
Bengal  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  under  their  gallant 
leader.  Major  Richardson,  made  a  most  dashing 
charge  against  400  sepoys  drawn  up  behind  a 
village  with  a  gun,  which  they  captured,  and  left 
60  dead  on  the  field  all  with  English  accoutre- 
ments. The  heat  was  intense  under  a  vertical 
8un«  and  a  furious  hot  wind  in  our  faces^  rendered 
it  nearly  impossible  to  discern  the  two  parties  ^i 
the  men  being  much  fatigued,  we  rested  a  few 
minutes  and  retomed  to  camp,  having  2  killed 
and  19  wounded,  nearly  all  belonging  to  the 
cavalry,  5  of  whom  were  officers. 

The  enem3r's  force  is  reported  to  be  during  the 
latter  part  2,000  sepoys  and  1,000  irregi^ars, 
with  100  sowars  and  4  guns,  and  their  loss 
between  200  and  300;  our  force  was  as  per 
margin.* 

It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  record  that  the  beha- 
viour of  the  men  was  most  excellent,  ever  most 
eager  to  move  forward. 

Lieutenant  N.  £.  B.  Tumour,  who  has  been  in 
six  actions  with  the  brigade,  was  in  charge  of  the 
guns,  and  made  capital  practice.  Lieutenant  H. 
D.  Grant  was  in  charge  of  the  seamen ;  a  most 
Eeaious  officer,  and  to  whose  services  I  am  at  tOl 
times  much  indebted,  as  well  as  Lieutenant  F.  Or. 
Pym  and  his  Marines.

A  DESPATCH,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy,  has  been  received  by  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Admiralty  from  Captain  Sotheby,  of 
Her  Majesty^s  steam-ship  Pearl,  commanding  a 
Naval  Brigade  in  India  : 

Sib,  Camp  Kaptangunge,  April  29,  1858. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  for  the 
information  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Admiralty,  that  the  Pearl's  Naval  Brigade  was 
engaged  in  a  series  of  actions  with  the  enemy  on 
the  25th  instant,  near  the  village  of  Pnchawas. 
Intelligence  being  received  at  11  a.ic.  that  they 
wore  approaching  our  camp,  the  Field  Force,  as 
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per  margin,*  always  ready,  was  immediately  under 
arms,  and  marched  out  to  meet  them,  Brigadier 
Bowcroft  taking  command  of  the  right  column^ 
whilst  Major  Cox  and  myself  took  charge  of  the 
left ;  on  advancing  one  mile  we  soon  found  the 
enemy  in  front,  posted  in  woods  and  villages,  who 
commenced  the  action  by  firing  shell  from  two 
9-pounder  guns  (horsed)  with  great  precision, 
but  as  all  our  men  were  nearly  in  skirmishing 
order,  with  little  effect.  As  their  range  was  con* 
siderably  beyond  our  small  12-pounder  howitzers, 
I  immediately  ran  them  up  within  700  yards,  and 
after  a  few  rounds,  shelled  them  out,  but  keeping 
up  a  running  fire  as  they  retreated  for  about  two 
and  a  half  miles,  when  a  vidette  gave  notice  that 
a  body  of  1,500  men  with  8  ^uns  was  on  our  left ; 
we  immediately  went  in  that  direction  about  two 
miles,  and  found  them  posted  in  some  thick 
woods  and  jungle.  As  our  men  were  very  much 
fatigued  f^m  the  intense  heat,  many  already 
having  dropped  firom  coups  -  de  -  soleil,  it  was 
necessary  to  give  them  a  few  minutes'  rest, 
and  to  keep  up  communication  with  the 
Brigadier,  who  had  been  engaged  success- 
fully on  our  right  with  another  body,  and 
was  then  moving  towards  us;  we  then  rapidly 
advanced  with  our  guns,  the  seamen  with  tho 
Jdth  Light  Infantry  as  skirmishers,  making  beau- 
tiful practice,  killed  many  of  the  enemy,  who 
were  under  the  Rajah  of  Grouda  (seated  on  an 
elephant)  ;  in  about  half  an  hour  they  gave  way, 
we  pursuing  them  for  two  miles,  towards  the 
Gogra,  over  which  many  escaped,  their  retreat  to 
Belwfu^  being  liireatened  by  the  cavalry.  In  the 
meantime,  the  other  two  rebel  forces,  who  had 
been  driven  back,  had  joined  and  advanced  within 

*  153  Naval  Brigade;    246    13th   Light  lofilntry;  188 
Bengal  Teomaory  Cavalry ;  425  Qoorkluis  and  Sikhk 
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one  mile  of  our  camp  to  attack  it,  when  the 
Brigadier,  who  had  heard  of  their  approach,  moved 
quickly  to  the  right,  juBt  in  time  to  meet  them  on 
the  load,  and  after  some  sharp  firing  and  shelling 
on  both  aides,  drove  them  back.  On  hearing  of 
his  being  again  in  action  we  quickly  rejoined 
him,  and  sent  a  few  well-directed  rockets  into 
some  woods,  which  hastened  the>r  retreat,  and 
burnt  them  out  of  a  village.  It  being  nearly 
sunset,  and  the  tro<^s  quite  exhausted  from  the 
intense  heat,  and  constantly  moving  for  seven 
hours,  we  halted*  and  shortly  afterwajrds  returned 
to  camp. 

The  enemy's  force  is  reported  upwards  of  3,000^ 
with  5  guns,  but  as  they  were  so  quickly  worked, 
and  taken  to  the  reai^  we  were  oiidy  able  to  cap* 
ture  1  ammunition  waggon. 

They  had  about  70  killed. 

1  am  happy  to  report  we  had  no  casualties 
though  it  was  perfectly  miraculous  how  all  es* 
caped,  for  their  practice  with  the  guns,  especially 
the  shells,  was  unusually  good. 

The  men  behaved  in  their  usual  cool  and  cheer- 
ful manner,  much  to  my  satisfaction,  and  weol 
over  18  miles  under  a  burning  sun.

I  regret  to  say  our  sick  list  is  very  large,  owing 
to  the  exposure  to  the  sun,  and  living  in  tents  at 
this  period  of  the  year. 

On  the  27th,  at  10  p.m.,  having  destroyed  our 
entrenchments  after  dark,  and  blown  up  captured 
guns,  we  retired  on  Kaptangunge,  fourteen  miles, 
as  there  were  several  bodies  of  rebels  in  our  rear, 
and  others  threatening  to  cross  from  Oudh.

chain  gauntlet  glove,  a  tulwar  cut  on  his  nght 
arm,  which  fortunately  only  divided  the  sleeve  of 
the  jacket,  but  dinabled  the  arm  for  some  time  ;  a 
bullet  also  passed  through  his  coat,  and  he  received

And  whereas  further  powers  are  given  to  the

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  one 
ounce,  and  not  exceeding  two  ounces  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
nniform  rate  of  colonial  postage  of  twopence. 

And  for  every  additional  ounce  in  weight  of 
any  such  packet  above  the  weight  of  two 
ounces,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  an 
additional  rate  of  colonial  postage  of  one 
penny,  and  every  fractional  part  of  every 
such  additional  ounce  in  weight  shall  be 
charged  as  one  ounce  in  weight. 

No  such  packet,  which  in  length,  or  width,  or 
depth,  shall  exceed  the  dimensions  of  two 
feet,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  post,  under 
the  provisions  aforesaid.

the  weight  thereof,  and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be 
contained  in  such  Warrant,  and  from  time  to  time, 
by  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  to  alter  or  repeal  any  of 
such  altered  rates,  and  make  and  establish  any 
new  or  other  rates  in  lieu  thereof,  and  from  time 
to  time,  by  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  to  appoint  at 
what  time  the  rates  which  might  be  payable  were 
to  be  paid,  and  the  power  thereby  given  to  alter 
and  ^x  rates  of  postage  was  extended  to  any 
increase  or  reduction  or  remission  of  postage  ; 
and  it  was  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the 
rates  of  postage  from  time  to  time  to  become 
payable  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  Warrant  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  under 
that  Act,  should  be  charged  by,  and  be  paid  to 
Her  Majesty's  Postmaster- General,  for  the  use  of 
Her  Majesty,  on  all  post  letters,  newspapers  or 
other  printed  papers  to  which  such  Warrant 
should  extend. 

And  whereas  further  powers  are  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  eleventh 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
'^An  Act  for  giving  further  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regu- 
lating the  duties  of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other 
purposes  relating  to  the  Post-otfice."
